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Origin and General Character of the Bible 

By the term Bible is generally understood the 
sacred writing!^ of the Christian Church, consisting of 
twd'MArn’divisrdhs, the 0l3 Testament, or the saered 
literature of the' Jewish people, written originally in 
Hebrew, and the New Testament, containing a record 
of the work and teaching, of Jesus Christ and his 
apostles, written origmally in Greek. 

The terms "Bible"' and "Testament" require some 
explanation. The word "Bible" is treated in Eoglieh 
as a singular noun, but in its original Greek form it 
was a plural, meaning "the books." The original 
usage correctly expresses the fact that the sacred 
WTitings of ChrrstendoTn are not ao much one book, 
as a library oi; collection of many books, varying 
widely in charSeter, and belonging to diSerent 
ages. In^ourse of time, the completed collection of 
Jewish and Christian sacred writings came to be 
regarded as one whole, and this growing sense of the 
unity of the sacred writings as a standard of faith 
and a rule of life accounts for the modern use of th& 
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word Bible in a eingnlar sense. The term "Testament'' 
.-IB derived from a Latin word, which, though ordinarily 
used in the eenGC of a will or a testamentary disposi¬ 
tion of property, was the uniform Latin translation 
of a Greek word used in the Christian Scriptures and 
in the Greek version of the Hebrew Scriptures in the 
sense of a covenant, or more especially of the spiri¬ 
tual compact between God and His people. The Old 
and New Testaments arc thus the names that have, 
from the second century of our era^ been applied to 
the two great divisions of the sacred writings of 
Christendom, the Hebrew of the Jewish Scriptures 
containing the record of the old covenant made by 
God with Moses, and the Greek or Christinn Scrip* 
turcs containing the record of the new covenant 
established by Jesus Christ with His disciples, These 
two divisions are regarded by the Christian Cturch 
as two/ vitally related parts of a progressive revelation 
given to the world in the line of Jewish history* of 
the mind* character and redemptive purpose of the 
Supreme Spirit and His relation to man. 

In certain important respects, the Bible may be 
regarded as one book, with one fundamental purpose 
underlying the whole record. The Old Testament 
sets forth to record the history of a process of divine 
education, the history of u nation which regards 
itself ns being called by God to a spqcial knowledge 
of Himself, in order that as a ‘people and as 
individuals they might be^ witnesses anS teachers of 
divine truth to other nations. The New Testament 
contains the record of what purports to be the cul¬ 
mination of Old Testament aspirations and hopes in 
the person of Jesus, the anointed of God* came to 
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¥:eek and to save the lout and establish the kingdom 
ot (rod among men. While there is this underlying 
unity in the sacred Scriptures, we mnst not forget that 
the Bible is really a literary collection, or a library, 
consisting of as many as sixty-six different books. 
Half a dozen of tho shortest books contain only some 
five hiindrcd to a thousand words each. Half a 
dozen of the longest books on the other hand contain 
as tnaiiy as thirty to forty thousand words each* 
The authors of these books were all connected with 
one small country, Palestine, a strip of land lying 
at the eastern end of the Mediterranean Sea. about 
180 miles from North to South, and about 85 miles 
in average breadth, approximately the size of Wales, 
Such a conn try, bordering as it does on three conti¬ 
nents^^ Asia, Africa and Europe, was well fitted to 
f^rndiicr a literature that is, by common consent, of 
world-wide interest and appeal* These books were 
not writtou at one time, but during n period extending 
perhaps over more than a thousand years, thirty- 
nine, the Old Testament, being originaJly written in 
a Semitic language,. Hebrew (apart from a few 
pliaptcrs of two of the books which wore written in 
n kindred dialret, Aramaic), and twenty-seven^ the 
New Testament^ in an Aryan language, Greek. 
The books were not written by any single class or 
c-aste, but by ^governors, prime ministers, BcholarSr 
physicians, peasants and fishermen. The type of 
literature^ too contained m the Bible is of a very 
varied character: Bchgious History, Sacred Law, 
Prophetic Bhappody, Proverbial Philosophy. Devo¬ 
tional Lyric, Personal Correspondence, Biographical 
Memoirs, The ’World-wide character of the interest 
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centering in these sacred wntingn and of the enthu¬ 
siasm they have inspired is evidenced by the fact that 
the Bible has been translated into some five hundred 
different languages and dialects, a phenomenon 
absolutely without parallel in the literary history of 
the world* Tt is not our purpose here to discuss any 
theological quosiiona or to raise any controversial 
issues arising from a study of the Bible. Our iiiome¬ 
diate concern is with the Bible as literature and its 
influence on literary hisolrv. and here all students of 
literature are at one in recognising it as one of the 
great literary heritages of the nice. It tins, moreover* 
entered to such an extent into the life and thought 
and literature of some of the greatest peoples of the 
world that there is ample ground for the statement 

o! Professor Moulton that “ he who is content to

leave the Bible unstudied stands convicted as a half- 
educated man." Much of Milton, for instance, is a 
closed book to a student ignorant of the outhnes of 
the Bible ^tory and its influence on the life dilatory 
of Western nations.

of books in tho Hebrow Bible, fliffers 
considernbly from that adopted in modern Bibles, 
the main di^erence being that most of the historical 
books are ckassed with the prophets. 

The Five Booke of the Law. 

These five books have^ from the third century 
A,D,, been known ns the Pentateuch, a Greek word 
meaning the five-fold volume/' The English titles 
nf tbe books. Genesis, etc., arc taken from the Latin 
Version made in the fourth century A.D. and common¬ 
ly known as the Vulgate, while the Vulgate derived 
ibe. terms from the Greek Version made at Aiejtandria 
in tlio third century B.O. and commonly knowm as 
the Septuagint or the version of the Seventy* Mo^st 
modern scholars have ndopled the name Ho-^Jttcvich 
or " the six-fold volume to include the first five 
books of the Bible and Joshua, the sixth book, on 
the ground that all i&ix books have alTinitics in spirit 
and literary style, and that the same original 
documents, each with its special characteristics, 
Starved as materials used by a final editor or 
editors in giving the books their present form. 

Though these five books are known as the Books 
of the Law, they are largely narrative in character, 
tbeir contents consisting of two etenients, history and 
legislation. The book of Genesis begiris with creation 
and primeval times^ and passes on to Jewish patrinr- 
chal life in Canaan and later in Egypt. Exodua 
we are told of the hard bondage of Israel in Egypt, 
their deliverance under Moses and Aaron# the giving 
of the law at Sinai, and the setting up of the 
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Taboniaole as a Ejanetuary, Leviticus is taken up 
cTiicflv with law and ritual. Numbers of tho

wanderings in the desert» and DGufewnomy a re- 
I^uldieation of pluvious laws in the fonri of farewell 
addresses of Moffos to the people* Though the hook^^ 
contain these two main elements, hislory and law. 
there 13 one aim kfipt steadily in view throughout- 
WhiTe the story begins with the early history of the 
world, and of mankind, it is plainly the history of the 
nation of Israel that is in view throughout, hut of 
that nnhon as vmdov special divine discipline and 
trainings i\ nation chosen of flod^ in special relations 
with Him by covenant, and ordained to represent Him 
to tlio other nalions of the wwld, that thereby nil 
peoples may be blessed* A recogidtion of this at the 
outset will help to an understanding of the Bible 
storvboth of the Oid and the New Testaments, ns 
one ordered scheme with a common unity and plan. 
The hvo boolrs may now be referred to in slightly 
greater detnih 

(1) Ocucsis derives its name from a Greek word 
signifying origin or genealogy, and it conA^eni*^nfcly 
designates the book which speaks of the origin of the 
worh[ and of mankind, and sots forth the genealogy 
of the chosen people. The first part of the book deals 
with the early history of mankind. All things aro 
doseribed as having their origin at the hand of God. 
Til ere was an orderly progression in the plan of 
creation, man is represtmted as being created in 
the divine image. We arc told the story of the 
entrance of sin and the spread of evil, leading to the 
judgment of the l^lood. The world and all the movo- 
inonts of mankind aro exhibited as under the guidance 
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of the one God. After the Flood there ia a new 
expansion of the race sprung from the family of 
Noah and a new growth of evil, culminating in the 
judgmtmt of Eabel, the confusion of tongues and the 
dispersion of mankind over the earth. Through the 
genealogy of Shorn, one of the three sons of Noah^ the 
line is traced down to Terah, the father of Abrahani, 
witli the story of whom begins the second part of the 
Ix’iok, containing the patriarchal history. When Abra- 
hatn was in Mesopotamia, there came to him a divine 
call to separate himself from his kinsmen and proceed 
to Canaan, the land of promise. The changing foitmies 
of the fathers of the Jewish race, Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, are set before us with dramatic force. 
Above all, Ihcy are viewed as the chosen recipients of 
the divine covenant devoted to n divine mission. 

T 

The last portion of the book is principally dheupted 
with the elaborate story of Joseph and his brethren, 
sons of Jacob, and their settlement in Egypt. This 
forms the link between the family of Abraham and 
the world empire of Egypt; and the account of the 
promotion of Joseph to be prime minister of Fharaoh 
and of the constancy of liis de^^otion to truth and 
faith and kindred, forms a noble climax. 

Moulton remarks regarding the Genesis narra¬ 
tives: The spirit of the whole is Primitive His¬ 

tory : imd as such the literary inUrest has never been 
surpassed. The devout spirit oL ‘Abraham, the 
^vorld's first missionary^ the tent life ef Sarah and 
Hagar, or Leah and lEachel and their rJfcaids, the 
idyllic negotiation by which the marriage of Eebokoh 
is arranged, the perplexities of a patriarchal family in 
the mld&t of settled peoples, the fraternal strife of 
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Esau and Jacoby the character development of Jacob 
that hovers so strangely between shrewd worldliness 
and the dawning of a spiritual life—these touch the 
modem imagination with as tnuch force as the psycho^ 
logv of the latest novel.*' 

(2) the second hook, is so called from a 

tJrcelv word meaning a going out.** ft relates the 
history of the Hebrew nation from the death of 
^loseph to the second yetur of the Avatiderings in the 
desert, 1'he book differs from Genesis in that it deals 
no longer with Israel as a family, but as u nation, 
imd instead of a continuous narrative, have now a 
combination <jf hishbry and law The historical sec¬ 
tion ol the book records the great increase of Jacob*s 
]50sU!rity in Egypt, their oppression under a new 
dynasty which knew not Joseph, the Vnrth, education 
and dight of Moses, and his niamage with a daughter 
of the* priest of Midian, his call at the burning bush 
to be the ileliverer of bis fieople in association with 
Aaron, liis return to Egypt as a result of the divine 
call, his first ineffectual attempt to prevail upon 
Phiiraoh to let the Israelites go, which otdy resulted 
in an iricreiuse of their burdens, the continuance of 
the struggle with Pharaoh, and the infliction of the 
ten plagues, by means of which the deliverance of 
Israel is at length accomplished; the institution of the 
feast of the Passover, including the slaying of the 
flrst-honi of Egypt; and the passing over of the 
divellings of the Jsraelitcs whose doors were sprinkled 
with the blgod of the slain lamb; the passage, under 
divine le?4ing, of the Israelites through the Red Sea 
and the destruction of the Egyptian host, the song of 
rejoicing over deliverance and the subsequent arrival 
at Sinai, after a providential supply of manna and of 
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water in the dry wilderness. The passage of the Red 
Sea, how^evcr explained, left an abiding mark on the 
national memory. As a w'ell'known scholar, Com ill, 
says, " This overwhelming moment created the 
people of Israel; they never forgot it* There they re¬ 
cognised the God of their fathers, w'ho with strong 
hand and outstretched ann had saved His people, and 
brought them out of the house of bandage, out of 
Egypt." For some time after thii> groat deliverance, 
Israel remained in the neighbourhood of Sinai, and 
here Moses gav<^ himself to the great task of his life, 
the religious organisation of the people of Israel* A 
covenant between Jehovah and the people of Israel 
was concluded. The divine destiiiv of Israel was to 
be ** n kingdom of priests, a holy nation*" There 
were given the ten coniniiitidinents, defining in brief 
form the duties men owe to God, and to one another. 
The cssenliai elements in the religions faith of Moses, 
as exhibited in the ten commandments, included be¬ 
lief in a personal God whose fundamental attributes 
were righteousness and mercy, and who required 
from His petqde righteous conduct, justice and bro¬ 
therly kindness between ni^m and man. The re* 
mainder of the book includes an important body of 
social laws and religious observances known as the 
Book of the Covenant, and an account of the con¬ 
struction and dedication of the Tabernacle, a portable 
sanctuary, regarded as having been erected by Moses 
at Sinai, in accordance with Divina, instructions. 

(3) LcviticuH (so called because deals with 
Levitioal or pri^'slly laws) is almost purely^gislative, 
and the laws enacted are civil, ceremonial, moral, 
religious and sanitary. A large part of the book is 
occupied with instructions tor the service of the sane- 
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tcary. The historical narratives in the book are but 
few* 

(4) Xurnhers is so called from the fact that it 
j^^ives an account of Ihc doulde numbcnDg of the 
peopJc for military liiKt at Sinai and. after¬ 

wards at Moab* It is a brk^ record of what the people 
of Farad did from ihc secoid year after leaving 
Kgypt up to their airival the borders of Gmiaan, 
in fho fortieth year of their journeying* As a eom- 
binaiion of la^s' and narrative, rather than as a legis¬ 
lative code, it is more akin to Exodus than to Leviti- 
cm. The point, towards which the narrative moves is 
live occupation of CtUiaaii, the promised land. Tho 
need of stern discipline is constantly enforced* 
Slaves under the taskmaster.’^ of Pbamoh must be- 
cojne a people lifted to cuter upon a career of con¬ 
quest* On account of their fear and lack of faith, the 
l^cojdc^ were destined to wamler for a w'hole generation 
ju tilt; wilderness* A new military nation grew up, 
wdio were an army of daring and disciplined warriors, 
with no traditions of alavery, but inured to hardness 
i^nfl discipline. The occupation of Canaan, under 
Joshua, the successor to Moses, is thus confidently 
•iUitieipatcd* The book is remarkable for the number 
of fragments of ancit;iit poetry preserved in it. 

(r>) The lifth book, DtiutcTonorfiy, derives its title 
from a Greek word* nienniiig “ repetition of tho law,” 
and as a matter of fact much of the legislation given 
in DculeTonjimy^ though inspired by a different spirit, 
in foundyrf previous books, ami a similar remark ap¬ 
plies to the historical portion. The scene of the book 
is laid in the plains of Moab; and the time is the in¬ 
terval of forty days bctvs'cen the close of the wander¬ 
ings in the wilderness, and the crossing of the 
B 
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Jordon. Thr greater port of the book h taken up 
Tvitb what is repreyented to be a senes of three dis¬ 
courses, spoken to the people by Moses before his 
death. In these diseomses, Moses reviewe the events 
and experiences of the past forty years^ and founds on 
them repeated exhortations to loyalty to Jehovah, 
and total abandonment of all other forms of worship, 
Tbc nucleus of tin; book ((Chapters Xlf-XXVI) which 
is a part of the second diseourso, contains a scriefi of 
laws ill regard to religion and religious worship, poli- 
lical life, social and domestic relations. One siinetu- 
ary only is recoginVed, and the various idolatrous rites 
and cLislomy charactevistie of the local shrines in 
Canaan arc severely condemne<l. Tlic final chapters 
rXXXT-XXXVV) are uf tlje nature of ajvpendices. aiu) 
contain IXfoses' charge 1o Jowhna, the song nand bless- 
itig of jMoses and his d^aslh.

I'he twelve historicnd books of the Old Testament 
cojitaiu the history of Israel from the first occupation 
of the Promised fjaiid to tlie return from captivity 
and the activiUos of 7^1>:ra and Neberniali from- 

about 1200 B.r>. to ehout 450 B.C.), thus conipriaing 
the periods of the Judges, the monarchy and the cap¬ 
tivity. 

(1) TAj Bool: of Jonhva is named f:pm its princi^ 
pal character, Uie successor of Moses, an-J the leader 
of Israel in their invasion nf Canaan. Model.’, scholars

generally connect the i?oo/i: of Joshua with the Penta¬ 
teuch, on the ground that it is intimately connected 
with it in contents and literary structure, and des- 
cribea the final stage in the history of the origin of the 
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Hebrew nation. The first six books of the Old 
Testament are, ne already noted, generally referred to 
by modern scholars, as the Hexateiich, to emphasise 
their unity. It needs, however, to be borne in mind 
that all Hebrew history is a unity in which the con^ 
^juest of Palestine is merely an incident. The J9ook 
of Joshua relates the main operations by w^hich the 
people of Israel under Joshua obtained possession of 
Cimiunu Spies were sent out to inspect the land, and 
they returned with a hopeful report. After the cross¬ 
ing of the Jordan, the city of Jericho is captured, and 
later AL The striking events of what is regarded by 
ilie Israelites as a holy war, extending over many 
years, are described. fn all Ihirty-ono kings were 
defeated. J'he complete snbjugsition of the enemy, 
Jiowever, was accomplished slow'ly and with difficulty, 
Apnrt*lrom the general campaign, individual Israelite 
tribes fought for themselves, nnd gradually extended 
their borders. It would appear that the Canaanitea 

were somewhat more advanced than the Israelites in 

<■ 

the arts of civilisation; but their moral life was so un- 
nttei'iibly depraved, that yiious Israelites regarded 
themselves as being* under divine compulsion to en¬ 
gage in a war of extermination. I’heir intention, how¬ 
ever, fell far short of complete realisation. The divi¬ 
sion of the conquered territory and the settlement of 
the Israelite tribes .upon it, occupy the second part of 
the book, ant^ Chapters XTTT-XXI have consequently 
been callcdythe Doomsday Book of the Old Testa¬ 
ment. IJ^<^ related that Joshua set up the Tabernacle 
in Shiloh, where all sacrifices were to be offered, and 
ill! feasts kept. 

(2) The Book of Judges carries on the histc^ of 
Israel from the death of Joshua. The period pr^^ably « 
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extended from about 1200 to 1020 B»C. The judges, 
whoj^e deeds are described iu the book, were great 
tribal chioftaius who owed theu' office to personal 
prowess. The age w^as a period of great tribal rest¬ 
lessness, and wave after wave of attempted invasion 
broke over the land. Those who succeeded in defend^ 
ing the national cause against enemies became the 
judges of the people. The book contains the exploits 
of several of these—Otbuiel, Ehud, Deborah and 
Baruk, Gideon, Jepbthah and Samson, 'J'he notable 
feiiture about Samson is that all his heroic deeds W'cre 
done single-handed. He was u giant hero rather than 
a military leader as the other judges were. During 
this period, the process of amalgamation between the 
Israelite^ and the CaiiHaanite tribes previously in¬ 
habiting the land went steadily on. Canaanito culture 
was irubibed, but contact with Ganaanite corruption 
in cascT^ vvcab'ciud the Tuoral fibre of the 

Israeli t.'s. 

(8) Thn of Jhifh is really a family story ot 

idyllic charm and interest. Buth, a woman of Moab, 
wfiij liJid married an iKraelite in the laud of Moab, re- 
fiisi'H, on bccomitig -l widow, to desert her iKraolito 
jijotlicr-in-law, and returns with her to Bethlehem in 
the land of Judah, and there marries a kinsman of 
her husimud and through him becomes an ancestress 
of Daviil. The freedom of the book from ordinary 
rJewihli exclusiveness is paralleled in tlje Old Testa¬ 
ment only by the Book of Jonah. ^ 

(4) Tim Firnt Book of Samuel. Tu ‘he three 
double hooka uf j&'tiTnui.?, Kings and Ohrontchfif is 
found the record of the rise, glory and fall of the 
Israelitish monarchy. The three lending characters 
in the books of Samuel are Samuel, Saul and David. 
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Thv First Booh of Samuel opens with the birth and 
dofliontion of Snmuel, and hia call to the prophetic 
ofiice At Shiloh. After the death of Eli, Samuel be- 
coriieH judge of Israel. He saves the people from 
the invading Philistines, and successfully administers 
the affairs of the nation. In his old age, he is suc¬ 
ceeded in the judgeship by unworthy sons, and this 
le!}ds the people to ask Samuel to appoint a king over 
them; and after warning them of the dangers to 
which this would lead, he anoints Saul as liing* The 
people had not risen to the theoeratic ideal. The 
king, however, was to consider himself strictly as 
<5od*8 anointed vicegerent. Saul did not satisfy this 
condition, and the crown was, therefore, in due 
course transferred to Havid and his deBcendants* The 
scccaul ]5art of the book describes the gradual fall of 
Sau(^ luid the rise of David. The book ends with the 
suicide of Saul. 


(5) The Seennd Book of Samuel gives an account 
of file reign of David* first at Hebron in conflict with 
Ishliosliulh, Baul's son, over Judah alone, and then at 
Tci'uSalem as undisputed monarch over all Israel. The 
king's victories over all his enemies, and the magni- 
hcence of his court are duly described; but the other 
side of the picture is presented in the account given 
of David's grievcftis sin, and other troubles of the 
reign, especial IV the rebellion of his son AbRalom* 
The books/of Samvel are of importance as shewing 
the trry^tion from the unsettled period of struggle 
under the judges to the more established conditions 
of national life that prevailed under the monarchy. 
The line of David lasted to the close of the national 
history. 
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(6j (i: Thv First and Hucond Books of Kings 

coatniu the history of the Jewish nation from the 
closiafT \eais of David till the end of the monarchy, 
and the departure to Babylon, extending over about 
4tt0 years* This includes three periods* (a) The un¬ 
divided mouurehy under Solomon* The wisdom of 
Solomon, the arrangements of bis court, his great 
fame, his building of the temple at Jerusalem, his re¬ 
lation with foreign countries and the trouble in store 
for tin* hirigdom are dealt with* (b) The divided 
kingdom* This extends from the rupture under 
Jcrohoitijj, fill the Ass\naiis take Samaria, and carry 
its people into captivit>. The divided kingdoms, 
Israel and Judah, under Jeroboam and Rehoboain 
rospoetively und tlieir successors, were at first hostile 
to each other In the reign of Ahab, king of Israel, 
the two kingdoms were brought into friendly contact 
through a marriage alliance of ike reigning families, 
but relations became tiostile again under the dynosty 
of Jehu, and the succeeding kings* In 7121 B* C- 
Shalmanesor, king of Assyria, put un end to the 
history of the northeni kingdom ujid:)r its tings, and 
carried the fieoplc into captivity', (c) The surviving 
kingdom of Judah Ho/*elciah'B roign is marked by a 
revival of religion^ and in this movement the proplioL 
Isaiah is specially conspicuous. There is again a set- 
back in tlie impious conduct of the next two kings* 
The vigoj'ous campaign in the interest^ of religious 
reformation initiated by the good king Josiah, on 
the discovery of the book of the luw in the 'Temple, is 
cut short by the early death of the king. From this 
point it is clear that nothing can save Judah, King 
Jehoiachin is earned to Babylon with ihousands of 
his people, and in 587 B,C., after a siege of three 
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years, Jerusalem is overthrown and all its treasures 
carried away. The captivity is regarded by the sacred 
writers as the method adopted by God to teach His 
people lessons that they would not learn as a free 
people. The prophets play a very important part in 
the history of these times. The government of the 
period was generally corrupt; but the prophets^ as 
the conscience of the nation, kept aiive the lofty 
ideals of Jehovah, and encouraged a looking forward 
to the great glory of Israel under a coming Messiah 
or national liedeemer and King. The writings of the 
prophets who flourished in the period of the kings arc 
of special value as contemporaneous documents. In 
regard to the more external relations of the kingdoms, 
our knowledge has hoen supplemented by monu- 
inonts, particularly those of Assyria. 


(8) it (^)} flip Fir^i and Sccand Books of 
CJiToniclGs form one whole. The narrative begins 
with Adam, and gives a genealogical account of him 
and his descendants. The story proper, however, 
begins with the election uud anointing of David at 
Hebron, and it is brought down to the time of tho 
restoration of Judah from captivity under Cyrus, 
King of Persia* in 536 D. C. Similarity of language 


implies in many cases that the same primary docu¬ 
ments lie at the foundation of both Kings and 
Chronicles. jThe history in Chronicle however, is 
almost cntjfcly confined to tho history of Judah and 
the for^'^klcs of the Davidic line, and special atresa is 
laid on religious observances. More is said of the 


temple and its rituuL than of the wars of the kings. 
Although the activity of prophets is not overlooked, 
the work has throughout an ecclesiastical and priestly 
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tendency, which extends through the books of Ezra 
and Nchemiah. 

(10) & (11) The Books of E^ra and Nehemiah. 
The book of was combined by the Jews with

that of Nehoiniahj the two being regarded as consti¬ 
tuting a single work, and forming with the books of 
Chroniclcfi a consecutive history of which Chroniclcf^ 
is the first half. All four hooks have a common inter¬ 
est in atatifitics and genealogies, and a common sym¬ 
pathy for the ecc^esiastienJ side of Jewish hfo. The 
whole period of history covered by Ezra and N^ihcviiah 
is a HttJe over a cent nr v, from 5^10 B.C. to 

432 but they do not profess to give a eomplcte 

history of the period so nuich as a description of 
fielected incidents. The first part of Es^rn relates the 
history of the return of a remnant of the Jews from

capthdty, under Zerubhabcl, prince of Judah, hi the 
first year of Cyni^^ fijfi li.C. Enemies, especially 
the people of mixed <U\^cent dwelling in Samaria, 
for a time stop the building of the temple; but the 
prophets, Huggai and Zeeharinh, urge the renewal of 
building operations, and the tcm]>lc is at last finished 
and dedicated. The second part of the book relates 
the joiimey of Ei^ra* a prominent scribe and priest, to 
Jerusalem from the Persian court and his work in 
that citv- He institutes social and ecclesiastical re* 

i 

forms of a far-reaching character, rdl in the direction 
of securing a more rigid observance of, the ancient 
laws and customs of the Hebrew faith ns rict forth in 
the WTitten Word, The first section of thc-ibook of 
yek<i7niah relates the story of Nehemiah, cup-bearer 
to king Artaxerxes,—how, having heard of the misery 
in Jerusalem, he receives a commission from the 
king to go there, and having arrived how he completes 
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the building of the walls of the city, m spite of the 
mockery and opposition of enemies. The second part 
of the book records the joint work of Ezra and 
Nehemiah in the religious reorganisation of the 
people. The hnw was publicly read at a great 
assembly of the people; then followed a solemn ob¬ 
servance of the Feast of Tabernacles or Booths (the 
Jew^ish harvest-home, commemornting also the wan¬ 
derings in the w'ilderness) at which there w^aa a simi¬ 
lar daily reading of the Law^ The people separated 
themselves from sf.rangers, and bound themselves by 
solemn covenant to carry out the requirements of the 
haw. The boolv (doses with an account of the second 
ndurn of Neheminh from the Persian court, and the 
enorgetic measures taken by him to reform the glaring 
abuses that had crept in. 

T#o outstanding facts of significance in con¬ 
nection with this period need to be noted. The one 
is the position which the written Word takes in the 
religious life of the people. The other is the opposi¬ 
tion of the Samaritans which later developed into a 
rival worship. 

(12) The Book of Esther takes its name from 
the rJewish maiden wdio is the principal character in 
the historical episode which it relates. It was written 
to explain the origin of the Feast of Purim. The book 
rfdates how Esther*, foster-daughter of Mordecai, a 
Jew, ’was tdwse,n by the Persian king, Ahasuerus, 
(identified wJ^h Xerxes), as his wife in place of the 
disgraced^ d^een Vashti, and how she brought about 
the great deliverance of her people which is comme- 
niorated in the Feast of Purim. Haman, the king's 
prime minister, had issued a decree for the extirpa¬ 
tion of all the Jews, and had prepared to hang 
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Mordeofli: but Mordecaii who had detected a conspi¬ 
racy against the king's life, was raised to great 
honour, and Hainan was hanged on the gallows that 
he had prepared for Mordeeai. Esther then prevailed 
upon the king to counteract the former edict by 
another^ permitting the Jews everywhere to destroy 
their enemies. 

The story ie one of great dramatic power, and 
probably uses with freedom the hiatorical data on 
which it is based. It is noteworthy ns exhibiting in 
a marked degree the spirit of exclusiveness and 
national pride that came to be a charncteristTc of 
later Judaism. 

///, The Two Prophfriivat Boohs^ Daniel and Jonah. 

The Hebrew prophets were a series of men ap¬ 
pearing throughout the history of Israel, who claimed 
and were acknowledged to be in a special manner 
exponents of God*a will, interpreters of the divine 
mind and purpose to their day and generation. They 
were men endowed with that spiritual vision which 
gave them knowledge of the divine will, and that 
power of utterance which enabled them to declare the 
divine message with power. They were, therefort^, 
not so much foretellers of future events^—though that 
was a recognised feature of the prophet's work—as 
men who told forth to others the will of the Divine 
Spirit th.:b moved them. We may .distinguish three 
periods in the history of Jewish prophe ty ■ (I) Gcen- 
sional manifeatations before the time Samuel. 
Abraham is called a prophet and Aaron is described 
as a prophet or spokcsnian to Moses. Moses himaelf 
was pre*eminently a spokesman of God, and there¬ 
fore a typical prophet. During this early period^

however, the term prophet ie but eeldom used of the 
special messengere of God. (2) The rise and growth 
of the institution of prophecy from Samuel to Amos 
The prophetic commuhitiee known as the sone of 
the prophets " first appear in the time of Samuel. 
These communities may be described as training 
schools for religious purposes, established with the 
object of maintaimug a succession of men animated 
by the prophetic fire, though, sometimes, they came 
to be characterised by subserviency to the powers 
that be. Music formed a prominent part of their 
worship, Saul was at one time brought under their 
influence, and men like Samuel, and later on, Elisha, 
exercised a commanding influence over them. The 
true prophet, as a man endowed with the spirit of 
God, did not hesitate to rebuke and oppose an uu- 
failhfvtl king. Elijah is the best type of the un- ^ 
coniproinising and undaunted reformer. It is to the 
schools of the prophets that we probably owe the 
preservation of national traditions and the beginnings 
of historical literature in Israel, (3) The period 
marked out by the prophetical writings that have 
come down to us. .Arnos, the first in chronological 
order of the prophets whose writings are preserved, 
introduces what may be regarded as the golden age 
of prophecy, in which Isaiah stands as the great 
central figure. In.our English Bible, we have the 
writings of what are called the four major prophets, 
and the tyelvc minor prophets. They arc not 
arranged r'U chronological order, and the exact deter¬ 
mination of their chronology is not always possible. 
But the main facta are clear. Amos and Hoaea stand* 
first, and belong to the northern kingdom, flourish¬ 
ing about the middle of eighth century B.C.; Isaiah 
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and Micft prophesiod in the southern kingdom fi little 
Inter. Zcphnninh and Nnhum belong to the early 
part of the seventh century B.C. All thcRC six flourish¬ 
ed in wliat is Ivnown ns the Assyrian period of Jewish 
liistory. In the opening years of that period, the 
Kingdoms of Israel and Judah under the two able

kings, Jeroboam and UzKiah, had entered upon an 
<‘T !1 of ’iinexanipled prosperity. Wealth increased 
greatly ntid splendid palaces were built for the rich. 
Thit tlie poor^ while they saw prosperity increasing 
. I round tliem, were daily becoming poorer, through 
the exaCrtions of their wealthy lellow-coiintrvinen. 
Towards the close of this era of outward prosperity, 
the power of Assyria steadily increased, and the king 
of Assyria ultimately captured Samaria, and took 
.iwii} many of the Israelites as captives to his own 
dominions Judah escufjcd wlten Samaria and 

in the re.ign of Jlozekiah, when the prophet Isaiah 
cxercist'd a intirkrd influence on national y^olicy, the 
Assyrian innnareh, Sennacherib, was obliged to raise 
the siege of J cm Salem and flee to his own land. 
These conditions are clearly reflected in the writings 
of the prophets referred to. 'Throughout they teach 
that niiflinching loyaltv to (lod m all individual and 
national concerns is flic one secret of true greatness 
itnd stability. They stood for individual and national 
righteousness, and represented the highest civic con- 
scion sno'^s of their time. While they.i, wore men of 
their time, they were emphatically above their time. 
When ethical and religious standnrda wcA: imperfect 
or di.'generaiCj they stood for the holiness of God, as 
opposed to human sin and wickedness, for the sove¬ 
reignty of God, as opposed to ah forms of idol wor¬ 
ship, and for the unity of God, xnaintaining that the 
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God of Nature is also tho God of Piovidence, the 
Ruler of Mon* Tile political and social history of 
Israel as a people caunot be rightiv understood with¬ 
out taking into account tho gre.a iuJluoiien exercised 
by the prophets. This indnetico coniiDued to be ex* 
ercised by other prophetic figures after the AssynnUi 
empire had come to an end. Niiiov’oh, its capital, uas 
besieged by !3abylonlans and Med< s, and fell in 007 
B.C.;' and by his defeat of the Rgyplians nt 
Carchf inish ou tlie Eufihrates, NcbuchaEinc^/.ai of 
rtjii)\1oti became master of the world iii GOa lu 

the prophecy of Nahum wc have n heree exultation 
over the doom of Ninoveli: and Habakkuk, surveying 
the ruined condition of his time, declares with lu- 


vincible assurance " the just man shall live by his 
faitbfnljieKs/' Tiie central pavi ol Jeremiall's luirojc 
ministry also falls here; and when the Babylonian 
armies sunxHinded Jerusalem previous to its falb 
willi ins[>ircd optinii^ni be s|Kike of the new cove¬ 
nant which God Himself would write on tho hearts 


(J the [>Ci)ple, and so kept alive that faith in a spiri¬ 
tual kingdoin, that becaiue in later years the prevail¬ 
ing note in the teaching of Jesus Himself. Tho fall 
of Jeruyalem brought with it changes. Eaekiel 
adopted uiul expanded Uiany of Jeremiah's ideas, 
and, according to the view' of most niodern scholars, 
the gieat spiritual message contained in the second 
part id tlie Booh of iHakih (Chapters XL-TiXVl) was 
drlivon'd by great unknown seer to the caj^tivc 
exiles in Babylon. The ministry of Ilaggai, Zechuriaii 
and Malachi was exercised alter the return from 


captivity in what is known as the Persian period. 
Joel and Obadiah are of uncertain date, some placing 
them among the earliest prophets, and others after 
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the exiio. Jonah the prophet lived in the eighth cen¬ 
tury B.G., though many scholars regard the book 
bearing his name as post-exilic, Daniel, while classed 
among the great prophets in the English Bible, was 
not thus regarded by the Jews, and his book was in¬ 
cluded by them, not in the prophetic division of the 
snered literature, but in another division Icnown as 
The Writings,” All this raises intricate literarv 
!ind hisloricnl problems which cannot be discussed 
here. 

(1) The Biiol- of Ditnicl falls mlo two sections, 
of which the former narrates incidents in which 
Daniel played a prominent part, and the latter con¬ 
tains visions which he saw. Whatever may be the 
cnnchisions of critical scholarship regarding such 
problems as the date, authorship imd historicity of 
the 1 ) 00 It (many scholars for instance plate the 
author of the book in the age of Antiochus Plpiphanes, 
of the second century B.C,), the literary qualities of 
Daniel are unaffected. Tt contains stories that have 
aiways been the delight of the young, and many of 
its (expressions and salient ideas have been ab¬ 
sorbed into the common heritage of literary speech. 
The historical section contains the stories of the 
training of Daniel end his three captive companioris; 
Nebuchadnezzar's dream of great empires, and 
Daniel's interpretation thereof; the fiery furnace, and 
the deliverance of the faithful three ‘by their God; 
Nebuchadnezzar's vision of the great and the 

account of the stricken king; the impioua feast of 
Belshazzar and the handwriting on the wall; the den 
of lions and the deliverance of Daniel therefrom. The 
prophetic section of the book is taken up with the 
visions of Daniel, and deals with the rise and fall of 
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^uoccstiive world powers and the final triumph of the 
kingdom of God, 

Pnictically nothing is known of a definite cha- 
Tiictor regarding the personality of Daniol, apart from 
whist is recorded in the book bearing Ids name. The 
UanicJ referred to by EKekiel (XIV. 14^ 20 i XXVIII. 

is clearly a celebrated ancient prophet* The Daniel 
that stands forth as a spiritual leader of tho captive 
lews', and u resident of Babylon, may have been so 
named after tho unknown patriarch mentioned by 
K/ekieJ* In the Greek Bible there are certain addi¬ 
tions to the Book of Daniel as we know it. One addi¬ 
tion, known as The Hislorff of Sueanna, relates how 
JJanieJ in his youth, by his great wisdom and clever 
erass-questioning of the two evil men concerned, de- 
livurod flic chaste and beautiful Susanna from eon- 
■domna^ion to death upon a sbumeful eburge. 
SlialfespeHi’c must Jiave had this sLoj'y in mind when 
he made Shy lock exclaim ii Daniel come to 
jiulgment !" 

(2) The Book of Jonah. All that wo know of 
Jotiaii is derived from the book that bears his nanic, 
and from the statement in 2 Kmgs XTV. 25, which 
enables us to place him early in the reign of Jeroboam 
11. Ho predicted the success of Jeroboam in restor¬ 
ing the ancient boundaries of Isrucb The book does 
not claim to be tht> work of Jonah. The style of the 
book is that ^ ^ narrative not of prophecy, and in 
tbi^^ respect differs from all the other ordinary 
prophetical' books. The conlunts of tlu: book urc 
fanjjliar* 

Jonah, commissioned by the Lord to cry against 
the great and wicked city of Nineveh, the capital of 
Assyria, flees in the opposite direction, taking a ship 
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to Tarshish, so that he may escape the prosenco of 
the Lord. A storm arises and Jonahs mdicated by 
lot as the cause of it^ is cast into the seii, which then 
becomes quiet, and the prophet is saved, beiii^^ 
swallowed by a great fish, and subsequently dis* 
gorged, A second time Jonah is ordered to Nineveh, 
and this time iie proclaims his message, “yet forty 
days, and Nineveh shall bo overthrown/* The people 
of Nineveh, alarmed and repenting of their wdclced- 
ness, fast and put on sackcloth. They cry mightily 
to God for forgiveness; their prayer is graciously 
answerod and the threatened destruction averted. 
Jonah is greatly displeased, when lie finds llu' i‘\i\ is 
not to be dcstro^'ed; but God teaches the prophet h\ 
the grief shown by him at the withering of a gourd, 
the lesson of divine compassion on man and bcasL 
The book is "a repudiation of that iiturow^minded 
particularism which would coniine to Israel, a salva¬ 
tion of which the very nature of God and the suscep¬ 
tibilities of the human conscience everywhere pro¬ 
phesy the universuHty/' It is highly probable that 
the outlines of the narraiivLj arc historical, but it is 
equally probable that the author freely worked on the 
niateml and subordinated everything to the convey¬ 
ing of spiritual truths. As in regard to Shakespeare's 
characters, sn in regard to Jonah it is not the extent 
of their historicity that counts,, though that is in 
many casc'^ very conBiderablc; but the elements of 
abiding value are the imal3='ais of motiw, the insight 
into character atid the universal moral '^truths en-

it, lest \i‘ die. (G And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not snrel\ die (5) For God doth 
know tlirit in thi‘ da\ ye eat , thereof, then your 
eyes shall ho opened, atnl yo shall he as gods, kliosv- 
iug good and cvaL 

(H) And vvhen the woman saw that the tree was 
good for food, and thac it was pleasant to the eyes, 
and a tree to be desired to make one wise, she look 
of the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave nalso unto 
her husband with her; and he did eat. (7) And the 
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eyt'S of thorn both were oponod* and they knew that 
they uTi'o naked; and they sewed iig leaves together, 
and made themselves aprons. (8) And they heard 
the voice of the Lord (jckI walking In the garden in

(14) And the l>ion) God said unto tins serpent, 
}5ecaiific tlioii liast doiu‘ this, thou art cursed above 
all cattle, and aljr^vt^ evcr\ beast of the field; ufsin 
th\ beltv shall thou go, .iud dust sfmit thou eaf all 
ihe days of thy life: (InJ Anil 1 vviW put enmitv 
helvveen lliei! and the uoinau, and between Ihy seed 
and her seed; it shall l>ruise thy lieiirl, and thou shaft 
brmat‘ his htvb (Hi) Grito tlie woman ho s:iid, f will 
greatly multi ply thy sorrow an<l thv conception; In 
sorrow thou shalt't)ring fortii children: and thy desire 
shall he to thy husband, atal he slialJ rule over thee. 
(L7) An<l unfo Adam he said, Hccauso thou hast 
hearkened unto the v^oice of thv wife, and hast eaten 
01 the tree, oE which 1 commanded thoe, saying. 
Thou shalt not eafc of it: cursed is the ground, for thy 
sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of it nil the days of 
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thy Jife; (18) Thorns filso and thistJes shall it bring 
forth to thee; and thou sbalt eat the herb of the field; 
(19) In the sweat of tliy face shalt thou cat bread, till 
thou return unto the ground; for out of it wnst thou 
taken: for dust thou art, unto dust ahalt thou re¬ 
turn* 

(20) And Afhun caTled his wife’s name ^ve; be¬ 
cause she was the mother of all living. (21) Unto 
Adam also and to his wife did the Lord God make 
coats of skins, and clothed them. (22) And the I^ord 
God said, Behold, the inan is become as one of us, 
to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth his 
hand, and take also of the tree of life, and eat, and 
five for ever: (23) Therefore the Lord <fod sent him 
forth from the garden of Eden, to till the ground 
from whence he was taken. (24) So he drbve out the 
man; and he place<l at the east of the garden of Eden 
Cherubinis, and a flaming sword which turned every 
way, to keep the way of the tree of life*

And Adam knew Eve his wife; and she con- IV* i-ie, 
ceived, and bare Cain, and said, I have gotten a man 
from the Lord.

And Abel vvaa a keeper of sheep, but Cain was 
cl tiller of the ground. (3) And in process of time it 
Ciime to pass, that Cain brought of the fruit of the 
ground an offering unto the Lord. (4) And Abel* he 
iilso brought of the lirstlings of his flock and of the fat 
thereof. And the Lord had respect unto Abel and to 
\ih offering: (5) But unto Cain and to his offering he 
had not respect. And Cnin was very wroth, and his 
countenance fell. (6) And the Lord said unto Cain^ 

Why art thou wroth!-' and vvhy is thy countenance 
falb n? {ij If thou doest well, shalt thou not be ac- 
and if thou doest not well, sin lieth at the 
door And unto thee shall be his desire, and thou 
shiilt rule over him. 

(d) And Cain talked with Abel his brother: and 
it ciunc to pass, when they were in the field, that 
CiUn rosti up j^i gainst Abel his brother, and slew him. 

(9) And the Lord said unto Cain, Where is Abel thy 
brothel? And he said, 1 know not: Am X my 
brother's keeper? (10) And he said, What hast thou 
done? the voice of thy brother's blood crieth unto 
nie from the ground., (11) And now art thou cursed 
from the earth, which hath opened her mouth to re¬ 
ceive thy brQther’s blood from thy hand; (12) When 
thou tillest the ground, it shall not henceforth yield 
unto thee her strength; a fugitive and a vagabond 
shalt thou be in the earth. 

(IS) And Cain said imto the Lord^ My punish- 
ment- is greater than I con bear. (14) Behold, thou 
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hast driven me out this dav from the face of the earth; 
and from thy face shall I be hid; and I shall be a 
fugitive and a vagabond in the earth; and it shall 
come to that every one that findeth me shall 

slay me. (15) And the Lonl said unto him, Therefore 
whosoever slaycth Cain, vengeance shall be taken ou 
him sevenfold. And the Lord set a mark upon. Cain, 
lest any finding him slioiild kill him (1C) And Cain 
went out from the presence of the Lord, and dwelt in 
the land of Nod, on the east of Eden

And il came to pass, when men began to multiply VI* 1— 
on the face of the earth, and daughters were bomVlIi. 32. 
nnti) them, (2) That the sons of God saw t-lie 
(laughters of men that they were fair; and they took 
them wives of all which they chose. (3) And the' 
fjorrl suid, My spirit shall not always strive with man, 
for that lie also is flesh: yet his days shall be an 
Iniudrcd and twenty yenj's- (4) There were giants in 
rlie CiU'tlL in those days; and also after that, when 
the of God came in unto the daughters of men, 
and they bare children to them, the same becimie 
mighty men which were of old, men of rerKJwn. (15) 

And God saw that the wickedness of ujiiri was great in 
I he earth, ahd that every iinuginaiion of the thoughts 
of his iieiirt was only evil C{tntinually (6) And it 
ret^entcd the Lord that he had made man oil Lfie 
earth, and it grieved him at lus heart (7) And the 
Lord said, I will destroy man whom 1 bav(! created 
from the taco ot the earth; hotli mail, and beast, ami 
(lie creeping thing, and the fowls of the iiir; fur it 
repen tilth me that i have made them. 

(8) Hut I^'Joah found grace in the eyes of the Lord, 

(9) These are the generations of Noah: Noah was a 
just man and perfect in his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. (IJ}) And Noah l>cgat three sons, 

Shetti, Ham, and Japheth. (11) Thu earth also was 
corrupt ixifore God, and the earth was filled with 
violence. (Ti) And God looked upon the earth, and, 
behold, it was corrupt; for all fleah had corrupted his 
w'av' upon tlie earth. 

(13) And God said unto Noah, The end of all 
flesh is come before me; for the earth is hlled with 
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violence through them; and, behold, I will destroy 
them with the earth, (14) Moke thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the ark, and shalt 
pitch it within and without with pitch* (15) And this 
is the fashion which thou shalt make it of: The length 
of the ark shall be three hundred cubits, the breadth 
of if fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits. 
(16) A window shalt thou make to the ark, and in a 
cubit shalt thou finish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side thereof; with lower, 
second, and third stories shalt thou make it. (17) 
And, behold, L even T, do bring a flood of waters 
upon the earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life, from under heaven; and every thing 
that is in the earth shall die. (18) But with thee will 
I establish my covenant; and thou shalt* come into 
the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, and thy 
sons* wives with thee. (19) And of every living thing 
of all flesh, two of every sort shalt thou bring into the 
ark, to keep them alive with thee; they shall be male 
and female. (20) Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creeping thing of the 
earth after his kind, two of every sort shall come'unto 
thee, to keep them alive. (21) And take thou unto 
thee of all food that is eaten; and thou shalt gather 
it to thee; and it shall be for food for thee, and for 
them. 

(22) Thus did Noah; according to all that God 
commanded him, so did he. VII. (1) And the Lord 
said unto Noah, come thou and all thy house into the 
ark; for thee have 1 seen righteous before me in this 
generation. (2) Of every clean beast thou shalt take 
to thee by sevens, the male and his female: and of 
beasts that are not clean by two, the male and his 
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female. (3) Of fowls also of the air by sevensj the 
male and the female; to keep seed alive upon the 
face of all the earth. {4) For yet seven days, and I 
will cause it to rain upon the earth forty days and 
forty nights; and every living substance that I have 
made will I destroy from off the face of the earth.* 

(5) And Noah did according unto ail that the 
Lord commanded him. (6) And Noah was six 
fiundred‘years old when the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. (7) And Noah went in, and hia sons, and 
liis wife, and his sous’ wives with him, into the ark, 
because of the waters of the flood. (8) Of clean 
boasts, and of beasts that are not clean, and of fowls, 
and of every thing that creepeth upon the earth, (9) 
There went in two and two unto Noah into the ark, 
the maJo and the female, as God had commanded 
Noah. (10)* And it came to pass after seven days* that 
the waters of the flood were upon the earth, 

(11) In the six hundredth year of Noah's life, 
in the second month, the seventeenth day of the 
month, the same day were all the fountains of the 
great deep broken up, and the windows of heaven were 
opened. (12) And the rain was upon the earth foriy 
days and forty nights. (13) In the selfsame day 
entered Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, 
the sons of Noah, and Noah's wife, and the three 
wives of his sons with them, into the ark; {14} They, 
and every beast afteft. his kind, and all the cattle after 
their kind, and every creeping thing that ereepeth 
upon^ the eapth after his kind* and every fowl after 
his kind, every bird of every sort. (15) And they went 
in unto Noah into the ark, two and two of ail flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life, (16) And they that 
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went in, went in male nnd female of all flesh, as God 
had comTuandcd him: and the Lord shut him m. 

(17) And the flood was fort^? days upon the earth; 
and the waters increased, and bare up the ark, and 
It was lift up iibove the earth. (18) And the waters 
prevailed, and were increased greatly upon the earth; 
and the ark went upon the face of the waters. (10) 
And the waters prevailed exceedingly upon the earth; 
and nil the high liilk, that were under the whole 
lieaven, were covered. (20) Fifteen cubits upward did 
the waters prevail; and the mountains were covered^ 
(21) And all flee!) died that moved upon the earth, 
i)oth of fowl, and of cattle, and of beast, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth, and 
every man: (22) AM in whose nostrils was the breath 
of life, of nM that was in the dry land, died. (23) And 
every living substance was destroyed which was 
upon the face of the ground, both man, and cattle, 
and the creeping things, and the fowl of the heaven; 
and they were destroyed frc:)ni the earth: and Noah 
only reniiuned alive, and they that were with him in 
the ark 

(24) And the %vater3 prevailed upon the earth an 
hundred and fifty days. VITl. (1) And God remem¬ 
bered Noah, and every living thing, and all the cattle 
that was with him in the ark: and God made a wind 
to fiuKS over the earth, and the waters asswaged; (2) 
The fountains also of the debp and the windows of 
heaven were stopped, and the j*aiu from heaven was 
restrained; (3) And the waters returned fjoin off 
rhe earth continuaMv: and after the* end of the 
himflred and fifty days the waters were abated. (4) 
And the ark rested in the seventh month, on the 
seventeenth day of the month, upon the mountains 
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of Aiarat* (6) And the waters decreased continually 
until the tenth month: in the tenth months on the 
tii'bt dny of the month, were the tops of the moun- 
liunn seen. 

(6) And it came to pass at the cud of forty days, 
that Noah opened the wjado^v of the ark which he 
ti,ul made: (7) And he sent forth a raven^ which 
ueni foi th to mid fro, until thf waters were dried up 
Iroiji off‘the earth, (d) Also he sent forth a dove 
Troin hiin^ to see if the waters were abated from off 
fhe hice of the gruiind; <U) But the dove found rio 
ivst for the sole of her foot, and she returned unto 
iihii into the ark, for the waters were on the face 
Ilf the whole earth, then he pul forth his hand, and 
look her, and pulled her in unto him into the ark. 
i' to) And he si!i>ed \et other seven daybj and again 
iie sent lorth the dove out ot tht‘ ark; (IJ) And the 
do Vi' caJJU' in lo htni hi the evening; and, Jo, in her 
iiumth was an oJive leaf pluckt off: so Noah knew 
liiat the waters vvere abated Jroin off the earth. (12) 
And he staved yet other sevt-n days; and sent forth 
tile dove; which retunied not again unto him any 
more 

(18) And It came to pass id the sis hundredth 
and iirst year, m the first monih, the Jirst day of the 
mouth, the w'aters vvere dried up from off the earth; 
ami Noah, removed the covering of the ark, and 
lookucl, and behold, thV lace of the ground was dry. 

(14) And in the seeeiid month, on tho seven and 

twentieth day ot the month, was the earth dried. (15) 
And God spake unto Noah, saying, (IG) Go forth of 
the ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, and thy 
sous' wives with thee. (17) Bring forth with thee 

every living thing that is with thee, of all flesh, both 
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of fowl, and of cattle, and of every creeping thing 
that crcopeth upon the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruitful, and multiply 
upon the earth. 

(10) And Noah went forth, and his sons and his 
wife, and his sons* wives with him: (19) Every 
beast, every creeping thing, and every fowl, and 
whatsoever creepeth upon the earth, after their 
kinds, went forth out of the ark. (20) And Noah 
builded an altar unto the Lord; and took of every 
clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings on the altar, (21) And the Lord 
smelled a sweet savour; and the Lord said in hia 
heart, I will not again curse the ground any more 
for man's sake; for the imagination of man's heart is 
evil from his youth; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have done. (22) While 
the earth remaincth, seedtime and harvest, and cold 
and heat, and summer and winter, and day and night 
shall not cease.

And the whole earth was of one langTiage, and of XL l— 
one speech. (2) And it came to pass, as they Jcmr* 
nevpd from the east, that they found a plain iu the 
land of Shinar; and thoy dwelt there* (3) And tb‘y 
Siiid one to another, Go to, let us make brick, and 
bum them throughly.

XIL i-y* Now Loi^ bad said unto Abram, Get thee 

out of thy country, and from thy kindred, and from 
thy father's houscj unto a land that I will shew thee: 
(2) And 1 will make of thee a great nation, and 1 will 
bless thee, and make thy name great; and,thou shalt 
be a blessing: (3) And I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth thee r and in thee 
shall all families of the earth be blessed. 

(4) So Abram departed, as the Lord had spoken 
unto him; and Lot went with him: and Abram was 
seventy and five years old when be departed out of 
Haran. (5) And Abram took Sarai his wife, and Ixit 
his brother's son, and aU their subKtance that they 
had gathered, and the souls that they Had gotten in 
Haran; and they went forth to go into the land of 
Canaan; and into the land of Canaan they came, (ti) 
And Abram passed through the land unto the place 
of Sichem, unto the plain of Moreh. And tin: 
Conaanite was then in the load. (7) And the Lord 
appeared unto Abram, and said, Unto thy seed will I 
give this bud: and there builded he an altar unto the 
Lrf^rd, who appeared unto him. (6) And he removed 
from thence unto a mountain on the east of Beth-el, 
and pitched his tent, having* Beth*el on the west, and 
Hai on the east: and there hQ builded an altar unto 
the Lord, and called upon the name of the Lord, (9) 
And Abram journeyed, going on still toward the south. 
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THE DESTRUCTION OF SODOM AND 

GOMORRAH 

{16) And the men roye up from thence, and XVIU. 16“ 
looked toward Sodom: and Abraham went with them XO, 
to bring them on the way. (17} And the Lord md 
Shall I hide from Abraham that thing which I do; 

(18) Seeing that Abraham shall surely become a 
great and mighty nation, and uH the nations of the 
earth shall be blessed in him ? (1&) For I know him, 
that he will command his children and his houyehold 
after him, and they shall keep the way of the fjord, 
to do justice and judgment; that the Lord may bring 
upon Abraham that which he hath spoken of him. 

(iJO) And tl^ Lord said, Because the cry of fiodom 
and Gomorrah is great, and because their sin Is very 
grievous; (21) I will go down now, and see whether 
they have done altogether according to the cry of it, 

'which is come unto me; and if not, I will know, 

(22) And the men turned their faces from thence, 
and went toward Sodom: but Abraham stood yet 
before the Lord. (23) And Abraham drew ueer, and 
said, Wilt thou also destroy the righteous with the 
wicked? (24) Per ad venture there be fifty rlghteouB 
within the city: wilt thou also destroy and not spare 
the place for the fifty nghteous that are therein? 

(25) That be far from* thee to do after this manner, 
to slay the righteous with the wicked: and that the 
righteous should be as the wicked, that be far from 
thee; Shall not the Judge of all the earth do 

right? (26) And the Lord said, If I find in Sodom , 

fifty righteous within the,city, then T will spare all 
the place for their sakee. 
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(27) And Abraham answered and said, B«?hold 
now, I have taken upon me to speak unto the Lord, 
which am but dust and ashes' (28) Peradvciiture 
there shall lack five of the fifty righteous: wilt thou 
destroy all the city for lack of five ? And be said, Tf I 
find there forty and five, I will not destroy it- 

(29) And he epako unto him yet again, and said, 
Peradventuro there shall be forty found tlifere. And 
ho said, I w'ill not do it for forty's sake. 

(30) And he said unto him, Oh let not the Ijord be 
angry, and I will speak: Peradventure there shall 
thirty bo found there. And be said, I will not do it, 
if X find thirty there. 

(31) And he said, Behold now, I have taken upon 

me to speak unto the Lord: Peradventure there shall 

be twenty found there. And he said, I \Vill not des- 

trov it for twenty's sake. 

♦ ■ 

(32) And be said, Oh let not tlie Lord be 

and I will speak yet but this once: Peradveidure 
ten shall be found there. And ho said, 1 will not 
destroy it for ten's sake. (33) And the Lord wont his 
way, as soou as he had left communing with 
Abraham: and Abraham returned unto his place 

XIX. (14) And Lot went out, and s[>ake unto his 
sonsdn-Iaw, which married his daughters, and said, 
Upr you out of this place; for the Lord will 

destroy this city. Eut he seemed as one that 
mocked unto his sous-indaw. (16) And when the 
morning rose, then the angels hastened Lot, saying, 
Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daughters, which 
are here; lest thou be consumed in the iniquity of 
the city. (16) And while he lingered, the men laid 
hold upon his hand, and upon the hand of his wife,. 
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and upon the hand of his two daughters; the Lord 
being merciful unto him: and they brought him 
forth, and set him without the city. (17) And it 
cfline to pass, when they had brought them forth 
abroad, that he said, Escape for thy life; look not 
behind thee, neither stay thou in all the plain; 
escape to the mountain, lest thou be consumed. 

(18) .And Lot said unto them, Oh, not so, my 
Lord: (19) Behold now, thy servant hath found 
grace in thy sight, and thou hast magnified thy 
mercy, which thou hast shewed unto me in saving 
my life; and I cannot escape to the mountain, lest 
some evil take me, and I die: (20) Behold now, this 
city is near to fleo unto, and it is a little one: Oh, 
let me escape thither, (is it not a little one?) and 
my soul shall live. (21) And he said unto him, See, 
I have accepted thee concerning this thing also, that 
J will not overthrow this citv, for the which thou 
hast spoken, (22) Haste thee, escape thither; for 
I cannot do any thing till thou be come thither. 
Therefore the name of the city was called Zour. 
(23) The sun was risen upon the earth when Lot 
entered into Zoar. (24) Then the Lord rained upon 
Sodo'm and upon Gomorrah brimstone nod fire from 
tht‘ Lord out of heaven; (25) And he overthrew those 
cities, and all the plain, and all the inhabitants of the 
cities, and that which glew upon the ground, (26) But 
his wife looked back •from behind him, and she be¬ 
come n. pillar of salt. (27) And Abraham gat up early 
in the morning to the place where he stood before the 
Jx^rd: (28) And he looked toward Sodom and 

Gomorrah, and toward all the land of the plain, and 
beheld, and, lo, the smoke of the country went up as 
the smoke of a furnace. 
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(29) And it came to pass, when God destroyed the 
cittee ot the plain, that God remembered Abraham, 
and sent Lot out of the midst of the overthrow, when 
he overthrew the cities in the which Lot dwelt. 
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THE PROVING OP ABRAHAM 

And it came to pass after tbe«e thiags^ that God xxii. 1 - 19 . 
did tempt Abraham* and said unto him, Abraham: 
and he said, Behold* here I am. (2) And he said, 

Take now thy son, thine only son Isaac, %vhom thou 
loveat* and get thee into the land of Moriah; and 
offer him there for a burnt offering upon one of the 
mountains which I will tell thee of. (3) And Abraham 
rose up early in the morning* and saddled his ass, and 
took two of his young men with hint, and Isaac his 
son* and clave the wood for the burnt offering, and 
roiie up, and went unto the place of which God had 
told him. 

(4) Then on the third day Abraham lifted up his 
eyes, and saw the place afar off. And Abraham 
said unto his young men* Abide ye here with the 
ass; and 1 and the lad will go yonder and ’worship, 
and come again to you. (6) And Abraham took the 
wood of the burnt offering, and laid it upon Isaac his 
son; and he took the fire in his hand* and a knife; 
and they went both of them together, (7) And Isaac 
spake unto Abraham his father, and said, My father: 
and he said* Here am I, my son. And he said* 

Behold the fire and the wood: but where is the 
lamb for a burnt offering? (8) And Abraham said. 

My flon, God will piovide himself a lamb for a 
burnt offering: 

So they went both of them together. (9) And 
they came to the place which God had told him of; 
and Abraham built an altar there, and laid the wood 
in order, and bound Isaac his son, and laid him on 
the altar upon the wood. (10) And Abraham stretched 
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forth hia hand, and took the knife to slay his sod, 
(11) And the angel of the T-rOrd celled unto him out 
of heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham: and he 
said. Here arn I. (12) And he said, Lay not thine 
hand upon the lad, neither do thou any thing unto 
him: for now I know that thou fearest God, seeing 
thou hast not withheld thy son, thine only son from 
me, (IB) And Abraham lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and behold behind him a ram caught in a 
thicket by his horns: and Abraham went and took 
the ram, and offered him up for a burnt offering in 
the atead of his son* (14) And Abraham called the 
name of that plane Jehovah-jireh: as it is said to this 
day, In the mount of the Lord it shall he seen. 

(15) And the angel of the Lord called unto 
Abraham out of heaven the second time, (lb) And 
said, By myself have I sworn, saith the Tjord* for be¬ 
cause thou hast done this thing, and hast not with’ 
held thy son, thine only son: (17) That in blessing 1 
will bless thee, and in multiplying I will multiply thy 
seed as the stars of the heaven, and as the sand which 
is upon the sea shore; and thy seed shall possess the 
gate of his enemies; (18) And in thy seed shall all 
the nations of the earth be blessed; because thou hast 
obeyed my voice* (19) So Abraham returned unto his 
young men, and they rose up and went together to 
Beer-sheba; and Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 
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JACOB AND HIS BKOTHER ESAU 

(27) And the boyfi grew: and Esau was a cunning 
hunter, a man of the field; and Jacob was a plain 
man, dwelling in tents. (28) And Isaac loved Beau, 
because he did eat of his venison: but Eebekah loved 
Jflcob. 

(29) And Jacob and pottage: and Esau came from 
the field, and he was faint (30) And Esau said to 
Jacob Eeed me, I pray thee, with that same red pot¬ 
tage ; for lam faint: therefore was his name called 
Edam, (31) And Jacob said. Sell me this day thy birth¬ 
right. (32) And Esau said, Behold, I am at the point 
to die: and what profit shall this birthright do to me? 

(33) And Jacob said, Swear to me this day; and lie 
ft ware unto him : and he sold his birthright unto Jacob, 

(34) Then Jacob gave Esau bread and pottage of 
lentiles; and he did eat and drink, and rose up, and 
went his way: thus Esau despised his birthright, 

NXVJl. (1) And it came to pass, that w^hen Isaac 
was old, and his eyes were dim, so that he could not 
see, he called Esau his eldest son, and said unto him, 

h 

My son: and he said unto him. Behold, here am I. 
(2} And he said, Behold now, I am old, I know not 
the day of my death: (3) Now therefore take, I pray 
thee, thy weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, and go 
out to the field, and'take me some venison; (4) And 
make me savoury meat, such as I love, and bring it 
to me, that I may eat; that my soul may bless thee 
before I dicn 

(5) And Bebckah heard when Isaac spake to Esau 
his sou* And Esau w'ent to the field to hunt for 
wenisou, and to bring it. (6) And Eebekah spake unto 
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Jacob her eon, saying, Behold, I heard thy father 
apeak unto Esau thy brother, saying, (7) Bring me 
veniBOo, and make me savoury meat, that I may eat, 
and bless thee before the Lord before my death. (8) 
Now therefore, my son, obey my voice according to 
that which I command thee. (9) Go now to the 
flock, and fetch me from thence two good kids of the 
goats; and f will make them savoury meat -.for thy 
father, such as be loveth: (10) And thou shalt bring 
it to thy father, that he may eat* and that he may 
bless thee before hie death. 

(11) And Jacob aaid to Rebekah hie mother, Be¬ 
hold, Esau my brother is a hairy man, and I am a 
smooth man: (12) My father peradveaturc will feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a deceiver; and I shall 
bring a curse upon me, and not a blessing^ (13) And 
hU mother said unto him, Upon me be thy curse, my 
son: only obey my voice, and go fetch me them. 

(14) And he went, and fetched, and brought them 
to hie mother: and his mother made savoury meat, 
such as his father loved. (15) And Rebekah took 
goodly raiment of her eldest son Esau, which were 
with her in the house, and put them upon Jacob her 
younger son: (16) And she put the skins of the'kids 
of the goats upon his hands, and upon the smooth 
of his neck: (17) And she gave the savoury meat and 
the bread, which she had prepared, into the hand of 
her son Jacob.

And by thy sword shalt thou'live, and^shalt serve thy 
brather; and it shall come to pass when thou shalt 
have the dominion, that thou shalt break his yoke 
from off thy neck. 

(41) And Esau hated Jacob because of the blesBing 
wherewith his father blessed him: and Esau said in 
his heart, The days of mourning for my father are at 
hand; then will I slay my brother Jacob." (42) And 
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these words of Esau her elder son were told to 
Bebekiih : and she sent and called Jacob her younger 
son, and said unto him, Behold, thy brother Esau, ns 
touching thee, doth comfort himself, purposing to kill 
thee. (43) Now therefore, my son, obey my voice; 
and arise, flee thou to Laban my brother to llaran; 
(44) And Larry with him a few days, until thy brother's 
fury turn^'uway; (45) Until thy brother's auger turn 
away from thee, and ho forget that which thou hast 
done to him: then I will send, and fetch thee from 
thence: Avhy should I be deprived also of you both 
in oue day? 

(46) And Kebekah said to Isaac, I am weary of 
my lifo because of the daughters of Heth: if Jacob 
take a wife of the daughters of Heth, such as these 
which are of the daughlei's of tho land, what good 
shall my life do me? XXVIII. (1) Aud Isaac called 
Jacob, and blessed him, and charged him, and said un¬ 
to him, Thou shall not take a wife of the daughters 
of Canaan. (2) Arise, go to Padan-aram, to the house 
of Bethuel thv mother's father; and take thee a wik* 
from llicnce of the daughters of Laban thy mother's 
biX)tlicr.

MEETING OF JACOB WITH ESAU AND HIS 
WRESTLING WITH THE ANGEL 

XXXII. 1— And Jucob went on bis way, and the angels of 

X"JfyTTT 17 ^ ° 

God met him. (2) And when Jacob saw them, he 
said. This is God’s host: and he called the name of 
that place Mahanaim, 

(3) And Jacob sent messengers before him to Esau 
^his brother unto the laud of the Seir, the country of 
Edom. (4) And he commanded them, saying, Thus 
shall ye speak unto niy lord Esau; Thy servant Jacob 
saith thus, I have sojourned wifcfi Laban, and stayed 
there until now: (5) And I have oxen, and asses, 
flocks, and meuBcrvants, and womenservnnt&r and I 
have sent to tell niy lord, that T inav find grace in thy 
sight* (6) And the inessengen^ returned to Jacob, 
saying, We came to thy brother Esau, and also he 
cometh to meet thee, and four hundred men with 
him. 

(7) Then Jacob was greatly afraid and distressicd: 
and he divided the people that was with him, and the 
flocks, and herds, and the camels, into two bands; 
{8) And said, If Esuu come to the one company,'and 
smite it, then the other company which is left shall 
escape. (9) And Jacob said, 0 God of my father 
Abraham, and (iod of my father Isaac, the Lord 
which saidst unto me, Return unto thy country, and 
to thy kindred, and I will deal well with thee: (10) 

I am not worthy of the least of all the mercies, and 
of all the truth, which thou hast shewed unto thy 
servant; for with my staff I passed over this Jordan; 
and now I ajn' become two bands. (11) Deliver me, 

I pray thee, from the hand of my brother, from the 
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aand of Esau: for I fear him, lest he will come and 
^mite me, and the mother with the children. (12) 
And thou eaidst, I will surely do thee good, and make 
bhy seed as the sand of the sea, which cannot be 
numbered for multitude. 

(13) And he lodged there that same night; and 
took of that which camo to his hand a present for 
Esau his.brother; (14) Two hundred she goats, and 
twenty he goats, two hundred ewes, and twenty rams* 
(15) Thirty milch camels with their colts, forty kiue, 
and ten bulls, twenty she asses, and ten foals, (lb) 
And he delivered them into the hand of his servants, 
every drove by themselves; and said unto his 
servants, Pass over before me, and put a space 
betwixt drove and drove. (17) And he commanded 
the foremost, saying, When Esau my brother meetuth 
thee, and asketh theef saying, Whose art thou? and 
whither goest thou? and whose are these before thee? 
(18) Then thou shalt say, They be thy servant Jacobis; 
it is a present sent unto my lord Esau: and, behold, 
also he is behind us. (19) And so commanded he the 
second, and the third, and ail that followed the 
droves, saying, On this manner shall ye speak unto 
Esau; when ye find him. (20) And aay ye moreovcT, 
Behold, thy servant Jacob is behind us. For he said, 

I will appease him with the present that goeth before 
me, and afterwards I will sec his face; peradventure 
he will accept of me.* 

(21) So went the present ovei* before him r and 
himself lodged that night in the company. (22) And 
he rose up that night, and took his two wives, and bis 
two womenaervants, and his eleven sons, and passed 
over the ford Jabbok. (28) And he took them, and 
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sent them over the brook, and Bent over that he had 
(24) And Jacob ivas left alone; and there wrestled 
man with him until the breaking of the day. (25) And 
when he saw that he prevailed not against him, 
touched the hollow of his thigh; and the hollow of 
Jacob*8 thigh was out of joint, as he wrestled with 
him. (26) And he said, Let me go, for the day 
breaketh. And he said, I will not let thee go, except 
thou bless me. (27) And he said unto him* What is 
thy name? And he said, Jacob. (28) And he said, Thy 
name ehall be called no more Jacob, but Israel: for 
as a prince hast thou power with God and with men, 
and hast prevailed. 

(29) And Jacob asked him, and said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, thy name. And be said, Wherefore is it 
that thou dost ask after my name? And he blessed 
him there. (BO) And Jacob called the name of the 
place Pemel; for [ have seen God face to faec^ and 
my life is preaoived. (31) And as he passed over 
Penuel the sun rose upon him, and he halted upon his 
thigh. (32) Thci'cforc the children of Israel eat not 
of the sinew which shrank, which is upon the hollow 
of the thigh, unto this day: because he touched the 
hollow of Jacob's thigh in the sinew that shrank. 

XXXIIT. (1) And Jacob lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, Esau came, and with him four 
hundred men. And he divided the children unto 
Leah, imd unto Rachel, and unto the two handmaids. 
(2) And he put the handmaids and their children fore¬ 
most, and Leah and her children after, and Rachel 
and Joseph bindermost.

(10) And Jacob said, Nay, I pray thee, 
if now I have found grace in thy sight, then receive 
triy present^ at my hand: for therefore I have seen 
thy face, as though I had seen the face of God, and 
thou west pleased with me, (11) Take, I pray thee, 
my blessing that is brought to thee; because God hath 
dealt graciously with me, and because I have enough. 
And he urged him, and he took it. (12) And he said. 
Let U3 take our journey, and let us go, and I will 
go before thee. (13) And he said unto him, My lord 
knoweth that the children are tender, and the docks 
and herds with young are with me : and if men should 
overdrive them one day, all the flock will die, (14) 
Let my lord, I pray * thee, pass over before his 
servant: and I will ftad on softly, according as the 
cattle that goeth before me and the children be able 
to endure, until I come unto my lord unto Seir* (15) 
And Esau said, Let me now leave with thee some of 
the folk that are with me.

Do not thy brethren feed the flock in Sheehem? 
come, and I will send thee unto them. And he said 
to him, Here am I, (14) And he said to him, Go, I 
pray thee, see whether it be well with thy brethren, 
end well with the flocks; and bring me word again. 
So he sentdSim out of the vale of Hebron, and he 
came to Sheehem, (35) And a certain man found 
him, and, behold, he was wandering in the field: and 
the man asked him, saying, What seekest thou? (16) 
And he said, I seek my brethren: tell me, I pray 
thee, wliere they feed their flocks. (17) And the man

(29) And Iteuben returned unto the pit; and, 
behold, Joseph was not in the pit; and he rent his 
clothes. (30) And he returned unto his brethren, and 
said, The child is not; and I, whither shall I go? 

(31) And they took Joseph's coat, and killed a kid 
of the goats, and dipped the coat in the blood; 

(32) * And they sent the coat of many colours and they 
brought it to their father; and said, This have we 
found: know now whether it be thy son's coat or no. 

(33) And he knew it, aud said, it is my eon's coat; an 
evil beast hath devoured him; Joseph is without doubt 
rent in pieces, (34) And Jacob rent his clothes* and 
put sackcloth upon his loins, and mourned for his eon 
many days. (35) And all his sous and all his daughters 
rose up to comfort him; but he refused to be com¬ 
forted; and he said. For I will go down into the grave 
unto my sou mourning. 
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Thus his father wept for him. (36) And the 
Midianites sold him into Sgypt unto Potiphar^ an 
officer of Pharaoh*8, and captain of the guard, 

XXXIS, (1) And Joseph was bought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh, captain of 
the guard, an Egyptian, brought diim of the hands of 
the Ishmeelites, which had brought him down 
thither. 

(2) And the Lord was with Joseph, and he was a 
prosperouB man; and he was in the house of his 
master the Egyptian. (3) And his master saw that 
the Lord was with him, and that the Lord made all 
that he did to prosper in hiajjand. (4) And Joseph 
found grace in his sight, and he served him: and he 
made him overseer over his house, and all that he had 
ho put into his hand, (5) And it came to pass from 
the time that he had made him overseer in his house, 
and over all that ho hud, that the Lord blessed the 
Egyptian’s house for Joseph’s sake; and the blessing 
of the Lord was upon all that he had in the house, 
and in the held, (6) And he left all that he bad in 
Joseph’s hand; and he knew not ought he had, save 
the bread which he did cat.

up my voice and cried, that he left his garment with 

me, and fled out* 

* 

(19) And it came to pass, when his master heard 
the words of his wife, which she spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, After this manner did thy servant to me; that 
his wrath was kindled. (fej^And Joseph's master took , 
him, and put him into*the prison, a place where the 
king's prisoners were bouad: and he was there in the 
prison, (21) But the Lord was with Joseph, and 
shewed him mercy, and gave him favour in the sight 
of the keeper of the prison. (22) And the keeper of 
the prison committed to Joseph's hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; and whatsoever 
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they did there^ he was the doer of it- (23) The keeper 
of the prison looked not to any thing that was under 
his hand; because the Lord was with him, and that 
which he did, the Lord made it to prosper. 

XL, (1) And it came to pass after these things, 
that the butler of the king of Egypt and his baker had 
ofiended their lord the king of Egypt. (2) And 
Pharaoh was wroth against two of bis officers, against 
the chief of the butlers, and against the chief of the 
bakers, (3) And he put them in ward In the house of 
the captain of the guard, into the prison, the place 
where Joseph was bound. (4) And the captain of the 
guard charged Joseph with them, and he served 
them; and they continued a season in ward, 

(5) And they dreamed a dream both of them, 
each man hia dream in one night, each man accord¬ 
ing to the interpretation of hts dream, the butler and 
the baker of the king of Egypt, which were bound in 
the prison, (6) And Joseph came in unto them in the 
morning, and looked upon them, and, behold, they 
were sad, (7) And he asked Pharaoh's officers that 
were with him in the ward of his lord's house, saying. 
Wherefore look ye so sadiy to day? (0) And they 
said unto him, We have dreamed a dream, and there 
is no interpreter of it. And Joseph said unto them, 
Do not interpretations belong to God? tell me them, 

I pray you. 

(d) And the chief butler told his dream to 
Joseph, and said to him, Ii^my dream, behold, a vine 
was before me; (10) And in the vine were three 
branches: and it was as though it budded, and her 
blossoms shot forth; and the clusters thereof 
brought forth ripe grapes r (11) And Pharaoh's cup 
was in my hand: and I took the grapes, and pressed 
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them into Pharaoh's ciip^ and I gave the cup into 
Pharaoh's hand. 

(12) And Joseph said unto bim^ This is the 
interpretation of it; The three branches are three 
days: (13) Yet within three days shall Pharaoh lift 
up thine head, and restore thee unto thy place i and 
thou shalt deliver Pharaoh's cup into his hand, after 
the former Planner when thou wast his butler. (14) 
But think on me when it shall be well,with thee, and 
shew kindness, I pray thee, unto me, and make 
mention of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of 
this house: (15) For indeed I waa stolen away out of 
the laud of the Hebrews: and here also have I done 
nothing that they should put me into the dungeon. 

(16) When the chief baker saw that the inter¬ 
pretation was'good, he said unto Joseph, I also was 
in my dream, and, behold, I had three white baskets 
on my head: (17) And in the uppermost basket 

there was of all manner of bakemcats for Pharaoh; 
and the birds did eat them out of the basket upon 
my head. (18) And Joseph answered and said, This 
is the interpretation thereof i The three baskets are 
three days: (19) Yet within three days shall Pharaoh 
lift up thy head from off thee, und shah hang thee 
on a tree; and the birds shall eat thy ffesh from off 
thee. 

(20) And it came to pass the third day, which 
Wiis Pharaoh's birthday, that be made a feast unto 
all his servants: and he lifted up the head of the 
chief butler and of the chief baker among his 
servants. (21) And he restored the chief butler unto 
bis butler&hip again; and he gave the cup into 
Pharaoh's hand: (22) But he hanged the chief baker: 
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as Joseph had interpreted to them. (23) Yet did not 
the chief butler remember Joseph, but forgat him. 

XLI. (1) And it came to pass at the end of two 
full years, that Bharaoh dreamed; and, behold, he 
stood by the river, (2) And, behold, there came up 
out of the river seven well favoured kino and fat- 
fleshed; and they fed in a meadow, (3) And, behold, 
seven other kinc came up after them out of the 
river, ill favoured and leanfleshed; and stood by the 
other kinc upon the brinlv of the river, (4) And the 
ill favoured and Jeanflcsbed kine did eat up the seven 
well favoured and fat Idne, So Pharaoh awoke, 

(5) And he slept and dreamed the second time: 
and, behold, seven ears of corn came up upon one 
stalk, rank and good. (6) And, behold, seven thin 
ears and blasted with the east wind sprung up after 
them. (7) And the seven thin ears devoured the 
seven rank and full ears, And Plinraoh awoke, and, 
behold, it was a dream. 

(8) And it came to pass in the morning that his 
spirit was troubled; and he sent and called for all the 
magicians of Egypt, and all the wise men thereof: 
and Pharaoh told them hia dream: but there was

none that could interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, saying, I 
do remember my faults^ this day: {10) Pharaoh 

was wroth with his servants, and put me in ward 
in the captain of the guard*a house, both me and the 
chief baker: (tl) And we dreamed a dream in one 
night, I and he; we dreamed each man according to 
the interpretation of his dream. (12) And there was 
there with us a young man, an Hebrew, servant to 
the captain of the guard; and we told him, and he 
interpreted to us our dreams; to each man according 
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to hiB dream he did interpret, (13) And it came to 
pass, as he interpreted to us, so it was; m© he res¬ 
tored unto mine office, and him he hanged. 

(14) Then Pharaoh sent and called Joseph, and 
they brought him hastily out of the dungeon; and he 
shaved himself, and changed his raiment, and came 
in unto Pharaoh. (15) And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
I have dreamed a dream, and there is none that can 
interpret it: and I have heard say of thee, that thou 
caust understand a dream to interpret^ it. (IG) And 
Joseph answered Pharaoh, saying, It is not in me: 
God shall give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

(17) And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, In my 
dream, behold* I stood upon the bank of the river r 
(18) And, behold, there camo up out of the river 
seven kine, fatfleshed and well favoured; and they fed 
in a meadow:^ (19) And, behold, seven other kiue 
came up after them, poor and very ill favoured and 
leanlleshed, such as I never saw in all the land of 
Egypt for badness: (20) And the lean and the ill 
favoured kine did eat up the first seven fat khie: (21) 
And when they bad eaten them up* it could not be 
known that they had eaten them; but they were still 
ill favoured, as at the beginning. So I awoke. (22) 
And I saw in my dream, and, behold, seven ears 
came up in one stalk, full and good: (23) And, be¬ 
hold, seven ears, withered, thin, and blasted with 
the east wind, sprung after them: (24) And the 
thin ears devoured the seven good ears: and 1 told 
this unto the magicians; but there was nouo that 
could declare it to me. 

(25) And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, The dream 
of Pharaoh is one; God hath shewed Pharaoh 
what he is about to do. (26) The seven good kino 
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iiive seven years; and the seven good ears are seven 
years; the dream is one. (27) And the seven thin and 
ill favoured kine that came up after them ore seven 
years; and the seven empty ears blasted with the east 
wind shall be seven years of famine, (28) This is the 
thing which I have spoken unto Pharaoh; What God 
is about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. (29) Behold, 
there come seven years of great plenty throughout all 
the land of Egypt: (30) And there shall arise after 
them seven yeofs of famine; and ail the plenty shall 
be forgotten in the land of Egypt; and the famine 
shall consume the land; (31} And the plenty shall not 
be known in the land by reason of that famine 
following; for it shall be very grievous, (32) And for 
that the dream was doubled unto Pharaoh twice; 
it is because the thing is established by God, and 
God will shortly bring it to pass* (33) Now therefore 
let Pharaoh look out a man discreet and wise, 
and set him over the land of Egypt. (34) Let Pharaoh 
do this, and let him appoint officers over the land, 
and take up the fifth part of the land of Egypt in the 
seven plenteous years. (35) And let them gather all 
the food of those good years that come, and lay up 
corn under tho hand of Pharaoh, and let them keep 
food in the cities. (36) And that food shall be for 
JBtore to the land against the seven years of famine, 
which shall be in the land of Egypt; that the land 
perish not through the famine. 

(37) And the thing was good in the eyes of 
Pharaoh, and in the eyes of all his servants, (38) And 
Pharaoh said unto hia servants, Can we find such a one 
jas this is, a man in whom the Spirit of God is ? (39) 
And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as God 
bath shewed thee all this, there is none eo dircreet and 
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wise as thou art: (40} Thou shalt be over my house* 
and according unto thy word shall all my people be 
ruled r only in the throne will I be greater than thou. 
(41) And Pharaoh said unto Joseph* See* I have set 
thee over all the land o£ Egypt. (42) And Pharaoh 
took off his ring from his hand, and put it upou 
Joseph's hand, and arrayed him in vestures of fine 
linen* and put a gold chain about his neck; (43) And 
he made him to ride in the second chariot which he 
liad; and they cried before him* Bow the knee: and 
he made him ruler over all the land of Egypt. (44) 
And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I am Pharaoh* and 
without thee shall no man lift up his hand or foot in 
all the land of Egypt. (45) And Pharaoh called 
Joseph's name Zaphnatb-paaneab; and he gave him 
to wife Ascnajih the daughter of Poti-pherai priest 
of On. 

And Joseph went out over all the land of Egypt. 
<46) And Joseph was thirty years old when he stood 
before Pharaoh ^ing of Egypt. And Joseph went out 
from the presence of Pharaoh* and went throughout 
all the land of Egypt. (47) And in the seven pion- 
teous years the earth brought forth by handfuls, (48) 
And he gathered up all the food of the seven years, 
which were in the land of Egypt, and laid up the food 
in the cities: the food of the field* which was round 
about every city* laid he *up in the same. (49) And 
Joseph gathered corn aS the sand of the sea* very 
much, until he left numbering; for it was without 
number. 

(50) And unto Joseph were born two sona before 
the years of famine came, which Asenath the 
daughter of Poti-pherah priest of On bare unto him. 
(51) And Joseph called the name of the firstborn 
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ManaBBeh: For God, said he, hath made me forget 
all my toil, and all my father's house* (52) And the 
name of the second called he Ephraim: For God hath 
caused me to be Fruitful in the land of my aihictioo. 

(Bd) And the seven years of plenteousness, that 
was in the land of Egypt, were ended* (54) And the 
seven years of dearth began to come, according as 
Joseph had said: and the dearth was in all lands; but 
in all the land of Egypt there was bread* (55) And 
when all the land of Egypt was famished, the people 
cried to Pharaoh for bread: and Pharaoh said unto 
all the Egyptians, Go unto Joseph; what he saith to 
you, do* (56) And the famine was over all the face of 
the earth : And Joseph opened all the storehouses, and 
sold unto the Egyptians; and the famine waxed sore 
in the land of Egypt* (57) And aU countries came 
into Egypt to Joseph for to buy corn; because that 
the famine was ao sore in all lands* 

XLIT* (1) Now when Jacob saw that there was 
com in Egypt, Jacob said unto his sons, Why do ye 
look one upon another? (2) And he said, Behold, I 
have heard that there is corn in Egypt: get you down 
thither, and buy for us from thence; that we may 
live and not die. (3) And Joseph's ten brethren went 
down to buy corn in Egypt. (4) But' Benjamin, 
Joseph's brother, Jacob sent not with his brethren; 
for he said, Lest peradventiire mischief befaU him* 

(5) And the sons of Israel came to buy com 
among those that came: for the famine was in the 
land of Canaan* (6) And Joseph was the governor 
over the laud, and he it was that sold to all the 
people of the land: and Joseph's brethren came, and 
bowed down themselves before him with their 
faces to the earth. (7) And Joseph saw his brethren, 
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nud he know them, but made himself strange unto 
them, and apake roughly unto them; and he said unto 
them, Whence come ye? And they said. From the 
hind of Canaan to buy food. 

( 8 ) And Joseph knew his brethren^ but they knew 
not him. (9) And Joseph remembered the dreams 
which he dreamed of them, and said unto them, Ye 
are spies; to see the nakedness of the laud ye are

come (10) And they said unto him, Nay, my lord, 
but to buy food are thy servants come, (11) We are 
ail one man's sons; we are true men, thy servants 
are no spies, (12) And he said unto them, Nay, but 
to see the nakedness of the laud ye are come* (13J 
And they said, Thy servaiits are twelve brethren, the 
sous of one man in the land of Canaan; and, behold, 
the youngest is this day with our father, and oue is 
not. (14) And Joseph said unto them, That is it 
that I spake unto you, saying, Yc are spies: (15) 
Hereby yc shall he proved: By the life of Pharaoh ye 
sbtill not rjo forth henoe, oxc^^pt 3 our youngest brother 
come hither. (16) Send one of 3 0 U, and let him fetch 
your lirothcr, and ye shall be kept m prison, that your 
words may be proved, wfiother there be any truth in 
you r*or else by the life of Pharaoh surely ye are spies* 

(17) And he put them all together into ward 
three days* (18) And Joseph said unto them the 
third day, This do, and,live; for I fear God: (19) If 
yc bo true men, Jet one of your brethren bo bound in 
the house of your prison: go ye, carry corn for the 
famine of your houses: (20) But bring your youngest 
brother unto me; so shall your words be verified, and 
ye shall not die. And they did bo. (21) And they 
said one to another, We are verily guilty concemidg 
our brother, in. that we saw the anguish of bis soul,

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when he besought us, and we would not hear; there* 
loro is this dietress come upon us. (22) And Beuben 
answered them, saying, Spake I not unto you, say¬ 
ing, Do not sin against the child; and ye would not 
hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is required. 

(23) And they knew not that Joseph understood 
them; for he spake unto them by an interpreter. (24) 
And h© turned himself about from them, end wept; 
and returned to them again, and communed with 
them, and took from them Simeon, and bound him 
before their eyes. (25) Then Joseph commanded to 
fill their sacks with corn, and to restore every man's 
money into his sack, and to give them provision for 
the way: and thus did he unto them. (26) And they 
laded their asses with the corn, and departed thence 

(27) And ns one of them opened his sack to give 
his ass provender in the inn, he espied his money; 
for, behold, it was in his sack's mouth. (28) And 
he said unto his brethren, My money is restored.; and, 
Jo, it is even in my sack: and their heart failed them, 
and they were afraid, saying one to another, What 
is this that God hath done unto us? 

(29) And they came unto Jacob their father unto 
the land of Canaan, and told him all that befell unto 
them; saying, (30) The man, who is the lord of the 
land, spake roughly to us, and took us for spies of 
the country. (31) And we ffaid unto him, We are 
true men; we are no spies; .(32) We be twelve 
brethren, sons of our father; one is not, and the 
youngest is this day with our father in the land of 
Canaan. (33) And the man, the lord of the country, 
aaid unto us, Hereby shall I know that ye are true 
men; leave one of your brethren here with me, and 
take food for the famine of your households, and be 
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gone: (34) And bring your youngest brother unto 
me: then shall 1 know that ye are no opies^ hut that 
ye lire true men: eo will 1 deliver you your brother, 
and ye shall traflick in the land. 

(35) And it came to pass as they emptied their 
sacks, that, behold, every man's bundle of money 
WHS in his sack: and when both they and their father 
saw the bundles of money, they were afraid* (36) 
An<l Jacob their father said unto them, Me have ye 
1 bereaved of iny children: Joseph ia not, and Simeon 
is not, and ye will take Benjamin away: all these 
things arc against mo* (37) And Iteuben spake unto 
his father, saying, Slay my two sons, if I bring him 
not* In thee: deliver him into my hand, and 1 will 
brii}g liim to thee again, (38) And he said, My son 
sliaii not go down wdth you; for his brother iw dead, 
and he is Idft alone: If mischief befall him by the way 
in the which ye go, then shall ye bring down my 
gray hairs with sorrow to the grave* 

XLUI. (1) And the famine was sore in the land. 

(2) And it came to pass, when they had eaten up the 
com which they had brought out of Egypt, their 
father said unto them, Go again, buy U9 a little ftjod, 

(3) And Judah spake unto him, saying, The man did 

solemnly protest unto us, saying, Yg shall not see my 
Pace, except your brother be with you. f4) If thou 
wilt send our brother with us, we will go down and 
buy thee food: (5) T^ut if thou wilt not send him, we 

will not go down: for the man said unto ua, Ye shall 
not see my face, except your brother be with you. (6) 
And Israel said, Wherefore dealt ye eo ill with me, 
as to tell the man whether ye had yet a brother? (7) 
And they said, The man asked us atraitly of our state, 
land of our kindred, saying, Is your father yet alive? 
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have ye another brother? and we toM him according 
to the tenor of these words: could we oertninly know 
that ho would say, Bring your brother down? 

(8) And Judah said unto Israel his father, Send 
the lad with mo, and we will arise and go; that wc 
muy live, and not die, both we, and thou, and also^ 
our little ones. (9) I will be surety for him; of my 
hand shalt thou require him: if I bring him not unto 
thee, and set him before thee, then let mo bear the 
blame for ever: (10) For except we had lingered, 
surely now we had returned this second time. {11) 
And their father Israel said unto them, If it must be 
BO now, do this; take of the best fruits in the land in 
your vessels, and carry down the man a present, 
little balm, and a little honey, spices, and myrrh, 
nuts, and almonds: (12) And take double money m 
your hand; and the money that was brought again in 
the mouth of your sacks, carry it again in your hand; 
peradventure it was an oversight: (13) Take also 
your brother, and arise, go again unto the man : (14) 
And God Almighty give you mercy before the man, 
that he mav send awav vour other brother, and 
Bcnjaium. If I be bereaved of my children, I am 
bereaved, 

(15) And the men took that present, and tliey 
took double money in their hand, and Benjamin; and 
rose up, and went down to Egypt, and stood before 
Joseph. (16) And when Joseph Benjamin with 
them, he said to the ruler of hia house, Bring these 
men home, and slay, and make ready; for these men 
shall dine with me at noon. (17) And the man did as 
Joseph bade; and the man brought the men into 
Joseph's house. (18) And the men were afraid, be¬ 
cause they were brought into Joseph's house; and, 
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they said, Because of tho money that was returned in 
our sacks at the first time are we brought in; that he 
may seek occasion against us, and fall upon us, and 
take us for bondmen, and our asses* (19) And they 
oame near to the steward of Joseph's house, and they 
communed with him at the door of the house, (201 
And said, O sir, we came indeed down at the first 
time to' buy food: (21) And it came to pass, when 
we came to the inn, that wo opened our sacks, and, 
behold, every man’s money was in the mouth of his 
sack, our money in full weight: and we have brought 
it again in our hand. (22) And other money have we 
brought down in our hands to buy food: we cannot 
tell who put our money in our sacks. (23) And he 
^aid, Peace be to you, fear not: your God, and the 
God of ywir father, hath given you treasure in your 
sacks: T had your money. And he brought Simeon 
out unto them. (24) And the man brought the men 
into Joseph's house, and gave them water, and they 
washed tlieir feet; and ho gave their asses provender. 
(25) And they made ready the present against Joseph 
came at noon: for they hoard that they should cat 
bread there* 

(20) And when Joseph came home, they brought 
him the present which was in their hand into the 
house, and bowed th^selves to him to the earth, 
(27) And lie asked them of their welfare, and said, la 
your father well, the old man of whom ye spake? Ir 
he yet alive? (28) And they answered, Thy servant 
our father is in good health, ho is yet alive* And 
they bowed down their heads, and made obeisanct^ 
(29) And he lifted up his eyes, and saw his brotJie* 
Benjamin, his mother’s son, and said. Is this you' 
younger brother, of whom ye spake unto me? And h[ 
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fiaid, God be gracious unto thae, my son* (30) And 
Joseph made haste; for his bowels did yearn upon hi& 
bi’other: and be sought where to weep; and he en¬ 
tered into hia chamber, and wept there- (31) And he 
washed his face, and went out, and refrained himself, 
and said, Set on bread* (32) And they set on for him 
by himself, and for them by themselvea, and for the 
Egyptians, which did eat with him, by themselves, 
because the Egyptians might not eat bread with 
the Hehrewa; for that is an abomination unto the 
Egyptians* (33) And they eat before him, the first¬ 
born according to his birth-right, and the youngest 
according to his youth : and the men marvelled one 
at another. (34) And ho took and sent messes unto 
them from before him: but Benjamin's mess was 
five tinies so much as any of their's. And they drank, 
and were nierrv with him.

XLIV* (1) And he commanded the steward of his 
house, saying, Fill the men's sacks with food, as much 
as they can carry, ond put every man’s money in his 
(rack’s mouth. (2) And put my cup, the silver cup, 
m the sack's mouth of the youngest, and his corn 
monev. And he did according to the word -that 
Joseph had spoken. 

(3) As soon as the morning was light, the men 
were sent away, they and their asses* (4) And when 
they were gone out of the city^ and not yet far off, 
Joseph said unto his steward, Up, follow after the 
men; and when thou dost overtake them, say unto 
them, Wherefore have ye rewarded evil for good? (5) 
[s not this it in which my lord drinketh, and whereby

God forbid 
that thy Bervants should do according to this thing c 
(8) Behold, the money, which we found in our sacks* 
mouths, we brought again unto thee out of the land 
of Canaan: how then should w^e steal out of thv lord's 
house silver or gold? (9) With whomsoever of thy 
servants it be found, both let him die, and we also 
will be my lord's bondmen. (10) And he said, Now 
ilso let it lie according unto your words: he with 
whom it is found shall be my servant; and yo shall 
be blameless, (11) Then they speedily took down 
eveiy man his sack to the ground, and opened every 
mtm his sack, (12) And he searched, and began at 
the eldest, and left at the youngest: and the cup was 
found in Benjamin's sack. 

(13) Then they rent their clothes, and laded every 
man his ass, and returned to the city, (14) And 
Judah and his brethren came to Joseph's house; for 
he was yet there: and they fell before him on the 
ground, (15) And Joseph said unto them, What deed 
is this that ye have done? wot ye not that such a 
man as I can certainly diyine? (16) And Judah said, 
What^ shall we say unto my lord? what shall we 
speak? or how shall we clear ourselves? God hath 
found out the iniquity of thy servants: behold, we are 
mv lord's servants, both we, and he also with whom 
the cup is found, (17) And he said, God forbid that I 
should do so: but the‘man in whose hand the cup is 
found, he shall be my servant; and aa for you, get 
you up in peace unto your father* 

(Id) Then Judah came near unto him, and said. 
Oh my lord, let thy servant, I pray thee, speak a 
word in my lord's ears, and let not thine anger burn 
against thy servant: for thou art even as Pharaoh*

sorrow to the grave. (32) For thy servant became 
surety for the lad unto my father, saying, If I bring 
him not unto thee, then I shall bear the blame to my 
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father for ever, (33) Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
thy servant abide instead of the lad a bondman to my 
lord; and let the lad go up with his brethren, (34)

XLV. (1) Then Joseph could not refrain himself 
before all them that stood by him; and he cried,

father he sent after this manner; ten asses laden with

(6) And Pharaoh commanded the same day the

(9) And Moses spake so unto the children of 
Israel: but they hearkened not unto Moses for anguish 
of spirit* and for cruel bondage* (10) And the Lord 
spake unto Moses, saying* (11) Go in* speak unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt* that he let the children of 
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Israel go out of his laud* (12) Aud Moses spake 
before the I-ord, saying, Behold, the children o£ Israel 
liiive not hearkened unto me: how then shaH Pharaoh 
Jiear me, who am of uncircymcised lipa? 

(13) And the Lord spake unto Mosea and unto 
Aaron, and gave them a charge unto the children 
of Israel* and urito Pharaoh king of Egypt, to 
bring the * cbildren . of Israel out of the land 
of Egypt. 

VII. (1) And the Lord said unto Moses, See, I have 
made thee a god to a Pharaoh: and Aaron thy brother 
shall be thy prophet. (2) Thou shalt speak all that I 
command thcc: and Aaron thy brother shall speak 
unto Pharaoh, that he send the children of Israel 
out of his land. (3) And I will harden Pharaoh's 
heart, and multiply my signs and my wonders in the 
land of Egypt, (4) But Pharaoh shall not hearken 
unto you, that I may lay my hand upon Egypt, 
and bring forth mine armies* and my people the 
children of Israel, out of the land of Egypt by great 
judgments* (5) And the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the Lord* when I stretch forth mine hand upon 
Egypt, and bring out the children of Israel from 
among them* 

(6) And Moses and Aaron did as the Lord 
■commanded them, so did they* (7) And Moaes was 
fourscore years old, sihd Aaron fourscore and three 
years old, when they spake unto Pharaoh. 

(8) And the Lord spake unto Moses and^ unto 
Aaron, saying, (9) When Pharaoh shall speak unto 
you, saying, Shew a miracle for you; then thou 
shalt say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and cast it 
before Pharaoh,*and it shall become a serpent* (10) 
And Moaes and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and 
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they did fio as the Lord had commanded: and Aaron 
cast down his rod before Pharaoh, and before his 
servants, ifbocmirte a-Sf«rpent.’-(l'I}*TlfEfb Pharaoh 
also called the wise men and the sorcerers: now the 
magicianH of Egypt, they also did in like manner 
with their omdumtmenta^ (12) For they cast down 
every man his rod, ar^ they became serpents: but 
Aaron’s rod swallowed up their rods. 

(IH) And he hardened Pharaoh's heart, that^ 
he hearkened not unto them ; as the Lord had 
said. 
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THE TEX PLAGUES OF EGYPT 

VIT, (14) And the Lord said unto 
Pharaoh's heart is hardened, he refuseth to let the 
people go. (15) Get thee unto Pharaoh in the morn¬ 
ing; lo, he goeth out unto the water; and thou shalt 
stand by the river s brink against he come; and the 
rod which was turned to a serpent shalt thou take In 
thine hand. (16) And thou shalt say unto him, 
The Lord God of the Hebrews bath sent roe unto 
thee, saying, Let my people gOj that they may serve 
me in the wilderness: and, beliold, hitherto thou 
wouldat not hear. (17) Thus saith the Lord, In 
this thou shalt know that I urn the Lord: behold, 
1 will smite with the tckI that is in mine hand upon 
the waters \vhieh are in the river, and they shall be 
turned to blood. (IB) And the fish that is in the river 
shall die, and the river shall stink; tuid the Egyptians 
shall lothe to drink of the water of the river. 

(19) And the Lord spake unto Moses. Bay unto 
Aaron, Take thy rod, and stretch out thino hand 
upon the waters of Egypt, upon their streams, upon 
their rivers, and upon their ponds, and upon all 
their pools of water, that they may become blood; 
and that there may be blood throughout all the land 
of Egypt, both in ves^Jcla of wood, and in vessels 
of stone. (20) And Moses and Aaron did so, as 
the Lord commanded; and he lifted up the rod,, 
and smote the waters that were in the river, in the 
sight of Pharaoh, and in the sight of hia servants; 
and all the waters that were in the river ’W'ere turned 
to blood. (21) And the fish that was in the- river 
died; and the river stank, and the Egyptians could 
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not drink of the water of the river j and there wa^5 
hlood throughout all the land of Egypt, 

(22) And the magicians of Egypt did so with 
tlieir enchantments: and Pharaoh’s heart was harden- 
cd, neither did lie hearken unto them- as the Lord

had^ai^, (23) And Pharaoh turned and went into 
his house^ neither did he set his heart to this also. 
(24) And all the Egyptians digged round about 
the river for water to drink; for they could not 
drink of the water of the river. (25) And eeven 
days were fulfilled, after that the Lord had smitten 
the river. 


VIII. (1) And the Lord spake unto Moses, Go* 
unto Pharaoh, and say unto him, Thus saith the 
Lord, Let my people go/ that they may serve 
me: (2) And if thou refuse to let them go, 
behold, 1 will smite all thy borders with frogs: 
(3) And the river shall bring forth frogs abundantly, 
which shall go up and come into thine house, 
and into thy bedchamber, and upon thy bed, and 
into the house of thy servants, and upon thy 
people, and into thine ovens, and into thy kneading- 
troughs: (4) And the frogs shall come up both 
on thee, and upon thy people, and upon all thy 
servants. 

(5) And the Lord spake unto Moses, Say unto 
Aaron, Stretch forth thine liand with thy rod over 
the streams, over the rivers^ * and over the ponds, 
and cause frogs to come up upon the land of Egypt. 
(G) And Aaron stretched out his hand over the 
waters of Egypt; and the froga came up, and covered 
the land of Egypt. (7) And the magicians did so 
with their enchantments, and brought up frogs upon 
the land of Egypt. 
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(8} Then Pharaoh called for Mosea and Aaron, 
and said, Intreat the Lord, that he may take away 
the frogs from me, and from my people j and I will 
let the people go, that they may do sacrifice unto 
the Lord. (9) And Moses said unto Pharaoh, Glory 
over me; when shall I intreat for thee, and for 
thy servants, and for thy people, to destroy the frogs 
from thee.and thy honses, that they may remain in 
the river only? (10) And he said, To morrow. And 
he said, Bo it according to thy word: that thou may- 
est know that there is none like unto the Lord our God. 
{11) And the frogs shall depart from thee, and from 
thy houses, and from thy servants* and from thy 
people; they shall remain, in the river only. 

(12) And Moses and Aaron went out from Pha¬ 
raoh : and Jfoscs cried unto the Lord because of the 
frogs wliich he had brought against Pharaoh. (13) And 
the Lord did according to the word of Moses ; 
and the frogs died out of the houses, out of the 
villages, and out of the fields. (14) And they 
gatliered them together upon heaps: and the land 
stank. 

(15) But when Pharaoh saw that there was res¬ 
pite, he hardened his heart, and hearkened not unto 
them; as the Lord had said. 

(16) And the Lord said unto Moaes, Say unto 
Aaron, Stretch out th 3 f rod, and smite the dust of 
the land, that it may become lice throughout all the 
land of Egypt. (17) And they did sq; for Aaron 
stretched out his hand with his rod, and smote the 
dust of the earth, and it became lice in man, and in 
beast; all the dust of the land became lice through'- 
out all the land of Egypt, (18) And the magicians 
did so with their enchantments to bring forth lice, 
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but they couJd not: so there were lice upon man, 
and upon beast. (19) Then the magicians said 
unto Pharaoh, This is tho finger of God: and 
Pharaohheart was hardened, and he hearkened 
not unto them; as the Lord had said. 

(20) And the Lord said unto Moses, liise up 
early in the morning, and stand before Pharaoh; 
io, he Cometh forth to the water ; and say unto him, 
Thug eaith the Lord, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. (21) Else, if thou wilt not let my 
people go, behold, 1 will send swarms of fiies upon 
thee, and upon thy servants, and upon thy people, 
and into thy houses: and the houses of the Egypt¬ 
ians shall be full of swarms of fliea, and also the 
ground whereon they are. (22) And I will sever 
in that day the land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that no swarms of fiica shall bo there; to 
the end thou inayost know that I am the Lord in 
the midst of the earth. (2?!) And I will put a 
■division between my people and thy people; to 
morrow shall this sign be. 

(24) And the Lord did so; and there came a 
grievous swarm of flies into the house of. Pharaoh, 
and into hrs servants' houses, and into all the* land 
of Egypt: the land was corrupted by reason of the 
awaiTn of fhea. (2o) And Pharaoh called for Moses 
and for Aaron, and said, Go Je, sacrifice to your God 
in the land. 

(26) And Moses said, It is not meet so to do; 
for we shall sacrifice the abomination of the Egypt¬ 
ians to the Lord our God r lo, shall we sacrifice the 
abomination of the Egyptians before their eyes, 
and will they not stone ns? (27) We will go three 
days' journey into the wilderness, and sacrifice to 
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the Lord our God, as he Bhall command us. (28) 
And Pharaoh said, I will let you go, that ye may 
sacrifice to the Lord your Ciod in the wildemeea; 
only ye shall not go very far away: intreat for me. 
(29) And Mosea said, Behold, I go out from thee, 
and I will intreat the Lord that the awarms of flies 
may depart from Pharaoh, from hia servants, and 
from his people, tomorrow: but let not Pharaoh 
deal deceitfully any more in not letting the people go 
to sacrifice to the Lord. 

(30) And Moses went out from Pharaoh* ancl 
intrusted the Lord. (31) And the Lord did according 
to the word of Moses ; and he removed the 
:^wannti of flies from Pharaoh, from his servants, 
and from his people; there remained not one. (32) 
And Pharaoh hardened his heart at this time also, 
neither would he let the people go. '' 

JX. (1) Then the Lord said unto Mosea, Go in unto 
Pharaoh, and tell him, Thus saith the Lord God of 
the Hebrews, Let my people go, that they may serve 
me. (2) For if thou refuse to let them go, and 
wilt hold them still, (3) Behold, the hand of the 
I^rd is upon thy cattle which is in the field, upon 
the h'orses, upon the asses, upon the camels, upon 
the oxen, and upon the fiheep: there shall be a very 
grievous mu rrain^ (4) And the Lord ehall sever 
between the cattle of Israel and the cattle of Egypt: 
and there shaU nothing die of all that m the children's 
of Israel. 

(5) And the Lord appointed a act time, saying. 
To morrow the Lord shall do this thing in the land. 
(6) And the Lord did that thing on the morrow, 
and all the cattle of Egypt died: but of the cattle 
of the children of Israel died not one. (7) And 
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Pharaoh sent, and, behold, there was not one of 
the cattle of the Israelites dead. And the heart 
of Pharaoh was hardened, and he did not let the 
people go. 

(8) And the Lord said anto Moses and unto 
Aaron, Take to you handfuls of ashes of the furnace, 
and let Moses sprinkle it toward the heaven in the 
sight of Pharaoh. (9) And it shall become small 
dust in all the land of Egypt, and shall be a boil 
breaking forth with blains upon man, and upon 
beast, throughout all the land of Egypt, (10) And 
they took ashes of the furnace, and stood before 
Pharaoh; and Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; 
and it became a boil breaking forth with blains 
upon man, and upon beast, (11) And the magicians 
could not stand before Moses because of the boils; 
for the boil was upon the magicians, and upon all 
the Egyptians. (12) And the Lord hardened the 
heart of Pharaoh, and he hearkened not unto them: 


as the Lord had spoken unto Moses. 

(13) And the Lord said unto Moses, Rise up 

early in the morning, and stand before Pharaoh, 

and say unto him, Thus saith the Lord God of the 

■ 

Hebrews, Let my people go that they may serve me. 


(14) For I will at this time send all my plagues 
Upon thine hea^jtj.and upon fhy'^servants, and upov 
fBy people; that thou mayest know that there is 
none like me in all the eai^h^ (l^j For now' I will 


stretch out my hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence; and thou_ shaft be cut off 
f rom the eart h. (16) And in very^de^ for this 
cause have I raised thee up, for to shew in thee my 
power; and that my name may be declared through¬ 
out all the earth. (17) As yet exaltest thou thyself 
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against my people, that thou wilt not let them go? 
(18) Behold, to morrow about this time I will cause 
it to rain a very grievous hail, such as hath not 
been in Egypt since the foundation thereof even until 
now* (19) Send therefore now, and gather thy 
cattle, and all that thou hast in the field; for upon 
every man and beast which shall be found in the field, 
and shall not be brought home, the hail shall como 
down upon them, and they shall die. 

(20) He that feared the word of tho Lord among 
the servants of Pharaoh made hi& servants and his 
cattle flee into the houses: (21) And he that re¬ 

garded not the word of the Lord left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. (22) And the Lord f^oid 
unto Moses, Stretch forth thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be hail in all the land of Egypt, 
upon man, and upon beast, and upon every herb of 
the field, throughout the land of Egypt. (23) And 
Mosg« stretched forth his rod toward heaven: and 
the Lord sent thunder and hail, and the fire ran 
along upon the ground: and tho Lord rained hail 
upon the land of Egypt. (24) So there was hail, 
and fire mingled with the hail, very grievous, such 
as there waa none like it in all the land of Egypt 
gince it became a nation. (25) And the hail emote 
throughout all the land of Egypt all that waa in 
the field, both man and boast; and the hail smote 
every herb of the field, and brake every tree of 
the field. (26) Only in the land of Goahen, where 
the children of Israel were, waa there no haO, 

And Pharaoh sent, and called for Moaes 
and Aaron, and said unto them, I have einned this 
time; the Lord is righteous, and I and my people 
are wicked, (20) Intreat the Lord (for it is 

e 
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enough) that there be no more mighty thunderinga 
and hail; and I will let you go, and ye ahall 
stay no longer- (29) And Moses said unto him, 
As soon as I am gone out of the eity, 1 will spread 
abroad iny hands unto the Lord; and the thunder 
shall cease, neither shall there be any inure hail; 
that thou mayest know how that the earth is the 
Lord's. (30) But as for thcc and thy servants, I know 
that yo will not yet fear the Lord God, 

(31) And the flax and the barley w^as smitten: 
for the barley was in the ear, and the flax was boiled* 

(32) But the wheat and the rie were not smitten: 
for they were not grown up. 

(33) And Moses went out of the city from 
Pharaoh, and spread abroad his hands unto the Lord: 
and the thunders and hail ceased, and the rain was 
not poured upon the earth. (34) And when Pharaoh 
saw that the rain and the hail and the thunders were 
ceased, he sinned yet more, and hardened hiy heart, 
he and his servants, (35) And the heart of Pharaoh 
was hardened, neither would he let the children of 
Israel go; us the Ijord had spoken by Moses. 

X. (1) And the Lord said unto Moses,- Go in unto 
PJiaraoh: for I have hardened his heart, and the 
heart of his servants, that 1 might shew these my 
eigns before him: {2} And that thou mayest tell 
in the ears of thy son, and of thy son's son, what 
^ings I have jvrought in Egypt, and my signs, 
which I have done among them; that ye may know 
how that, I. am the LorjJ* 

(3) And Moses and Aaron came in unto Pflaraoh, 
and said unto him^ Thus saith the Lord Qod of the 
Hebrews, How long wilt thou refuse to humble 
thyself before me? let my people go, that they may 
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t>erve me. (4) Else* if thou refuse to let my people 
go, behold, to morrow wiU I bring the locusts into 
thy coast: (5) And they shall cover the face of the 
curth, that one cannot be able to see the earth: and 
they shall cat the residue of that ^vhich is escaped, 
which remaineth unto you from the hail, and shall 
cat every tree which groweth for you out of the 
field: {6)»An<l they shuU fill thy houses, and the 
houses of all thy servants, and the houses of all the 
Egyptians; which neither thy fathers, nor thy 
liithcrs’ fathers have seen, since the day that they 
were upon the earth unto this day* And ho turned 
hitnsclf, and went out from Pharaoh. (7) And 
Pharaoh's servants said unto hiiri, How long shall 
this mail be a snare unto us? lot the men go, that 
they may serve the Lord their God; kiiowest thou 
nut yet that Egypt destroyod? 

(8) And Moses and Aaron were brought again 
unto Pharaoh; and he said unto tliem, Go, serve 
the Lord your God: but who are they that shall 
go? (9) And Moses said, Wc will go with our 
>ouiig and with our old, with our sons and with our 
daughters^ with our flocks and with emr herds will 

w'c go; for wo must hold a feast unto the Lord* 

(10) And he said unto them, Let the Lord be so 
with you, as 1 will let you go, and your little ones; 
look to it; for evil is’before you* (11} ^Not so; 

go now yc that are lAcn, and serve the Lord; for 

that ye did desire* And they were driven out from 
Pharaoh K presence* ^ 

(12) And the Lord said unto Moses, Stretch out 
thine hand over the land of Egypt for the locusts, 
that they may come up upon the land of Egypt, 
and eat every herb of the land, even all that the 
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hail hath left. (13) And Moses stretched forth his 
rod over the land of Egypt, and the Lord brought 
an east wind upon the land all that day, 
and a!l that night; and when it way morning, 

the east wind brought the locusts, (14) And the 

locusts went up over all the land of Egypt, and 
rested in all the coasts of Egypt: very grievous 
were they; before them there were tio sudi locusts 
as they, neither after them shall be such* (15) For 
they covered the face of the whole earth, so that the 
land was darkened; and they did cat every herb of 
the land, and all the fruit of the trees which the 
hail had left: and there remained not any green 

thing in the trees, or in the herbs of the held, 

through all the land of Egypt* 

(16) Then Pharaoh called for Moses aud Aaron 
in haste; and he said, I have sinned against the 
Lord your God, and against you. (17) Now 
therefore forgive, 1 pray thee, my sin only this once, 
and intreat the Lord your God, that he may take 
away from me this death only. (18) And he went 
out from Pharaoh, and intreated the Lord* (19) 
Aud the Lord turned a mighty strong west wind, 
which took away the locusts, and cast them into the 
Bed sea; there remained not one locust in all the 
coasts of Egypt. (20) But the Lord hardened 
Pharaohheart, so that he would not let the children 
o£ Israel go* 

(21) And the Lord said unto Moses, Stretch out 
thine hand toward heaven, that there may be dark¬ 
ness over the land of Egypt, even darkness which 
may be felt. (22) And Moses etretched forth his 
hand toward heaven; and there was a thick dark- 
neea in all the land of Egypt three days: (23) 
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They saw not one another» neither rose any from hie 
place for three days: but all the children of Israel 
had light in their dwcl!inge» (24) And Pharaoh 
called unto Moses, and said, Go ye, serve the Lord; 
only let your docks and your herds be stayed: let 
your little ones also go with you. (25) And Moses 
said, Thou must give us also sacrifices and burnt 
offerings, that we may sacrifice unto the Lord our 
Clod. (26) Our cattle also shall go with us; there 
shall not an hoof be left behind; for thereof must 
we take to serve the Lord our God; and we know 
not with what we must serve the Lord, until we 
come thither. 

(27) But the I/ord hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
and he would not let them go. (26) And Pharaoh 
said unto him, Get thee from me, take heed to thy¬ 
self, see my face no more; for in that day thou 
secst my face thou shalt die. (29) And Moses said, 
Thou hast spoken well, I will see thy face again no 
more, 

XI. (1) And the Lord said unto Moses, Yet will 1 
hring one plague more upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; 
afterwards he will let you go hence : when ho shall 
let you go, he shall surely thrust you out hence 
altogether. (2) Speak now in the ears of the people 
and let every man borrow of his neighbour, and 
every woman of her neighbour, jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold. (3) And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. Moreover the 
man Moses was very great in the land of Egypt, in 
the eight of Pharaoh's servants, and in the sight of 
the people. 

*(4)And Moses said, Thus saith the Lord, 
About midnight will I go out into the midst 
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of Egypt: (5) And all the firiitbom in the land of 
Egypt shall die^ from the firstborn of Phnmoh that 
sftteth upon hia throiiOj even unto the firstborn of the 
maidservant, that is behind the mill; and all the 
firstborn of beasts* (0) And Lliero shall be a great 
cry throughout all tho land of Egypt, such as thorn 
was none liho it, nor shall he like it any more. (7) 
But against any of tho ohildren ot Tsnicl sliall not a 
dog move his tongue, against man or beast: that yo 
may know lu(v\- that the Lord doth pvit a difforene<r 
between the Egyptians and Israel* {8) And all these 
my servujits shall eomo dowm unto me^ and bow 
down themselves unto me* saying, Get thee ovil, and 
all the people that follow thee: and after that 1 vvill 
go out. 

And he went mit from Pharaoh In a great anger. 
(0) And tfk- J^ord said unto Moses, Pharaoh shall 
not hearken unto you; that my w onders may be 
multiplied in the land of Egypt (10) And Moses- 
and Aaron did all those wtjuders before Pharaoh : and 
the Lord hardened Pharaoh's he art, so that he would 
not let the children of Israel go out of his land. 
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THE INSTITUTION OF THE PASSOVER 

And the Lord spake unto Moses imd Aaron m XU. 1-3# 
the land of Egypt^ saying, 

(2) This month shall be unto you the beginning 
of months: it shall be the first mouth of the year to 
you* (3) Speak yo unto all the congregation of 
Israel, sayjng, In the tenth day of this month they 
shall take to thorn every tnan a Iamb, according to 
the house of thoir fathers, a lamb for an house: (4) 

And if the household bo too little for the lamb, let 
him and his neighbour nest unto his house take it 
according to the number of the souls; every'man 
according to his eating shall make your count for tho 
lamb. (5) Your lamb shall bn without blemish, ft 
male of the first year: yo «hall toko it out from the 
sheep, or from the goats: (fi) And ye shall keep it 
up until the fourteenth day of the same month: and 
the whole assembly of the congregation of Israel shall 
kill it in the evening. (7) And they shall take of 
the blood, and strike it on the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of the houses, wherein they 
shall eat it. (8) And they shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and unleavened bread; and 
with bitter herbs they shall eat it. (!}) Eat not of 
it raw, nor sodden^at all with water, but roast with 
fire; his head witjf his legs, and with the purtenance 
thereof* (10) And y& shall let nothing of it remain 
until the morning; and that which remaineth of it 
until the morning ye shell burn with fire* (U) 

And thus ehall ye eat it; with your loins girded, 
your shoes on your feet, and your staff in yoiu: hand; 
and ye shall eat it In haste: it is tbe Lord’s 
passover* 
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(12) For I will pass through the land of Egypt 
thi:? nightj and will smite all the firstborn in the land 
of Egypt, both man and beast; and against all the 
goJs of Egypt I will execute judgment: I am the 
Lard* (13} And the blood fihall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye are: and when I 
t^ee the blood, I will pass over you, and the plague 
shall not be upon you to destroy you* when I smite 
the land of Egypt. (14) And this day shall be unto 
you for a memorial ; and ye shall keep it a feast to 
the Lord throughout your generations ; ye shall 
keep it a feast by an ordinance for ever. (15) Seven 
days shall ye cat unleavened bread ; even the first 
day ye shall put away leaven out of your houses: 
for whosoever cateth leavened bread from the first 
day until the seventh day, that soul shall be cut off 
from Isrueh (16) And in the first day there shall 
be an holy convocation, and in the seventh day there 
shall be an holy convocation to you ; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, save that which every 
man must eat, that only may be done of you* (17) 
And ye shall observe the feast of unleavened bread ; 
for in this selfsame day have I brought your armi^ 
out of the land of Egypt: therefore shall ye observe 
this day in your generations by an ordinance for 
ever, (18) In the first month, onl^e fourteenth day 
of the month at even, ye shall eal^nlcavened bread, 
until the one and twentieth day’of the month at even, 
(19) Seven days shall there be no leaven found in 
your houses: for whosoever eateth that which iB 
leavened, even that soul shall be cut ofi from the 
congregation of Israel, whether be be a stranger, or 
bom in the land* (20) Ye shall eat nothing leavened; 
in all your habitations shall ye eat unleavened bread* 
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(21) Then Mo&eg called for all the eldera of 
Israel, and said unto them, Draw out and take you 
a lamb according to your families, and kill the 
pasaover, (22) And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, 
and dip it in the blood that is in the bason^ and 
strike the lintel and the two side posts with the 
blood that is in the bason; and none of you shall 
go out at ihe door of his house until the morning. 
(23) For the Lord will pass through to smite the 
Egyptians; and when he seeth the blood upon the 
lintel, and on the two side posts, the Lord will pass 
over the door, and will not suffer the destroyer to 
come in unto your houses to smite you. (24) And 
ye shall observe this thing for an ordinance to thee 
and to thy sons for ever, (25) And it shall come to 
pass, when ye bo come to the land which the Lord 
will give you, according as he hath promised, that 
ye shall keep this service. (26) And it shall come 
to pass, when your children shall say unto you. 
What mean ye by this service? (27) That ye shall 
say, It is the sacrifice of the Lord's passover, who 
passed over the houses of the children of Israel in 
Egypt, when he smote the Egyptians, and delivered 
our houses. 

And the people bowed the head and worshipped. 
(28) And the children of Israel went away, and did 
as the Lord had commanded Moses and Aaron, so 
did they. (29) And it came to pass, that at mid¬ 
night the Lord smote all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, from the firstborn of Pharaoh that sat on his 
throne unto the firstborn of the captive that was in 
the dungeon; and aU the firstborn of cattle, (30) 
And Pharaoh rose up in the night, he, and all his 
eervants, and all the Egyptians; and there was a 
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great tiiy in Egypt; for there wqb not a house where 
there was not one dead. 

(31) And he called for Mosei^ and Aaron by 
nighty and said, Rise up, and get you forth from 
among my people, both ye and the children of Israel; 
and go, serve the Lord, as ye have said, (33) Also 
take your flocks and your herds, as ye have said, and 
be gone; and bless me also. (33) And the Egypt¬ 
ians w'cre urgent upon the people, that they might 
send them out of the land in haste; for they said, 
Wc bo all dead men, (34) And the people took 
their dough before it was leavened, their kneading- 
troughs being bound up in their clothes upon their 
shoulders, (35) And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses; and they borrowed 
of the Egyptians jewels of silver, and jewels of 
gold, and raiment: (36) And the Lord gave the 
people favour in the sight of tho Egyptians, so that 
they lent unto tliem such things as they required. 
And they spoiled the Egyptians. 
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THE EXODUS AND THE PASSAGE OF THE 

RED SEA 

(37) And the cliildren of Israel journeyed from 
EfinieRes to Suceoth, about six hundred thousand on 
foot that were men, beside children. (38) And a 
mixed multitude went up also with them i and flochS} 
and licrds, even very much cattle, (89) And they 
baked unleavened calces o£ the dough which they 
brought forth out of Egypt, for it was not leavened; 
because they were thrust out of Egypt, and could 
not tarry, neither had tlicy prepared for themselves 
any virtual, 

(40) Now the sojourning of the children of 
Israel, who dwelt in Egypt, was four hundred and 
thirty years, (41) And it came to pass at the 
«iid of the four hundred and thirty years, even the 
selfsame day it came to pass, that all the hosts of 
the Lord went out from the land of Egypt. (42) 
It is a night to be much observed unto the Lord for 
bringing them out from the land of Egypt: this is 
that iiight of the Lord to be observed of alt the 
children of Israel in their generations, 

XIIL (17) And it came to pass, when Pharaoh 
had let the people go, that God led them not through 
the way of the land of the Philistines, although that 
wee near; for God said,' Lest peradventure the people 
repent when they see war, and they return to Egypt: 
(18) But God led the people about, through the way 
of the wilderness of the Red sea: 

And the children of Israel went up harnessed out 
of the land of Egypt. (19) And Moses took the bones 
of Joseph with him : for he had straitly sworn the 
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children o! Israel, saying, God will surely ™it you; 
find ye shall can^ up my bonce away hence with you- 

(20) And they took their journey from Succoth, and 
encamped in Etham, in the edge of the wilderness. 

(21) And the Lord went before them by day in a 
pillar of a cloud, to lead them the way; and by 
night in a pillar of fire, to give them light ; to go 
by day and night: (22) He took not away the pillar 
of the cloud by day, nor the pillar of fire by night, 
from before the people- 

XIV- (1) And the Lord spake unto Moses, eaying, 
(2) Speak unto the children of Israel, that they turn 
and encamp before Pi-hahiroth, between Migdol and 
the sea, over against Baal-zephon : before it shall ye 
encamp by the sea. (3) For Pharaoh will say of the 
children of Israel, They are entangled in the land, the 
wildemese hath shut them in. (4) And I will harden 
Pharaoh's heart, that he shall follow after them; 
and I will be honoured upon Pharaoh, and upon all 
hifi host ; that the Egyptians may know that I am 
the Lord* 

And they did so- (5) And it was told the king 
of Egypt that the people fled: and the lieart of 
Pharaoh and of his servants was turned against tlie 
people, and they said, Why have we done this, that 
Ave have let Israel go from serving us? (6) And he 
made ready his chariot, and took his people with 
him: (7) And he took six h’Undred chosen chariots, 
and all the chariots of Egypt, and captains over 
every one of them- (8) And the Lord hardened the 
heart of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pursued 
after the children of Israel: and the children of 
Israel went out with an high band* (9) But the 
Egyptians pursued after them, all the horses and 
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chariotB of Pharaoh^ and hia horsemen, and his anny, 
and overtook them encamping by the sea, beside 
Pi-haliiroth^ before BaaL-zephon. 

(10) And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children 
of Israel lifted up their eyes^ and, behold, the 
Egyptians marched after them; and they were sore 
afraid: and the children of Israel cried out unto the 
Lord. (11)’And they said unto Moses, Because 
there were no gravea in Egypt, hast thou taken us 
away to die in the wilderness? wherefore hast thou 
dealt thus with us, to carry us forth out of Egypt? 
(12) Is not this the word that we did tell thee in 
Egypt, saying, Let ns alone, that we may serve the 
Egyptians? For it had been better for us to servo 
the Egyptians, than that we should die in the 
wilderness. 

(13) And Moses said unto the people. Fear ye not, 
stand ^tiit, and sec the salvation of the Lord, which 
he will shew to you to day: for the Egyptians whom 
ye have seen to day, ye ^hall see them again no 
more for ever. (14) The Lord shall fight for you, and 
ye shahjjold your peace* 

(15) And the Lord said unto Moses, Wherefore 
criesfc thou unto me? speak unto the children of 
Israel, that they go forward: (16) But lift thou up 
thy rod, and stretch out thine hand over the sea. 
and divide it: and the children of Israel shall go on 
dry ground through the midst of the sea, (17) And 
I, behold, I will harden the hearts of the Egyptians, 
and they shall follow them : and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaohj and upon oil his host, upon 
his chariots, and upon his horsemen« (18) And the 

Egyptians shair know that I am the Lord, when I 
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Iiavc gotten me honour upon Bharaoh, upon hk 
eliariots, and upon lus horsemen. 

(19) And the angel of God, which went before the 
camp of Israel, removed and went beliind them; and 
the pillar of the cloud went from before their face, 
and stood behind them r (20) And it came between 
the camp of the Egyptians and the camp of Israel ; 
and it was a cloud and darkness to theni, but li 
gave light by night to these: so that the one came 
not near the other all the night. 

(21) And Moses stretched out his hand over the 
sea ; and the Lord caused the sea to go back by a 
strong cast wind all that night, and made the soa 
dry land, and the waters were divided. (22) And 
the children of Israel went into the midst of the sea 
upon the dry ground; and the waters were a wall 
unto them on their right hand, and on their left. 
(23) And the Egyptians pursued, and went in utter 
them to the midst of the sea, even all Pharaoh’s 
horses, his chariots, and hie horsemen. (24) And it 
came to pass, that in the morning watch the Lord 
looked unto the host of the Egyptians through the 
pillar of fire and of the cloud, and trouolod the 
hoKt of the Egyptians, (25) And took off their 
chariot wheels, that they drave them heavily: 
so that the Egyptians said, Xet us flee from the face 
of Israel; for the Lord fighteth for them against 
the Egyptians. 

(26) And the Lord said unto Moses, Stretch out 
thine hand over the sea, that the waters muy come 
again upon the Egyptians, upon their chariots, and 
upon their horsemen. (27) And Moses stretched forth 
bis hand over the sea, and the sea returned to his 
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fitreDgth when the morning appeared; and the 
Egyptians fled against it; and the Lord overthrew 
the Egyptians in the midst of tlie sea. (28) And the' 
waters returned, and covered the chariots, and the 
horsemen, and all the host of Pharaoh that came 
into the sea after them; there remained not so mtich 
as one of them. (29) But the children of Israel 
walked upon dry land in the midst o( the sea ; and 
the waters were a wall unto them on their right 
hand, and on their left. 

(30) Thus the Lord saved Israel that day out of 
the hand of the Egyptians ; and Israel saw the 
Egyptians dead upon the sea shore. (31) And iBrael 
saw that great work which the Lord did upon the 
Egyptians: and the people feared the Lord^ and 
believed the Lord, and his servant Moses* 
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THE SWEETENING OF THE WATERS 

XV. (22) So Moses brought lerael from the Red aea, 

and they went out into the wildernees of Shur; and 
they went three days in the wildemeaa^ and found no 
water. (23) And when they came to Marnh, they 
could not drink of the waters of Marah for they were 
bitter: therefore the name of it was called Murali. 
(24) And the people murmured against Moses, say¬ 
ing, What shall we drioh? (25) And he cried unto 
the Lord; and the Lord shewed him a tree, which 
when he had cast into the waters, the waters were 
made sweet: there he made for them a statute and 
an ordinance, and there he proved them, (26) And 
said* If thou wilt diligently hearken to the voice of 
the Lord thy God, and wilt do that which is right 
la his sight, and wilt give ear to bis commandments, 
and keep all bis statutes, I wall put none of these 
diseases upon thee, which I Tiave brought upon the 
Egyptians: for I am the Lord that healeth thee. 

(27) And they came to Elim, where w^ere twelve 
wells of water, and threescore and ten palov,.trees y 
and they encamped there by the waters.

THE SENDING OF QUAILS AND MANNA 

And they took their journey from Elim, and all xvr. t4S 
the congregation of the children of Israel came unto 
the wiiderneas of Sin. which is between Elim and 
Sinai, on the fifteenth day of the second month after 
tlieir departing out of the land of Egypt. (2) And 
the whole congregation of the children of Israel 
murmured against Moaes and Aaron in the wilderness: 

(5) And the children of Israel said unto them, Would 
to God we had died by tho hand of the Lortl in the 
land of Egyptj when we sat by the flesh pots, and 
when we did eat bread to the full ; for ye have 
brought us forth into this wilderness, to kill this 
whole assembly, with hunger. 

(4) Then said the Lord unto Moses, Behold. I 
will rain bread from heaven for you ; and the people 
shall go out and gather a certain rate every day, 
that I may prove them, whether they will walk in 
my lai^ Of no. (5) And it shall come to pass, that 
on the sixth day they shall prepare that which they 
bring in ; and it shall be twice as much as they gather 
daily. (6) And Moses apd Aaron said unto all the 
children of Israel, At even, then ye shall know that 
the Lord hath brought you out from the land of 
Egypt: (7) And ia the morning, then ye shall see 
the glory of the Lord ; for that he heareth your mur- 
murings against the Lord: and what are we, that ye 
murmur against us? (0) And Moses said, This shall 
be, when the Lord shell give you in the evening

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flesh to eat, and in the morning bread to the full ; 
for that the Lord heareth your murmuringa which 
ye murmur against him: and what are we? your 
murmurings are not against us, but against the 
Lord, 

(9) And Moses spake unto Aaron, Say unto all 
the congregation of the children of Israel, Come near 
before the Lord: for he hath heard your inurmmmga. 
(10) And it came to pass, as Aaron spake unto the 
whole congregation of the children of Israel, that 
they looked toward the wilderness, and, beliold. the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the cloud, (11) And 
the Lord spake unto Moses, saying^ (12) I have 
hoard the murmurings of the children of Isrue! r speak 
unto them, saying, At even ye shall eat flesh, and in 
the morning ye shall be filled with bread ; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord your God* 

(13). And it came to pass, that at even the quails 
came up, and covered the camp: and in the morning 
the dew lay round about the host, (14) And when 
the dew that lay was gone up, behold, updmfhe face 
of the wilderness there lay a small round thing* os 
small as the hoar frost on the ground, (15) And 
when the children of Israel saw it, they said one to 
another, It is manna: for they wist not what it was* 
And Moses said unto them, This is the bread which 
the Lord hath given you to eat. (16) This is the 
thing which the Lord hath commanded, Gather of it 
every man according to his eating, an omer for every 
man, according to the number of your persons ; take 
ye every man for them which are in his tents* 
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(17) And the children of Israel did so, and 
gathered, some more^ some less. (18) And when 
they did mete it with an omer, he that gathered 
much had nothing over, and he that gathered little 
had no lack ; they gathered every man according to 
his eating. 
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THE SMITING OF THE ROCK 

XVIL1-7, And all the congregation of the children of Israel 
journeyed from the wilderness of Sin, after their 
journeys, according to the commandment of the Lord, 
and pitched in Rephidim: and there was no water 
for the people to drink, (2) Wherefore the people 
did chide with Moses, and said, Give us water 
that we may drink. And Moacs said unto them, 
Why chide yc witli me? wherefore do ye tempt 
the Lord? (3) And the people tliirsted there for 
water; and the people murmured against Moses, and 
said. Wherefore is this thaCthou hast brought us up 
out of Egypt, to kill us and our children and our 
cattle with thirst? (4) And Moses cried unto the 
Lord, saying, What shall I do unto this people? they 
be almost ready to stone me. (o) And the Lord said 
unto Moses, tJo on before the people, and take with 
thee of the elders of Israel ; and thy rcHl, wherewith 
thou smotest the river, toko in thine hand, and go. 
(6) Behold, 1 will stand before thee there upon the 
rock in Horcb ; and thou shalt smito the rock/ and 
there shall come water out of it, that the people may 
drink. And Moses did so in the sight of the ciders 
of Israel, (7) And he called the name of the place 
Mossah, and Mcribah, because of the chiding of the 
children of Israel, and because they tempted the Lord, 
saying, Is the Lord among us, or not?

(flj Then came Amalek, flnd fought with Israel XVIT, 81(i, 
in EepMdim* (9) And Moses said unto Joshua, 

Choose us out men, and go out, fight with Amalelt:

the rod of God in mine hand. (10) So Joshua did 
as Moses had said to him, and fought with Amalek: 
and Moses, Aaron, and Hur went up to the top of 
the hill, fll) And it came to pass, when Moses held 
up liis hand, that Israel prevailed: and when he let 
down bis baud, Amalek prevailed. (12) But Moses' 
hands were heavy ; and they took a stone, and put it 
under him, and ho sat thereon ; and Aaron and Hur 
stayed up his hands, the one on the one side, and the 
ottier on the other side ; and his hands were steady 
until the going down of the aun, (13) And Joshua 
discomfited Amalek and his people with the edge of

(14) And the Lord said unto Koses, Write this 
for a memorial in a book, and rehearse it in the ears 
of.JosEua: for I will utterly put out the remem¬ 
brance of Amalek from under heaven. (15) And 
Moses built an altar, and called the name of it 
Jehovah-nisBi: (16) For he said, Because the Lord 
hath sworn that theJLord will have war with Amalek 
from generation to generation,

day came they into the wilderness of Sinai* (2) Por 

they were departed from Repbidim, and were come 
to the desert of Sinai, and had, pitched la the wilder¬ 
ness ; and there Israel camped before the mount* 

(3) And Moses went up unto God, and the Lord 
called unto him out of the mountain, saying, Thus 
shalt thou say to the house of Jacob, and tell the 
children of the Israel ; (4) Ye have seen what I did 
unto the Egyptians, and bow I bate you on eagles' 
wings, and brought you unto myaelf» (5) Now the re¬ 
f ore, if_ie_wiil obey my voice indeed, and keep my 
covenant, then ye shalFBe^a peculiar treasure unto me 
above all people: for all the earth ib mine: (6) And 
ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests, and an holy 
^ nation. Those are the words which thou shalt 
speak unto the children of Israel. 

(7) And Moses came and called for the eldern of 
the people, and laid before their faces all these wrds 
which the Lord commanded him. (8) And all the 
people answered together, and said, All that the Lord 
hath spoken we will do. And Moses retunied the 
words of the people unto the ^Lord. {9) And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Lo, I come unto thee in a 
thick cloud, that the people may hear when I speak 
with thee, and believe thee for ever.

(14) And Moses went down from the mount unto 
the people, and sanctified the people ; and they 
washed their clothes. (15) And he said unto the 
|H::ople, Bo ready against the third day: come not at 
your ^vivcs, (16) And it came to pass on the third 
day in the morning, that there were thunders and 
lightnings, and a thick cloud upon the mount, and 
the voice of the trumpet exceeding loud ; so ^that 
all the people that was in the camp trembled, (17) 
And Mosfta brought forth the people out of the camp 
to meet with God ; and they stood at the nether 
part of the mount, (18) And mount Sinai was 
altogether on a smoke, because the Lord descended 
upon it in fire: and the smoke thereof ascended as 
the smoke of a furnace' and the whole mount quaked 
gt'eatly, 

(19) Ancl when the voice of the trumpet sounded 
long, and waxed louder and louder, Moses spake, and 
God answered him by a voice. .(20) And the Lord 
came down upon mount Sinai, on the top of the 
mount: and the Lord called Moses up to the top of 
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the mount ; nnd Moses v^ent up, (21) And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Go down, charge the people, 
lest they break through unto the Lord to gaze, and 
many of them perieh. (22) And let the priests also, 
which come near to the Lord, sanctify themselves, 
lest the Lord break forth upon them. 

(23) And Moses said unto the Lord, The people 
cannot come up to mount Sinai.: for thou chargedst 
us, saying, Set bounds about the mount, and sanctify 
it, (24) And the Lord said unto him, Away, get 
thee down, and thou shalt come up, thou, and Aaron 
with thee: but let not the priests and the people 
break through to come up unto the Lord, lest he 
break forth upon them, (25) So Moses went down 
unto the people, and spake unto them.

(4) Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image, or any likeness of any thing that iajn heaven 
obove, or that is in the earth beneath, or th^t is in 
the water under the earth; (5) Thou shalt not bow 
down thyself to them, nor serve them : for I the Lord 
thy God am a jealous GodJ* visiting the iniquity of 
the fathers upon the childreL. unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate me ; (6) And 
shewing mercy linto thousands of them that love me. 
and keep my commandments. 

(7) Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy 
God in vain; for the Lord will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh his name in vain. 
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(8) Ttemember the sabbath day, to keep it holy* 
(fl) Sijc days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work: 
(10) But the seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord 
thv God: in it thou shalt not do anv work, thou, 
nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy manservant, 
nor thy maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates: (11) Fdf in six days 
the Lord’ made heaven and earth, the sea, and 
all that in them is, and rested the seventh day: 
wherefore the Lord blessed the sabbath day, and 
hallowed it. 

(12) Honour thy father and thy mother: that thy 
days may be long upon the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee. 

(18) Thou rthalt not kill, 

(14) Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

(15) Thou shalt not steal, 

(16) Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbour, 

(17) Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house, 
thou ahalf not covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his 
inenservant, nor his maidservant, nor his ox, nor his 
ass, nor any thing that is thy neighbour's, 

(18) And all the people saw the thunderings, and 
the lightnings, and the hoiee of the trumpet, and the 
mountain smoking: and when the people saw it, they 
removed, and stood afar off, (19) And they said 
unto Moses, Speak thou with us. and we will hear: 
but let not God speak with us, lest we die, (20) 
And Moses said unto the people, Fear not: for God 
is come to prove you, and that his fear may be 
before your faces, that ye sin not* (21) And the 
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people stood afar off, and Mosea drew near unto the 
thick daxhaesa where God was. 

XXIV. (12) And the Lord said unto Moses, Come 
up to me into the mount, and be there: I will 

give thee tables of stone, and a law, and command¬ 
ments which I have written ; that thou mayest 
teach them, 1(l3) And Moses rose up, and his 
minister Joshua: and Moses vrent up into the mount 
of God. (14) And he said unto the elders, Tarry ye 
here for us, until we come again unto you: and, 
behold, Aaron and Hur are with you: if any man 
have any matters to do, let him come unto them. 
(15) And Moses went up into the mount, and a 
cloud covered the mount. (16) And the glory of 
the Lord abode upon mount Sinai, and the cloud 
covered it six days : and the seventh day he called unto 
Moses out of the midst of the cloud.

And when the people saw that Moses delayed to 
come down out of the mount, the people gathered 
themselves together unto Aaron, and said unto him, 
Up, make us gods* which ehail go before us ; for as for 
this Moses^ the man that brought us up out of the land 
of Egypt, we wot not what is become of him* (2) And 
Aaron said unto them, Break off the golden earrings, 
which are in the ears of your wives, of your sons, and 
of your daughters, and bring them unto me, (3) And 
all the people brake off the golden earrings w’Lich 
were in their ears^ and brought them unto Aaron, 
('ll And he received them at their hand, and fashioned 
it with a graving tool, after he had made it a molten 
calf: and they ^aid, These be thy gods 0 Israel, 
wiiich brought thee up out of the land of Egypt, 

(6) And when Aaron saw it, he built an altar 
before it; and Aaron made proclamation, and said. To 
morrow is a feast to the Lord* (6) And they rose up 
early on the,morrow, and offered burnt offerings, and 
brought peace offerings; and the people eat down to 
oat and to drink, and rose up to play, (7) And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Go, gut thee down; or thy 
people, which thou broughl^st out of the' land of 
Egypt, have corrupted liiemselves: (8) They have 
turned ^ide quickly out of the way which I command¬ 
ed them: they have made them a molten calf, and 
liave worshipped it, and have sacrificed thereunto, 'and 
said, These be thy gods, 0 Israel, which have brought 
thee up out of land of Egypt* (9) And the 
Lord said unto Moses, I have seen this people, and, 


xxxn. 
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behold, it is a stiSnecfeed people : (10) Now there¬ 
fore let me aloae, that my wrath may wax hot against 
them, and that I may consume them: and I will 
mafce of thee a great nation, 

(11) And Moses besought the Lord hie God, and 
said, Lord, why doth thy wrath wax hot against thy 
people, which thou hast brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt with great power, and with a mighty hand? 
(12) Wherefore should the Egyptians speak^ and 
say, For mischief did he bring them out, to slay them 
in the mountains, and to consume them from the 
face of the earth? Turn from thy fierce wrath, and 
repent of this evil against thy people. (13) Remem¬ 
ber Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, thy eetvants, to 
whom Ihou swarest by thine own self, and saidst unto 
them, I will multiply your seed as the stars of 
heaven, and all this land that I have spoken of will 
I give unto your seed, and they shall inherit it for 
over. (14) And the Lord repented of the evil 
wliich he thought to do unto bis people, 

(15) And Moses turned, and went down from the 
mount, and the two tables of the testiQiony were in 
his hand : the tables were written on both their sides; 
on the one side and on the other were they 
written. (16) And the tables were the work of God, 
and the writing was the writing of God, graven upon 
the tables. ^ 

(17) And when Joshua heard the noise of the 
people as they shouted, he said unto Moses, There is 
a noise of war in the camp. (16) And he said. It is 
not the voice of them that shout for maaterv, neither 
is it the voice of them that cry for being overcome: 
but the noise of them that sing do I hear. (19) And 
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ifc cnnie to pass, ae soon as he came nigh unto the 
camp, that he saw the calf, and the dancing: and 
Moses' anger waxed hot, and he cast the tables out of 
his hands* and brake them beneath the mount, (20) 
And he took the calf which they had made, and 
burnt it in the fire, and ground it to powder, and 
strawed it upon the water, and made the children of 
Israel drink of it. 

(21) And Moses said unto Aaron, What did this 
people unto thee, that thou hast brought so great a 
sin upon them? (22) And Aaron saidf Let not the 
anger of my lord wax hot: thou knowest the people, 
that they are set on mischief. (23) For they said 
unto me, Make us gods, which shall go before us: 
for as for this Moses, the man that brought us up 
out of the land of Egypt, we w-ot not what is heconie 
of him. (24) And I said unto them, Whosoever hath 
any gold, let them break it off. So they gave it me: 
then I cast it into the fire, and there came out this 
calf. 

(25) And when Moses saw that the people were 
naked ; (for Aaron had made them naked unto their 
shiimc among their enemies:) (26) Then Mosos 
stood in the gate of the camp, and said,. Who is on 
the Lord^8 side? let him come unto me. And all the 
sons of Levi gathered themselves together unto him. 
(27) And he said unto tlfem. Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Put every man his sword by his side, 
and go !n and out from gate to gate throughout the 
camp, and slay every man his brother, and every man 
his companion, and every man his neighbour, (28) 
And the children of Levi did according to the word 
of Moaee: and there fell of the people that day about 
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tbro6 thousand men. (29) For Moses had said. 
Consecrate yourselves to day to the Lord, even every 
man upon his son, and upon hie brother ; that he may 
bestow upon you a blessing this day. 

(30) And it came to pass on the morrow, that 
Moses said unto the people, Ye have sinned a great 
sin: and now I will go up unto the Lord ; peradven* 
ture I shall make an atonement for your sin. 
(31) And Moses returned unto the Lord, and said, Oh, 
this people have sinned a great sin, and have made 
them gods of gold. (S2) Yet now, if thou wilt forgive 
their sin —; nnd if not, bJot me. I pray time, out of 
thy book which thou hast written. (33) And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Whosoever hath sinned against 
me, him will I blot out of my book. (34) Therefore 
now go, lead the people unto the place of which I 
have spoken unto thee: behold, mine Angel shall go 
before thee: nevertheless in the day when I visit 
I will visit their sin upon them. 

(35) And the Lord plagued the people, 
they made the calf, which Aaron made* 


because 
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THE KENEWAL OF THE TABLES OF STONE 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Hew thee two 
tables of stone like unto the first; and I ^nll write 
upon these tables the words that were in the first 
tables^ which thou brakest. (2) And be ready in the 
morning, and come up in the morning unto mount 
Sinai, and present thyself there to me in the top of 
the mount. (3) And no man shall come up with 
thee* neither let any man be seen throughout all the 
mount ; neither let the flocks nor herds feed before 
that mount. (4) And he hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the first ; and Moses rose up early in the 
morning, and went up unto mount Sinai, as the Lord 
had commanded him, and took in his hand the two

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(10) And he said, Behold, T make a covenant: 
before all thy people I will do marvels, such as have 
not been done in all the earth, nor in any nation: and 
all the people among which thou art shall see the 
w’ork of the Lord; for it is a terrible thing that I 
will do with thee, 

(28) And he was there with the Lord forty days 
and forty nights; he did neither eat bread, nor drink 
w^ater, And he wrote ui>on the tables the w-ords of 
the covenant, the ten commandments, (29) And it 
came to pass, when Moses came down from mount 
ft inn i with the. two tables of testimony in Moses* 
hand, w'hcii he came down from the mount, that 
Moses wist not that the skin of his face shone while 
he talked with him. (30) And when Aaron and all 
the children of Israel saw Moses, behold, the skin of 
his face shone; and they were afraid to come nigh 
him.

(33) And till 
Moses had done speaking with them, be put a vail on 
his face. (34) But when Moses went in before the Lord 
to speak with him, he took the vail off, until he cainc 
out. And he came out, and spake unto the children of 
Israel that which he was commanded. (35) And the 
children of Israel saw the face of Moses, that the skin 
of Moses' face shone: and Moses put the vail upon 
his face again, until he went in to speak with him.

THE STORY 0¥ KORAH 

Now Xorfthr the son of Izhar, the son of Kohath, 
the son of Levi, and Daiban and Abiram^ the sons 
of Eliabi and Oui the aon of Pelethj sons of 
Reuben, took men: (2) And they rose up before Moaes, 
with certain of the chLldren of Israeli two hundred 
and fifty princes of the assembly, famous in the 
congregation, men of renown: (B) And they 
gathered themselves together against Moses and 
against Aaron, and said unto them., Ye take too 
much upon you, seeing all the congregation are 
holy, every one of them, and the Lord is among 
them: wherefore then lift ye up yourselves above the 
congregation of the Lord? 

(4) And when Moses beard it, he fell upon his 
face: (5)^ And he spake unto Korah and unto all 
his company, saying, ETen to morrow the Lord 
will shew who are his, and who is holy ; and will 
cause him to come near unto him: even him whom 
he hath chosen will ho Cause to come near unto him. 
(6) This do ; Take ybu censers, Xorah, and all 
his company ; (7) And put fire therein, and put 
incense in them before the Lord to morrow; and it 
shall be that the man whom the Lord doth cboosei 
he shall be holy: ye take too much upon you, ye sons 
of Levi. (S) And Moess said unto Korah, Hear, 

1 pray you, ye bohb of Levi: (9) Seemeth it but

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ft smaH thing unto you, that the Cod of Israel hath 
separated you from the congregation o£ Israel, to 
bring you near to himself to do the service of the 
tabernacle of the Lord, and to stand before the eon- 
gregration to minister unto them ? {10} And he 

hath brought thee near to him, and all thy brethren 
the sons of Levi with thee : and seek ye the priest¬ 
hood also? {11) . For which cause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered together against the 
Lord: and what is Aaron« that ye murmur against 
him ? 

(12) And Moses sent to call Dathan and 
Abiram, the eons of Eliab: which said. We will not 
come up: (13) Is it a small thing that thou hast 

brought us up out of a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, to kill ua in the wilderness, except thou 
make thyself altogether a prince over us? (14) 
Moreover thou hast not brought us into a land 
that floweth with milk and honey, or given us 
inheritance of fields and vineyards: wilt thou 
put out the eyes of these men? we will not 
come up* 

(15) And Moses was very wroth, and said unto 
the Lord, Kespect not thou their ol^ermg: I have 
not taken one aas from them, neither have I hurt 
one of them* (16) And Moses said unto Korah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the Lord, thou, 
and they, and Aaron, to morrow: (17) And take 
every man his censer, and put incense in them, and 
bring ye before the Lord every man his censer, 
two hundred and fifty censers ; thou also, and Aaroiif 
each of you hie censer, (18) And they took every 
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man hiscenser^ and put fire in them, and laid incenBe 
thereon, and atood in the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation with Moses and Aaron* (19) And 
Korah gathered all the congregation against them 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and the glory of the Lord appeared unto all the 
congregation* (20) And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, saying, (21) Separate 
yourselves from among this congregation, that I 
may consume them in a moment* 

(22) And they fell upon their faces, and said, 
O G^od, the God of the spirits of all fiesh, shall one 
man sin, and wilt thou be wrofeh with all the congre¬ 
gation? 

(23) And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, 

(24) Speak unto the congregation, saying, Get you 
up from about the tabernacle of Korah, Pathan, 
and Abiraiii* (25) And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiratn ; and the elders of Israel 
followed him* {2G) And he spake unto the congre¬ 
gation, saying, Depart, I pray you, from the tents 
of these wicked men, and touch nothing of theirs, 
Jest ye be consumed in all their sins. (27) So they 
gat up from the tabernaole of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram, on every eidj: and Dathan and Abiram 
came out, and stood in the door of their tents, and 
their wives, and their sons, and their little children* 
(28) And Moses said. Hereby ye shall know that 
the Lord hath sent me to do all these works ; for 
1 have not done them of mine own mind. (29) H 
these men die the common death of ail men, or if 
they be visited after the visitation of all men ; then 
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the Lord hath not pant me, (80) But if the Lord 
me^& a new thiagp and the earth open her moutht 
and swallow them up, with all that appertain unto 
them, and they go down quick into the pit ; then ye 
shall understand that these men have provoked the 
Lord. 

(81} And it came to pass, as he bad made an 
end of speaking all these words* that the ground 
clave asunder that was under them : (82) And the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed them up, 
and their houses, and ail the men that appertained 
unto Korah, and all their goods, (38) They, and 
all that appertained to them, went down alive into- 
the pit, and the earth closed upon them : and they 
perished from among the congregation. 

(84) And all Israel that were round about them 
fled at the cry of them : for they said. Lest the earth 
swallow us up also. (35) And there came out a 
fire from the Lord, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. 
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THE BRAZEN SERPENT 

(4) And they journeyed from mount Hor by the XXI- #-9, 
way oE the Red eea» to compass the land of 
Edom : and the soul of the people waa much diseour 
aged because of the way. (5) And the people spake 
against God^ and against Moses, Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to die in the wildernesB^ 
for there ia no bread, neither is there any water j and 
our soul loatheth this light bread. f6) And the 
Lord sent fiery serpents among the people, and they 
bit the people ; and much people of Israel died, (7) 

Therefore the people came to Mosesi and said. We 
have sinned» for we have spoken against the Lord, 
and against thee ; pray unto the Lord, that be take 
away the serpents from us. And Moaes prayed for 
the people. (8) And the Lord said unto Mosea, 

Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it upon a pole : 
and it shall come to pass, that every one that is 
bitton, when he looketh upon it, shall live. (9) And 
Moses made a serpent of brass, and put it upon a 
pole, and it came to pass, that if a serpent had 
bitten any man, when he beheld the serpent of brass, 
he lived.

XXII _ And the children of Israel set forwardr and 

XXIV* 25- pitched in the plains of Moab on this side Jordan 

by Jericho. (2) And Balak the son of Zipper saw 
all that Israel had done to the Amorltes* (6<j And 
Moab was sore afraid of the people, because they 
yere many : and Moab was distressed because of the 
children of Taraeh (4) And Moab said unto tho 
elders of Midian, Now shall this company lick up 
all that are round about us, as the ox licketh up the 
grass of the field. And Balak the son of Zippor was 
king of the Moabites at that time. (5) He sent 
messengers therefore unto Balaam the son of Beor to 
Pethor, which is by the river of the land of the 
children of his people, to call him, saying, Beholdt 
there is a people come out from Egypt: behold, they 
cover the face o! the earth, and they abide over 
against me : (6) Come now therefore, I pray tbee^ 

curse me thispoople; for they are too mighty for me: 
peradventure I ehall prevail^ that we may smite 
thetn, and that I may drive them out of the land 
for I wot that he whom thou blessast is blessed, and 
he whom thou cursestis cursed* 

(7> And the elders of Moab and the elders of 
Midian d'jparted with the rewards of divination in 
their band ; and they came unto Balaam, and spake 
unto him the words of Balak (8} And he said 
unto them, Lodge here this nighty and I will 
bring you word again^ as the Lord shall speak 
unto me : and the princes of Moab abode with 
Balaam, 
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(9) And God came unto Balaami and saidi What 

men are the Be with thee ? (10) And Balaam aaid 

unto God* Balah the aon of Eippor, king of Moab, 

bath sent unto tne, aaying, (11) Behold, there ia a 

people come out of Egypt, which covereth the face 

of the earth ; come now, curse me then ; peradven- 

ture I shall be able to overcome them, and drive 

them out, (12) And God said unto Balaam, Thouahalt 

not go with them ; thou shalt not curse the people : 

for they are blessed, (13) And Balaam rose up in 

the morning, and said unto the princes of Balakj Get 

you into your land : for the Lord refuseth to give 

me leave to go with you, (14) And the princes of 

Moab rose up, and they went unto Balak, and said, 

Balaam refuseth to come with us, 

(15) And Balak sent yet again princes, more, 

and more honourable than they, (16) And they 

came to Balaam, and said to him. Thus saith Balak 

the son of Zippor, let nothing, I pray thee, hinder 

thee from coming unto me : (17) For I will promote 

thee unto very great honour, and I will do what* 

* 

soever thou sayest unto me : come therefore, I pray 
thee, curse me this people, 

(IS) And Balaam answered and said unto the 
servants of Balak, If B^lak would give me his house 
full of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond the word 
of the Lord my God, to do less or more* (19) Now 
therefore, I pray you, tarry ye also here this night, that 
I may know what the Lord will say unto me more* 
(20) And God came unto Balaam at night, and 
said unto him, If the men come to call thee, rise u p, 
and go with them : but yet the word which t shall 
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Bay unto theep that shalt thou do. (21) And Balaam 
roeoupinthe momingp and eaddled hie assp and went 
with the princes of Moab, 

(22) And God*s anger was kindled because he 
went ; and the angel of the Lord stood in the way 
for an adversary against him. Now he was riding 
upon his ass I and his two servants were with him, 
(2S) And the ass saw the angel of the Lord standing 
in the way, and his sword drawn in his hand ; and 
the ass turned aside out of the wayp and went into 
the field : and Balaam smote the asSp to turn her 
into the way. (34) But the angel of the Lord stood 
in a path of the vineyards, a wall being on this side, 
and a wall on that side. (25) And when the ass 
saw the angel of the Lord, she thrust herself unto the 
wall, and crushed Balaam's foot against the walk 
and he smote her again, f26) And the angel of the 
Lord went further, and stood in a narrow place, 
where was no way to tum either to the right hand 
or to the left. (27) And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Lord, she fell down under Balaam: and 
Balaam's anger was kindledi and he smote the ass 
with a staff. (28) And the Lord opened the mouth of 
the ass, and she said unto Balaam, What have I done 
unto thee, that thou hast bmifcten me these three 
times ? (29) And Balaam said unto the ass. Because 
thou hast mocked me : 1 would there were a sword 
in mine hand, for now would I kill thee, (30) And 
the ass said unto Balaam, Am not I thine ass, upon 
which thou hast ridden ever since I was thine unto 
this day? was I ever wont to do so unto thee ? And 
he said, Nay. (31) Then the Lord opened the eyes 
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of Balaam, and ha aaw the angel of the Lord standing 
in the way, and his sword drawn in his hand: 
and he bowed down his head, and fell flat 
on his face. (32) And the angel of the Lord 
said unto him, Wherefore hast thou smitten thine 
ass these three times ? behold, I went out to with¬ 
stand thee, because thy way is perverse before me: 
(33) And the ase saw me, and turned from me 
these three times: unless she had turned from 
me, surely now also I had slain thee, and saved 
her alive. 

(34) And Balaam said unto the angel of the Lord, 
1 have sinned; for I knew not that thou stoodest in 
the way against me: now therefore* if it displease 
thee, I will get me back again. (35) And the angel 
of the Lord said unto Balaam, Go with the men: 
but only the word that I shall speak unto thee, that 
thou shalt speak* So Balaam went with the princes 
of Balak* 

(36) And w^en Balak heard that Balaam was 
come, he went out to meet him unto a city of Moab, 
which is in the border of Amon, which is in the 
utmost coast* (37) And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Did I not earnestly send unto thee to call thee ? where¬ 
fore earnest thou not uhto me? am I not able in^ 
deed to promote thee to honour? (38) And Balaam 
said unto Balak* Lo, I am come unto thee»: have I now 
any power at all to say anything? the word that 
God putteth in my mouth, that shall I speak, 

(39) And Balaam went with Balak, and they 
came unto Kirijath-huzotb* (40) And Balak offered 
oxen and sheep* and sent to Balaam, and to the 
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prince® that were with him, (41) And it came to 
pass on the morrowf that Balak took Balaami and 
brought him up into the high places of Baal* 
that thence he might eee the utmeat part of the 
people, 

XXIII. (1) And Balaam said unto Baiak, Build 
me here seven altars, and prepare me here seven 
oxen and seven rams, (2) And Balak did as Balaam 
had spoken; and Balak and Balaam offered on 
every altera bullock and a ram, (8) And Balaam 
said unto Balak» Stand by thy burnt offering, and 
I will go : peradvonture the Lord will come to meet 
me: and whatsoever he shewefch me I will tell 
thee. 

And he went to an high place, (4) And God 
met Balaam : and he said unto him, I have prepared 
seven altars, and I have offered upon every altar a 
bullock and a ram, (5) And the Lord put a word in 
Balaam's mouth, and said, Returu unto Balak, and 
thus thou shalt speak. (6) And he returned unto 
him, and, lo, he stood by his burnt sacriffce, he, and 
all the prineea of Moab* (7) And he took up his 
parable, and said, 

Balak the king of Moab bath brought me from 
Aram, out of the mountains of the east, saying, 
Gome, curse me Jacob, and come, defy Israel, 

(8) How shall I curse, whom God hath not 
cursed ? or how shall I defy, whom the Lord hath 
not deffed? 

(9) for from the top of the rocks I see him, and 
from the hills 1 behold him : lo, the people shall dwell 
alone, and shall not be reckoned among the nations. 
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(10) Who can count the dust of Jacobi and the 
number of the fourth part oflarael? Let me die^ 
the death of the righteous^ and let my last end b& 
like his I 

(11) And Balak said unto Balaanii What hast 
thou done unto me? I took thee to curse mine 
enemiesi andi beholdi thou hast blessed them 
altogether. (12) And he answered and said, Must I 
not take heed to apeak that which the Lord hath put 
in my mouth? 

(13) And Balak said unto him, Come, I pray thee, 
with me unto another place, from whence thou 
mayestsee them : thou sbalt see but the utmost part 
of them, and shalt not sec them oil: and curse me 
them front thence. (14) And ho brought him into 
the field of Zophim, to the top of Pisgah, and built 
seven altars, and offered a bullock and a ram on 
every altar. (15) And he said unto Balak, Stand 
here by thy burnt offering, while I meet the Lord 
yonder. 

(16) And the Lord met Balaam, and put a word 
in hie mouth, and said, Go again unto Balak, and say 
thus. (17) And when he came to him, behold, he 
stood by his burnt offering, and the prineea of Moab 
with him. And Balak said unto him, What hath the 
Lord spoken? (Id) And he took up hia parable, 
and said, 

Rise upt Balak, and hear; hearken unto me, 
thou son of Zippor: 

(19) God is not a man, that he should lie; 
neither the son of man, that he should repent: hath 
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he said, and shall he n<yh do it? or hath he apoken* 
and shall he not make it good? 

(20} Behold, I have received commandment to 
bleas: and he hath blessed; and I cannot reverse it^ 

(21) He hath not beheld iniquity in Jacob* 
neither hath he seen perverseness in Israel: the 
Lord his G-od is with him* and the shout of a king 
is among them^ 

(22) God brought them out of Egypt; he hath 
as it were the strength of an unicorn. 

(23) Surely there is no enchantment against 
Jacob, neither la there any divination against Israel: 
according to this time it shall be said of Jacob and 
of Israel, What hath God wrought! 

(24) Behold, the people shall rise up as a groat 
lion, and lift up himself as a young lion: he shall 
not lie down until he eat of the pray, and) drink the 
blood of the slain. 

(25) And Balak said unto Balaam, Neither 
curse them at all, nor bless them at all. (26) But 
Balaam answered and said unto Balak, Told not I 
thee, saying. All that jhe Lord speaketh, that I 
must do? (27} And Balak said unto Balaam, Come, 
I pray thee, I will bring thee unto another place; 
peradventure it will please God that thou mayest 
curse me them from theice. (28) And Balak 
brought Balaam unto the top of Peor, that looketh 
toward Jeshimon. (29) And Balaam said unto 
Balak, Build me here seven altars, and prepare me 
here seven bullocks and seven rams* (30) And 
Balak did as Balaam had said, and offered a bullock 
and a ram on every altar. 
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XXIV, (1) And when Balaam eaw that It pleased 
the Lord to bleaa Israel, he went not, as at other 
times, to seek for enchantmentB, but he set his face 
toward the wilderness, (2) And Balaam lifted up 
his eyes, and he saw Israel abiding in his tents 
according to their tribes; and the spirit of God came 
upon him. (3) And he took up his parable, and 
said, 

Balaam the son of Beor bath said, and the man 
whose eyes are open hath said r 

(4) He hath said, which heard the words of God, 
which saw the vision of the Almighty, falling into a 
trance, but having his eyes open : 

(5) How goodly are thy tents, 0 Jacob, and 
thy tabernacles, 0 Israel 1 

(6) As the valleys are they spread forth, as 
gardens by the river's side, as the trees of lign sloes 
which the Lord hath planted, and as cedar trees 
beside the waters. 

(7) He shall pour the water out of his buckets, 
and his seed shall be in many waters, and his king 
shall be higher than Agag, and his kingdom shall be 
ezalted. 

(8) God brought him forth out of Egypt; 
he hath as it were the strength of an unicorn: he 
shall eat up the nations his enemies, and shall break 
their bones, and pierce them through with his 
arrows, 

(9) He couched, he lay down as a lion, and as a 
great lion; who shall stir him up? 

Blessed is he that blesseth thee, and cursed is he 
that curseth thee. 
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(JO) And Balak’B anger waa killed againat 
Balaam, and he smote his hands together: and Balak 
said unto Balaam, I called thee to curse mine ene* 
mies, and, behold, thou hast altogether blessed them 
these three times* (11) Therefore now flee thou to 
thy place: I thought to promote thee unto great 
honour: but, lo, the Lord hath kept thee back from 
honour. (12) And Balaam said unto Balak, Spake 
T not also to thy messengers which thou sentest unto 
me, saying, (13) If Balak would give me his house 
full of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond the 
commandment of the Lord, to do either good or bad 
of mine own mind; but what the Lord saith, that 
will I speak? (14) And now, behold, I go unto 
my people: come therefore, and I will advertise thee 
what this people shall do to thy people in the latter 
days, (15) And he took up his parable, and said, 

Balaam the son of Beor hath said, and the man 
whose eyes are open hath said: 

(16) He hath said, which heard tho words of God, 
and knew the knowledge of the moat High, which 
saw the vision of the Almighty, falling into a trance, 
but having his eyes open : 

(17) I shall sec him, but not now; I shall behold

him, but not nigh: ^ 

There shall come a Star out of Jacob, and a 
Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and shall smite the

TEE DEATH OF MOSES 

{48) And the Lord spake unto Moses that self* 
same day, saying, (40) Get thee up into this moun¬ 
tain Abarim, unto mount Nebo, which la in the land 
of Moab, that is over against Jericho ; and behold 
the land of Canaan, which I give unto the children 
of Israel for a poasossion: (^) And die in the mount 
whither thou goeat up, and be gathered unto thy 
people; as Aaron thy brother died in mount Hor, 
and was gathered unto his people: (51) Because je 
trespassed against me among the children of Israel 
at the waters of Meribah-Kadesb, in the wilderness 
of Zin; because ye sanctified me not in the midst 
of the children of Israel.

XXXIV, (1) And Moses went up from the plains 
of Moab unto the mountain of Nebo, to the top of 
Pisgah, that is over against Tericho.

Nun was full of the spirit of wisdom; for Moses 
had laid his hands upon him; and the children of

THE FALL OF JERICHO 

yi, 1-27.* Now Jericho was straitly shut up because of the 
children of Israel: none went out* and none came 
in, (2) And the Lord eaid unto Joshua* See, I bayo 
given into thine band Jericho* and ihti king thereof, 
and the mighty men oE valour. (3) And ye shall 
compass the city, all ye men of war, and go round 
about the city once. Thus shalt thou do six days* 
(a) And seven priests shall bear before the ark 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns: and the seventh day 
yo shall compass the city seven times, and the 
priests shall blow with the trumpets, (5) And it 
shall come to pass* that when they make a long blast 
with iho ram's horn, and when ye bear the sound of 
the trumpet, all the people Khali shout wdth a great 
shout; and the wall of the city shall fall down flat, 
and the people shatl ascend up every man straight 
before him, 

(6) And Joshua the son of Nun called the 
priests, and said unto them,,Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and let seven priesti-i bear seven trumpets 
of rams* horns bcfoi^o the ark of the Lord, (7) And 
he said unto the pcopie, Pass on* und compass the 
city, and let him that armed pass on before the 
ark of the Lord, 

(8) And it came to pass, when Jojdiua had 
spoken unto the pcuple, that the srveu priests 
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fcearing the seven trumpets oi rams'horns passed on 
before the Lord, and blew with the trumpets: sad 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord followed them, 
(9) And tho armed men went before the priests 
that blew with the trumpetsp and the re-reward 
came after the ark, the priests going on* and blow¬ 
ing with the trumpets. (10) And Joshua had com¬ 
manded tho pepoiOi sayingj Ye shall not shout, nor 
niitke any noise with your voice, neither shall any 
word proceed out of your raouth, until the day I bid 
you shout; then shall vo shout. 

(U) So tho ark of the Lord compassed tho city, 
going about it once : and they came into the camp, 
and lodged in the ^amp, (12) And Joshua rose 
oarly in the morning* and the priests took up the 
ark of the Lord* (13) And seven priests bearing 
■seven trumpets of rams'' horns before the ark of the 
Lord went on continually, and blew with the trum¬ 
pets: and tho armed men went before them; but 
the re-reward came after the ark of the Lord, the 
priests going on, and blowing with the trumpets. 
'(14) And the second day they compassed the city 
once, and returned.into the camp: so they did six 
days. 

(15) And it came ^6 pass on the seventh day 
that they rose early about the dawning of the day* 
and compassed the city after the same manner seven 
times: only on that day they compassed the city 
flCven times.

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accursed, even itj and all that are therein» to the 
Lord; only Rahab the harlot shall live, she and all 
that are with her in the house, because she hid the 
messengers that we sent, {18} And ye, in any wise 
keep yourselves from the accursed thing, lest ye 
make yourselves accursed, when ye take of the ac¬ 
cursed thing, and make the camp of Israel a curse, 
and trouble it. (19) But all the silver, and gold, 
and vessels of brass and iron, are consecrated unto 
the Lord r they shall come into the treasury of the 
Lord, 

(20) So the people shouted when the priests blew 
with the trumpets : and it came to pass, when the 
people heard the sound of the trumpet, and the 
people shouted with a great shout, that the wall fell 
down flat, so that the people went up into the city, 
every man straight before him. and they took the 
city, (21) And they utterly destroyed all that was 
in the cay, both man and woman, young and old, 
and ox, and sheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
sword. 

(22) But Joshua had said unto the two men that 
had spied out the country. Go into the harlot's house 
and bring out thence the woman, and all that she 
hath, as ye sware unto her. ‘ (23) And the young 
men thj>t were spies went in, and brought out Eahab, 
and her father, and her mother, and her brethren, 
and all that she had; and they brought out all her 
^kindred, and left them without the camp 
of Israel. (24) And they burnt the city with Are, 
and all that .was therein: only the silver, and the 
gold, and the vessels of brass and of iron, they put 
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into the treasury of the house of the Lord, (25) And 
Joshua saved Bahab the harlot alive i and her 
father's household, and all that she had; and she 
dwelteth in Israel even unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, which Joshua sent to fpy out 
Jericho. 

(26) And Joshua adjured them at the time, 
saying, Cursed bo the man before the Lord, that 
riseth up and buHdeth this city Jericho: he 'shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his firstborn, and in 
his youngest son shall he set up the gates of it. 

(27) So the Lord was with Joshua: and his fame 
was noised throughout all the country.

SONG OF THE SUN 

X*144* Now'it came to pass, wheti Adoui-Kodec king 
of Jerusalem had heard how Joshua had taken Ai, 
and had uttorly destroyed it ; as he had done to 
Jericho and her king, so he had done to Ai and her 
king ; and how the inhabitants of Giheon had made 
peace with Israel^ and 'were among them ; {2) That 
they feared greatly, because Gibeon was a great city 
as one of the royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were mighty. 
(3) Wherefore Adoni-ssodec king of Jerusalem sent 
unto Hoham king of Hebron, and unto Piram king 
of Jarmuth, and imto Japhia king of Lachish, and 
unto Debir king of Eg Ion, sayingi (4) Como up 
unto me, and holp me, that we may smite Gibeon : 
for it hath made peace wdth Joshua and with tho 
children of laraeL 

(5) Therefore the five kings of the Amorites, the 
king of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of 
Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together,Vand went up, they and 
all their hosts, and encamped before Gibeon, and 
made war against it- (6) And the men of Gibeon 
sent unto Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying. 
Slack not thy hand from thy servants ; come up to 
UB quickly, and save ub, and help us : for all the 
kings of the Amor it es that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against ub,. 
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(7) So Joshua ascended from Oilgal, he, and all 
the people of war with him, and all tlio mighty men 
of vaiour* (8) And the Lord said unto Joshua, Fear 
them not : for I have delivered them unto thine 
hand ; there shall not a man of them stand before 
thee. (9 i Joshua therefore came unto them sud* 
denly, and went up from Gilgal all night. (10) And 
the Lord discomfited them before Israel, and slow 
them with a groat slaughter at Gibeon, and chaffed 
thorn along the way that goeth up to Both-horon, 
and smote them to A^eltah, and unto Mabkedah. 
flL) And it came tc pass, as they fled from before 
Israel, and were in the going down to Beth-horon, 
that tho Lord cast doi^Ti great stones frotn heaven 
upon them unto Aiiekah, and they died : they were 
more which died with hailstones than they whom 
the chiidren of Israel slew with the sw’ord. 

(12) Then spake Joshua to the Lord in the day 
wlicn the Lord delivered up the Amorites before the 
tiliiidrcn of Israel* and ho said in the sight of Israel, 
Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon ; and thou, Moon, 
in the valley of Ajalon. (13) And the sun stood 
still, and the moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their enemies. la not this 
written in the hook of ^ asher ? So the sun stood 
still in the midst of heaven, and hasted not to go 
down about a whole day, (14) And there was no 
day like that before it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened note the voice of a man ; for the Lord 
fought for Israel.

THE STORY OF JAEL AND SISERA 

And the children of I&rael again did evil in the 
sight of the Lordi when Ehnd was dead* (2) And 
the Lord sold them into the hand of Jabin king of 
Canaan, that reigned in Hazor ; the captain of 
whose host was Sisera, which dwelt in Earoaheth 
of the Gentiles* (3) And the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord : for he had nine hundred 
chariots of iron ; and twenty years he mightily op¬ 
pressed the children of Israel* 

(4) And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife of 
Lapidoth, she judged Israel at that time. (5) And 
she dwelt under the palm tree of Deborah between 
Hamah and Bethel in mount Ephraim t and the 
children of Israel came up to her for judgment, 
(ti) And she sent and called Barak the son of 
Abinoam out of Kedesh-naphtal] and said unto him, 
Hath not the Lord God of Israel commanded, saying,

and of i^he children of Zebulun ? (7) And I will 
draw unto thee to the river Kishon Sisera, the

(8) And Barak said unto her, If thou wilt go 
with me, then 1 will go ; but if thou wilt not go with 
me, then I will not go* (9) And she said* I will 
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surely go with thee; notwithstflnding the Joiimey 
that thou takest shall not be for thine honour ; for 
the Lord shall sell Sisera into the hand of a woman. 
And Deborah arosOi and went with Barak toKedesh. 

(10) And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali to 
Kedesh ; and he went up with ten thousand men at 
his feet ; and Deborah went up with him* 

(11) Now Heber the Kenite, which was of the 
children of Hobab the father in law of Moses, 
had severed himself from the Kenites, and pitched 
his tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, which is by 
Xedesh. 

(12) And they shewed Sisera that Barak the son 
of Abinoam was gone up to mount Tabor. (13) And 
Sisera gathered together all his charjots» even nine 
hundred chariots of iron, and all the people that 
were with himj from Harosheth of the Gentiles unto 
the river of Kishon* (14) And Deborah said unto 
Barak, Up ; for this is the day in which the Lord 
hath delivered Sisera into thine band * is not the 
Lord gone out before thee ? So Barak went down 
from mount Tabor* and ten thousand men after him* 
(15} And the Lord discomfited Sisera, and all hia 
chariots, and all his host, with the edge of the sword 
}}cfore Barak ; so that Sisera lighted down off his 
chariot, and fled away on his feet, (16) But Barak 
pursued after the chariots, and after the host, unto 
Harosheth of the Gentiles : and all the host of 
Sisera fell upon the edge of the sword i and there 
was not a man left* 

(17) Howbeit Sisera fled away on his feet to the 
tent of Jael the wife of Hebei the Kenite: for there 
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was peaeo between Jabin the king of Has'^or and the- 
houso of Heber the Kenite* (IS) And Jael went 
out to meet Siserai and said unto him, Turn in, my 
lord, turn in to me; fear not. And when he had 
turned in unto her into the tent, she covered him 
with a mantle. (19) And he said unto her, Give me, 
I pray thee, a little water to drink; for T am thirsty. 
And she opened a bottle of milk, and gave him 
drink, and covered him. (20) Again ho said unto 
her, Stand in the door of the tent, and it shall be* 
when any man doth come and enquire of thee, and 
say, la there any man here? that thou shalt say. 
No. (21) Then Jael Heberts wife took a nail of the 
tent, and took an hammer in her hand, and went 
softly unto him, and smote the nail into his temples^ 
and fastened it into the ground ; for he was fast 
asleep and weary. So he died, (22) And, behold, as 
Barak pursued Siaera, Jael came out to meet himf 
and said unto him, Come, and I will shew thee the 
man whom thou scokest. And when he came into 
her tent, behold, Siaera lay dead, and the- nail was. 
in his temples. 

f23) So God subdued on that day Jabin the king 
of Canaan before the children of Israel. (24) And 
the hand of the children of X^Tarael prosperedi and 
prevailed against Jabin the king of Canaan, until 
they had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 
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THE SONG OE DEBORAH AND BARAK 

Then sang Deborah and Barak the son o! Abi- 
noam on that day, saying, 

(2) Praise ye the Lord for the avenging of Israeh 
when the people willingly offered themselves,

(7} The 
inhabitants of the villages ceased, they ceased in 
Israel, until, that X Deborah arose, that I arose a 
mother in Israel. 

(8) They chose now gods; then was war in the 
gates: was there a shield or spear seen among forty 
thousand in Israel? f 

(9) My heart is toward the governors of Israel, 
that offered themselves willingly among the people. 
Bless ye the Lord. (10) Speaks ye that ride oo 
white asses* ye that sit in judgment* and walk by 
the way. (11) They that arc delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of drawing water, 
there shall they rehearse the righteous acts of the 
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Lord, even the righteoua acts toward the inhabi- 
tanta ol hifl villages in Israel: then shall the people 
of the Lord go down to the gates. 

(12) Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, awake, 
utter a song : arise, Barak, and lead thy captivity 
eaptive, thou son of Abinoam. 

(19) Then he made him that remaineth have 
dominion over the nobles among the people: the 
Lord mside me have dominion over the mighty^ 

(14) Out of Ephraim was there a root* of them 
against Amalek; after thee, Benjamin, among thy 
people; out of Machir came down governors, and 
out of Zebulun they that handle the pen of the 
writer, (15) And the princes of Issachar were with 
Deborah ; even Issachar, and also Barak: he was 
sent on foot into the valley. 

Eor the divisions of Beuben there were great 
thoughts of heart. (IG) Why abodest thou among 
the sheep folds, to hear the bleatings of the flocks ? 
For the divisions of Reuben there were great search¬ 
ings of heart, (17) Gilead abode beyond Jordan: 
and why did Dan remain m ships? Asher conti¬ 
nued on tho sea shore, and abode in his breaches. 

(16) Zebulun and Naphtali were a people that 
jeoparded their lives unto\th6 death in the high 
places of the fleld. 

(19) The kings came and fought, then fought the 
kings of Canaan in Taanach by the waters of 
Megiddo; they took no grain of money, (20) They 
fought from heaven; the stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera. (21) The river of Kishon 
swept them away, that ancient river, the river 
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Kishod. O my soul, thou hast trodden down 
strength* (22) Then were the horsohoofa broken by 
the means of the pransings, the pransings of their 
mighty ones, 

(23) Curse ye Merozi said the angel of the Lord, 
curse ye bitterly the inhabitanta thereof; beeauaa 
they came not to the help of the Lord, to the 
help of the Lord against the mighty, 

(24) Blessed above women shall Jael the wife of 
Heber the Kenite be, blessed shall she be above 
women in the tent, 

{25} He asked water, and sho gave him milk ; . 
she brought forth butter in a lordly dish, (20) She 
put her hand to the nail, and her right hand to the - 
workmen’s hammer ; and with the hammer she 
smote Sisera, she smote oS ^is bead, when she had 
pierced and stricken through his temples, (27) At 
her feet he bowed, he fell, he lay down: at her feat 
he bowed, he fell: where he bowed, there he fell 
down dead, 

(26) The mother of Sisera looked out at a window, 
and cried through the lattice. Why is his chariot 
so long in coming? wh^ tarry the wheels of his 
chariots? (29) Her wise ladies answered her, yea, she 
returned answer to herself, (30) Have they not 
sped? have they not divided the prey; to every man., 
a damsel or two; to Siaera a prey of divers colours, 
a prey of divers colours of needlework, of divers 
colours of needlework on both sides, meat for the ■ 
necks of them that take the spoil? 
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(31) So let all thine enemies perish, 0 Lord; 
but let them that love him be as the sun when he 
goeth forth in his might. And the land had rest 
forty years* 
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THE STQRy OF GIDEON 

(2) And the band of Mldian prevailed against 
Israel* and because of the Midiaaities the children 
of Israel made them the dens which are in the

(24) Then Gideon bu ilt _.an altar there unto the 

(26) And it came to pass the same night, that 
the Lord said unto binri. Take thy father's youn^ 
bullock, even the second bullock of seven years old, 
and throw down the altar of Baal that thy father 
hath, and cut down the grove that is by it : (26) 
And build an altar unto the Lord thy God upon the 
top of this rock, in the ^dered place, and take the 
second bullock, and oSer a burnt sacrifice with the 
wood of the grove which thou shalt cut down.

Then Gideon took tan men of hia servants, and did 
as the Lord had said unto him | and so it was, be¬ 
cause he feared his father's household, and the men 
of the city, that he could not do it by day, that he 
did it by night."

jQ^ubbaal,-Baying^ Let. Baal plead against, him, be* 
cause he hath thrown down his altar, 

(33) Then all the Midianitea and the Amalekites 
and the children of the east were gathered together, 
and went over, and pitched in the valley of JezreeL 
(34} But the Spirit of the Lord came upon Gideon, 
and he blew a trumpet; and Abi-ezer was gathered 
after him, (35) And he sent messengers throughout 
all Manasseh; who also was’^athered after him[:] and 
he sent messengers unto Asher, and unto Zebulun, 
'and unto Naphtali; and they came up to meet 
them, 

(36) And Gideoil said unto God, If thou wUt 
save Israel by mine hand, as thou hast said, (37) Be¬ 
hold, I will put a ffeece of wool in the floor; and if 
the dew be on the ffeece only, and iVbe dry upon all 
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the eavth beside, then shall I know that thou wilt 
•save Israel by mine hand, as thou hast 'said* 

(38) And it was so: for he rose up esMfly on the 

morrow, and thrust the fleece together, and. wringed 

% 

the dew out of the fleece, a bowl full of water* 

(39) And Gideon said unto God, Let not thine 
anger be hot against me, and I ^11 speak but this 
once: let me prove, I pray thee, but this once with 
tho fleece; let it now be dry only upon the 
fleece, and upon all the ground let there bo dew. 

(40) And God did so that night: for it was dry 
upon the fleece only, end there was dew on ell the 
ground. 

VIT, (!) Then Jerubbael, who is Gideon, and all 
the people that were with him, rose up early, and 
pitched beside the well of Harod: so that the host of 
the Midianites were on the north side of them, by 
the hill of Moieh, in the valley. (2) And the Lord 
said unto Gideon, The people that are with thee are 
too many for me to give the Midianites into their 
hands, lestdsrael vaunt themselves against me, say* 
ing, Mine own hand hath saved me* (3) Now there¬ 
fore go to, proclaim in the ears of the people, saying, 
Whosoever is fearful and afraid, let him return and 
depart early from mount-Gilead* And there returned 
■of the people twenty and two thousand; and there 
remained ten thousand, 

(4) And the Lord said unto Gideon, The people 
are yet too many; bring them down unto the water, 
and I will try them for thee there : and it shell be, 
that of whom say unto thee, This shall go with 
thee, the same shall go with thee; and of whomso- 
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over I say unto thee^ This shall not go with theer 
the Bame shall not go, (5) So be brought down the 
people unto the water: and the Lord said unto 
Gideon, Every one that lappeth of the water with 
his tongue, as a dog iappeth, him shalt thou set by 
himself; likewise every one that boweth down upon 
his knees to drink. (6) And the number of them 
that lapped, putting their hand to their mouth* were 
three hundred men: but all the rest of the people 
bowed down upon their knees to drink water. (7) 
And the Lord said unto Gideon, By the three 
hundred men that lapped will I save you, and deliver 
the Midianites into thine hand : and let all the other 
people go every man unto hia place* 

(8J So the people took victuals in their hand, ' 
and their trumpets; and he sent all the rest of 
Israel every man unto his tent, and retained those 
three hundred men: and the host of Midian was 
beneath him in the valley* (9) And it came to 
the same night, that the Lord said un\o him. Arise, 
get thee down unto the host; for I have delivered^ 
it into thine hand* (10) But if thou fear to go 
down, go thou with Ehurah thy servant down to th©^ 
host'*'(11) And thou shalt .hear what they say; and 
afterward shall thine han^s be streagthened to go 
down unto the host. y . • 

, Then went he down with Phurah his servant

unto the outside of the armed men that were in the 
host* (12) And the Midianites and the Amalekites 
and all the children of the east lay along in the 
valley like, grasshoppers for multitude; and their 

f 

camels were without number, as the sand by the 
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sea side for multitude. (13) And when Gideon was 
comet behold, there wae a man that told a dream 
unto hia folioWj and said, Behold, I dreamed a 
dream, and, lo* a cake of barley bread tumbled into 
the host of Midiau, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, aud overturned itj that the tent 
lay along, (14) And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of Gideon the 
son of Joash, a man of Israel: for into bis ha^id hath 
God delivered Midlan, and all the host, 

(15) And it was so, when Gideon heard the tell¬ 
ing of the dream, and the interpretation thereof, 
that he worshipped, and returned into the host of 
Tarael, and said, Arise; for the Lord hath delivered 
into your hand the host ofMidian. (16) And he 
divided the three hundred men into three companies, 
and he put a trumpet in every man's hand, with 
empty pitchers, and lamps within the pitchers, (17) 
And he said unto them, Look on me, and do like¬ 
wise : and, behold, when I come to the outside of 
the camp, .it shall be that, as 1 do, so shall ye do, 

(18) When I blow with a truinpetj I and all that are 
with me, then blow ye the trumpets also on every 
side of all the camp, and say, The sword of the 
Lord, and of Gideon. 

(19) So Gideon, and the'^hundred men that were 
with him, came uiito the outside of the camp in the 
beginning of the^ middle watch; and they had but 
newly sot the wa^hi and they blew the trumpets^ 
and brhke the pitchers that were in their hands, 

(20)_An^ the throe companies blew the trumpets, 
and brake tlit^tfitobers, and held the lamps in their 
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left handsi and the trumpets in their right hands to 

biow withal: and they cried, The sword of the 

Lord, and of Gideon* (21) And they stood every 

man in his place round about the camp: and all the 

host ran, and cried, and ded, (22) A]^ the three 

.Jiundred blew the trumpets* and the Lord s^t every 

man^s sword against his fellow, even throughout all 

the host: and the host fled to Beth<shittah in 
* 

Zereratlit and to the border of Abeltneholah, unto 
^abbath. 

( 23 J And the men of Israel gathered themselves 
together out of Naphtali, and out of Ashen and out 
of all Manasseh, and pursued after the Midianites, 
(24) And Gideon sent messengers throughout all 
mount Ephraim, saying, Come down against the 
Midianites, and take before them the waters unto- 
Beth-barah and Jordan- Then all the men of 
Ephraim gathered themselves together, And took the- 
waters unto Beth-barah and Jordan. (25) And they 
took two princes of the Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb ; 
and they slew Oreb upon the roek Oreb, and Zeeb 
they slew at the winepress of Zeeb, and pursued 
Midian, and brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb iio 
Gideon on tbe other side of Jordan- 
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JEPHTHAH AND HIS VOW 

(29) Then the Spirit oi the Lord came upon Jeph* 
thahi and he paesed over Gilead, and Meuusaeh, and 
passed over Miapeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh 
of Gilead he passed over unto the children of Am¬ 
mon. (30) And Jephthah vowed a vow unto the 
Lordj and said. If thou shalt without fail deliver 
the children of Ammon into mine hands, (31) Then ' 
it shall be, that whatsoever cometh forth o£ the doors 
of my house to meet me, when I return in peace 
from the children of Ammon, shall surely be the 
Lord's and I will offer it up for a burnt ofiering* 

(32) So Jephthah passed over unto the childrea 
of Ammon to fight against them ; and the Lord 
delivered them into his hands. (33) And he smote 
them from Aroer, even till thou come to Minnith, 
even twenty cities, and unto the plain of the vine¬ 
yards, with a very great slaughter. Thus the children 
of Ammon, were subdued before the children of Israel. 

(34) And Jephthah came to Mizpeh unto his 
house, and, behold, his daughter came out to meet 
him with timbrels and with dances: and she was his 
only child; beside her he had neither son nor daughter, 
(35) And it came to pass, when he saw her, that 
he rent his dothes, and said, Alas, my daughter ! 
thou hast brought me very low, and thou art one of 
them that trouble me for I have opened my mouth 
unto the Lord, and I cannot go bach. (36) And 
she said unto him, My father, if thou hast opened 
thy mouth unto the Lord, do to me according to 
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that which hath proceeded out of thy mouth ; for 
as much as the Lord hath taken vengeance lor thee 
of thine onemiesj even of the children of Ammon. 

(37) And she said unto her father, Let this 
thing be done for me :let me alone two months, that 
I may go up and down upon the mountains, and be¬ 
wail my virginity, T and my fellows* (38) And he 
said, Go, And he sent her away for two months: and 
she went with her companions, and bewailed her 
virginity upon the mountains. {S9) And it came to 
pass at the end of two months, that she returned 
unto her father, who did with her according to his 
vow which he had vowed : and she know no man* 
And it waa a custom in Israel, (40) That the daugh¬ 
ters of Israel went yearly to lament the daughter 
of Jephthah the Gileadite four days in a year.

And the men of Ephraim gathered themselves 
together, and went northward^ and said unto 
Jephthah, Wherefore pcusaedat thou over to fight 
against the children of Ammon, and didst not call us 
to go with thee? we will hum thine house upon thee 
with fire. 

(2) And Jephthah said unto them, I and my 
people were at great strife with tho children of 
Ammon ; and when I called you, ye delivered me not 
out of their hands. (3) And when I saw that ye 
delivered mo not^ I put my life in my hands, and 
passed over against the children of Ammon^ and the 
Lord delivered them into my hand : wherefore then 
are ye come up unto me this day, to fight against 
me?

(4) Then Jephthah gathered together all the men 
of Gilead, and fought with Ephraim ^ and the men of 
Gilead amote Ephraimj because they said, Ye Gilead¬ 
ites are fugitives of Ephraim among the Ephraimites 
and among the Manassites. (5) And the Gileadites 
took the passages of Jordan before the Ephraimites: 
and it was-so, that when those Ephraimites which 
wore escaped said, Let me go over ; that the men of 
Gilead said unto bim» Art thou an Ephraimite? If 
le said, Nay ; (6) Then said they unto him, Say now 
Shibboleth r and he said Sibboleth : for he could 
not frame to pronounce it right. Then they took 
Jiim, and slew him at the passages of Jordan : and

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there fell at that time of the Ephraimites forty and 
two thousand,^ 

(7)^isd /epKS&ah j udge J Tsraer ffiV years. Then 
died Jephthah the, Gileadite, and was buried in 
one of the cities of Gilead.

And the children of Israel did evil again in the 
sight of the Lord ; and the Lord delivered them into 
the hand of the Philistines forty years. 

(2) And there was a certain man of Zorahi of the 
family of the Danites, whose name wag Manoab ; 
and bis wife was bairen, and bare not. (3) And the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto the woman, and said 
unto her, Behold now, thou art barren, and beareat 
not : but thou shalt conceive, and bear a eon, (4) 
Now therefore beware, I pray thee, and drink not 
wine nor strong drink, and eat not any unclean 
.thing : (5) Eor, lo, thou ahalt conceive, and bear a 
son ; and no razor shaJ) come on his head ; for the 
child shall be a Nazarite unto God from, the womb:

(8) Then Manoah in treat ed JK Lord, and said, 
0 my Lord, let the man of oAB^hich. thou didst 
send come again unto us, and te*h us what we shall 
do unto the child that shall be bom.

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(9) And God hearkened to the voice o£ Manoah; 
and the angel of God canae again unto the woman as 
she sat in the field : but Manoah her husband was not 
with her, tlO) And the wotnanmade haste* and ran 
and shewed her husband, and said unto him, Behold, 
the man hath appeared unto me* that came unto me 
the other day, (11) And Maooah arose, and went 
after his wife, and came to the man, and said unto 
him, Art thou the man that spakest unto the woman ? 
And he said, I am, (12) And Manoah said, Now let 
thy words come to pass. How shall we order the 
child, and how shall we do unto him ? (13) And the 
angel of the Lord said unto Manoah, 0£ all that I 
said unto the woman let her beware.

offering, thou must offer it unto the Lord, For 
Manoah knew not that-he was an angel of the Lord* 
(17) And Manoah said unto the angel of the Lord, 
What is thy tTame, that when thy sayings come to 
pass we may do thee honour? (18) And the angel of 
the Lord said unto him, Why askest thou thus after 
my name, seeing it ^ secret? 

(19) So Mano^'^took a kid with a meat offering, 
and offered it upon a rook unto the Lord: and the 
-angel did wondrously; and Manoah and his wife 
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looked on* (20) For it c&me to pass, whan the 
flame went up toward heaven from o£F the altari 
that the angel of the Lord ascended in the flame of 
the altar. And Manoah and his wife looked on it^ 
and fell on their faces to the ground. (21) But the 
angej of the Lord did no more appear to Manoah 
and to his wife. Then Manoah knew that he was an 
angel of the Lord. (22) And Manoah said unto his 
wife. We shall surely die, because we have seen 
God. (23) But his wife said unto him, If the Lord 
were pleased to kill us, he would not have received 
a burnt offering and a meat offering at our hands, 
neither would he have shewed us all these things* 
nor would as at this time have told us such things 
as these. 

(24) And the woman bare a son* and called his 
name Sameon: and the child grew, and the Lord 
blessed him.

XIV. ,(!} And Samson went down to Timnath, 
and saw a woman in Tin math of the daughters of 
the Philistines. (2) And he came up, and told his 
father and his mother* and said* I have seen & 
wcman in Timnath of the daughters of the 
Philistinea: now therefore get her for me to wife. 
(3) Then his father and his mother said unto him. 
Is there never a woman among the daughters of 
thy brethren* or among all my people* that thou 
goest to take a wife of the uncircumcised Philistinesf 
And Samson said unto his father* Get her for me; 
for she pleassth me well. (4) But his father and 
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bis rnother knew not tbst it was of the Lord, that

(5) Then went Samson dow'n^ and hie father and 
his mother, to Timnath* and came to the vineyards 
of Timnath: and^ behold i a young lion roared against 
hiin. (6) And the Spirit of the Lord came mightily, 
upon him, and he rent him as ho ^ould have rent a 
kid and he had nothing in his hand: but he told not 
his father or his mother what he had done. (7) 
And he went down, and talked with the woman] 
and she pleased Samson well, 

(8) And after a time he returned to take her, 
and he turned oslde to see the carcase of the lion : 
and, behold, there was a swarm of bees and honey 
in the carcase of the Hon. (9) And he took thereof 
in his hands, and went on eating, and came to his 
father and mother, and he gave them, and they did 
eat: but he told not them that he had taken the 
honey out of the carcase of the lion. 

(10) So his father went down unto th^ woman : 
and Samson made there a feast; for so used the 
young men to do* fll)'And it came to pass, when 
they saw him, that they brought thirty companions 
to be with him. (12) And Samson said unto them, 
I will now put forth a riddle unto you; if ye can 
certainly declare it me within the seven days of the 
feast, and find it out, then I will give you thirty 
sheets and thirty change of garments : (13) But if 
ye cannot declare it me, then shall ye give me thirty 
sheets and thirty change of garments. And they, 
aaid unto him, Put forth thy. riddle, that we may 
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bear it. (14) And he said unto them, Out of tha, 
'eater came forth meat, and out of the strong came 
forth^^lgjjli^. And they couid not in three days 
€i^pound the riddle. (15) And it came to pass on 
the seventh, day, that they said unto Samson's wifot 
Entice thy husband, that he may declare unto us 
the riddle, lest we bum thee and thy father's house 
with fire : have ye called ua to take that we have ? is 
it not so ? (16) And Samson's wife wept before him* 
and said, thou dost but hate me* and lovest me 
not: thou hast put forth a riddle unto the children 
of my people, and bast not told it me. And he said 
unto her, Behold, I have not told it my father nor 
my mother, and shall I tell it thee? (17) And she 
wept before him the seven days, while their feast 
lasted : and it came to pass on the seventh day, that 
he told her, because she lay sore upon him; and she 
told the riddle to the children of her people. 

(18) And the men of the city said unto him on 
the seventh day before the sun went down. What 
is sweeter, than honey? and what is stronger than a 
lion ? And he said unto them* If ye had not plowed 
with my heifer* ye had not found out my riddle. 
(19) And the Spirit of the Lord came upon him* 
and he went down to Ashkelon, and slow thirty men 
of them, and took their spoil, and gave change of 
garments unto them which expounded the riddle. 
And his anger was kindled, and be went up to bis 
father's house. (20) But Samson's wife was given 
to his companion, whom he had used as his friend. 

XV. (1) But it came to pass within a while after, 
in the time of wheat harvest, that Samson visited 
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his wife with a kid; and Le said, I will go in to my 
wife into the chamber. But her father would not 
suffer him to go in, (2) And her father eaid,^ I verily 
thought that thou hadet utterly hated her; therefore 
I gave her to thy companion: is not her younger 
sister fairer than she 7 take her, I pray thee^ instead 
of her, (3) And Samson said concerning them, Now 
shall I be more blameless than the Phiiistinea, 
though T do them a displeasure. (4) And Samson 
went and caught three hundred foxes, and took 
firebrands, and turned tail to tail, and put a firebrand 
in the midst between two tails. (5) And when he 
had set the brands on fire, he let them go into the 
standing com of the Philistines, and burnt up both 
the shocks, and also the standing corn, with the 
vineyards and olives. (6) Then the Philistines said. 
Who hath done this? And they answered, Samson, 
the son in law of the Timnite, because he had taken 
his wife, and given her to his companion. And the 
Philistines came up, and burnt her and her father 
with fire. 

(7) And Samson said unto them, Though ye have 
done this, yet will I be avenged of you, and after 
that I will cease. (8} And he smote them hip and 
thigh with a great slaughter: and he went down and 
dwelt in the top of the rook Etam. ■ 

(9) Then the Philistines went up, and pitched in 
Judah, and spread themselves in Lehi. (10) And 
the men of Judah said, Why are ye come up against 
us? And they answered. To bind Samson are wo 
come up, to do to him as he hath done to us. 
(11) Then three thousand men of Judah went to tha

top of the rock Btanii and aaid to Samson, Knowest, 
thou not that the Philistines are rulers over us? 
what is this that thoii hast done unto us? And he 
said unto them, As ' they did unto me, so have I 
done unto them. (12) And they said unto him, We 
are come down to bind thee, that we may deliver 
thee into the hand of the Philistines. And Samson 
said unto them, Swear unto me, that ye will not fall 
upon me yourselves. (13) And they spoke unto him, 
saying, No; but. we will bind the© fast, and deliver 
thee into their hand i but surely we will not kill thee. 
And they bound him with two new cords, and 
brought him up from the rock. 

(14) And when he came unto Lehi, the 
Philistines shouted against him; and the spirit of 
the Lord come mightily upon him, and the cords that 
were upon his arms became as flax that was burnt 
with fire, and his bands loosed from off hig hands. 


(15) And he found a new jawbone of an ass, and 
put forth his hand, and took it, and slew a thousand 
men therewith. 

(16) And Samson said, With the jawbone of au 
ass, heaps upon heaps, with the jaw o! an ass have 
I slain a thousand ,men. (17) And it came to pass, 
when he had made an end of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out of his hand, and called that 
place Ramath-lehi. (18) And he was sore athirst, 
and called'on the Lord, and said, Thou bast given 
th is great deliverance into the hand of thy servant: 
and now shall I die for thirst, and fall into the hand 
of the unciroumciaed? (19) But God clave an hollow 
place that, was m the jaw, and there came water

thereout; and when he had drunk, hia spirit came 
again* and he revived : wherefore he called the name 
thereof En-hakkore» which ia in LehL unto this day* 
(20) And he judged Israel in the days of the 
Philistines twenty years, 

XVI. (]) Then went Samson to Gaza, and saw 
there an harlot, and went in unto her* (2) And it 
was told the Oazites, saying, Samson is come hither. 
And they compassed him in, and laid wait for him 
all night in the gate of the city, and were quiet all 
the night, saying, In the morning, when it is day, 
we shall kill him. {3) And Samson lay till mid¬ 
night, and arose at midnightt and took the doors of 
the gate of the city, and the two posts, and went 
away with them, bar and all, and put them upon his 
shoulders, and carried them up to the top of an hill 
that ia before Hebron* 

(4) And it came to pa^s afterward, that he 
loved a woman in the valley of Sorek, whose name 
was Delilah, (5) And the lords of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and said unto her.

f6) And Delilah said to Samson, Tell me, I pray 
thee, wherein thy great ^strength lieth, and where* 
with thou mightest be bound to afflict thee. (7) 
And Samson said unto her, If they bind me with 
seven green withs that were never dried, then shall 
I be weak, and be as another man. (8) Then the 
lords of the Philistines brought up to her seven 
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sreen witihs which had not been dried, and she bound 
him with them, (9) Now thara were men lying in 
wait* abiding with her in the chamber. And she 
»aid unto faim^ The Philistines be upon thee^ 
Samson. And he brake the withs» as a thread of 
tow is broken when it toucheth the hre. So his 
strength was not known. 

(10) And Delilah said unto Samson, Beholdr 
thou hast mocked mOi and told me lies: now tell 
mOi I pray thee, wherewith thou mightest be bound, 
(11) And he said unto her, If they bind me fast with 
new ropes that never were occupied, then shall I be 
weak, and be as another man. (lij) Delilah therefore 
took new ropes, and bopnd him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. 
And there were tiers in wait abiding in the chamber. 
And he brake them from oft his arms like a thread. 

(13) And Delilah said unto Samson, Hitherto 
thou hast mocked me, and told me lies : tell me 
wherewith thou mightest be bound. And he said 
unto her,. I£ thou weavest the seven locks of my head 
with the web. (14) And she fastened it with the 
pin, and said unto him, The Philistines be upon theeg 
,Samson. And he awaked out of his sleep, and went 
away with the pin of the beam, and with the web« 

(15) And she said unto him, How CEmst thou say, 

I love thee, when thine heart is not with me ? thou 

hast mocked me these three times, and hast not told 

1 

me wherein thy great strength lieth. (16) And it 
-came to pass, when she pressed him daily with her 
words, and urged him, so that his soul was vexed 
nnto death ; (17> That he told her all his heart, and 
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satd unto her,* There hath not come a ^azor upon 
mine head ; for I have been a Nazarite unto God from 
my mother's womb ; if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become weak, and be 
like any other man. (18) And when Delilah saw 
that he had told her all his heart, she sont and called 
for the lords of the Philiatines, saying,-Come up this 
once, for he hath showed me all his heart. Then the 
lordsof the Philistmescaine up unto her, and brought 
money in their hand. (19) And she made him sleep 
upon her knees ; and ,Khe called for a man, and she 
caused him to shave off the seven locks of his head ; 
and she began to afflict him, and his strength went 
from him, (20) And she said, The Pbiiistiries be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out of his sleep, 
and said, I will go out as at other times before, and 
shake myself. And he wist not that the Lord was 
departed from him. (21) But the Philistines took 
him* and put out his eyes, and brought him down to 
Gaza, and bound him with fetters of brass ; and he 
did grind in the prison house. (22) Howbcit the 
hair of his head began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

(23) Then the lords of the Philistines gathered 
them together for to offer a great sacrifice unto 
Dagon their god, and to rejoice : for thoy said, Our 
god hath aelivered Samson our enemy into our hand, 
(24) And when the people saw him, they praised their 
god : for they sai,d, Our god hath delivered into our 
hands our enemy, and the destroyer of our country, 
which Blew many of us, (25) And it came to pass, 
whei% their hearts were merry, that they said, Cali 
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for SamsoDj that he may make us sport. And they 
called for Samson out of the prison house ; and he 
made them sport : and they set him between the 
pillars, (26) And Samson said unto the lad that 
held him by the hand. Suffer mo that I may feel the 
pillars whereupon the house standeth, that I may lean 
upon thorn. (27) Now the house was full of men 
and women ; and all the lords of the Philistines wore 
there ; and there were upon the roof , about three 
thouaand men and women, that beheld while Samson 
made sport, (28) And Samson called unto the Lord, 
and said, O Lord God, remember me, I pray thee, 
and strengthen me, I pray thee, only this once, O 
God, that I mny bo at once avenged of the Philistines 
for my two eyes, (29) And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon which the house stood, and 
on which it was borne upj of the one with hie right 
hand, and of the other with his left, (30) ' And 
Samson said, Let me die with the Philistines, And 
he bowed himself with all his might ; and the house 
fell upon the lords, and upon all the people that were 
therein. So the dead which he slew at his death were 
more than they which he slew in his life. 

(31) Then his brethren and all the house of bis 
father came down, and took him, and brought him 
up, and buried him between 2orah and Eshtaol in 
the buryingplace of Manoah his father. And he 
judged Israel twenty years.

Now it came to pass in tlie days when the judges 
ruled, that there was a lamiae in the land. And a 
certain man of Beth-lehom-judah went to sojourn 
in the country of Moob, he, and his wife, and his 
two sons. (2) And the name of the man was 
Elimelech, and the name of hia wife NaoEiii, and 
the name of his Wo aons Mahlon and Chilion> 
Ephrathitea of Bethdehem-judah. And they came 
into the country of Moabi and continued there. 

(3) And Elimelech Naomi^a huaband died ; and 
she was left, and her two sons. (4) And they took 
them wives of the women of Moab ; the name of 
the one was Orpah, and the name of the other Ruth 
and they dwelled there about ten years. (5) And 
Mahlon and Chiljon died also both of them ; and 
the woman was left of her two eons and her husband. 

(6) Then she arose with her daughters in law, 
that she might return from the country of Moab : 
for she had heard in the country of Moab how that 
the Lord had visited his people in giving them bread. 
(7) Wherefore she went forth out of the place where 
she was, and her two daughters in law with her ; and 
they went on the way to return unto the land of 
Judah. 
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(8) And Naomi said unto her two daughters in 
lawi QO| return eaoh to her mother's house : the Lord 
deal kindly with you^ as ye have dealt with the dead^ 
and with me. (9) The Lord grant you that ye 
may find rest^ each of you in the house of her 


husband* Then she kissed them ; and they lifted 
up their voice, and wept* (10) And they said unto 
her, Surely we witT reCUlu unto thy 

people, 

(11) And Naomi said, Turn again, my daughters : 
why will ye go with me ? are there yet any more 
sons in my womb, that they may be your husbands ? 
(12) Turn again, my daughters, go your way ; for 
I am too old to have an husband. If I should say, 
I have hope, if I should have an husband also to 
night, and should also bear sons ; (13) Would ye 
tarry tor them W they werejgrown ? would ye_stay 
for them from having^husbands? nay my daughters ; 
for it gney;eth me much^Jor _xQUr aakfla that ihe 
hand of the Lprd is gone out agamst me* 

(14) And they lifted up their voice, and wept 
again : and Orpah kissed her mother in law ; but 
Ruth clave unto her* (15) And she said, Behold* thy 
sister in law is gone back unto her people, and unto 
her gods : return thou afler^ rhy sister in law* (16) 
And Ruth said, XnfSi^at me hot to leave "lEeertor to 
return from following after thee : for whither thou 
goeat, I will go ; and where thou lodgest, I will 
lodge : thy people shall be my people, and thy God 
my God : (17) Where thou _ diest, will ._I_,die, and 
f:l^]^wUl I * the Lord do so to me, and 

more also, if ought but de^atKpart thee Akld 
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(10) When she saw that she was stedfastly minded 
to go with her, then she left speaking unto her. (19) 
So they two went until they came to Bett-lehem, 
And it came to pass, when they were eome to Beth¬ 
lehem, that all the city was moved about them, and 
they said, Is this Naomi ?*(20) And she said unto 
them, Call me not Naomi, call me Mara : for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. (21) I 
went out full, and the Lord hath brought me home 
V^in empty : why then call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the Lord hath testified against me, and the Almighty

bath afflicted me ? 

(92) So Naomi returned, and Euth the Moabitess, 
her daughter in law, with her, which returned out 
of the country of Moab : and they came to Beth¬ 
lehem in the beginning of barley harvest. 

II- (1) And Naomi had akinsman of her husband's, 
a mighty man of wealth, of the family of Elimelech ; 
and his name was Boaz, (2) And Ruth the 
Moabitess said unto Naomi, Let me now go to the 
field, and glean ears of corn after him in whose sight 
I shall find grace. And she said unto her. Go, my 
daughter* (5) And she went, and came, and gloan* 
ed in the field after the reapers : and her hap was 
to light on a part of the field belonging unto Boaz, 
who was of the kindred of Ehinelech, 

(4) And, behold, Boaz came from Bethdehem, 
and said unto the reapers, The Lord be with you* 
And they answered him. The Lord bless thee. (5) 
Then said Boaz unto his servant that was set over 
the reapers, Whose damsel is this ? (6) And the 

servant that was eet over the reapers answered and 
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said, It is the Moabitiah damsel that came back with 
Naomi out of the country of Moab : (7) And she 
said, I pray you, let me glean and gather after the 
reapers among the sheaves : so she came, and hath 
continued even from the morning until now, that 
she tarried a little in the house. 

(8) Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Heareat thou not, 
my daughter ? Go not to glean in another field, neither 
go from hence, but abide here fast by my maidens r 
(9) Let thine eyes be on the field that they do reap, 
and go thou after them: have I not charged the 
young men that they shall not touch thee ? and when 
thou art athirst, go unto the vessels, and drink of 
that which the young men have drawn. (10) Then 
she fell on her face* and bowed herself to the ground, 
and said unto him, Why have I found grace in thine 
eyes, that thou shouldest take knowledge of me, 
seeing I am a stranger ? (11) And Boaz answered 

and said unto her, It hath fully^beeu shewed me, all 
that thou hast done unto thy mother in law since the 
death of thine husband : and how thou hast left^thy 
father aod thy mother, m<S.the 

and art come unto a people which thoij^ nojL 

Jieretofore* (12) The "Lord recompense thy work, and 
a full reward be given thee of the Lord God of 

r 

Israel, under whose wings thou art come to trust. 

(13) Then she said, let me find favour in thy 
sight, my lord ; for that thou hast comforted me, and 
for that thou hast spoken friendly unto thine 
handmaid, though I be not like unto one of thine 
handmaidens. (14) And Boaz said unto her. At 
mealtime come thou hither, and eat of the bread, and 
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dip thy morsel in the vinegar. Aod she sat beside the 
reapers : and he reached her parched corn, aod ehe- 
did eat, and was sufiBced, and left* (15) And when 
she was rtsenup to glean, Boaz commanded his 
young men, saying, Let her glean even among the 
sheaves, and reproach her not : (16) And let fall 

algo some of the handfuls of purpose for her, and 
leave them, that she may glean them, and rebuke 
her not. > , 

(17) So she gleaned in the field until even, and 
beat out that she had gleaned : and It was about an 
ephah of barley* (18) And she took it up, and 
went into the city : and her mother in law saw what 
she had gleaned : apd she brought torth, and gave 
to her that she had reserved after she was sutBced* 
{19) And her mother in law said unto her. Where 
hast thou gleaned to day ? and where wroughtesi 
thou ? blessed be he that did take knowledge of thee. 
And she shewed her mother in law with whom 

f 

she had wrought, and said. The man’s name with 
whom I wrought to day is Boaz. (20) And .^Jaomi 
said unto her daughter in law, Blessed be h e of the 
Lorji, who hath not left off his kindneag t o the l iving 

And Naomi said unto her, The man 
is near of kin unto us, one of our next kinsmen. (21) 
And Buth the Moabitess said, He said unto me also, 
Thou flhalt keep fast by my young men, until they 
Lave ended all my harvest. (22) And Naomi said- 
unto Buth her daughter in law. It is good, my' 
daughter, that thou go out with his maidens, that 
they meet thee not in any other field. 
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(23) So she kept fast by the maidens of Boaz to- 
glean unto the end of barley harvest and of wheat 
harvest; and dwelt with her mother in law. ‘ 
III, (1) Then Naomi her mother in law aaid untO' 
her, My daughter* shall I not seek rest for thee, that 
it may be well with thee ? ( 2 ) And now is not Boaz 
of our kindred, with whose maidens thou wast? 
Behold, he winnoweth barley to night in the threah- 
ing floor. 0) Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, and get thee 
down to the floor: but make not thyself known unto 
the man, until he shall have done eating and drink- 
tng. (4) And it shall be, when he heth down, that 
thou shalt mark the place where he shall lie, and 
thou shalt go in, and uncover his feet* and lay thee 
down; and he will tell thee what thou shalt do. 

f5) And he said unto her, All that thou sayest 
unto me I will do. (6) And she went down unto 
the floor, and did according to all that her mother 
in law bade her. (7) And when Boaz hud eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he went to lie down 
at the end of the heap of corn: and she came softly, 
and uncovered his feet, and laid her down. 

(S) And it came to pass at midnight, that the 
man was afraid, and turned himself: and, beholdr 
a woman lay at his feet, (tl) And he said, Who art 
thou? And she aniswered, lam Euth thine hand- 
maid: spread therefore thy skirt over thine hand¬ 
maid ; for thou art a near kinsman. (10) And he said, 
Blessed be thou of the Lord, my daughter; for thou 
hast shewed more kindness in the latter end than at 
the beginning, inasmuch as thou followedst not 
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young men, whether poor or rich. (11) And now, 
iny daughter, fear not; I will do to thee all that thou 
requirest: for all the city of my people doth know 
that thou art a virtuous woman. (12) And now it is 
true that I am thy near kinsman: howhe it there is 
a kinsman nearer than I. (13) Tarry this night, and 
it shEtil be in the morning, that if he will perform 
unto thee the part of a kinsman, well; let him do 
the kinsman’s part: but if he will not do the part of 

k 

a kinsman to thee, then will I do the part of a kins* 
man to thee, as the Lord liveth: lie down until 
the morning. 

(14) And she lay at his feet until Ihe miming : 
and she rose up before one couid know another. 
And he said, Let it not be known that a woman 
came into the door. (15) Also he said, Bring' the 
vail that thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And 
when she held it, he measured six ^ measures of 
barley, and laid it on her: and she' went into the 
oity. 

(16) And when she came to her mother in law, 
she said, Who art-thou , my daughter? And she told 
her all that the man had done to her, (17) And 
she said, These six measures of barley gave h© me; 
fpr he said to me, Go not empty unto thy mother 
in law. (16) Then said she, Sit still, my daughter, 
until thou know how the matter will fall:'for the 
man will not be in rest, until he have finished the 
thing this day* 

IV, (1) Then went Boaz up to the gate* and sat 
him down therp : and, behold, the kinsman of whom 
Boaz spake came by; unto whom he said. Ho, such 
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a one turn aside, sit down here. And he turned 

aside, and sat down, (2) And he took ten men of the 
elders of the city, and aaid, Sit ye down here. And 
they sat down, (3) And he said unto the kinsman, 
Naomi, that is come again out of the country of 
Moab; selleth a parcel of land, which was our brother 
E]imeleeh*s: (4) And I thought to advertise thee^ 
saying, Buy it before the inhabitants* and before the 
elders of my people. If thou wilt redeem it^ redeem 
it: but if thou wilt not redeem it, then tell me, that 
I may know : for there is none to redeem it beside 
thoe; and I am after thee. And he said* 1 will 
redeem it, 

(5) Then said Boaz, What da y thou buyest the 
field of the hand of Naomi, thou must buy it also 
of Bufch the Moabitess, the wife of the dead to raise 
up the name of the dead upon bis inheritance, (6) 
And the kinsman said, I cannot redeem it for 
myself, lest I jTjn ^mins own inheritance : redeem 
thou my right to thyseHyTbr 1 cannot redeem it. 

(7) Now this was the manner in former time in 
Israel concerning redeeming and concerning chang¬ 
ing, for to confirm all things j a man plucked off his 
shoo, and gave it to his neighbour: and this was a 
testimony in Israel. 

(8) Therefore the kinsman said unto Boaz, Buy it 
for thee. So he drew off his shoe, {9) And Boaz said 
unto the elders, and unto all the people, Ye are 
witnesses this day, that I have bought all that was 
Elimelech's and ail that was Chilion'saud Mahlon's 
of the hand of Naomi, (10) Moreover Euth the 
Moabitesa, the wife of Mahlon, have I purchased to 
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be my wife, to raiae up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance! that the name of the dead be not 
cut oflf from among his brethren, and from the gate 
’of hie place: ye are witnesses this day, (11) And all 
the people that were in the gate, and the elders> 
said, We are witnesses. The Lord make the woman 
that is come into thine house like Kachel and like 
Leah, which two did build the house of Israel: and 
do thou worthily in Ephratah^ and be famous in 
Bethdebem. (12) And let thy house be like the 
house of Pbarez, whom Tamar bare unto Judah, of 
the seed which the Lord shall give thee of this 
young woman, 

(13) So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife: 
and when he went in unto her, the Lord gave her 
conception, and she bare a son. 

(14) And the women said unto Naomi, Blessed be 
the Lord, which hath not left thee this day without 
a kinsman, that his name may be famous in Israeli, 

(15) And he shall be unto thee a restorer of thy life, 
and a nourisher of thine old age : for thy daughter 
in law, which loveth thee, which is better to thee 
than seven sons, hath bom him. 

(16) And Naomi took the child, and laid it in 
iier bjsom, and became nurse unto it, (17) And the 
women her neighbours gave it a name, saying, There 
is a SOD bom to Naomi; and they called his name 
Obed: he is the father of Jesse, the father of David, 

(18) Now these are the generations of Pharez; 
Pharez begat Hezron, (19) And Hezron begat Ram, 
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and Bom begat Amminadab, (20) And Amminadab 
begat Nahehon, and Nahshnn begat Salmon, (21) 
And Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz begat Obed, 
(22) And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse begat David, 
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THE BIRTH AND CALL OF SAMUEL 

Now there was a certain man of Ramathaim- 
zophim, of mount Ephraim, and his name was 
Eikiinah, the son of Jeroham, the son of Elihu, the 
son of Tohu, the. son of Znph, an Ephrathite: (2) 
And ho had two wives ; the name of the one was 
Hannah^ and the name of the other Penlnnahr and 
Peninnah had children, but Hannah had no ehildren, 
(3) And this man went up out of his city yearly to 
worship and to sacrifice unto the Lord of hosts in 
Shiloh. And the two sons of Eli^ Hophni and 
Phiiichas, the priests of the Lord, were there. 

{4) And when the time was that Eltanah offered, 
ho gave to Peninnah his wife, and to all her 
sons and her daughters, portions: (5) But unto 
Hannah ho gave ‘ a worthy portion ; for he loved 
Hannah: but the Lord had shut up her womb. 
(6) And her adversary also provoked her sore, for to 
make her fret, because tho Lord had shut up her 
womb. (7) And as he did so year by year, when she 
went up to the house of the Lord, so she provoked 
her ; therefore she wept, and did not cat. (8) Then 
said Eiltanah her husband to her, Hannah, why 
weepest thou? and why eatefit thou not? and why is 
thy heart grieved? and am not I better to thee thati 
ten sons? 
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(9) So Haaaah rose up after they had eaten in 
Shilohj and after they had druok. Now Eli the priest 
sat upon, a seat by a post of the temple of the Lord. 
(10) And she was in bitterness of soul^ and prayed 
unto the Lord, and wept sore, (11) And she vowed 
a vow, and said^ 0 Lord of boats, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thine handmaid, and remember 
me, and not forget thine handmaid, but wilt give 
unto thine handmaid a man child, then I will give 
him unto the Lord all the days of his life^ and there 
shall no raaor come upon his head. 

(12) And it came to pass as she continued pray¬ 
ing before the Lord, that Eli marked her mouth, 
(13) Now Hannah, she spake in her heart ; only her 
lips moved, but her voice was not heard: therefore 
Eli thought she had been drunken. (14) And Eli 
said unto her, How long wilt thou be drunken? put 
away thy wine from thee. (15) And Hannah 
answered and said, No, my lord, I am a woman of 
a sorrowful spirit; I have drunk neither wine nor 
strong drink, but have poured out my soul before the 
Lord. (16) Count not thine handmaid for a daughter 
of Belial: for out of the abundance of my complaint 
and grief have I spoken hitherto. (17) Then Eli 
answered and said, Go in peace: and the God of 
Israel grant thee thy petition that thou hast asked 
of him. (18) And he said, Let thine handmaid find 
grace in thy sight. 

So the woman went her way^ and did eat, and 
her countenance was no more sad, (19) And they 
rose up in the morning early, and worshipped before 
the Lord, and returned, and came to their house to 
12 
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Ramah: mid Blkanah knew Hannah his wife ; and 
the Lord remembered her. (20) Wherefore it came 
to pass, when the time was come about after Hannah 
had conceived, that she bare a eon, and called his 
name Samuel, saying, Because I have asked him of 
the Lord* 

(21) And the man Elkanah, and all his house, 
went up to offer unto the Lord the yearly sacrifice, 
and his vow, (22) But Hannah went not up ; for 
she said unto her husband, I will not go up until the 
child be weaned, and then I will bring him, that he 
may appear before the Lord, and there abide for 
ever, (23) And Elkanah her husband said unto her, 
Do what seemeth thee good; tarry until thou have 
weaned him ; only the Lord establish his wwd. 

So the woman abode, and gave her son suck until 
she weaned him, (24) And when she had weaned 
him, she took him up with her, with three bullocks, 
and one ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, and 
brought him unto the house of the Lord in Shiloh: 
and the child was young, (25) And they slew a 
bullock* and brought the child to Eli, (26) And she 
said, Oh my lord, as thy soul Hveth, my lord, I am 
the woman that stood by thee here* praying unto the 
Lord. (27) For this child I prayed; and the Lord 
hath given me my petition which I asked of him: 
(28) Therefore also I have lent him to the Lord; 
as,long ns he liveth he shall be lent to the Lord, 
And he worshipped the Lord there, II, (1) And 
Hannah prayed, and said, 

My heart rejoiceih in the Lord, mine hom is 
exalted in the Lord: my mouth is enlarged over mine 
enemies ; because I rejoice in thy salvation. 
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(2) There is Done holy as the Lord: for there ia 
none beside thee: neither ia there any loek like our 
God. 

(3) Talk no more so exceeding proudly; let not 
arrogancy come out of your mouth: for the Lord is 
a God of knowledge, and by him actions are weighed. 

(4) The bows of the mighty men are broken, and 
they that stumbled are girded with strength. 

(5) They that were full ba^e hired out themselves 
for bread; and they that were hungry ceased: so that 
the barren hath bom seven ; and she that hath niany 
children is waxed feeble. 

(G) The Lord killcth, and maketh alive: he 
bringeth dow'u to the grave, and bringeth up. 

(7) The Lord maketh poor^ and maketh rich: he 
bringeth low, and lifteth up. 

(8) Ho raisefch up the poor out of the dust, and 
lifteth up the beggar from the dunghill, to set them 
among princes, and to make them inherit the throne 
of glory: for the pillars of the earth are the Lord*s, 
and he hath set the world upon them, 

(9) He will keep the feet of has saints, and the 
wicked shall be silent in darkness ; for by strength 
shall no man prevail. 

(10) The.adversaries of the Lord shall be broken 
to pieces ; out of heaven shall he thunder upon them: 

The Lord shall judge the ends of the earth; and 
he shall give strength unto his king, and exalt the 
horn of his anointed, 

(11) And Elkanah went to Bamah to his house. 
And the child did minister unto the Lord before Eli 
the priest. 
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HI, (1) And the child Samuel ministered unto the 
Lord before Eli, And the word of the Lord was 
precious in those days ; there was no open vision, 

{2) And it came to pass at that time, when Eli 
was laid down in his place, and his eyes began to wax 
dim, that he could not see ; (3) And ore the lamp of 
God went out in the temple of the Lord, where the 
ark of God was, and Samuel was laid down to sleep ; 
{4) That the Lord called Samuel: and he answered, 
Here am I. (5) And he ran unto Eli^ and said. 
Here am I ; for thou calledst me. And he said, I 
called not ; lie down again. And he went and lay 
down, (0) And the Lor<! called yet again, Samuel, 
And Samuel arose and went to Eli, and said. Here 
am I ; for thou didst ca^ me, And he answered, I 
called not, my son ■ lie doi^Ti again, (7) Now Samuel 
did not yet know the Lord, neither was the word of 
the Lord yet revealed unto him, (8) And the Lord 
called Samuel again the third time. And he arose 
and w^ent to Eli, and said. Here am I ; for thou didst 
call me. And Eli perceived that the Lord had called 
the child, (9) Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, 
Go, lie down r and it shall be, if he caU thee, 
that thou ahalt say, Speak^ Lord ; for thy servant 
heEireth, 

So Samuel went and lay down in his place, (10) 
And the Lord came, and stood, and called as at other 
-times, Samueh Samuel. Then Samuel answered. 
Speak; for thy servant heareth, (11) And the Lord 
said to Samuel, Behold, I will do a thing m Israel. 

at which both the ears of every one that heareth it 

* * 

fihall tingle. (12) In that day I will perform against 
Eli all things which I have spoken concerning his 
house: when I begin, I will also make an end. (13) 
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For I have told him that I will judge his bouse for 
ever'for the iniquity which he knoweth ; because his 
sons made themselves vile, and he restrained them 
not. (14) And therefore I have sworn unto the 
house of Eli, that the iniquity of Eli's house shall not 
be purged with sacrifice nor offering for ever. 

(15) And Samuel lay until the morningand 
opened the doors of the house of the Lord. And 
Samuel feared to show Eli the vision. (16) Then 
Eli cailod Samuel, and said, Samuel, my son. And 
he answered^ Here am I. (17) And he said, What 
is the thing that the Lord hath said unto thee? I 
pray thee hide it not from me: Qod do so to thee, 
and more also, if thou hide any thing from me of all 
the things that he said unto thee. (18) And Samuel 
told him every whit, and hid nothing from him. And 
he said, it is the Lord: lot him do what seometh 
him good. 

(lf>) And Samuel grew, and the Lord was with 
him, and did let none of his words fall to the ground.

IV» 1—VL 10 And the word of Sninuel came to all Israel. 

Now Israel went out against the Philistines to 
battle, and pitched beside Eben-ezer; and the Philis¬ 
tines pitched in Aphek. (2) And the Philistines put 
themselves in array against Israel: and when they 
joined battle^ Israel was smitten before the Philistines :

there wdtli the ark of the covenant of God. (5} And 
when the ark of the covenant of the Lord cuinr into 
the camp, all Israel shouted with a groat shout, so 
that the earth rang again* (6) And when tlie 
Philistines heard the noise of the shout, they said, 
.What meaneth the noise of this great shout in the 
camp of the Hebrews? And they understood that 
the ark of the Lord was come into the canap* (7) 
And the Philistines were afraid, for they said, God is 
come into the camp, And they said, Woe unto us I 
for there hath not been such n thing heretofore. 
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(8) Woe unto us I who shall deliver ue out of the 
hand of these mighty Gods? these are the Gods that 
smote the Egyptians with all the plagues in the 
wilderness. (9) Be strong, and quit yourselves like 
men, O ye Philifitines, that ye be not servants unto 
the Hebrews^ as they have been to you: quit your¬ 
selves like men, and fight. 

{10} And the Philiatines fought, and Israel was 
smitten, and they fled every man into his tent: and 
there was a very great slaughter; for there fell of 
Israel thirty thousand footmen. (11) And the ark 
of God was taken; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni 
and Phinehas, were slain. 

(12) And there ran a man of Benjamin out of 
the army, and came to Shiloh the same day with his 
clothes rent, and with earth upon his head. (13) 
And when he came, lo. Eli sat upon a seat by the 
wayside wat.chini;: for hia heart trembled for the ark 
of (lod. And when the man came into the city, and 
told it, all tho city cried out. (14) And when Eli heard 
the noise of the crying, he said, Wlmt meaneth the 
noise of this tumult? And the man came in hastily, 
and told Eh. (15) Now Eli was ninety and eight 
years old; and his eyes were dim^ that he could not 
see. (16} And the man said unto Eli, I am he that 
cania out of the army, and I fled to day out of the 
army. And he said, What is there done, my son? 
(17) And the messenger answered and said. Israel 
is fled before the Philistines, and there hath been 
also a great slaughter among the people, and thy two 
sons also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead and the 
ark of God is taken. (18) And it came to pass, 
when he made mention of the ark of God, that be 
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fell from ofi the seat backward by the side of the 
gate, and his neck brake, and he died : for he was 
an old man, and heavy. And he had judged Israel 
forty years, 

(19) And his daughter in law* Phinehas* wife, 
w^as with child, near to be delivered: and when she 
heard the tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
and that her father in law and her husband were 
dead, she bowed herself and travailed ; for her pains 
came upon her, (20) And about the time of her 
death the women that stood by her said unto her, 
Fear not; for thou hast born a son. But she answer¬ 
ed not, neither did she regard it, (21) And she 
named the child Lchabod, saying. The glory is 
departed from Israel: because the ark of God was 
taken, and because of her father in law and her 
husband. (22) And she said, The glory is departed 
from Israel: for the ark of God is taken, 

V, (1) And the Philistines took the ark of God, 
and brought it from Eben-ezer unto Aahdod, (2) 
When the Philistines took the ark of God, they 
brought it into the house of Dagon, and set it by 
Dagon, (3) And when they of Aahdod arose early 
on the morrow, behold^ Dagon was fallen upon his 
face to the earth before the ark of the Lord* And 
they took Dagon^ and set him in his place again. 
(4) And when they arose early on the morrow 
morning, behold, Dagon was fallen upon his face to 
the ground before the ark of the Lord ; and the head 
of Dagon and both the palms of his hands were cut 
off upon the threshold ; only the stump of Dagon 
was left to him. (5) Therefore neither the priests 
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of Dagon. nor any that conio into Dagon's house, 
tread on the threshold of Dagon in Ashdod unto this 
day. (6) But the hand of the Lord was heavy upon 
them of Ashdod. and he destroyed them, and smote 
them with emeroda, even Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof. (7) And when the men of Ashdod saw 
that it was so, they said, The ark of the God of 
leraol shall not abide with us: for his hand is sore 
upon UB, and upon Dugon our god. (8) They sent 
therefore and gathered all the lords of the Philistinea 
unto them, and said, What shall we do with the ark 
of the God of Israel? And they answered, Let the 
ark of the God of Israel be carried about unto Gath, 
And they carried the ark of the God of Israel about 
thither. (9} And it was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the Lord was against 
the city with a very great destruction: and he smote 
the men of the city, both small and great, and they 
had omerods in their secret parts. (10) Therefore they 
sent the ark of God to Ekron. And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ekron, that the Ekronites 
cried out, saying. They have brought about the ark 
of the God of Israel to us, to slay us and our people. 
(11) So they sent and gathered together all the lords 
of the Philistines, and said, Send away the ark of 
the God of Israel, and let it go again to his own 
place, that it alay us not, and our people: for there 
was a deadly destruction throughout all the city ; 
the hand of God was very heavy there, (12) And 
the mon that died not were smitten with the emerods: 
and the cry of the city went up to heaven. 

VI. (1) And the ark of the Lord was in the 
country of the Philistines seven months, (2) And 
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the Philietiaes called for the priestg and the diviners, 
sayingj What shall we do to the ark of the Lord? 

tell us wherewith we shall send it to his place. 

(3) And they said, If ye send away tlio ark of the 
God of Israel, send it not empty ; but in any wise 
return him a trespass offering: then ye shall be 

healed^ and it shall be known to you why his hand 

is not removed from you, (4) Then said they. What 
shall be the trespass offering which we shall return 
to him? They answered. Five golden emerods, and 
five golden mice, according to the number of the 
lords of the Philistines: for one plague was on you 
all, and on your lords. (5) Wherefore ye shall make 
images of your cmerods, and images of your mice 
that mar the land ; and ye shall give glory unto the 
God of Israel: peradventure he w'ill lighten his 
hand from off you, and from off your gods, and from 
of! your land. (6) Wherefore then do ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh hardened 
their hearts? when he had wrought wonderfully 
among them, did they not let the people go, and 
they departed? (f) Now therefore make a now 
cart, and take two milch kino, on which there hath 
come no yoke, and tie the kine to the cart, and bring 
their calves home from them: (8) And take the 

ark of the Lord, and lay it upon the cart ; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye return him for a tres¬ 
pass offering, in a coffer by the side thereof ; and 
send it away, that it may go. (9) And see. if it 
gooth up by the way of his own coast to Beth- 
shemesh, then he hath done us this great evil: but 
if not, then we shall know that it is not his hand 
that smote us ; it was a chance that happened to uB. 
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(10) And the men did so ; and took two milch 
kiae, and tied them to the cart, and shut up their 
calves at home: (11) And they laid the ark o£ the 
l^rd upon the cart, and the coffer with the mice of 
gold ond the images of their emorods* (12) And 
the kine took the straight way to the ^vay of 
netli*ahemcsh, and went along the highway, lowing 
as they went, and turned not aside to the right 
hand or to the loft ; and the lords of the Philistines 
went after them unto the border of Beth-shemesh, 

(13) And they of Beth-shemosh were reaping 
their w'heat harvest in the valley: and they lifted up 
their eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see it. 

(14) And the cart catuc into the field of Joshua, a 
lleth-shcmite, and stood there, w^here there w'ns a 
great stone : and they clave the wood of the cart, 
and offered the klne a burnt offering unto the I^ord. 

(15) And the Levitce took down the ark of the 
Lord, and the coffer that was w'ith it, wherein the 
jewels of gold were, and put them on the great 
stone: and the men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt 
offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same day ujjto 
the Lord. (16) And w'hen the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, tliev returned to Ekron the 
same day*

THE ELECTION OF SAUL 

And it came to pass, when Samuel waa oM. that 
ho made hia sons judges over Israel* (2) Now the naine 
of his firstborn was Joel ; and the name of h'm second, 
Abiah: they were judges in Beer-sheba. (3) And his 
eons walked not in his ways, but turned aside after 

■j ^ 

lucre, and took bribes, and perverted judgment. 
(4) Then all the elders of Israel gathered themsolvcs 
together, and came to Samuel unto Ramah, (5) And 
said unto him, Behold, thou art old, and thy sons walk 
not in thy w'ays: now make us a king to Judge us 
like all the nations, 

(6) But the thing displeased Samuel, when they 
said. Give us a king to judge us. And Samuel prayed 
unto the Jjord* (7) And the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people in all that they 
say untc^ thee: for they have not rejected thee, but 
they have rejected me, that I should not reign over 
them, (8) According to all the works which they 
have done since the flay that I brought them up out 
of Egypt even uafo this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, so do they also 
unto thee. (0) Noav therefore hearken unto their 
voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly unto them, and 
shew them the manner of the king that shall reign 
over them. 

(10) And Samuel told all the words of the Lord 
unto the people that asked of him a king. (11) And 
he said, This will be the manner of the king -that shall 
reign over you: He will take your sons, and appoint 
them for himself, for his ehariota, and to be his 
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horsemen ; and some shall run before his chariots. 

(12) And he will appoint him captains over thouaanda, 
and captains over hftJes; and will set them to ear his 
ground, and to reap his harvest, and to make his 
instruments of war, and instruments of his chariots. 

(13) And he will take your daughters to be confec¬ 
tionaries. and to be cooks, and to be bakers. (14) 
And he will take your fields, and your vineyards^ and 
your oliveyards, even the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. (15) And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, and give to his 
officers, and to his servants, (lb) And he will take your 
menservants, and your maidservants, and your good¬ 
liest young men. and your asses, and put them to his 
work. (17) He will take the tenth of your sheep : and 
ye shall be his servants. (18) And ye shall cry out in 
that day because of your king which ye shall have 
chosen you; and the Lord will not hear you in that day. 
(19) Nevertheless the people refused to obey the voice 
of Samuel; and they said, Nay; but we wdli have a 
king over us ; (20) That we also may be like all the 
nations ; and that our king may judge us, and go out 
before us, and fight our battles. 

(21) And Samuel heard all the words of the 
people^ and he rehearsed them in the ears of the 
Lord. (22) And the Lord said to Samuel. Hearken 
unto their voice, and make them a king. And 
Samuel said unto the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
unto his city. 

IX. (1) Now there was a man of Benjamin, whose 
name was Kish, the son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, 
the son of Beehoratb, the son of Aphiah, a Benjamite, 
a mighty man of power. (2) And he had a son, 
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whose nanio was Saul, a choice young mua, anj a 
goodly: and them was not among the children of 
Israel a goodlier person than he: from his shoulders 
and upward he ^ was higher than any of the people. 

(3) And the asses of Kish Saul's father were 
lost. And Kish said to Saul his sou^ Take now one 
of the servants with thee, and arise, go seek the asses* 
(4) And he passed through mount Ephraim, and 
passed through the land of Shalisha, but they found 
them not r then they passed through the laud of 
Shalim, and there they were not: and he passed 
through the land of the Benjnmitca, but they found 
them not. (5) And when they were come to the land 
of Zuph, Saul said to his servant that was with him, 
Come, and let us return; lest my father leave caring 
for the asses, and take thought for us* 

(6) And ho said unto him. Behold now, there 
is in this city u man of God, and he is an honourable 
man ; all that he saith cometh surely to pass: now 
let us go thither j peradventure he can shew us our 
way that we should go* (7) Then said Saul to his 
servant, But, behold, if we go, what shall we bring 
the man? for the bread is spent in our vessels, and 
there is not a present to bring to the man of God: 
what have we? (8) And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have here at hand the 
fourth part of a shekel of silver: that will I give to 
the man of God, to tell us our way* (9) (Before¬ 
time in Israel, when a man went to enquire of God, 
thus he spake, Come, and let us go to the seer: for 
he that is now called a Prophet was beforetime called 
a Seer*) (10) Then said Saul to hia servant, .Well 
said; comet let us go. 
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So they went unto the city where the man of 
God was. (11) And as they went up the hiU to the 
Ljity* they found young maidens going out to draw 
water, and said unto them, Is the seer here ? (12) And 
they answered them^ and said. He is; behold, he ia 
before you: make haste now, for he came to day tn 
the city; for there is a sacrifice of the people to day 
in the high place: (13) As soon as ye be come into 
the city, ye shall straightway find him, before he go 
up to the high place to eat: for the people will not 
eat until he come, because he doth bless the sacri¬ 
fice; and atterwards they eat that be hidden. Now 
therefore get you up; for about this time ye shall 
find him, 

(14) And they went up into the city: and when 
they were come into the city, behold, Samuel came 
out against them, for to go up to the high place, 
(15) Isow the Lord had toid Samuel in his ear a day 
before Saul came, saying, (16) To morrow about this 
time I will send thee a man out of the land of 
Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint him to be captain 
over my people Israel, that he may save my people 
out of the hand of the Philistines: for I have looked 
upon my people, because their cry is come unto me, 
(17) And when Samuel saw Saul, the Lord said unto 
him, Behold the man whom I spake to thee of I this 
same shall reign over my people. 

(18) Then Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, 
and said, Tell me, I pray thee, where the seer’s 
house is, (19) And Samuel answered Saul, and said, 
1 am the seer: go up before me unto the high place; 
for ye shall eat with me to day, and to morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that is in thine 
heart, (20) And as for thine asses that were lost 
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three days ago, Bet not thy mind on them; for they 
are found. And on whom ib all the deaire of Israel? 
Is it not on theet and on all thy father's bouse? (21) 
And Saul answered and said^ Am not I a Benjamite, 
of the BmaHest of the tribes of Israel? and my 
family the least of all the families of the tribe of 
Benjamin? wherefore then speakest thou so to me? 

(22) And Samuel took Saul and his servant, and 
brought them into the parlour, and made them sit in 
the chiefest place among them that were bidden, 
which were about thirty persons* (23) And Samuel 
said unto the cook, Bring the portion which I gave 
thee, of which I said unto thee, Set it by thee* 

(24) And the cook took up the shoulder, and that 
which was upon it, and set it before SauL And 
Samuel said, Behold that which is left! set it before 
thee, and eat: for unto this time hath it been kept 
for thee smee I said, I have invited the people* 

So Saul did it with Samuel that day. (25) And 
when they were come down from the high place into 
the city, Samuel communed with Saul upon the top 
of the house. (26) And they arose early: and it 
came to pasa about the spring of the day, that 
Samuel called Saul to the top of the house, saymg^ 
Up, that I may send thee away. And Saul arose, and 
they went out both of them, he and Samuel, abroad* 
(27) And aa they were going down to the end of the 
city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid the servant pass on 
beforj us, (and he passed on,) hut stand thou still 
awhile, that 1 may shew thee the word of God* 

X. (1) Then Samuel took a vial of oil, and poured 
it upon his head, and kissed him, and said, Is it not 
because the Lord hath anointed thee to be captain 
over his inheritance? (2) When thou art departed 
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from me to day, then thou ahalt find ^ two men by 
Bachel’s sepulchre m the border of Benjamin at 
Zelzah; and they will say unto thoe, The asses which 
thou wentest to seek are found: and, lo, thy father 
hath left the care of the asaes, and sorroweth for 
you, saying, What shall I do for my son? 
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THE REJECTION OF SAUL

XV, 1-31. Samuel also said imto Saul^ The Lord sent me to 
anoint thee to be kin« over his people, over Israel: 
now therefore hearken thou unto the voice of the 
words of the Lord. (2) Thus saith the Lortl of hosts, 
I remember that which Aiuaiek did to Israel, how he 
laid wait for him in tlic when he came up from 
Egypt. (3) Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly 
destroy all that they have, and spare them not; but 
slay both man and w'oman, infant and suckling, ox 
and sheep, camel and ass. 

(4) And Saui gathered the people together, and 
numbered them in Tel aim, two hundred thousand 
footmen, and ten thousand men of Judah, (5) And 
Saul cunic to a city of Amalek, and laid wait iu the 
valley, (0) And Hiul sidd unto the Kcnitea, Go, 
depart, get you down from among the Amalekites, 
test I destroy you with them: for ye shewed kindness 
to all the children of Israel* when they came up out 
of Egypt. So the Kenites departed from among the 
Amalekites. (7) And Saul smote the Amalekites 
from Havikh until thou comest to Shur, that ia over 
against Egypt. (S) And he took Agag the king of the 
Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed all the people 
with the edge of the sword, (9) But Saul and the 
people spared Agag, and the best of the sheep, and 
of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, aiad 
all that w'aa good, and would not utterly destroy 
them: but every thing that was vilo and refuse, that 
they destroyed utterly. 

(10) Then came the W'ord of the Lord unto 
Samuel, saying, (11) It repeatefch me that I have 
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set up Saul to be king: for he is turned back from 
following mo, and hath not performed my command¬ 
ments. And it grieved Samuel; and he cried unto 
the Lord all night. (12) And when Samuel rose 
early to meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, and, behold, 
he set him up a place, and is gone about, and passed 
on, and go!ie dawn to Gilgal. (13) And Samuel came 
to Saul: and Saul said unto him, Hlcsscd be thou 
of the T^ord: 1 have performed the commandment of 
the Lord. (14) And Samuel said, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine ears, and the 
lowing of the oxen which 1 hear? (15) And Saul 
said, They liave brought thorn from the Amalekites: 
for the people spared the best of the sheep and of the 
oxen, to sacrifice iinto the Lord thy God; and the rest 
we hare utterly destroyed. 

(16) Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, and I 
’v\ ill tclJ thee whai the Lord hath said to me this 
night. And he said unto him, Say on. (17) And 
Samuel said, When thou wast little in thine own 
pieht, wast thou not made the head of the tribes of 
Jiaael, and the Lord anointed thee king over Israel? 
(18) And the Lord sent thee on a journey, and 
said, Go and utterly destroy the sinners the 
Amalekites, and fight against them until they be con¬ 
sumed. (19) Wherefore then didst thou not obey the 
voice of the Lord, but didst fiy upon the spoil, and 
didst evil in the sight of the Lord? (20) And Saul 
^uid unto Samuel, Yea, I have obeyed the voice of 
the Lord, and have gone the way which the Lord 
sent me, and have brought Agag the king of Amalek, 
and have utterly destroyed the Amalekites, (21) But 
the people took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the 
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chief of the things which should have been utterly 
destroyed, to sacrifice unto tho Lord thy God in 
Gilgah (22) And Sarnuel said^ Hath the Lord as great 
delight in burnt offerings and sacrifices^ as in obey¬ 
ing tho voice of tho Lord? Behold, to obey is better 
than sacrifice, and to hearken than tho fat of rams. 
(23) For rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry. Because 
thou hast rejected the word of the Lord, he hath 
also rejected thee from being king. 

(24) And Saul said unto Samuel, I have sinned: 
for have transgressed the commandment of the 
Loref, and thy words: because I feared the people, 
and obeyed their voice. (25) Now therefore, 1 pray 
thee, pardon my sin, and turn again with me, that I 
may worship the Lord. (26) And Samuel said unto 
Saul, I will not return with thee: for thou hast re* 
jected the word of the Lord, and the Lord hath re¬ 
jected thee from being king over Israel. (27) And as 
Samuel turned about to go away, he laid hold upon 
the skirt of hia mantle, and it rent. (28) And Samuel 
said unto him, The Lord hath rent the kingdom of 
larael from thee this day, and hath given it to a 
neighbour of thine, that is bettor than thou. (29) 
And also the Strength of Israel will not lie nor re¬ 
pent: for bn, is not a man, that he should repent, 

(30) Then he said, I have sinned: yet honour me 
now, I pray thee* before the elders of my people, and 
before Israel, and turn again with me, that I may 
worship the Lord thy God. (31) So Samuel turned 
again after Saul; and Saul worshipped the Lord. 
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SAMUEL ANOINTS DAVID 

And the Lord said unto Samuel, How long wilt ^VI. 1*38. 
thou mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigning over Israel? M thine horn with oil* 
and go, I will send thee to Jesse the Beth-lebomito: 
for I have provided me a king among his sons. (2) 

And Samuel said, How can I go? If Saul hear it, 
he will kill me* And the Lord said* Take an heifer 
with theoj and say, I am come to sacrifice to the 
Lord. (3) And call Jesse to the sacrifice, and I vviil 
shew thee what thou shalt do: and thou shalt anoint 
unto me him whom I name unto thee. 

(4) And Samuel did that which the Lord spake, 
and can JO to Bcthdelicin. And the elders of the town 
trembled at his coming, and said, Coraest thou peace¬ 
ably ? (o) And he said, Peaceably: I am come to sac¬ 
rifice unto the Lord: sanctify yourselves, and come 
with me to the sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse 
and his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. (6) 

And it came to pass* when they wore come, that he 
looked on Eliab, and said* Surely the Lord's anointed 
is before him. (7) But the Lord said unto Samuel, 

Look not on his countenance* or on ihe hciglit oi his 
stature; because I have refused him: for the Lord 
fieeth not as man seeth; for man looteth on the out¬ 
ward appearance, but the Lord looketh on the heart- 
(8) Then Jesse called Abinadab, and made him pasa 
before SamueL And he said, Neither hath the Lord 
chosen this* (9) Then Jesse made Shammah to pass 
by. And he said, Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 

(10) Again* Jesse made seven of Ms aona to pass be¬ 
fore Samuel. And Samuel said unto Jesse, Tlia 
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Lnrcl hath not chosen theae» {11} And Samuel said 
unto Jesse, Aro here all thy children? And lie said, 
There remaineth yet the youngest, and, behold, he 
keepeth the sheep. And Samuel said unto Jesse, 
Send and fetch him: for we will not sit down till he 
come hither. (12) And he sent, and brought him in* 
Now he 'was ruddy, and withal of a beautiful coun¬ 
tenance, and goodly to look to* And the Lord said, 
Arise, anoint him: for this is he. (13) Then Samuel 
took the horn of oil, and anointed him in the midst of 
his brethren; and the Spirit of the Lord came upon 
David from that day forward. So Samuel rose up, 
and went to Hamah* 

(14) But the Spirit of the Lord departed from 
Saul, and an evil spirit from the Tjord troubled 
him* (16) And SauTs servants said unto him, Be¬ 
hold now, on evil spirit from God troubleth thee. (16) 
Let our lord now command thy servants, which 
arc before thee, to seek out a man, w’ho is a eunning 
player on an harp r and it shall coiue to pass, when 
the evil spirit from God is upon thee, that ye shall 
play with his hand, and thou shtilt be well. (17) And 
Snul said unto hia servants, Provide me now a man 
that can play well, and bring him to me* (18) Then 
answered one of the serv^ants, and said, Behold, I 
have seen a son of Jesse tlio Betli-lehemite, that is 
cunning in playing, and a mighty valiant man, and a 
man of war, and prudent in matters, and a comely 
person, and the Lord is with him* (10) Wherefore 
Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and said. Send trie 
David thy son, which is with the sheep* (20) And 
Jesse took an ass laden with bread, and a bottle of 
wine, and a kid, and sent them by David hia son unto 
SauL (21) And David came to Saul, and stood 
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before him: and he loved him greatly; and he became 
his armour-bearer. (22) And Saul sent to Jesse, say¬ 
ing, Let David, I pray thee, stand before me; for he 
hath found favour in iny sis^ht. (23) And it came to 
pass, when the evil spirit from God was upon Sau!, 
that David took an harp, and played with his hand: 
so Saul was refreshed, and was well, and the evil 
spirit departed from him.

xvn, Now the PhiJbtines gathered together their 

armies to battle, and were gathered together at 
Shochoh, which belongeth to Judah, and pitched 
between Shochoh and Azehah, In Ephes-dammim* (2) 
And Saul and the men of Israel w'ere gathered to^ 
gether, and pitched by the valley of Elah, and set 
the battle in array against the Philistines* (3) And 
the Philistines stood on a mountain on the one side, 
and Israel stood on a mountain on the other side: 
and there was a valley between them. {4) And there 
went out ft champion out of the camp of the 
Philistines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose height 
was six cubits and a span* (5) And he had an helmet 
of brass upon bis head, and he was armed with a 
coat of mail; and the weight of the coat was five 
thousand shekels of brass* (C) And he had greaves of 
brass upon his logs, and a target of brass between hia 
shoulders* (7) And the staff of his apear was like a 
weaver's beam; and his spear’s head weighed six 
hundred shekels of iron: and one bearing a shield 
went before him. (8) And he stood and cried unto 
the armies of Israel, and said unto them, Why are 
ye come out to set your battle in array? am not I a 
Philistine, and ye servants to Saul? choose yoyi a 
man for you, and let him come down to me* (9) If 
he be able to fight with me, and to MU me, then will 
we be your servants: but if I prevaU against him, and 
kill him, then shall ye be our servants, and serve us, 
(10) And the Philistine said, I defy the armieB of 
Israel this day; give me a man, that we may fight 
together. 
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(11) When Saul and all Israel heard those words 
of the Philistine, they were dismayed, and greatly 
afraid. (12) Now David waa the son of that Bphrathite 
of Beth-lehem-judali, whose name was Jeeee; and he 
had eight sons: and the man went among men for an 
old man in the days of Saul. (13) And the three eldest 
sons of Jesse went and followed Saul to the battle: 
and the names of hia three sons that went to the 
battle were Bliab the first born, and next unto him 
Abinadab, and the third Slmmmah. {14) And David 
was the youngest: and the three eldest followed Sauh 
(15) But David went and returned from Saul to feed 
his father’s sheep at Beth-lchem, (16) And the 
Philistine drew near morning and evening, and pre¬ 
sented himself forty days* 

(17) And Jesse said unto David his son, Tahe now 
for thy brethren an ephah of this parched corn, and 
these ten loaves, and run to the camp to thy 
bretliren; (18) And carry these ten cheeses unto the 
captain of their thousand, and look how thy brethren 
fare, and take their pledge. (19) Now Saul, and they, 
nnd all the men of Israel, were in the valley of Elah, 
fighting with the Philistines. (20) And David rose up 
early in the morning, and left the sheep with a keeper, 
and took, and went, as Jesse had commanded him; 
and he came to the trench, as the host was going forth 
to the fight, and shouted for the battle. (21) For 
Israel and the Philistines had put the battle in array, 
army against army, (22) And David left his carriage 
m the hand of the keeper of the cajrriage, and ran 
into the umny, and came and saluted hie brethren. 
(23) And as he talked with them, behold, there came 
up the champion, the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by 
name, out of the annies of the Philistines, and spake 
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according to the eame words: and David heard 
them. (24) And all the men of Israel, when they 
saw the man, fled from him, and were sore afraid. 

(25) And the men of Israel said, Have ye seen 
this man that is come up ? surely to defy Israel Is he 
come up: and it shall be, that the man who killeth 
him, the king will enrich him with great riches, and 
will give him his daughter, and make his father^s 
house free in Israel (26) And David spake to the 
men that stood by him, saying, What shall be done 
to the man that killeth this Philistine, and taketh 
away the reproach from Israel? for who is this uncir- 

cumcised Philistine, that he should defv the armies 

■¥ 

of the living Ood? (27) And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying, So shall it be done to 
the man thjit killeth him. (28) And Kliab his 
eldest brother heard when he spake unto the men; 
and Eliab's anger was kindled against David, and he 
said. Why earnest thou down hither? and with whom 
hast thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? I 
know thy pride, and the naughtiness of thine heart; 
for thou art come down that thou mighteat see the 
battle. (20) And David said, What have I now done? 
Is there not a cause ? (30) And he turned 
from him toward another, and spake after the same 
manner: and the people answered him again after the 
former manner 

(31) And when the wwda were heard which David 
spake, they rehearsed them before Saul t and he 
sent for him. (H2) And David said to Saul, Let no 
man's heart fail because of him; thy servant will go 
and fight with this Philistine. (33) And Saul said to 
David, Thou art not able to go against this Philistine 
to fight with him; for thou art but a youth, and he a 
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man of war from hia youth* (S-i) And DavM said unto 
Saul, Thy servant kept his fathersheep, and there 
came a liouj and a bear, and took a Iamb out of the 
flock: (35) And I v^ent out after him, and smote 
him, and delivered it out of his nioulh: and wlien ho 
arose against me, I caught him by his beard, and 
smote him, and slew him, (36) Thy servant slew 
both the lion and the bear: and this uncircumcised 
Philistine shall be as one of them, seeing he hath 
defied the itrmies o! the living God* (37) David said 
moreover, The Lord that delivered me out of the paw 
of the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he wilt 
deliver me out of tJie hand of this Philistine. And 
Saul said unto David, Go, and the Lord be with thee. 

(38) And Saul armed David with his armour, and 
he put an helmet of brass upon his head; also he 
armed him with a coat of mail. (39) And David 
girded his sword upon his armour, and he assayed to 
go; for he had not proved it. And David said unto 
8uul, I cannot go with these; for I have not proved 
them. And David put them off him* (40) And he took 
his atafl in his hand, and chose him five smooth 
stones out of the brook, and put them in a shepherd's 
bag w'hich he hud, even in a scrip; and his sling was 
in his hand: and he drew near to the Philistine, (41) 
And the Philistine came on and drew near unto 
David; and the moii that bare the shield went before 
him* (42) And when the Philistine looked about, 
and saw David, he disdained him: for he was but a 
youth, and ruddy, and of a fair countenance, (43) 
And the Philistine said unto David, Am I a dog, that 
thou comest to me with staves? And the Philistine 
cursed David by his gods/ (44) And the Philistine said 
to David* Come to me, and I will give thy flesh unto 
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the fowls of the air, and to the beasts of the field, 
(45) 'fhen said David to the Philiatine, Thou comest 
to me with a sword, and with a spear, and with a 
shield: but I come to thee in the name o! the Lord 
of hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, whom thou 
hast defied, (4G) This day will the Lord deliver thee 
into mine hand; and I will smite thee, and take thine 
head from thee; and I will give the carcases of the 
host of the Philistines this day unto the fowls of the 
air, and to the wild beasts of the earth; that all the 
earth may know that there is a God in Israel. (47) 
And all this assembly shall know that the Lord 
saveth not with sword and spear: for the battle is the 
Lord's, and he will give you into our hands. 

(48) And it came to pass, when the Philistine 
arose, and came and drew nigh to meet David, 
that David hasted, and ran toward the army to meet 
the Philistine. (49) And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thence a stone, and slang it, and smote 
the Philistine in his forehead, that the stone sunk into 
his forehead; and he fell upon his face to the eaiih. 
(50) So David prevailed over the Philistine with a 
sling and with a stone, and smote the Philistine, and 
slew him; but there was no sword in the hand of 
David, (51) Therefore David ran, and stood upon the 
l^biliatino, and took his sword, and drew it out of the 
sheath thereof, and slew him, and cut oft his head 
therewith. And when the Philistines saw their cham¬ 
pion was dead, they fled. (52) And the men of Israel 
and of Judah arose, and shouted, and pursued the 
Philistines, until thou come to the valley, and to the 
gates of Ekron* And the wounded of the Philistines 
fell down by the way to Shaaraim, even unto Gath, 
nod unto Ekron. (53) And the children of Israel re- 
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burned from chasing after the Philistines, and they 
Bpoiled their tents. (54} And David took the head of 
the Philistine, and brought it to Jerusalem; but he 
put hia armour in his tent. 

(55) And when Saul saw David go forth against 
the Philistine, he said unto Abner, the captain of the 
host, Abner, whose son is this youth? And Abner 
said, As thy soul liveth, 0 king, I cannot telb (56) 
And the king said, Inquire thou whose son the 
stripling if^. (57) And as David returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, Abner took l]im, and 
brought him before Saul with the head of the Philis¬ 
tine in his hand. (58) And Saul said to him, Whose^ 
aon art thou, thou young man? And David answered, 

I am the son of thv servant Jesse tlio Beth-lohcuiite.

DAVID AND JONATHAN 

; And it came to pass, when he had made an end 
of speaking unto Saul, that the eouI of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan loved him 
as his own soul. (2) And Saul took him that day, 
and would let him go no more home to his father's 
house. (3) Then Jonathan and David made a co* 
venant, because he loved hini as his own souL (4) 
And Jonathan stripped himself of the robe that was 
upon him, and gave it to David, and his garments, 
even to his sword, and to liis bow, and to his girdle, 
(ij) And Diivid wont out whithersoever Saul sent him, 
■and behaved himself wisely: and Saui set him over 
the men of war, and he was accepted in the sight of 
all the people, and alsn in the sight of Saul's servants* 

(6} And it came to pass as they came, when 
David was returned from the slaughter of the Philis* 
tine, that the women came out of all cities of Israel, 
singing and dancing, to meet king Saul, with tabrets, 
\vith joy, and with instruments of musiok* (7) And 
the women answered one another as they played, and 
said, Saul hath skin his thousands, and David his 
ten thousands (8) Aod Saui w^as very wroth, and 
Ihe saying displeased him; and he said, They hove 
ascribed unto David ten Ihousfinds, and to me they 
have aseribcid but thousands: and what can he have 
more bvt the kingdom (9) And Saul eyed David 
from that day und forward. 

(10) And it came to pass on the morrow, 
tluit the evil spirit from God camo upon Saul, 
and he prophesied in the midft of the house: 
and David played with his hand, ai^ at other 
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time r and there was a javelin in SauLa hand, 
(U) And Saul cast the javelin; for he soidj I 
will siiitto David even to the wall with it* 
A?id David avoided nut of his presence twice, 
(12) And Saul was afraid of David, because the 
Lfjrd was with him, and was departed from Saul* 
(IH) Therefore Saul removed him from him, and 
m idc him his captain over a thousand; and he w^ent 
out uisd ^■anie in before tlic people. (14) And T)avid 
behaved himself wisely in all his ways; and the Lord 
wus ^vith him* 

(15) Wherefore when Saul saw that he behaved 
hini^cK very wisely, he w^as afraid of him. (16) But 
all Israel and Judah loved David, because he w’ont 
out and camo in before them* 

XIX. (1) And Saul spake to Jonathan liia son, and 
to all his servants, that they should kill David* (2) 
But Jonathan Saurs sou delighted much in David: 
and Jonathan told David, sayiug, Saul my father 
eeeketh to kill thee; now therefore, I pray thee, take 
hoed to thyself until the morning, and abide in a sec¬ 
ret jdace, and hide thyself: (cJ) And 1 will go out and 
stand beside my father in the field where thou art, and 
I will commune with my father of thee; and what 
1 SCO, that I will tcU thee* (4) And Jonathan spak'^^ 
good of David unto Saul his father, and said unto 
him. Let not the king sin against his servant, against 
David; because lie hath not sinned against thee, and 
b(5ca\isc his works have been to theeward very good: 
(5) For ho did put his life in lus hand, and slew 
Ihc Philistine, and the Lord wrought « great salva¬ 
tion for all Israel: thou saweat it, and didst rejoice: 
wherefore then wilt thou sin against muoeent blood, 
to slay David without a cause? (6) And Saul 
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hearkened unto the voice of Jonathan: and Saul 
Bware, As the Lord liveth, he shall not bo slain, 
(7) And Jonathan called David, and Jonathan 
shewed him all those things. And Jonathan brought 
David to Saul, and he was in his presence, as in 
times past. 

(8) And there was war again r and David went 
out, and fought with the Philistines, and slew them 
with a great slaughter; and they fled from him, 
(P) And the evil spirit from the Lord was upon 
Siiul, us ho sat in his house with his javelin in his 
hand: and David played with his hand. (10) And 
Saul sought to smite David even to the wall with 
the javelin; but he slipped away out of Saul's pre¬ 
sence, and he smote the javelin into the wall: and 
David fled, and escaped that night. 

(11) Saul also sent messengers unto David's 
house, to watch him, and to slay him in the morning: 
and Michai Davids wife told him, saying, If 
thou save not thy life to night, to morrow thou shalt 
be slain. (12) So Michai let David down through 
a window; and he went, and fled, and escaped. 
(13) And Michai took an image, and laid it in the 
bed, and put a pillow of goats' hair for his bolster, 
and covered it with a cloth* (14) And when Saul 

sent messengers to take David, she said, He is sick. 

(15) And Saul sent the messengem again to Bee 
David, saying, Bring him up to me in the bed, that 
1 may slay him* (16) And when the messengers 
were come in, behold, there was an image in the 

bed, with a pillow of goats' hair for his bolster. 

(17) And Saul said unto Michai, Why bast thou 
deceived me so, and sent away mine enemy, that ho 
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is escaped? Aod Michal aoswered Saul* He. said 
unto me. Let me go; why should I kill thee? 

(18) So David £ed, and escaped^ and came to 
Samuel to Bamah, and told him all that Saul had 
done to him. And he and Samuel went and dwelt 
in Naioth. (19) And it was told Saul, saying, 
Behold, David is at Naioth in Eamah. (20) And 
Saul sent meesengerg to take David: and when they 
saw the company of the prophets prophesying, and 
Samuel standing as appointed over them, the Spirit 
of God waa upon the messengers of Saul, and they 
also prophesied. (21) And when it was told Saul, 
he sent other messengers, and they prophesied like¬ 
wise. And Saul sent messengers again the third 
time, and they prophesied also* (22) Then went he 
also to Ramah, and came to a great well that is in. 
Sechu: and he asked and eaid, Where are Samuel and 
David? And one said. Behold, they be at Naioth in 
Ramah. (23) And he went thither to Naioth in 
Bamah: and the Spirit of God waa upon him also, 
and he went on, and prophesied, until be came to 
Naioth in Bamah. (24) And he stripped off his clothes 
also, and prophesied before Samuel in like manner, 
and lay down naked all that day ail that night. 
Wherefore they say, Is Saul also among the 
prophets ? 

XX. (1) And David fled from Naioth in Bamah, 
and came and said before Jonathan, What have 1 
done? what is mine iniquity? and what is my sin 
before thy father, that he seeketh my life? (2) 
Aod he said unto him, God forbid; thou ehalt not 
die: behold, my father will do nothing either great 
or small, but that he will shew it me: and why 
should my father bide this thing from me? it is not

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BO, (3) And David aware moreover, and said, Thy 
father certainly knoweth that I have found grace in 
thine eyes; and he eaith, Let not Jonathan know 
this, lest he be grieved: but truly ae the Lord liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, there is but a step between 
me and death, 

(4) Then said Jonathan unto David, Whatsoever 
thy Boul desireth, I will even do it for thee, (fi) And 
David said unto Jonathan, Behold, to morrow is the 
new moon, and I should not fail to sit with the king 
at meat: but lot me go, that I may hide myself in 
the field unto the third day at even. (6) If thy 
father at all miss me, then say, David earnestly asked 
leave of me that he might run to Beth-lehem his 
city: for there is a yearly sacrifice there for all the 
family. (7) If be say thus, It is well; thy servant 
shall have peace; but if he be very wroth, then be 
sure that evil is determined by him, (8) Therefore 
thou shalt deal kindly with thy servant; for thou 
hast brought thy servant into a covenant of the 
Lord with thee: notwithstanding, if there be in me 
iniquity, slay me tbyself; for why shouldeat thou 
bring me to thy father? (9) And Jonathan said. 
Far be it from thee: for if I knew certainly that 
evil were determined by my father to come upon thee, 
then would not I tell it thee? 

(10) Then said David to Jonathan, Who shall 
tell me? or what if thy father answer thee roughly? 

(11) And Jonathan said unto David, Como, and 
let us go out into the field. And they went out both 
of them into the field, (12) And Jonathan said unto 
David, 0 Lord God of Israel, when I have Bounded 
my father about to morrow any time, or the third 
day, and, behold, if there he good toward David, and 
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1 then fiend not unto thee; and shew it thee; (IS) 
The Liord do bo and much more to Jonathan: but 11 
it please my father to do thee evil, then 1 will shew 
it thee, and send thee away, that thou mayest go m 
:peace; and the Lord be with thee, as he hath been 
with my father, (14) And thou shalt not only while 
yet I live shew me the kindness of the Lord, that I 
♦die not: (15) But olao thou shalt not cut off thy 
kindness from my house for ever: no, not when the 
Lord hath cut off the enemies of David every one 
from the face of the earth* (16) So Jonathan made 
a covenant with the house of David, eaying, Let the 
Lor^ even require it at the hand of David s enemies, 
{17) And Jonathan eaueed David to swear again, 
because he loved him: for he loved him as he loved 
his own soul, 

(10) Then Jonathan said to David, To morrow is 
the new moon: and thou ahalt be missed, because 
:thy seat will be empty. (19) And when thou host 
stayed three days, then thou shalt go down quickly, 
and come to the place where thou didst hide thyself 
when the business was in hand, and shalt remain by 
the stone Ezel. (20) And I will shoot three arrowe 
on the side therefore, as though I shot at a mark, (21) 
And, behold, I will send a lad, saying, Go, hud out 
the arrows. If I axpressly say unto the lad, Behold, 
the arrows are on this side of thee, take them; then 
oome thou: for there is peace to thee, and no hurt; 
>aa the Lord Uveth, (22) But if I say thus unto the 
young man, Behold, the arrows are beyond thee; go 
thy way: for the Lord hath sent thee away* (29) 
And as touching the matter which thou and I have 
spoken of, behold, the*Lord be between thee and me 
for ever* 
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(24) So David hid hiniBell in the field: and when 
the new moon wag come, the king sat him down to 
eat meat, (25) And the king sat upon his seat, as 
at other times, even upon a seat by the wall: and 
Jonathan arose, and Abner sat by Saul's side, and 
David's place was empty, (26) Nevertheless Saul 
spake not any thing that day: for he thought^ 
Something hath befallen him, he is not clean; surely 
he is not clean, (27) And it came to pass on the mor* ^ 
row, which was the second day of the month, that 
David'© place was empty: and Saul said unto 
Jonathan his son, Wherefore cometh not the son of 
Jesse to meat, neither yesterday, nor to day? (28) 
And Jonathan answered Saul, David earneatlv asked

leave of me to go to Beth-lehem: (29) And he said,. 
Let me go, I pray thee; for our family hath a 
sacrifice in the city; and my brother, he hath com¬ 
manded me to be there: and now, if 1 have found 
favour in thine eyes, let me get away, I pray thee^ 
and see my brethren. Therefore he cometh not unto 
the king's table, (30) Then Saul's anger was 
kindled against Jonathan, and he said unto him, 
Thou eon of the perverse rebellious woman, do not I 
know that thou hast chosen the son of Jesse to thine 
own confusion, and unto the confusion of thy 
mother's nakedness? (31) For ag long as the son of 
Jesse liveth upon the ground, thou shalt not be estab¬ 
lished, nor thy kingdom. Wherefore now send and 
fetch him unto me, for he shall s\irely die, (32) 
And Jonathan answered Saul his father, and said 
unto him, wherefore shall he be slain? what hath he 
done? (33) And Saul cast a javelin at him to smite 
him: whereby Jonathan knew that it was determined 
of his father to slay David, (34) So Jonathan arose 
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from the table in ifierce anger^ and did eat no meat 
tM second day of the month: for he was grieved for 
David, because his father had done him ehame* (35) 
And it came to paee in the morning, that Jonathan 
-went out into the field at the time appointed with 
David I and a little lad with him. (36) And he mid 
unto his lad» Run, find out now the arrows which I 
shoot. And as the lad ran^ he shot an arrow beyond 
him. (37) And when the lad was conie to the place 
of the arrow which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan 
cried after the lad, and said, Ig not the arrow beyond 
thee? (38) And Jonathan cried after the lad. Make 
speed, haste, stay not. And Jonathan’s lad gathered 
up the arrows, and came to his master. (39) But 
the lad knew not any thing: only Jonathan and 
David knew the matter. (40) And Jonathan gave 
his artillery unto his lad, and said unto him. Go, 
carry them to the city. (41) And as soon as the 
lad was gone, David arose out of a place toward the 
south, and fell on his face to the ground, and bowed 
himself three times: and they kissed one another, and 
wept one with another, until David exceeded. (42) And 
Jonathan said to David, Go in peace, forasmuch 
as we have sworn both of us in the name of the Lord, 
saying, The Lord be between me and thee, and bet* 
ween my seed and thy seed for ever. And he arose 
and departed: and Jonathan went into the city*

XXIV, L22 ; And it came to paSB, when Saul was returned 
XXVI- following the Philistinefi, that it was told him, 
eaying, Behold^ David is in the wildeniesB of En- 
gedi* (2) Then Saul took three thousand chosen 
men out of all Israel» and went to seek David and hiff 
men upon the rocks of the wild goats. (8) And he 
came to the sheepeotea by the way, where was a 
cave; and Saul went in to cover his feet: and Davit 
and his men remained in the sides of the cave. 
(4) And the men of David aaid unto him, Behold; 
tiie day of which the Lord said unto thee, Behold, 
I will deliver thine enemy into thine hand, that thou 
may eat do to him as it ehall seem good unto thee. 
Then David arose, and cut ofi the skirt of Saules 
robe privily, (5) And it came to pass afterward, 
that David's heart smote him, because he had cut off 
SauUs skirt, (6) And he said unto his men, The- 
Lord forbid that I should do this thing unto my 
master, the Lord*s anointed, to etretch forth mine 
hand against him^ seeing he is the anointed of the 
Lord. (7) So David stayed his servants with these 
words, and Buffered them not to rise against SauL 
But Saul rose up out of the cave, and went on hia. 
way* (8} David also arose afterward, and went out 
of thL cave, and eried^ after Saul, saying, My lord 
the king. And when Saul looked behind him, David 
stooped with his face to the earth, and bowed himself, 
(9) And David said to Saul, Wherefore hearest 
thou men's words, eaying, Behold, David seeketh 
thy hurt? (10) Behold, this day thine eyes have 
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fieen how that the Lord had delivered thee to day 
into mine band in the cave i and aome bade tne kill 
thee: but mine eye spared Aee ; and I said, I witl 
not put forth mine band against my lord ; for be is 
the Lord's anointed. (11) Moreover, my father, see* 
yea, see the skirt of thy robe in my hand: for in that 
I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and killed thee not, 
know tbou and see that there is neither evil nor 
transgression in mine hand, and I have not sinned 
against thee ; yet thou huntest my soul to take it. 

(12; The Lord judge between me and thee, and the 
Lord avenge me of thee: but mine hand ahall not 
be upon thee. (13) As saith the proverb of the 
ancients, Wickedness proceedetb from the wicked: 
but mine hand shall not be upon thee. (14) After 
whom is the king of Israet come out? after whom 
dost thou pfirsue? after a dead dog, after a dea. 
(15) The ijord therefore he judge, and judge between 
me and thee, and see, and plead my cause, and 
deliver me out of thine hand. 

(10) And it came to pass, when David had made 
an end of speaking these words unto Saul, that Saul 
said, Is this thy voice, my son David? And Saul 
lifted up his voice, and wept. (17) And he said to 
David, Thou art more righteous than I: for thou hast 
rewarded me good, whereas I have rewarded thee evil. 
(18) And thou hast shewed this day how that thou 
hast dealt well with me: forasmuch as when the Lord 
had delivered me into thine hand, thou killedst me 
not. (19) For if a man find his enemy, will he let 
him go well away? wherefore the Lord reward thee 
good for that thou hast done unto me this d.ay. 
(20) And now, beholdf 1 know well that thou ehalt 
Burely be king, and that the kingdom of Israel shall 
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be establifihed in thine hand. (21) Swear now there¬ 
fore unto me by the Lord* that thou wilt not cut off 
my seed after me, and that thou wilt not destroy my 
name out of my father's house, 

(22) And David sware unto Saul, And Saul 
went home; but David and hia men gat them up 
unto the hold. 

XXVI. (1) And the Ziphitea came unto Saul to 
Gibeah, paying, Doth not David hide himself in the 
hill of Hachilah, which is before Jeahimon? (2) Then 
Saul arose, and went down to the wilderness of Ziph, 
having three thousand chosen men of Israel with him, 
to seek David in the wilderness of Ziph, (3) And 
Saul pitched in the hill of Hachilah* which is before 
Jeshimon, by the way. But David abode in the 
wilderness, and he saw that Saul came after him into 
the wilderness. (4) David therefore sent out spies, 
and understood that Saul was come in very deed, 
(5) And David arose, and came to the place %vhere 
Saul had pitched; and David beheld the place where 
Saul lay, and Abner the son of Ner, the captain of 
hifl host: and Saul lay in the trench, and the people 
pitched round about him, 

(6) Then answered David and said to Ahimelech 
the Hittite, and to Abishai the son of Zeruiah, 
brother to Joab, saying, Who will go down with me 
to Saul to the camp? And Abishai said, I will go 
down with thee, (7) So David and Abishai came to 
the people by night: and, behold, Saul lay Bleeping 
within the trench, and hie spear stuck in the ground 
at hie bolster: but Abner and the people lay round 
about him, (8) Then said Abishai to David* God 
hath delivered thine enemy io^o thine hand this day: 
now therefore let me amite him* I pray thee* with the 
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fipear even to the earth at once* and I will not smite 
him the second timCp (9) And David said to Abiahai, 
Destroy him not: for who can stretch forth hia hand 
against the Lord's anointed, and be guiltless? 
{10) David said furthermore, As the Lord liveth, the 
Lord shall amite him ; or his day shall come to die ; 
or he shall descend into battle, and perish. (11) The 
Lord forbid that I should stretch forth mine hand 
against the Lord's anointed: but, I pray thee, take 
thou now the spear that is at his bolster, and the 
cruse of water, and let us go. 

(12) So David took the spear and the cruse of 
water from Saul's bolster; and they gat them away, 
and no man saw it, nor knew it, neither awaked: for 
they were all asleep ; because a deep sleep from the 
Lord was fallen upon them. (13) Then David went 
over to the other side, and stood on the top of an hill 
afar off ; a great apace being between them: (14) 
And David cried to the people, and to Abner the son 
of Nor, saying, Answerest thou not, Abner? Then 
Abner answered and eaid. Who art thou that crieet 
to the king? (15) And David said to Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man? and who is like to thee in 
Israel? wherefore then hast thou not kept thy lord 
the king? for there came One of the people in to 
destroy the king thy lord. (16) This thing is not 
good that thou hast done. As the Lord liveth, ye^are 
worthy to die, because ye have not kept your master, 
the Lord's anointed. And now see where the king's 
spear is, and the cruse of - water that was at hie 
bolster. 

(17) And Saul knew David's voice, and said, 
Is this tby voice, my son David? And David said, 
It is my voice, my lord, 0 king, (18) And he 
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said^ Wherefore doth my lord thus pursue after his 
servant? for what have I done? or what evil is in 
mine hand? (19) Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
my lord the king hear the words of his servant. If 
the Lord have stirred thee up against me, let him 
accept an offering: but if they be the chOdren of 
men, cursed be they before the Lord; for they have 
driven me out this day from abiding in the inheri¬ 
tance of Lord, saying, Go, serve other gods. 
(20) Now therefore, let not my blood fall to the 
earth before the face of the Lord: for the king of 
Israel is come out to eeek a flea, as when one doth 
hunt a partridge in the mountains. (21) Then said 
Saul, I have sinned: return, my son David: for I 
will no more do thee harm, because my eoul was pre¬ 
cious in thine eyes this day: behold, I have played 
the fool, and have erred exceedingly. (22) And David 
answered and said. Behold the king's spear 1 and let 
one of the young men come over and fetch it. (23) The 
Lord render to every man his righteousness and 
his faithfulness: for the Lord delivered thee into my 
hand to day, but I would not etretcli forth mine hand 
against the Lord's anointed. (24) And, behold, as 
thy life was much set by this day in mine eyes, so 
let my Hfe be much set by in the eyes of the Lord, 
and let him deliver me out of all tribulation. 

' (25) Then Saul said to David, Blessed be thou, 
my son David: thou ahalt both do great things, and 
also fihalt still prevail. So David went on his way, 
and Saul returned to his place. 
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THE WITCH OF ENDOR 

And it came to pass in those that the Philis¬ 
tines gathered their armies together for warfare, 
to fight with Israel, And Achish said unto David, 
Know thou assuredly, that thou shalt go out with 
me to battle, thou and thy men. (2) And David 
said to Achishj Surely thou shalt know what thy 
aeiTant can do. And Achiah said to David, There¬ 
fore will I make thee keeper of mine head for ever. 

(8) Now Samuel was dead, and all Israel had 
lamented him, and buried him in Hamah, even in 
his own city. And Saul bad put away thoee that had 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of the land. (4) 
And the Philistines gathered themselves together, and 
came and pitched in Shunem: and Saul gathered all 
Israel together, and they pitched in Gilboa. (5) And 
when Saul saw the host of the Philistines, he was 
afraid, and his heart greatly trembled, (fi) And when 
Saul enquired of the Lord, the Jjord answered him 
not. neither by dreams, nor by Urim, nor by 
prophets. (7) Then said Saul unto hie servants, 
Seek me a woman that hath a familiar spirit, that 1 
may go to her, and enquire of her. And hie servants 
aaid to him, Behold, there is a woman that hath a 
familiar apirit at En-dor. 

(8) And Saul disguised himself, and put on 
other raiment, and he went, and two men with him, 
and they came to the woman by night: and he eaid, 
I pray thee, divine unto me by the familiar spirit, 
and bring me him up, whom I shall name unto tiiee. 
(9) And the woman said unto him. Behold, thou 
knowest what Saul hath done, how he hath out off

those that have familiar spirits, and the wizards, out 
of the Jand: wherefore then layest thou a enare for 
my life, to cause me to die? (10) And Saul eware to 
her by the Lord, saying, As the Lord liveth, there

(11) Then said the woman, Whom shall I bring 
up unto thee? And he said, Bring mo up Samuel. 
(12) And when the woman saw Samuel, sho cried 
with a loud voice r and the woman spake to Saul, 
saying, Why hast thou deceived me? for thou art 
SauL (13) And the king said unto her, Be not 
afraid r for what wawest thou ? And the woman said 
unto Saul, I saw gods ascending out of the earth. 
(14) And he said unto her, What form is ho of? And 
she said, An old man cometh up; and he is covered 
with a mantle* 

And Saul perceived that it was Samuel, and he 
stooped with his face to the ground, and bowed him¬ 
self. (15) And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou 
disqvtieted me, to bring me up? And Saul answered, 
I am sore distressed; for the Philistines make war 
against me, and God if? departed from me, and 
answereth me no more, neither by prophets, nor by 
dreams: therefore I have called thee, that thou 
mayest make known unto me what I shall do* (16) 
Then said Samuel, Wherefore then dost thou ask of 
me, seeing the Lord is departed from thee, and is 
become thine enemy? (17) And the Lord hath done 
to him, 0 3 he spake by me: for the Lord hath rent 
the kingdom out of thine hand, and given it to thy 
neighbour, even to David: (18) Because thou obey- 
edst not the voice of the Lord, nor executedst his 
fierce wrath upon Amalek, therefore hath the Lord 
done this thing unto thee this day* (19) Moreover 
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the Lord will also deliver Israel with thee into ther 
hand of the Philistines: and to morrow sbalt thou 
and thy aons be with me: the Lord also shall deli¬ 
ver the host of Israel into the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines. 

(20) Then Saul fell straightway all along on the 
earth, and was sore afraid, because of the words of 
Samuel i and thero was no strength in him; for he 
had eaten no bread all the day, nor all the night. (21) 
And the woman came unto Saul, and saw that he 
was sore troubled* and said unto him, Behold* thine 
handmaid hath obeyed thy voice, and I have put my 
life in my hand, and have hearkened unto thy words 
which thou spakeat unto me. (22) Now therefore, I 
pray thee, hearken thoU also unto the voice of thine 
handmaid, and let me set a morsel of bread before 
thee; and eat, that thou mayest have strength, when 
thou goest on thy way. (23) But he refused, and said^ 
I will not eat. But his servants* together with the 
woman, compelled him; and he hearkened unto their 
voice. So he arose from the earth, and sat upon the 
bed. (24) And the woman had a fat calf in the house; 
and she hasted* and killed it, and took flour* and 
kneaded it, and did bake unleavened bread thereof: 
(25) And she brought it before Saul, and before his 
servants; and they did eat. Then they rose up, and 
went away that night. 
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THE DEATH OF SAUL 

XXXI. 1-13. Now the Philistines fought against Israel: and 
the men of Israel fled from before the PhiUstine&i and 
fell down slain in mount Gilboa. (2) And the 
Philistines followed hard upon Saul and upon his 
eons; and the Philistines slew Jonathani and 
Abinadab, and Melchi-shua, Saul's sons. (3)' And 
the battle went sore against Saul, and the archers 
hit him; and he was sore wounded of the archers, (4) 
Then said Saul unto his armourbearer, Draw thy 
sword, and thrust me through therewith; leet these 
uncircumeised come and thrust me through, and 
abuse mo. But his armourbearer would not; for he 
was sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a sword, and 
fell upon it, (5) And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise upon hie eword, 
and died with him. 

(6) So Saul died» and his three sons* and his 
armourbearer, and all his men, that same day to¬ 
gether. {7) And when the men of Israel that were on 
the other side of the valley, and they that were on the 
other side Jordan, saw that the men of Israel fled, 
and that Saul and his sons were dead, they forsook 
the cities, and fled; and the Philiatines came and 
dwelt in them. 

(8) And it came to pass on the morrow, when 
the PhiHstines came to strip the slain, that they 
found Saul and hie three aons fallen in mount Gilboa. 
(9) And they cut ofl his head, and stripped ofi hia 
armour, and sent into the land of the Philistmea 
, round about, to publish it in the house of theii idols, 
and among the people, (10) And they put hig armour 
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iQ the house of Ashtaroth; and they fastened hia body 
to the wall of Beth-shan. 

(11) And when the inhabitanta of Jabasb-gilead 
beard of that which the Philistines had done to Saul; 
(12) All the valiant men arose, and went all night, 
and took the body of Saul and the bodies of his sons 
from the wall of Beth-shan, and came to Jabesh, 
and burnt them there* (13) And they took their 
bones, and buried them under a tree at JTabesh, and 
fasted seven days*

DAVID'S LAMENT FOR SAUL AND 

JONATHAN 

Now it came to pass after the death of Saul, 
when David was returned from the slaughter of the 
Amalekites, and David had abode two days in 
Ziklag; (2) It came even to pass ou the third day, that, 
behold, a man came out of the camp from Saul with 
his clothes rent, and earth upon his head: and so it 
was, when he came to David, that he fell to the earth, 
and did obeisance* (3) And David said unto him, 
From whence comest thou? And he said unto him, 
Out of the camp of Israel am I escaped* (4) And 
David said unto him, How went the matter? I pray 
thee, tell me. And he answered, That the people are 
fled from the battle, and many of the people also are 
fallen and dead; and Saul and Jonathan his son are 
dead also. 

(5) And David said unto the young man that 
told him, How knowest thou that Saul and Jonathan 
his son be dead? (6) And the young man that told 
him said, As I happened by chance upon mount 
Qilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon bis spear; and, lo, 
the chariots and horsemen followed hard after him* 
(7) And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and 
called unto me* And I answered. Here am I, (8) 
And he said unto me, Who art thou? And I answered 
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him, I am an Amalekite. (9) He aaid imto me egain^ 
Stand, I pray thee, upon me, and alay me: for 
anguish is come upon me, beoauae my life is yet 
whole in me. (10) So J stood upon him, and slew 
him, because I was sure that he could not live after 
that he was fallen: and I took the crown that was 
upon his head, and the bracelet that was on his arm, 
and have brought them hither unto my lord. 

(11) Then David took hold on bis dothes, and 
rent them; and likewise all the men that were with 
him: (12) And they mourned, and wept, and fasted 
until even, for Saul, and for Jonathan his son, and 
for the people of the Lord, and for the house of 
Israel; because they were fallen by the sword, 

(13) And David said unto the young man that 
told him, Whence art thou? And he answered, I am 
the son of a stranger, an Amalekite. (14) And David 
said unto him, How wast thou not afraid to stretch 
forth thine hand to destroy the Lord's anointed? (15) 
And David called one of the young men, and said, Go 
near, and fall upon him. And he smote him that he 
died. (16) And David said unto him, Thy blood be 
upon thy head; for thy mouth hath testihed against 
thee, saying, I have slain the Lord’s anointed. 

(17) And David lamented with this lamentation 
over Saul and over Jonathan his son: (IS) Also he 
bade them teach the children of Judah the use of the 
bow: behold, it is written in the book of Jaeher. 

(19) The beauty of Israel is slain upon thy high 
places: how ore the mighty fallen I 

(20) Tell it not in Gath, publish It not in the 
streets of Askelon; lest the daughters of the Philistines 
rejoice, lest the daughters of the uncircumcised 
triumph. 

15 
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(21) Ye moutitaiaB of Gilboa, let there bo no dew, 
neither let there be rain, upon you, nor fields of offer¬ 
ings : for there the shield of the mighty is vilely cast 
away, the shield of Saul, as though he had not been 

' anointed with oil, 

(22) From the blood of the slain, from the fat of 
the mighty, the bow of Jonathan turned not back, 
and the sword of Saul returned not empty, 

(23) Saul and Jonathan were lovely and pleasant 
in their lives, and in their death they were not 
divided : they were swifter than eagles, they were 
stronger than lions. 

(24) Ye daughters of Israel, weep over Saul, who 
clothed you in scarlet, with other delights, who put 
on ornaments of gold upon your apparel, 

(25) How are the mighty fallen in the midst of 
the battle! O Jonathan, thou wast slam in thine high 
places. 

(26) I am distressed for thee, my brother Jona^ 
than: very pleasant hast thou been unto me: thy 
love to me was wonderful, passing the love of 
women, 

(27) How are the mighty fallen, and the 
weapons of war perished!

AN INSTANCE OF SOLOMON’S JUDICIAL 

WISDOM 

(5) la Gibeon the Lord appeared to Solomon in ITT- 5'flS. 
a dream by night: and God aaidi Aek what I shall 
give thee, (6) And Solomon aaid, Thou hast shewed 
unto thy servant David my father great mercy, ac¬ 
cording as ho walked before thee in truth, and in 
righteousness, and in uprightness of heart with thee; 
and thou hast kept for him this great kindness, that 
thou hast given him a son to sit on his throne, as it 
is this day* (7) And now, 0 Lord my God, thou hast 
made thy servant king instead of David my father: 
and I am but a little child: I know not how to go out 
■or come in, (8) And thy servant is in the midst of thy 
people which thou hast chosen, a great people, that 
cannot be numbered nor counted for multitude- (9) 

Give therefore thy servant an understanding heart to 
judge thy people, that T may discern betTveen good 
and bad: for who is able to judge this thy so great a 
people? (10) And the speech pleased the Lord, that 
Solomon had asked this thing. (II) And God said 
unto him, Because thou hast asked this thing, and 
hast not asked for thyself long life; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked the life 
of thine enemies; but hast asked for thyself under¬ 
standing to discern judgment; (12) Behold, I have 
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done according to thy words: lo^ I have given thee & 
wise and an understanding heart; so that there was 
non© like thee before thee, neither after the© shall 
any arise like unto thee. (13) And I have also given 
thee that which thou hast not asked, both riches, and 
honour: so that there shall not be any among the 
kings like unto thee all thy days* (14) And if thou 
wilt walk in roy ways, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as thy father David did walk, then I 
will lengthen thy days. (15) And Solomon awoke; and, 
behold, it was a dream* 

And he came to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, and offered up 
burnt offerings, and offered peace offerings, and 
made a feast to all his servants* (16) Then came there 
two women, that were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. (17) And the one woman said, O 
my lord, I and this woman dwell in one house; and 
I was delivered of a child with her in the house. (18) 
And it came to pass the third day after that I was 
delivered, that this woman was delivered also: and 
we were together; there was no stranger with us in 
the house, save we two in the house. (19) And this 
womanchild died in the night; because she overlaid 
it. (20) And she arose at midnight, and took my son 
from beside me, while thine handmaid slept, and laid 
it in her bosom, and laid her dead child in my bosom* 
(21) and when I rose in the morning to give my child 
suck, behold, it was dead: but when I had considered 
it in the morning, behold, it was not my son, which I 
did bear* (22) And the other woman said, Nay; but 
th© living is my son, and the dead is thy son. And 
this said, No; but the dead is thy son, and the living 
is my son. Thus they spake before the king. 
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(23) Then said the king, The one snith, This is 
my son that liveth, and thy son is the dead: and the 
other saith, Nay; but thy son is the dead, and my 
son is the living. (24) And the king said, Bring me 
a sword* And they brought a sword before the king. 
(25) And the king said, Divide the living child in two, 
and give half to the one and half to the other* (26) 
Then spake the woman whose the living child was 
unto the king, for her bowels yearned upon her son, 
and she said, 0 my lord, give her the living child, and 
in no wise slay it. But the other said, Let it be 
neither mine nor thine, hut divide it. (27) Then the 
king answered and said, Give her the living child, and 
in no wise slay it: she is the mother thereof, (28) 
And all Israel heard of the judgment which the king 
had judged; and they feared the king: for they saw 
that the wisdom of God was in him, to do judgment.

THE QUEEN OE SHEBA 

X. 1 13, And when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame 
of Solomon conceniing the name of the Lord, aho 
came to prove him with hard questions, (2) And she 
came to Jerusalem with a very great train^ with camels 
that bare epieea, and very much gold, and precious 
stones: and when she was come to Solomon, she 
communed with him of all that was in her heart, (3)' 
And Solomon told her all her questions: there was 
not any thing hid from the king, which he told her 
not. (4) And when the queen of Sheba had seen all; 
Solomon’s wisdom, and the house that he had built, 
(5) And the meat of his table, and the sitting of his- 
servants, and the attendance of hie ministers, and 
their apparel, and his cupbearers^ and his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house of the Lord; there 
was no more spirit in her, (6) And she said to the 
king. It was a true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy acts and of thy wisdom.

thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame which 
I heard* (8) Happy are thy men, happy are these thy 
servants, which stand continuaHy before thee, and 
that hear thy wisdom* (9) Blessed be the Lord thy 
God, which delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: because the Lord loved Israel for 
ever, therefore made he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice* 

(10) And she gave the king an hundred and 
twenty talents of gold, and of spices very great store,

and precious stooeB: there came no more such abun* 
dance ot spices as these which the queen of Sheba 
gave to king Solomon. (11) And the navy also of 
Hiram, that brought gold from Ophir, brought in 
from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, and precious 
atones, (12) And the king made of the aimug trees 
pillars for the house of the Lord, and for the king's 
house, harps also and psalteries for singers: there 
came no such almug trees, nor were seen unto this 
day, (13) And king Solomon gave unto the queen 
of Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside 
that which Solomon gave her of his royal bounty.

(2) And it 
came to pass, when Jeroboam the eon of Nebat, who 
was yet in Egypt, heard of it, (for he was fled from 
the presence of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt 
in Egypt;) (8) That they sent and called him* And 
Jeroboam and all the congregation of Israel came, 
and spake unto Rehoboam, saying, (4) Thy father 
mad© OUT yoke grieTOue: now therefore make thou 
the grievous service of thy father, and his heavy 
yoke which he put upon us, lighter, and we will serve 
thee. (6) And he said unto them, Depart yet for 
three days, then come again to me. 

And the people departed. (6) And king Rehoboam 
consulted with the old men* that stood before Solomon 
hiB father while he yet lived* and said. How do ye 
advise that I may answer this people? (7) And they 
spake unto him, saying, If thou wilt be a servant unto 
this people this day, and wUt serve them, and 
answer them, and speak good words to them, then 
they will be thy Bervants for ever.

us lighter? (10] And the young men that were grown 
up with him spake unto him, saying, Thus shalt thou

speak unto this people that spake unto thee, sayrng^ 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, but make thou it 
lighter unto us; thus shalt thou say unto them, My 
little finger shall bo thicker than my father's loins* 
(11) And now whereas my father did lade you with a 
heavy yoke, I will add to your yoke: my father hath 
chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions, 

(12) 8o Jeroboam and all the people came to 
Behoboam the third day, as the king had appointed, 
saying, Come to me again the third day* (13) And 
the king answered the people roughly, and forsook the 
old men's counsel that they gave him; (14) And 
spake to them after the counsel of the young men, 
saying, My father made your yoke heavy, and I will 
add to your yoke: my father also chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with Bcorpions* (IS), 
Wherefore the king hearkened not unto the people; 
for the cause was from the Lord, that he might per¬ 
form his saying, which the Lord spake by Ahijah the 
Bhilonite unto Jeroboam the son of Nebat* (16) So 
when all Israel saw that the king hearkened not unto 
them, the people answered the king, saying, What 
portion have we in David? neither have we inherit¬ 
ance in the son of Jesse: to your tents, 0 Israel: now 
eee to thine own house, David. So Israel departed 
unto their tents. (17) But.as for the children of 
Israel which dwelt in the cities of Judah, Behoboam 
reigned over them* (18) Then king Behoboam sent 
Adoram, who was over the tribute; and all Israel 
atoned him with stones, that he died* Therefore king 
Behoboam made speed to get him up to his chariot, 
to fiee to Jerusalem* (19) So Israel rebelled against 
the house of David unto this day* 
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(20) And it came to pass, when all Israel beard 
that Jeroboam was come again^ that they sent and 
called him unto the congregation, and made him king 
over all Israel: there was none that followed the 
house of David, but the tribe of Judah only. (21) 
And when Hehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he 
aasembled all the house of Judah, with the tribe of 
Benjamin, an hundred and fourscore thousand 
chosen men, which were warriors, to fight against 
the house of Israel, to bring the kingdom again to 
Eehoboam the eon of Solomon. (22) But the word of 
God oame unto Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

(23) Speak unto Rehoboam, the son of Solomon, king 
of Judah,.and unto all the house of Judah and 
Benjamin, and to the remnant of the people, saying, 

(24) Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not go up, nor fight 
against your brethren the children of Israel: return 
every man to his house; for this thing is from me. 
They hearkened therefore to the word of the Lord, 
and returned to depart, according to the word of the 
Lord. 
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ELIJAH AND THE WIDOW^S SON 

And Elijah the Tishbite, who was of the iuhabi- XVU. 
taats of Gilead^ said unto Ahab, As the Lord God of 
Israel liveth, before whom I stand, there shall not be 
dew nor rain these years, but according to my word- 

(2) And the word of the Lord came unto him, aayinf?, 

(3) Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and 
hide thyself by the brook Cherith, that ia before 
Jordan. (4) And it shall be, that thou shalt drinh of 
the brook; and I have commanded the ravens to feed 
thee there. (5) So he went and did according unto 
the word of the Lord: for he went and dwelt by the 
brook Cberithj that is before Jordon. (G) And the 
ravens brought him breod and flesh in the morning, 
and bread and flesh in the evening; and he drank of 
the brook. 

(7) And it came to pass after a while, that tlie 
bn>ok dried up, because there had been no vain In the 
land. (8) And the word of the Lord came unto him, 
saying, (9) Arise, get thee to Zarephath, which be* 
longcth to Zidon, and dwell there: behold, 1 had 
commanded a widow woman there to sustain thee. 

(10) So he arose and went to Zarephath. And when 
he came to the gate of the city, behold, the widow 
woman was there gathering of sticks: and he called 
to her, and said, Ketch me, I pray thee, a little water 
in a vessel, that I may drink. (11) And os she was 
going to fetch it, he called to her, and said. Bring 
me, I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. (12) 

And she said. As the Lord th? Qoiiiveth, I have not 
a cake, but an handful of meal in a barrel, and a 
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little oil in a cruse: and, behold, I am gathering two 
sticks, that I may go in and dress it for me and my 
son, that we may eat it, and die. (13) And Elijah 
said unto her, Fear not; go and do as thou hast said: 
but make me thereof a little cake first, and bring it 
unto me, and after make for thee and for thy son, 
(14) For thus aaith the Lord God of Israel, The barrel 
of meal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil 
fail* until the day that the Lord eendeth rain upon 
the earth. (15) And she went and did according to 
the saying of Elijah: and she, and he, and her house, 
did eat many days. (16) And the barrel of meal 
wasted not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, according 
to the word of the Lord, which he spake by Elijah. 

(17) And it came to pass after these things, that 
the son of the woman* the mistress of the house* fell 
sick; and his sickness was so sore* that there was no 
breath left in him. (18) And she said unto Elijah* 
What have I to do with thee, 0 thou man of God? 
art thou come unto me to call my sin to re¬ 
membrance, and to slay my eon? (19) And he said un¬ 
to her, Give me thy eon. And he took him out of 
her bosom, and carried him up into a loft, where he 
abode, and laid him upon hia own bed. (20) And he 
cried unto the Lord, and said, O Lord my God, bast 
thou also brought evil upon the widow with whom I 
sojourn, by slaying her son? (21) And he stretched 
himseir upon the child three times, and cried unto the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord my Ood* I pray thee, let this 
child's eoul come into him again. (22) And the Lord 
heard the voice of Elijah; and the eoul of the child 
came into him again, and he revived, (23) And Elijah 
took the child, and brought him down out of the 
chamber into the house, and delivered him unto his 
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mother: and Elijah Baid, See, thy son Hveth. (24) 
And the woman said to Elijah, Now by this I know 
that thou art a man of God, and that the word of the 
Lord in thy mouth is truth. 
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ELIJAH AND THE PBOPHETS OF BAAL 

XVlii. Hfi. And it caiDB to paes alt^r many days, that the 
word of the Lord came to Elijah in the third ye^ir, 
saying, Go, shew thy sell unto Ahab; and I will Bend 
rain upon the earth. (2) And Elijah went to shew 
himself unto Ahab. And there was a sore famine in 
Snmaria. 

(3) And Ahab called Obadiah which was the 
governor of his house, (Now Obadiah feared the 
Lord greatly: (4) For it was so, when Jezebel cut off 
the prophets of the I-ord, that Obadiah took an 
hundred prophets; and hid them by fifty in a cave, 
and fed them with bread and water.) (5) And Ahab 
said unto Obadiah, Go into the land, onto all foun¬ 
tains of watef, and unto all brooks: peradventure we 
may find grass to save the horses and mules alive, 
that we lose not all the beasts, (6) So they divided 
the land between them to pass throughout it: Ahab 
went one way by himself, and Obadiah went another 
way by himaeif, 

(7) And as Obadiah was in the way, behold, 
Elijah met him: and he knew him, and fell on his 
face, and said, Art thou that my lord Elijah? (8) 
And he answered him, lam: go, tell thy lord, Behold, 
Elijah is here< (9) And be said. What have I 
sinned, that thou wouldest deliver thy eervant into 
the hand of Ahab, to sky me? (10) As the Lord thy 
God liveth, there is no nation or kingdom, whither 
my lord hath not sent to seek thea; and when they 
aaid, He is not there; he took m oath of the 
kingdom and nation, that they found thee not. 
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(11) And now thou sayeat, Go, tell thy lord* Behold, 
Elijah is here, (12) And it shall oome to pass, as eoon 
as I am gone from thee, that the Spirit of the Lord 
shall carry thee whither I know not; and so when 1 
K!ome and tell Ahab, and he cannot find thee, he shall 
slay me: but I thy servant fear the Lord from my 
youth. (13) Was it not told my lord what I did when 
Jezebel slew the prophets of the Lord^ how I hid an 
hundred men of the Lord's prophets by fifty in a cave, 
and fed them with bread and water? (14) And now 
thou sayest, Go, tell thy lord, behold, Elijah is 
here; and he shall slay me, (15) And Elijah said, 
As the Lord of hosts liveth, before whom I stand. J 
will surely shew myself unto him to day. 

(16) So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and told 
him: and Ahab went to meet Elijah, (17) And it 
came to pass, when Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said 
unto him, Art thou he that troubleth Israel? (18) And 
he answered, I have not troubled Terael; but thou, 
and thy father's house, in that ye have forsaken the 
commandments of the Lord, and thou hast followed 
Baalim. (19) Now therefore send, and gather to me 
all Israel unto mount Carmel, and the prophets of 
Baal four hundred and fifty, and the prophets of the 
groves four hundred, which eat at Jezebel's table, 

(20) So Ahab sent unto all the children of Israel, 
and gathered the prophets together unto mount 
Carmel. (21) And Elijah came unto all the people, 
and said, How long halt ye between two opinions? 
if the Lord be God, follow him: but ii Baal, then foL 
low him. And the people answered him not a word. 
(22) Then said Elijah unto the people, T, even T only, 
remain a prophet of the Lord; but Baal's prophets 
are four hundred and fifty men- ' (23) Let them 
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therefore give us two bullocks; and let them choose 
one bullock for themselveB, md out it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under: and I will 
dress the other bullock, and lay it on wood, and put 
no fire under: (24) And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of the Lord: and 
the God that answereth by fire, let him be God* And 
aU the people answered and said, It is well spoken. 
(25) And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, 
Choose you one bullock for yourselves, and dress it 
first; for ye are many; and call on the name of your 
gods, but put no fire under, (26) And they took the 
bullock which was given them, and they dressed it, 
and called on the name of Baal from morning even 
until noon, saying, O Baal, hear us. But there was 
no voice, nor any that answered* And they leaped 
upon the altar which was made* (27) And it came to 
pass at noon, that Elijah mocked them, and said, Cry 
aloud: for he is a god; either he is talking, or he is 
pursuing, or he is in a journey^ or peradventure he 
eleepeth, and must be awaked. (28) And they 
cried aloud, and cut themselves after their manner 
with knives and lances, till the blood gushed out 
upon them. (29) And it came to pass, when midday 
was passed, and they prophesied until the time of 
the offering of the evening sacrifice, that there 
was neither voice, nor any to answer, nor any that 
regarded, 

(80) And Elijah said unto all the people, Come 
near unto me* And all the people came near unta 
him. And he repaired the altar of the Lord that was 
broken down* (31) And Elijah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes of the sons of 
Jacob, unto whom the word of the Lord came, say- 
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ing, Israel shall be thy rtame^ (32) And with the 
stones he built an altar in the name of the Lord: and 
he made a trench about the altar, as great as would 
contain two measures of seed. (38) And he put the 
w'ood in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid 
him on the wood, and said, h’ill four barrels with 
water, and pour it on the burnt Bacrifice^ and on the 
wood, (84) And he said. Do it the second time. And 
they did it the second time. And he said, Do it the 
tliird time. And they did it the third time. (35) And 
the water ran round about the altur; and ho filled 
the trench also with water. (30) And it came to pass 
at the time of the offering of the evening sacrifice, 
that Elijah the prophet came near^ and said, Liord 
Clod of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Jarael, and that I am 
thy servant, and that I have done all these things 
at thy word. (87) Hear me* 0 Lord, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art the Lord God* 
and tliiji tliou hast tunied their heart back again, (86) 
Then the fire of the Lord fell, and consumed the 
burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and the stones, and the 
dust, and licked up the water that was in the trench. 

(36) And when all the people saw it, they fell on 
tlioir faces: and they said, The Lord, he is the God; 
the Lord, he is the God. (40) And Elijah said unto 
them. Take the prophets of Dual; let not one of them 
escape. And they took them: and Elijah brought 
them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them 
there. (41) And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get thee up, 
eat and drink; for there is a sound of abundance of 
rain, (42) So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. And 
Elijah went up to the top of Carmel; and he cast 
himself down upon the earth, and put bis face be-

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tween his knees, (43) And said to his servant, Go tip 
notv, look toward the eea. And be went up, and 
looked* and said, There is nothing* And he aaidi Go 
again seven times* (44) And it came to pass at the 
seventh time, that he said. Behold, there ariseth a 
little cloud out of the sea, like a man*6 hand. And 
he said, Go up, say unto Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, 
and get thee down, that the rain atop thee not* (45) 
And it came to pass in the mean while, that the 
heaven was black with clouds and wind, and there' 
was a great rain- And Ahab rode, and-went to Jezreel. 
(46) And the hand of the Lord was on Elijah; and he 
girded up his loins, and ran before Ahab to the en¬ 
trance of Jezreel.

And Ahab told Jezebel al) that Elijah had done, XIX. 1-21. 
and withal how he had slain all the prophets with 
the sword, (2) Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah, saying, So let the gods do to me, and more 
also, if I make not thy life as the life of one of them 
by to morrow about this time. (3) And when he saw 
that, he arose, and went for his life, and came to 
Beer-sheba, which belongeth to Judah, and left hie 
servant there, (4) But he himself went a day's 
journey into the wilderness, and came and eat down 
under a juniper tree: and he requested for himeeU 
that he might die; and said, It is enough; now, 0 
Lord, take away my life; for I am not better than my 
fathers. (5) And as he lay and slept under a juniper 
tree, behold, then an angel touched him, and said 
unto him, Arise and eat. (6) And he looked, and, be¬ 
hold, there was a cake baken on the coals, and a cruse 
of water at hie head. And he did eat and drink, 
and laid him down again, (7) And the angel 
of the Lord came again the second time, and touched 
him, and said, Arise and eat; because the journey is 
too great for thee. (8) And he aroee, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that meat forty 
days and forty nights unto Horeb the mount of God. 

(9} And he came thither unto a cave, and lodged 
there; and, behold, the word of the Lord came to 
him, and he said unto him, What doest thou here, 

Elijah ? (10) And he said, I have been very jealous for 
the Lord God of hosts: for the children of Israel have 
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forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, 
and slain thy prophets with the sword; and I, even I 
only, am left; and they seek my life, to take it away* 
(11) And he ^aid, Go forth, and stand upon the 
mount before the Lord, And, behold, the Lord 
passed by, and a great and strong wiuA rent the 
mountainsj and brake in pieces the rocks before the 
Lord; but the Lord was not in the wind: and after 
the wind an earthquake; but the Lord was not 
in the earthquake: (12) And after the earth¬ 
quake a fire; but the Lord was not in the fire: and 
after the fire a still small voice. (13) And ft was so, 
when Elijah heard it* that he wrapped his face in 
his mantle* and went out, and stood in the enter¬ 
ing in of the cave* And, behold* there came a voice 
unto him,^and said, What doest thou here, Elijah? 
(14) And he said, I have been very jealous for the 
Lord God of hosts: because the children of Israel 
have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine 
altars, and slain thy prophets with the sword; and I, 
even I only, am left; and they seek my life, to take 
it away* (15) And the Lord said unto him. Go, re¬ 
turn on thy way to the wilderness of Damascus: and 
when thou comest, anoint Hazael to be king over 
Syria; (16) And Jehu the son of Nimsht shalt thou 
anoint to be king ovt^r Israel: and Elisha the son of 
Shaphat of Abclmohola sliaJt ihou anoint to be pro¬ 
phet in thy room. (17) And it shall come to pass, 
that him that oscapeth the sword of Hazael shall Jehu 
slay: and liim that eacapeth from the sword of Jehu 
shall Elisha slay* (18) Yet I have left me seven 
thousand in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowled unto Baal, and every mouth which hath not 
kissed him. 
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(19) So be departed thence, and found Elisha the 
eon of Sbaphat, who was plowing with twelve yoke 
of oxen before him* and he with the twelfth: and 
Elijah passed by hint, and cast his mantle upon him. 
(20) And he left the oxen, and ran after Elijah, and 
said, Let me, I pray thee, kisB my father and my 
mother, and tlien I will follow thee. And he eaid 
unto him, Go back again: for what have I done to 
thee? (21) And he returned back from him, and 
took a yoke of oxen, and slew them, and boiled their 
flesh with the instruments of the oxen, and^ gave un¬ 
to the people, and they did eat. ^rhon he arose, and 
went after Elijah, and ministered unto him. 
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NABOTH^S VINBYARD 

-23. And it came to pass after tlieae things, that 
Naboth the Jezreelite had a vineyard, which was in 
Jezreel, hard by the palace of Ahab king of Samaria, 
(2) And Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, Give me 
thy vineyairdj that I may have it for a garden of 
herbs, because it ia near unto my houae: and I will 
give thee for it a better vineyard than it; or, if it 
seem good to thee, I will give thee the worth of it in 
money. (3) And Naboth said to Ahab, The Lord for¬ 
bid it me, that I should give the inheritance of my 
fathers unto thee. (4) And Ahab came into his 
house heavy and diapleased because of the word 
which Naboth the Jezreelite had spoken to him; for 
he had eaid, I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And he laid him down upon his bed, and 
turned away his face, and would eat no bread. (5) 
But Jezebel his wife came to him, and said unto 
him, Why is thy spirit so sad, that thou eateet no 
bread? (6) And he said unto her, Because I spake 
unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto him, Give 
me thy vineyard for money; or else, if it please thee, 

I will give thee another vineyard for it: and he 
answered, I will not give thee my vineyard. (7) And 
Jezebel his wife said unto him, Last thou now govern 
the kingdom of Israel? arise, and eat bread, and let 
thine heart be merry i I will give thee the vineyard of 
Kabath the Jezreelite. 

(6) So she wrote letters in Ahab's name, and 
sealed them with his seal, and sent the letters unto 
the elders and to the nobles that were in his city» 
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dwelling with Naboth, (9) And she wrote in the 
letters, saying* Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth on 
high among the people : (10) And set two men, sons 
of Belial, before him, to bear witness against him, 
saying, Thou didst blaspheme God and the king. And 
then carry him out, and stone him, that he may die. 
(11) And the men of his city, even the elders and the 
nobles who were the inhabitants in his city* did as 
Jezebel had scat unto them, and as it was written in 
the letters which she had sent unto them. (12) They 
proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth on high among the 
people* (13) And there came in two men, children of 
Belial* and sat before him: and the men of Belial 
witnessed against him, even against Naboth, in the 
presence of the people, saying, Naboth did bias* 
pheme Qod and the king. Then they carried him 
forth out of the city, and stoned him with stones, 
that he died. (14) Then they sent to Jezebel, say¬ 
ing, Naboth is stoned, and is dead. (15) And it came 
to pass* when Jezebel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, take 
possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for money: for Naboth 
is not alive, but dead. 

(16) And it came to pass, when Ahab heard that 
Naboth was dead, that Ahab rose up to go down to 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to take posses* 
sion of it. (17) And the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah the Tishbite* saying* (18) Arise* go down to 
meet Ahab king of Israel* which is in Samaria: be¬ 
hold, he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he is 
gone down to possess it. (19) And thou shalt speak 
unto him, saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou 
billed, and also taken possession ?*And thou shalt speak 
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unto him, saymg, Thus saith the Lord, In the place 
where dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs lick 
fchy blood, even thine. 

(20} And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou found 
me, O mine enemy? And he answered, I have found 
tiiee: because thou hast sold thyself to work evil in 
the sight of the Lord. (21) Behold, I will bring evil 
upon thee, and will take away thy posterity, and will 
cut o£E from Ahab him that plsseth against the wall, 
and him that is shut up and left in Israel, (22) Ami 
will make thine house like the house of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, and like the house of Baaaha the eon 
of Ahijtth, for the provocation wherewith thou hast 
provoked me to anger, and made Israel to sin. (23) 
And of Jezebel also spake the Lord, aaying, The dogs 
shall eat Jezebel by the wail of Jezrcel. (24) Him 
that dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs si)all eat; and 
him that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air 
aat. (25) But there was nunc like unto Ahab, which 
did sell himself to w^ork wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord, whom Jezebel his wife stirred up. (26) And he 
did very abominably in following idols, according to 
all things as did the Amorites, whom the Lord cast 
out before the children of Israel. (27) And it came to 
pass, when Ahab heard those words, that he rent hia 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, 
and lay in sackcloth, and went softly. (28) And the 
word of the Lord came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 
(29) Soost thou how Ahab humbleth himself before 
me? because he humbleth himself before me, I will 
not bring tbo evil in his days: but in bis son's days 
will I bring the evil upon his house.

DEATH OF AHAB 

And tho-v cuntitiucd three vears without war X3Jn. 1-iO. 
between Syritt find Israel. (2) Aod it came to pass 
in the third year, that Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
cume down to the king of Israel. (3) And the king 
of Israel said unto his servants, Know ye that Ramoth 
in Gilead is ours, and we be still, and take it not out 
ot the hand of the king of Syria? (4) And he said 
unto Jehoeliaphat, Wilt thou go with me to battle id 
jlamoth-gilcad? And Jehoshaphat said to the king of 
Israel, I am us thou art, my people as thy people, my 
horses as thy horses, (a) And Jehoshaphat said unto 
the king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, at the word of 
the Lord to day. (6) Then tlic king oi Israel gathered 
the prophets together, about four hundred men, and 
said unto them, Shall I go against Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall I forbear? And they said, Go up; for 
the Lord shall deliver it into the hand of the king, (7) 

And Jehoshaphat said, Is there not here a prophet of 
the Lord besides, that we might inquire of him? (8) 

And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, There 
is yet one man, Micaiah the sou of Imlah, by whom 
wc may inquire of the Lord: but I hate him; for he 
-doth not prophesy good eoneeming me, but evil. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king say so. (9) Then 
the king of Israel called an officer, and eaid, Hasten 
hither Micaioh the son of Imlah. 

(10) And the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah sat each on his throne; having put on 
their robes, in s void place in the entrance of the gate 
jf Samaria; aud all the prophets prophesied before 
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them. (11) And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah made 
him horns of iron: and he said, Thua ealth the Lord,, 
With these sbalt thou push the Syrians, until thou 
have consumed.them, (12) And all the prophets pro¬ 
phesied 30, saying, Go up to Eamotb-gilead, and 
prosper r for the Lord shall deliver it into the king's 
hand. 

(13) And the messenger that was gone to call 
Micaiab spake unto him, saying, Behold now, the 
words of the prophets declare good unto the king with 
one mouth r let thy word, I pray thee, be like tb© 
Vord of one of them, and speak that which is good. 
(14) And Micfliah said, As the lord liveth, what the 
Lord saith unto me, that will I speak. (15) So he 
came to the king. And the king said unto him, 
Micaiah, shall we go against Eamoth-gilead to battle, 
or shall we forbear? And ho answered him, Go, and 
prosper: for the Lord shall deliver it into the hand 
of the king. (16) And the king said unto him, How 
many times shall 1 adjure thee that thou tell me no¬ 
thing but that which is true in the name of the Lord ? 
(17) And he said, T savr all Israel scattered upon the 
Kills, as sheep that have not a shepherd: and the 
Lord said, These have no master; let them return 
every man to hie house in peace. (18) And the king 
of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee 
that he would prophesy no good concerning me, but 
evil? 

(19) Aod be said. Hear tbou therefore the 
word of the Lord: I saw the Lord sitting on his 
throne, and all the host of heaven standing by him on 
bia right hand and on his left. (20) And the Lord 
said, Who shall persuade Ahab, that he may go up and 
fall at Ramoth-gilead? And one said on this manner. 


i 
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and another said on that manner, (21) And there 
cam© forth a spirit, and stood before the Lord, and 
said, 1 will persuade him. (22) And the Lord said unto 
him, Wherewith? And he said, I will go forth, and I 
will be a lying spirit in the mouth of all his prophets. 
And he said, Thou shalt persuade him, and prevail 
also: go forth, and do so. (23) Now there, behold, the 
Lord hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of all these 
thy prophets, and the Lord hath spoken evil concern^ 
log thee, 

(24) But Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah went 
near, and smote Micaiah on the cheek, and said, 
Which way went the Spirit of the Lord from me to 
speak unto thee? (25) And Micaiah said, Behold, 
thou shalt see in that day, when thou shalt go into an 
inner chamber to hide thyself. (26) And the king of 
Israel said, Take Micaiah, and carry him back unto 
Amon the governor of the city, and to Joash the 
king's son; (27) And say, Thus saith the king, Put thia 
fellow in the prison, and feed him with bread of 
affliction and with water of afiliction, until I come in 
peace. (28) And Micaiah said. If thou return at all 
in peace, the Lord hath not spoken by me. And he 
said. Hearken, O people, every one of you. 

(29) So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah went up to Ramoth-gilead. (30) 
And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, I will 
disguise myself, and enter into the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. And the king of Israel disguised 
himself, and went into the battle. (31) But tha king 
of Syria commanded hie thirty and two captains that 
had rule over his chariots, saying, Fight neither with 
small nor great, save only with the king of Israel. (32) 
And it came to pass, when the captains of the 
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olifiriotB Baw Jehosliaphatt that they said, Surely it is 
the king of Israel, And they turned aside to hght 
iigaiDst him : and Jeboshaphat cried out* (33) And it 
came to pass, when the captaias of the chariots per^ 
ceivecl that it was not the king of Israel, that they 
turned back from pursuing him, 

(34) And a certain man drew a bow at u venture 
and smote the king of Israel between the jointa of the 
harness: wherefore ho said unto the driver of his 
chariot, Turn thine hand, and carry me out of the 
host; for I am wounded* (35) And the battle increased 
that day: and the king was stayed up in his chariot 
against the Syrians, and died at even; and the blood 
ran out of the wound into the midst of the chariot. 

(36) And there went a proclamation throughout the 
host about the going down of the aun, saying, Every 
man to his city, and every man to his own country. 

(37) So the king died, and was brought to Samaria; 
and they buried the king in Samaria. (38) And one 
washed the chariot in the pool of Samaria; and the 
dogs licked up his blood; and they %vashed his 
nmiour; according unto the word of the Lord which 
he spake. 

(39) Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, and all 
that he did, and the ivory house which he made, and 
all the cities that he built, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? (40) So 
Ahab slept with his fathers and Ahaziah his son 
reigned in bis stead. 
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ASCENT OF ELIJAH TO HEAVEN 

And it came to pa&s, when the Lord would take l*®, 
up Elijah into heaven by a whirlwind, that Elijah 
wont with Elisba from GiJgal. (2) And Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord hath sent 
me to Both-ol. And Elisha said unto him, As the 
Lord livoUi, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
the^ So they went down to Bcth-el (3) And the 
sons of the prophets that were at Beth^el came forth 
to Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Tjord will tal?e awav thv master from thv head to day? 

And he said, Yea, I know It; hold ye your peace, 

(4) And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, tarry here, I 
pray thee; for the Lord hath scut me to Jericho, Aod 
he said, As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
li^eth, I will not leave thee, So they came to Jericho. 

(5) And the sons of the prophets that were at Jericho 
earue to Eligha, and said unto him, Knoweet thou 
that the Lord will take away thy master from tty 
head to day? And he answered, Yea, I know it; hold 
ye your peace, (C) And Elijah said unto him, Tarry, 

I pray thee, here; for the Lord hath sent me to 
Jordan, And he said, As the Lord liveth, and as 
thy eoul Hveth, I will not leave thee. And they two 
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went on. (7) And fifty men of the song of the 
prophets went, and stood to view afar and they 
two stood by Jordan. (8) And Elijah took his mantle, 
and wrapped it together, and smote the waters, and 
they were divided hither and thither, so that they two 
went over on dry ground. 

(9) And it came to pass, when they were gone 
over, that Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask what I shall 
do for thee, before I be taken away from thee. And 
Elisha said, I pray thee, let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me. (10) And he said. Thou hast 
asked a hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when 
I am taken from thee, it shall be so unto thee; but if 
not, it shall not be so. (11) And it came to pass, aa 
they still went on, and talked, that, behold, there 
appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fire, and 
parted them both asunder; and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaven. (12) And Eiieha saw it* and 
be cried, My father, my father, the chariot of Israel, 
and the horsemen thereof. And he saw him no 
more: and he took hold of his own clothes, and rent 
them in two pieces. (13) He took up also the mantle 
of Elijah that fell from him, and went back, and 
stood by the bank of Jordan; (14) And he took the 
mantle of Elijah that fell from him, and emote the 
waters, and said, Where is the Lord God of Elijahf 
and when he also had smitten the waters, they parted 
hither and thither: and Eiieha went over. (15) And 
when the sons of the prophets which were to view at 
Jericho saw him, they said, The spirit of Elijah doth 
rest on Elisha. And they came to meet him, and 
bowed themselves to the ground before him. 

(16) And they said unto him, Behold now, there 
be with thy eervants fifty strong men; let them go, 
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we pray thee^ and seek thy master: lest peradventurc 
the Spirit of the Lord hath taken him up, and cast 
him upon some mountain, or into some valley. And 
he said, Ye shall not send. (17) And when they 
urged him till he was ashamed, he said, Send. They 
sent therefore fifty men; and they sought three days* 
but found him not. (18) And when they came again, 
to him, (for be tarried at Jericho») he said unto them, 
Did I not say unto you, Go not? 

(19) And the men of the city said unto Elisha, 
Behold* I pray thee, the situation of this city is 
pleasant, as my lord seeth: but the water is naught, 
and the ground barren. (20) And he said, Bring me 
a new cruse, and put salt therein. And they brought 
it to him. (21) And he went forth unto the spring 
of the waters, and cast the salt in there, and said, 
Thus saith the Lord, I have healed these waters ; there 
shall not be from thence any more death or barren 
land. (22) So the waters were healed unto this day, 
according to the saying of EHsha which he spake. 

(23) And He went up from thence unto Beth-el: 
and as he was going up by the way, there came forth 
little children out of the city, and mocked him, and 
said unto him, Go up, thou bald head; go up, thou 
bald head. (24) And he turned back, and looked on 
them, and cursed them in the name of the Lord. 
And there came forth two ehe bears out of the wood* 
and tare forty and two children of them. (25) And 
he went from thence to mount Carmel, and from 
thence he returned to Samaria. 
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ELISHA AND THE SHUNAMMITE 

IV* 847* (8) And it fell OQ a day, tbat Eliaba passed to 

Shunem, where was a great woman; and she con¬ 
strained him to eat bread. And go it was, that aa 
oft as ho passed by^ he turned in thither to cat 
bread, (0) And she said unto her husband, Behold 
now, I perceive that this is an holy man of Grid, 
which passeth by ua continually. (ID) Let us innkt? 
a little chamber, I pray thee, on the wall, and kt 
us set for him there a bed, and a table, and n stool, 
and t\ candlestick; and it sliall be, when he cometh 
to US, that he shah turn in thither. (11) And it 
foil on u day, that he came thither, and he turned 
into the chamber, and lay there. (12) And ho eaid 
to Gchazj hifi servant, Call this Shunammite, And 
when be had nailed her, ahe stood before him. (13) 
And he said unto him, Say now unto her, Behold, 
thou bast been careful for us with all this care; 
what is to be done for thee? wouldcst thou be spoken 
for to the king, or to the captain of the host? And 
she answered, I dvrell among mine own people. (14) 
And he said, What then is to be done for her? And 
Gehazi answ-iicd, Verily she hath no child, and her 
husband is £j|fL (15) And he said. Call her. And 
when he had called her, ehe stood in the door. 
(16).And he said, About this eeason, according to the? 
time of life, thou shalt embrace a son. And she 
said, Nay^ my Lord, thou man of God, do not lie 
unto thine handmaid. (17) And the woman con- 
j*eived, and bare a son at that season that Elisha had 
Raid unto her, according to the time of life. 
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(18) And when the child was grown^ it fell on 
a dny, that he %vent out to his father to the reapers. 

(19) And he Kaid unto his father, My head^ my head. 
And he said to a lad, Carry him to his mother. 

(20) And when he had taken him, and brought him 
to hi3 mother, he sat on her knees till noon, and 
then died, (21) And she went up, and laid him on 
the bed of the man of God, and shut the door upon 
him, and went out. (22) And she called unto her 
husband, and said, Send me, I pray thee, one of the 
young men, and one of the asses, that I may run to 
the man of God, and come again. (2^) And he aaid, 
Wherefore wilt thou go to him to day? it is neither 
new moon, nor sabbath. And she said, It shall be 
well. (24) Then she saddled an ass, and said to her 
servant, Drive, and go forward; slack not thy riding 
for me, except I bid thee. (25) So she went and 
came unto the man of God to mount CarmeL And 
it came to pass, when the man of God eaw her afar 
off, that he said to Gehazi his servant, Behold, 
yonder ia that Shunammite r (26) Run now, I pray 
thee, to meet her, and say unto her, la it well with 
thee? is it well with thy husband? is it well with 
the (ihild? And she answered, It is well. (27) And 
when ehe came to the man of God to the hill, she 
caught him by the feet: but Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away. And the man of God said, Let 
her alone; for her soul is vexed within her: and the 
Lord hath hid it from me, and hath not told me. 
(23) Then she said, Did I deeire a son of my lord? 
did 1 not say, Do not deceive me? 

(29) Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up thy loins, 
and take my staff in thine hand, and go thy way: 
if thou meet any man, salute him not; and if any

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salute tbee^ answer him not again i and lay my 
upon the face of the child. (30) And the mother of 
the child said, As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee* And he arose, and 
followed her. (31) And Gchazi passed on before 
thorn, and laid the ttaff upon the face of the child; 
but there was neither voice, nor hearing. Wherefore 
he went again to meet him, and told him, saying, 
The child is not awaked. (32) And when Elisha was 
come into the house, behold, the child was dead, and 
laid upon his bed. (33) Ho went in therefore, and 
shut the door upon them twain, and prayed unto the 
Lord. (34) And he went up, and lay upon the child, 
and put his mouth upon his mouth, and his eyes 
upon his eyes, and his hands upon his hands: and he 
stretched himself upon the child; and the flesh of 
the child waied wann. (35) Then he returned, and 
walked in the house to and fro; and went up, and 
stretched himself upon him^ and the child nneezed 
seven times, and the child opened hie eyes, (36) And 
he called Gehazi, and said, Call this Shunammite, 
So he called her* And when she was come in unto 
him, he said, Take up thy son. (37) Then she went 
in, and fell at his feet, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and took up her son, and went out. 
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THE STORY OE NAAMAN 

Now Naamaiit captain of the host of the king of 
Syria, was a great man with his master, and honour- 
able^ because by him the Lord had given deliverance 
unto Syria r he was also a mighty man in valour, 
but he was a leper. (2) And the Syrians had gone 
out by companiee, and had brought away captive out 
of the land of Israel a little maid; and she waited 
on Naaman's wife. (3) And she said unto her miatreas, 
Would God my lord were with the prophet that is 
in Samaria \ for he would recover him of hia leprosy. 
(4) And one went iu, and told his lord, saying, 
Thus and thus said the maid that is of the land of 
[fjraeh 

(5) And the king of Syria said, Go to, go, and 
I will send a letter unto the king of Israel. And he 
departed, and took with him too talents of silver, 
and six thousand piecee of gold, and ten changes of 
raiment, (6) And he brought the letter to the king 
of Israel, saying, Now when this letter ia come unto 
thee, behold, I have therewith sent Naaman my 
servant to thee, that thou mayest recover him of his 
leproay, (7) And it came to pass, when the king of 
Israel had read the letter, that he rent his clothee, 
and said, Am I God, to klQ and to make alive, that 
this man doth send unto me to recover a man of his 
leproay? wherefore consider, I pray you, and see how 
he seeketh a quarrel against me. (6) And it was eo, 
when Elisha the man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent Ms clothes, that he sent to the 
king, saying r Wherefore hast thou* rent thy clothes ? 


V. 1-27. 
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Jet hrm come now to me, and he shall know that there 
is a prophet in Israel. (0) So Naaman came with his 
horses and with hie chariot, and stood at the door of 
the house of Elisha. (10) And Elisha sent a messen¬ 
ger unto him, saying. Go and wash in Jordan seven 
times, and thy flesh shall come again to thee, and 
thou shalt be clean, 

(11) But Naaman was wroth, and went away, 
and said, behold, I thought. He will surely come out 
to mo, and stand, and call on the name of the Lord 
his God, and strike his hand over the place, and 
recover the loper. (12) Are not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than all the waters of 
Israel? may I not w^ash in them, and be clean? So 
he turned and went away in a rage. (13) And his 
servants came near, and spake unto him, and said* 
My father, if the prophet had bid thee do some great 
thing, wouldest thou not have done it? how mutli 
rather then, when be saith to thee. Wash, and be 
clean? (14) Then went he down, and dipped himself 
seven times in Jordan, according to the saying of the 
man of God: and his flesh came again like unto the 
flesh of a little child, and he was cleuu. 

(15) And he returned to the man of God, lie 
and all his company, and came, and stood before 
him: and he said, Behold, now I know^ that there is^ 
no God in all the earth, but in Israel: now^ therefore, 

I pray thee, take a blessing of thy servant. (16) But 
he said, As the Lord liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will receive none* And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused, (17) And Naaman said, Shall there 
not then, I pi&y thee, be given to tby servant two 
mules' b\irdeii of earth? for thy servant will hence¬ 
forth offer neither burnt offering nor sacrifice unto 
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other godsr but imto the Lord. (16) In thi« thing 
tlie Lord pardon tliy eervant, that when my master 
goet'h into the house of Riminon to worship there, 
and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in 
the house of Eimmon: when I bow down myself in 
the house of Rimmon, the Lord pardon thy servant 
in this thing. (19) And he said unto him, Go in 
pence. So he departed from him a little way. 

(20) But Gchaai, the servant of Rlisha the man. 
of God, said, Beliold, my master hath spared Naaman 
this Syrian, in not receiving at his hands that which 
he brought: but, as the Lord liveth, I will run after 
him, and take somewhat of him, (21) So Gehazi 
followed after Naaman, And when Naaman saw 
him running after him, he lighted down from the 
chariot to meet lum, and said, Is all well? (22) And 
he said, All is w^ell. My master hath sent me, 
saying, Behold, even now there be come to me from 
mount Ephrami two young men of the sone: of the 
prophets: give them, I pray thee, a talent of silver, 
and two chsinges of giirments. (2H) And Nnurunn 
said. Be content, take two talents. And he urged 
him, and bound two talents of silver in two bags, 
with two changes of garments, and laid them upon 
two of his servants; and they bare them before him* 
(24) And w^hen he came to the tower^ he took them 
from their hand, and bestowed them in the house: 
and he let the men go, and they departed. (25) But 
he went in, and stood before Lib master. And Elisha 
said unto him, Whence comeat thou, Gehazi? And 
he said, Thy eervant went no whither. (26) And he 
said unto him, Went not mine heart with thee, when 
the man turned again from bis,chariot to meet thee? 
Is it a time to receive money, and to receive 
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garments, and olivejarde, and vineyardsi and gheep, 
and ozen, and menservants, and maidservants? (27) 
The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave unto 
thee, and unto thy eeed for ever. And he vent out 
from his presence a leper as white as snow. 
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THE CALLING OF JEHU 

And Elisha the prophet called one of the IX-1-37* 
children of the prophets, and said unto him, Gird 
up thy loins, and take this box of oil in thine hand^ 
and go to Eamoth-gilead t (2) And when thou comeat 
thither, look out there Jehu the son of Jeboshaphat 
the son of Nlmslii, and go in^ and make him ariae up 
from among his brethren, and carry him to an inner 
chamber; (8) Then take the box of oil, and pour it 
on his head, and say, Thus saith the Lord, I have 
anointed thee king over Israel. Then open the dcsor, 
and flee, and tarry not. 

(4) So the young man, even the young man the 
prophet, went to Bamoth-gilefid- (5) And when he 
came, behold, the captains of the host were sitting; 
and he said, I have an errand to thee, 0 captain. 

And Jehu said, Unto which of all ub? And he said, 

To thee, 0 captain. (6) And he arose, and went into 
the house; and he poured the oil on hie head, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, I have 
anointed thee king over the people of the Lord, even 
over Israel. (7) And thou shalt smite the house of 
Ah ah thy master, that I may avenge the blood of my 
servants the prophets, and the blood of all the ser* 
vants of the Lord, at the hand of Jezebel. (8) For 
the whole house of Ahab shall perish: and I will cut 
off from Ahab him that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in Israel : (9) And 1 

will make, the house of Ahab like the house of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, and like the house of Baasba 
the son of Ahijah: (10) And the dogs shaU eat 
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Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel, and there shall be 
none to bury her. And he opened the door, and 

(11) Then Jehu came forth to the servants of his 
lord: and one said unto him, Is all well? wherefore 
came this mad fellow to thee? And he said unto them, 
Ye know the man, and his communication* (12) And 
they said, It m false ; tell us now* And he said. 
Thus and thus apake he to me, saying, Thus saith the 
Ijord, I have anointed thee king over Israel* (13) 
Then they hasted, and took every man his garment, 
and put it under him on the top of the stairs, and 
blew with trumpets, saying, Jehu is king* (14) So 
John the wqn of Jehoshaphai the son of Nimshi eon- 
spired against Joram. (Now Joram had kept 
Ramoth-gilead, lie and all Israel* because of Haznel 
king of Syria* (15) But king Joram was returned to 
be healed in Jezrecl of the %vouiids which the Syrians 
hafl given hini, when he fought with Hazael king of 
Syria.) And Jehu said, If it be your minds, then 
let none go forth nor escape out of the eity to go to 
tell it in Jezreci, 

(16) So Jehu rode in a chariot, and went io 
Jezrecl ; for Joram lay there. And Ahaziah king of 
Judah was come down to see Joram* (17) And there 
atood a watchman on the tower in Jezreel, and he 
epied the company of Jehu as he came, and said, I 
see a company. And Joram said, Take an horseman, 
and '^end to meet them, and let him say, Is it peace? 

(18) So there went one on horseback to meet him, 
and said, Thus saith the king, Is it peace? And Jehu 
said, What hast thou to do with peace? turn thee 
behind me, And the watchman told, eaying, The 
messenger came to them, but he cometh not again* 

(19) Then he sent out a second on horseback. 
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which came to them^ and said^ Thus saith the king, 
Is it peace? And Jehu answered, What hast thou to 
^do with peace? turn thee behind me? (20) And the 
watchman told, saying. He came even unto them, and 
cometh not again: and the driving is like the driving 
of Jehu the son of Nimshi; for he driveth furiously. 

(21) And Joram said, Make ready. And hia 
chariot wag made ready. And Joram king of Israel 
and Ahftziah king of Judali went out, each in his 
chariot, and they went out against Jehu, and met 
him in the portion of Naboth tho Jczroelite* (22) 
And it came to pass, when Joram saw Jehu, that he 
said, la it peace, Jehu? And he answered, What peace, 
so long as the whoredoms of thy mother Jezebel and 
her witchcrafts are ao many? (23} And Joram turned 
his hands, and fled, and said to Ahaziah, There is 
treachery, 0 Ahaziah. (24) And Jehu drew a bow 
with his full strength, and smote Joram between 
his arms, and the arrow went out at hia heart, and he 
sunk down in his chariot* (25) Then said Jehu to 
Bidkar his captain, Take up, and cast him in the 
portion of the field of Naboth the Jezreelite: for 
remember liow that, when I and thou rode together 
after Ahab his father, the Lord laid this burden upon 
him; (26) Surely T have seen yesterday the blood of 
Naboth, and the blood of his eons, eaith the Lord; 
and I will requite thee in this plat, saith the Lord- 
Now therefore take and cast him into the plat of 
ground, according to the word o! the Lord. 

(27) But when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw 
this, he fled by the way of the garden house. And 
Jehu followed after him, and said, Smite him also in 
the chariot. And they did so at "the going up to Gur, 
which is by Ibleam. And he fled to Megiddo, and 
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died there* (28) Aad his servants carried him in » 
chariot to Jerusalem, and buried him in his sepulchre 
with his fathers in the city of David* (29) And in 
the eleventh year of Joram the son of Ahab began 
Ahaziah to reign over Judah* 

(30) And when Jehu was eome to Jezreel, Jezebel 
heard of it ; and she painted her face, and tired her 
head, and looked out at a window, (31) And as Jehu 
entered in at the gate, she said, Had Zimri peace, 
who slew hia master? (32) And he lifted up his face 
to the window, and said, Who is on my aide? who? 
And there looked out to him two or three eunuchs* 
(33) And he said, Throw her down* So they threw 
her down: and some of her blood was sprinkled on 
the wall, and on the horses: and he trode her under 
foot* (34) And when he was come in, he did eat and 
drink, and said. Go, see now this cursed woman, and 
bury her: for she is a king's daughter* (35) And 
they went to bury her: but they found no more of 
her than the scull, and the feet, and the palms of her 
hands* (36) Wherefore they came again, and told 
him. And said. This is the word of the Lord, 
which he spake by his servant Elijah the Tishbite, 
flaying. In the portion of Jezreel shall dogs eat the 
flesh of Jezebel: (37) And the carcase of Jezebel shall 
be aa dung upon the face of the fleld in the portiem? 
of Jezreel; so that they shall not say, This ia 
Jezebel* 
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THE AEMY OF SENNACHERIB AND THE 
PROPHET ISAIAH 

(13) Now iu the fourteenth year of kinfi XVm. IJ— 

^ . ■ XIX 37 

Hezekiah did Sennacherib king of Assyria come up 

againet all the fenced citisa of Judah, and took them. 

(14) And Hezekiah king of Jndah sent to the king 
of Assyria to Laehish, saying, I haye offended; re- 
turn from me: that which thou puttest on me will I 
bear. And the king of Assyria appointed unto 
Hezekiah king of Judah three hundred talents of 
silver and thirty talents of gold* (15) And Hozekiah 
gave him all the silver that w'as found in the house 
of the Ijord, and in the treasuries of the king g house. 

(16) At that time did Hezekiah cut off the gold 
from tJio doom of the temple of the Lord, and from 
the pillars which Hezekiah king of Judah had over¬ 
laid, and gave it to the king of Assyria. 

(17) And the king of Assyria sent Tartan and 
Eabsaris and Kab-shakeh from Lachish to king 
Hoaekiah with a great host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. And when 
they were come up, they name and stood by the 
conduit of the upper pool, which is in the highway of 
the fuller's field. (18) And when they had called t<i 
the king, there came out to them Eliakim the sou of 
Hilkiah, which was over the household, and Shebna 
the scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the recorder. 

(19) And Rab-sliakeh said unto them, Speak ye now 
to Hezekiah, Thus saith the great king, the king of 
Assyria, What confidence is this vTierein thou trust- 
est? (20) Thou sayest, (but they are but vain 
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wortlsi) I have coixnsel and strength for the war. 
Now on whom dost thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against mo? (21) Now, behold, thou trustegt upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even upon Egypt, oil 
which if a man lean, it will go into hia hand, and 
pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all that 
trust on him. (22) But if ye say unto me, Wo trust 
in the Lord our God: is not that he, whose high 
pluccrt and whose altars Hc?,ekiah hath taken away, 
and liath said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall wor¬ 
ship before this aitar in Jcnisaleui? (2?i) Now 
therefore, I pray thee, give pledges to my lord the 
king of Assyria, and T will deliver thee two thousand 
horses, if thou he able on thy patii to set riders upon 
them, (24) How then wilt thou turn away the face 
of one <Niptain of the least of my master's servants, 
and put thy trust on Egypt for chanota and for 
horsemen? (25) Am 1 now coinc up without the 
Lord against this place to destroy it? The Lord said 
to me, Go up against this land, and destroy it. 

(2(>) Then said Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, and 
8Kebna, ond Joah, unto Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pruy 
thee, to thy servants in the Syrian language; for 
we understand it: and talk not with ua in the Jews' 
language in the ears of the people that are on the 
walk (27) But Rab*shak6h said unto them, Hath 
iny master sent me to thy rnaster, and to thee, to 
spc:ik tJieso words? hath he not sent me to the men 
which sit on the wall, that they may eat their owm 
dung, and drink their own piss with you? (28) 
Then Rah-ehakeh stood and cried with a loud voice 
in the Jews' language, and spake, saying. 

Hear the word of the great king, the king of 
Assyria:' (29) Thus saith the king. Let not Hezekiah 
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deceive you: for he shall not be able to deliver you 
out of hifl hand: (30) Neither let Hezekiah make 
you trust in the Lord^ saying, The Lord will surely 
deliver m, and this city shall not be delivered into 
the hand of the king of Assyria. (31) Hearken not 
to Hezekiah: for thus saith the king of Assyria, 
Make an agreement with me by a present, and come 
out to me, and then cat ye every man of his own 
vine, and every one of hie fig tree, and drink ye every 
one the waters of his cistern: (32) Until 7 comr and 
take you away to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and vineyards, a 
land of oil olive and of honey, that ye may live, and 
not die: and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when lie 
persuadeth you, saying, The Lord will deliver us. 

(33) Hath any of the gods of the nations delivered at 
all his land out of the hand of the king of Assyria? 

(34) Where are the gods of Hamath, and of Arpad? 
where are the gods of Sepharvaitn, Hena, and Ivah? 
have they delivered Samaria out of mine hand? (35) 
Who are they among all the gods of the countries, 
that h*ive delivered their counti*y out of mine haud, 
that the Lord should deliver Jerusalem out of mine 
hand? 

(36) But the people held their peace* and answered 
him not a word: for the king's commandment was, 
saying, Answer him not, (37) Then came Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which was over the household, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of Asapli 
the recorder, to Hezekiah with their ciotbes rent, 
and told liini the words of Bab-shakeh. XIX. 
(1) And it came to pass, when king Heze¬ 
kiah heard it, that he rent hia clothes, and 
covered himself with sackcloth, and went into 
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the house of the Lord* (2) And he sent Eliakhn, 
which was over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, covered 
with sackcloth, to Isaiah the prophet the son 
of Amoa. (3) And they said unto him, Thus eaitb 
Hezekiah. This day is a day of trouble, and of j'ebukc, 
and blasphemy: for the children are come to the 
birth, and there is not strength to bring forth, (4) 
It may bo the Lord thy God will hear all the words 
of Itab-shakeh, whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath sent to reproach the living God; and will re¬ 
prove the words which the Lord thy God hath heard: 
wherefore lift up thy prayer for the remnant that 
are left, (5) So the eervants of king Hezekiah 
came to Isaiah. (6) And Isaiah said unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to your master, Thus, saith the 
Lord, Be not afraid of the words which thou hast 
heard, with which the servants of the king of Assyria 
have blasphemed me* (7) Behold, I will send a 
blast upon him^ and ho shall hear a rumour, and shall 
return to his own land; and 1 will cause him to fall 
by the sword in his own land, 

(8) tie Kab-shakeh returned, and found the 
king of Assyiia warring against Libnah; for 
ho had heard that he was departed from 
Lachisb. (9) And when bo heard say of Tirhakah 
king of Ethiopia, Behold, be ia come out to 
fight Against thee: he sent messengers again unto 
Hezekiah, saying, (10) Thus shall ye speak to 
Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God 
in whom thou trustest deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem 
shall not be delivered into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. (II) Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kinge of Assyria have done to all lands, by destroying 
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them utterly; and shalt thou be deliTored ? ( 12 ) 
Have the goda of the nations delivered them which 
my fathers have destroyed; as Gozan^ and Haran, 
and Eezeph, and the children of Eden which were in 
Thelasar? (13) Where is the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arpad, end the king of the city of 
Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah? 

(14) And Hczckiah received the letter of the hand 
of the xneesengers, and read it : and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the Lord, and spread it before the 
Lord. (15) And Hczekiah prayed before the Lord, and 
said, 0 Lord God of lerael^ which dwedlest between 
tho cherubims, thou art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou host made 
heaven and earth* (16) Lord, bow down thine 
oar, and hear: open, Lord, thine eyes, and see: and 
hear the words of Sennacherib, which hath sent him 
to reproach the living God* (17) Of a truth, Lord, 
the kings of Assyria have destroyed the nations and 
their lands* (18) And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were 90 gods, but the work of men's 
bands, wood and stone: therefore they have destroyed 
them. (19) Now therefore, 0 Lord our God, I 
beseech thee, save thou us out of hk hand, that all 
the kingdoms of the earth may know that thou art 
the Lord God, even thou only* 

(20) Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to Heze- 
kiah, Baying, Thus aaith the Lord God of Isrdel, That , 
whicli thou hast prayed to me against Sennacherib 
king of Assyria I have heard* (21) This is the 
word that the Lord hath spoken concerning him; 

The virgin the daughter of Zion hath despised 
thee, and laughed thee to scorn,.; the daughter of 
Jerusalem hath shaken her head at thee* ( 22 ) Whom 
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hast thou reproached and blasphemed? and against 
whom hast thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up thine 
eyes on high? even against the Holy One of laraeh 
(23) By thy messengers thou hast reproached the 
Lord, and hast said, With the multitude of my 
chariots I am come up to the height of the moun¬ 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon, and will cut down the 
tali cedar trees thereof, and the choice fir trees 
thereof: and I will enter into the lodgings of his 
borders, and into the forest of his Carmel. (24) I 
have digged and drunk strange waters, and with the 
fiole of my feet have I dried up till the rivers of 
besieged places. 

(25) Hast thou not heard long ago how I 
have done it, and of ancient times that I have 
formed it? now have I brought it to pass, that thou 
shouldest be to lay waste fenced cities into ruinous 
heaps, (26) Therefore their inhabitants were of 
small power, they were dismayed and confounded; 
they were as the grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on tlie house tops, and as com 
blasted before it be grown up. (27) But I know 
thy abode, and thy going out, and thy coming in, 
and thy rage against me. (28) Because thy rage 
against me and thy tumult is come up into mine ears, 
therefore J will put my hook in thy nose, and my 
bridle in thy lips, and I wilt turn thee back by the 
way by which thou earnest. 

(29) And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such things as grow of 
themselves, and in the second year that which 
springeth of the same; and in the third year 
sow ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the 
fruits thereof. (30) And the remnant that is escaped 
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of the house of Judah shall yet again take root down¬ 
ward, and hear fruit upward* (31) Por out of Jeru¬ 
salem shall go forth a remnant, and they that escape 
out of mount Zion: the zeal of the Lord of hoets 
shall do this. 

(32) Therefore thus saith the Lord concerning the 
king of Assyria, He shall not come into this city, nor 
shoot an arrow there, nor come before it with shield, 
nor cast a bank against it* (33) By the way that he 
eamc* by the same shall he return, and shall not come 
into thw city, saith the Lord* (34) For I will defend 
this city, to save it, for mine own sake^ and for my 
servant Davidsake. 

(35) And it came to pass that night, that the 
angol of the Lord went out, and smote in the camp 
of the Aesyriona an hundred fourscore and five thou¬ 
sand: and when they arose early in the morning, 
behold, they were all dead corpses. (36) So Senna¬ 
cherib king of Assyria departed, and went and re¬ 
turned, and dwelt at Nineveh. (37) And it came to 
pass, as he was worshipping in the house of Nisroeh 
his god, that Adrammelech and Sharezer his eons 
smote him with the sword: and they escaped into the 
land of Armenia. And Esarhaddon his son reigned 
in his stead*

JOSIAH AND THE FINDING OF THE LAW 

-Joaiflh was eight years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned thirty and one years 
in Jerusalem, And his mother's name ^s'a6 Jedidah. 
the daughter of Adaiah of Boscath. (2) And he did 
that which was right in the wight of the Lord, and 
walked in all the way of David his father, and turned 
not aside to the riglit hand or to the left, 

(5) And it came to pass in the eighteenth year*' 
of king Josiah, that the king sent Shaphan the son 
of Azalioh, the son of Mcahullam, the scribe, to the 
house of the Lord, saying, (4) Go up to h'iklah the 
high priesti that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house of the Lord, which the keepers 
of the door have gathered of the people: (5) And let 
them deliver it into the hand of the doers of the 
work, that have the oversight of the house of the 
Lord: and let them give it to the doers of the work 
which is in the house of the Lord, to repair the 
breaches of the house, (6) Unto carpenters, and 
builders, and mnsone, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair tlie house, (7) Howheit there was no 
reckoning made with them of the money that was 
delivered into their hand, beciuise they dealt faith¬ 
fully, 

(8) And Hitkiah the high priest said unto 
Shaphan the scribe, I have found the book of the law 
in the home of the Lord. And Hilkiah gave the 
book to Shaphan, and ho read it. (9) And Shaphan 
the scribe came to the king, and brought the king 
word again, and said, Thy servants have gathered the 
money that was found in the house, and have deli- 
vered it into the hand of them that do the work, that 
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have the overBight of the house of the Lord. .(10) 
And Shapban the scribe shewed the king, saying, 
HilkLah the priest hath delivered me a book. And 
Shapban read it before the king, (11) And it came 
±0 pass, when the king had heard the words of the 
book of the law, that he rent his clothes, (12) And 
the king commanded Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam 
the son of Shaphan, and Achbor the son of Michaiah, 
and Shapban the scribe, and Asahiak a servant of the 
king's, saying, (13) Go ye, inquire of the Lord for 
me, and for the people, and for all Judah, concerning 
the words of this book that is found: for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled against us, because 
^our fathers have not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according unto all that \vhich is written 
concerning us. 

(14) So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam, and 
Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asahiah, v/ent unto Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son of Tikvah, 
the son of Harhas, keeper of the wardrobe; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college;) and they com¬ 
muned with her, (15) And she said unto them, Thus 
eaith the I^ord God of Israel, Tell the.man that sent 
you to me, {16) Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and upon the inhabi¬ 
tants thereof, even all the words of the book which 
the king of Judah hath read: (17) Because they 
have forsaken mo, and have burned incense unto 
other gods, that they might provoke me to anger with 
all the works of their hands; therefore my wrath 
Bhall be kindled against thig place, and shall not be 
'quenched, (18) But to the king of Judah which sent 
you to inquire of the Lord, thus shall ye say to him, 
Thus i^aith the Lord God of Israel, As touching the 
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words which thou hast heard; (19) Because thine 
heart was tender, and thou hast humbled thyself be¬ 
fore the Lord* when thou heardest what I spake 
against this place, and against the inhabitants there¬ 
of* that they should become a desolation and a curse, 
and hast rent thy clothes, and wept before me^ I 
also have heard thee, saith the Lord, (20) Behold 
therefore, I will gather thee unto thy fathers* and 
thou shall bo gathered into thy grave in peace; and 
thine eyes shall not see all the evil which I will bring 
upon this place. 

And they brought the king word again, XXIII, 
(1) And the king sent, and they gathered unto him all 
the elders of Judah and of Jerusalem, (2) And the 
king went up into the house of the Lord, and all the 
men of Judah and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem with 
him, and the priests, and the prophets, and all the 
people, both small and great: and he read in thoir 
ears all their words of the book of the coTcnant which 
was found in the house of the Lord. (3) And the 
king stood by a pillar, and made a covenant before 
the Lord to walk after the Lord, and to keep his 
commandments and hif^ testimonies and his statutes 
with all their heart and all their soul* to perform the 
words of this covenant that were written in this 
book. And all the people stood to the covenant. 
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THE CAPTURE OF JERUSALEM 

And it came to pass in the ninth year of hie XXV .1-31, 
reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth day of the 
month, that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came, 
he, and all his host, against Jerusalem, and pitched 
against it; and they built forts against it round 
about, (2) And tlie city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

(3) And on the ninth day of the fourth month 
the famine prevailed in the city, and there was no 
bread for the people of the land, (4) And the city 
was broken up, and all the men of war fled by night 
by the way of the gate between two walls, which is 
by the king's garden: (now the Chaldees were against 
the city round about:) and the king went the way to¬ 
ward the plain, (5) And the army of the Chaldees 
pursued after the king, and overtook him in the plains 
of Jericho: and all his army were scattered from him* 

(0) So they took the king, and brought him up to 
the king of Babylon to Eiblah ; and they gave judg¬ 
ment upon him. (7) And they slew the sons of Zede- 
kiah before his eyes, and put out the eyes of ZedeWah, 
and bound him with fetters of brass, and carried him 
to Babylon* 

(8) And in the fifth month, on the aeventh day 
of the month, which is the nineteenth year of king 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, came Nebuaar- 
adan, captain of the guard, a servant of the king of 
Babylon, unto Jerusalem; (9) AM he burnt the 
house of the Lord, and the king'e house, and all the 
houses of Jerusalem, and every great man's hovee 
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burnt he with fire* (10) And all the army of the 
Chaldees» that were with the captain of the guards 
brake down the walls of Jerusalem round about, 

(11) Now the rest of the people that were left 
in the city, and the fugitives that fell Otway to the- 
king of Babylon, with the remnant of the multitude,, 
did Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard carry 
away* (12) J3ut the captain of the guard left of the 
poor of tlie lan<l to be vinedressers and husbandmen* 

(13) And the piliara of brass that were in the 
house of the Lord, and the bases, and the brasen sea 
that was in the house of the Lord* did the Chaldees 
break in pieces, and carried the brass of them to 
Bn by Ion, (14) And the pota, and the shovels, and 
the snuffers* and tho spoons, and all the vosboIs of 
brass wherewith they ministered, took they away. 
(ir>) And the firepans, and the bowls, and such 
things as were of gold, in gold, and of silver, in 
silver, the captain of the guard took away. (16) The 
two pillars, one sea, and the bases which Solomon 
had made for the house of the Lord; the brass of all 
these vessels wag without weight* (17) The height 
of the one pillar was eighteen cubits, and the chapiter 
upon it was brass: and the height of the chapiter 
three cubits; and the wreathen work, and pome¬ 
granates upon the chapiter round about, all of brass: 
and likf* unto these had the second pillar with 
wreathen work. 

(18) And the captain of the guard took Seraiah 
the chief priest, and Zephaniah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the door: (19) And out of the 
city he took an officer that was set over the mon of 
war, and five men of them that were in the king’s 
presence, which were found in the city, and the 
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principal scribe of the host, which mustered the 
people of the laud, and threescore men of the people 
of the land that were found in the city; (20) And 
NcbuKar-udan captain of the guard took these, and 
brought them to the king of Babylon to Ttiblah: 
(21) And the king of Babylon smote them, and slew 
them at Iliblah in the land of Hamath. So Judah 
was carried nway out of their land.

BOOK OF KEHEMIAH 


THE BUILDING OP THE WALLS OP 
JEKUSALEM 

VJ. But it came to pass, that when Sanballat 
hoard that wc buildcd the wall, he was wroth, and 
took great indignation, and mocked tho Jews. {2) 
And he epake before hia brethren and the army of 
Samaria, and eald, What do these feeble Jews? will 
they fortify tiiemseivee? will they sacrifice? will 
they make an end in a day? will they revive the 
stones out of the heaps of the rubbish which are 
burned? {3) Now Tobiah the Ammonite was by him, 
and he said, Even that which they build, if a fox go 
up, he ehall even break down their stone wall, (4) 
Hear, 0 our God; for we are despised; and turn 
their reproach upon their own head, and give them 
for a prey in the land of captivity: (5) And cover 
not their iniquity, and let not their sin be blotted out 
from before thee: for they have provoked thee to 
anger before the builders, 

(0) So built we the wall; and all the wall was 
joined together unto the half thereof: for the people 
had a mind to work. (7) But it came to 
pass, that when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the 
Arabians, and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that the walls of Jerusalem were made 
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up, and that the breaches began to be stopped, 
then they were very wroth, (8) And conspired 
all ' of them together to come and to fight 
against Jeruealemp and to hinder it, (9) Neverthe¬ 
less we made our prayer unto our God, and set a 
watch against them day and night, because of them, 
(10) And Judah said, The strength of the bearers 
of burdens is decayed, and there is much rubbish; so 
that we are not able to build the wall, (11) And 
our adversaries said, They shall not hnoW} neither 
sec, till we come in the midst among them, and slay 
them, and cause the work to cease, (12) And it 
came to pasa, that when the Jews which dwelt by 
them came, they said unto us ten times, From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us they will be upon 
you. (13) Therefore set I in the lower places behind 
the wall, and on the higher places, I even set the 
people after their families with their swords, their 
spears, and theirs bows, (14) And I looked, and rose 
up, and said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and 
to the rest of the people, Be not ye afraid of them: 
remember the Lord, which is great and terrible, and 
fight for your brethren, your sons, and your dauglit^ 
ers, your wives, and your houses. 

(15) And it came to pass, when our enemies 
heard that it was known unto U6, and God had 
brought their counsel to nought, that we returned all 
of us to the waU, every one unto his work, (16) And 
it came to pass from that time forth, that the half 
of my servants wrought in the work, and the other 
half of them held both the spears, the ahields, and the 
bows, and the habergeons; and the rulers were 
behind all the house of Judah, fl7) They which 
builded on the wall, and they that bare burdens, with 
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those that laded, every on© "vith ono of liis handa 
wrought in the work, and with the other hand held 
a weapon, (18) For the builders, every one had his 
sword girded by his side* and so buildod. And i;c 
that sounded the trumpet was by me. (19) And I 
said unto the nobles, and to the riders, and to the rest^ 
of the people, The work is great and large, and w© are 
separated upon the wall, one far from another, (20) 
In what place therefore ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, resort ye thither unto us: our God shall 
fight for us, 

(21) So we laboured in the work: and half of 
them held the spears from the rising of the morning 
till the stars appeared. (22) Likewise at the same 
time said I unto the people, Let every one with liis 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that in the night 
they may be a guard to us, and labour ou the day, 
(23) So neither I. nor my brethren, nor my servants, 
nor the men of the guard which followed me, none 
of ufl put off our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing. 

V. (1) And there was a great cry of the people 
and of their wives against their brethren tho Jews, 
(2) For there were that said. We, our eons, and our 
daughters, are many i therefore we take up com for 
them, that wo may eat, and live. , (3) Some also 
there were that said, We have mortgaged our lands, 
vineyards, and houses, that we might buy corn, 
beoauso of the dearth. (4) There were also that said. 
We have borrowed money for the king's tribute, and 
that upon our lands and vineyards. (5) Yet now 
our flesh is as the flesh of our brethren, our children 
AS their children: and, lo, we bring into bondage our 
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eons and our danghters to be servants^ and some o{ 
our daughters are brought unto bondage already: 
neither is it in our power to redeem them; for other 
men have our lands and vineyards, 

(6) And I was very angry when I heard 
their cry and these words, (7) Then I consulted 
with myself, and I rebuked the nobles, and the 
rulers, and said unto them, Ye exact usury, every 
one of bis brother. And 1 set a great assembly 
against them, (8) And I said unto them, We 
after our ability have redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which were sold unto the heathen; and will yo 
even sell your brethren? or shall they be sold unto 
us? Then held they their peace, and found nothing 
to answer. (9) Also I said, It is not good that ye 
do: ovight ye not to walk in the fear of our God 
because of the reproach of the heathen our enemies? 
(10) I likewise, and my brethren, and my servantSt 
inigiit exact of them money and com: I pray you, 
let us leave off this usury. (11) Eestore. I pray you, 
to them, even this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their olivcyards, and their houses, also the hundredth 
part of the money, and of the com, the wine, and tho 
oil, that ye exact of them. 

{12} Then said they, We will restore them, and 
will require nothing of them; so will we do as thou 
ftayent. Then I called the priests, and took an oath 
of them, that they should do according to this 
promise, (13) Also I shook my lap, and said, So 
God shake out every man from hie house, and from 
hia labour, that performeth not this promise, even 
thuB be he shaken out, and emptied* And all the * 
congregation said, Amen, and praised the Lord* 
And the people did according to thie promiee. 
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(14) Moreover from the time that I was 
appointed to be their governor in the land of Judah, 
from the twentieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, twelve 
years, I and my brethren have not eaten the bread of 
the governor. (15) But the former governors that 
hod been before me were chargeable unto the people, 
and had taken of them bread and wine, beside forty 
shekels of silver; yea, even their servants bare rule 
over the people: but so did not I, because of the fear 
of God, (16) Yea, also I continued in the work *>f 
this wall, neither bought we any land: and all my 
servants were gathered thither unto the work. (17) 
Moreover there were at my table an hundred and 
fifty of the Jews and rulers, beside those that came 
u!ito us from among the heathen that are about us, 
(18j Now that which was prepared for me daily was 
one ox and six choice sheep; also fowls were prepared 
for me, and once in ten days store of all ports of 
wine r yet for all this required not I the bread of the 
governor, becauae the bondage was heavy upon this 
people. (19) Think upon me, my God, for g^»od, 
according to all that I have done for this people. 

VI. (1) Now it came to pass, when Sanhallat, 
and Tobiah, and Qeshem the Arabian, and the rest 
of our enemioG, heard that I had builded the wall, 
and that there waa no breach left therein; (though 
at that time I had not set up the doors upon the 
gates;) (2) That Sanhallat and Geshem sent unto me, 
saying, Come, let us meet together in some one of 
jthe villages in the plain of Ono. But they thought 
to do me mischief. (3) And I sent messengers unto 
them, saying, I am doing a great work, so that I cdn< 
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not come down: why should the work cease, whilst 1 
leave it, and come down to you? 

(4) Yet they sent unto me four times after this 
sort; and I answered them after the same manner. 
(5) Then sent Sanballat hia servant unto me in like 
manner the fifth time with an open letter in his 
hand; (6) Wherein was written, It is reported among 
the heathen, and Gashmu eaith it, that thou and the 
Jews think to rebel: for which cause thou buildeat the 


wall, that thou mayeat be their king, according to 
these words. (7) And thou hast also appointed pro¬ 
phets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, saying, There 
is a king in Judah: and now shall it be reported to 
the king according to these w^ords. Come now there¬ 
fore, and let U3 talce counsel together. 

{8) Then I sent unto him, saying. There are no 
such things done as thou sayest, but thou feignest 
them out of thine own heart. (9) For they all made 
us afraid, saying, Their hands shall be 'weakened 
from the work, that it be not done. Now therefore, 
O God^ strengthen my hands. 

(10) Afterward I came unto the house of 
Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the son of Mehctabeel, 


who was shut up; and he said. Let us meet together 
in the house of God, within the temple, and let us 
shut the doors of the temple: for they will come to 
slay thee; yea, in the night will they come to slay 
thee. (11) And I said. Should such a man as I flee ? 
and who is there, that, being as I am, would go into 
the temple to save his life? 1 will not go in: (12) And, 
lo, I perceived that God had not sent him; but that 
he pronounced this prophecy against me; for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. (13) Therefore was he 
hired, that I should be afraid, and do so, and sis, and 
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that thej might have matter for an evil report, that 
they might reproach me, (14) My God, think thou 
upon Tobiah and Sanballat according to these their 
’worke, and on the prophetess Noadiah, and the rest of 
the prophets, that would have put me in fear* 

(15) So the wall was finished in the twenty and 
filth day of the month Elul, in fifty and two days* (16) 
And it came to pass, that when all our enemies heard 
thereof, and all the heathen that were about us saw 
these things, they were much cast down in their own 
eyes: for they perceived that this work was wrought 
of our God> 
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THE BENEWAL OF THE COVENANT 
UNDEB EZBA 

And nli ih& people gathered thmselveB together 
na one man into the street that was before the 
water gate; and they spake unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring tlic book of the law of Moses* which the Lord 
had commanded to Israel (2) And Ezra the priest 
brought the law before the congregation both of men 
and women, and all that could hear with understand¬ 
ing, upon the first duy of the seventh month* (3) And 
ha read therein before the street that was before the 
water gate from the morning uutil midday^ before the 
men and women, and ibose that could understand; 
and the cars'of all the people were attentive unto the 
book of the Jaw, 

(4) And Ezra the scribe stood upon a pulpit of 
wood, which they had made for the purpose; and be¬ 
side him stood Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and Urijah, aud Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, on his right 
hand; and on liis left baud, Pedniah, and Mishael, and 
Malchiah, and Hashum, and Hashbadana, Zeohariah, 
aud Meshullam. (5) And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was above all the 
people;) and when he opened it, all the people stood 
up: (6) And Ezra blessed the Lord, the great God. 
And all the people answered, Amen, Amen, with 
lifting up their hands; and they bowed their heads, 
and worshipped the Lord with their faces to the 
ground, (7) Also Jeshua, and Dani, and Sherebiah, 
Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, 
Eelita, Azariah, Jozabod, Hunan, *Pelaiah, and the 
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Levites^ caused the people to understand the and 
the people stood in their place* (8) So they read id 
the book in the law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to understand the reading, 

(9) And Nehemiah, which is the Tirshatha, and 
Ezra the priest the scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, Bsed unto all the people, This day is holy 
unto the Lord your God; mourn not, nor weep. For 
ail the people wept, when they heard the words of the 
law* (10) Then ho said unto them, Go your way^ eat 
the fat, and drink the sweet, and send portions unto 
them for whom nothing is prepared: for this day is 
holy unto our Lord: neither be ye sorry; for the joy 
of the Lord is y^our strength* (11) So the Levites 
stilled all the people, saying, Hold your peace, for th^ 
day is holy; neither be ye grieved* (12) And all the 
people wTent their way to eat, and to drink, and to 
send portions, and to make great mirth, because they 
had understood the words that were declared unto 
them* 

(13) And on the second day were gathered to¬ 
gether the chief of the fathers of all the people, the 
priests, and the Levites, unto Ezra the Bcribe* even 
to understand the words of the law* (14) And they 
found written in the law which the Lord had com¬ 
manded by Moses, that the children of Israel should 
dwell in booths in the feast of the seventh mouth i 
(15) And that they should publish and proclaim in all 
their cities, and in Jerusalem, saying, Go forth unto 
the mount, and fetch olive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and palm branches, 
and branches of thicB trees, to make booths, as it is 
written. (16) So the people went forth, and brought 
them, and made themselves booths, every one upon 
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the roof of fais house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the street of the 
water gate, and in the street of the gate of Ephraim. 

(17) And all the congregation of them that were come 
again out of the captivity made booths, and sat 
under the booths: for since the days of Jesbua the 
son of Nun unto that day had not the children of 
Israel done so. And there was very great gladness. 

(18) Also day by day, from the first day unto the last 
day, he read in the book of the law of God. And 
they kept the feast seven days; and on the eighth day 
was a solemn assembly, according unto the manner, 

rx. (!) Now in the twenty and fourth day of this 
month the children of Israel were assembled with 

i 

fasting, and with sackclothes, and earth upon them, 
(2) And the seed of Israel separated themselves from 
all strangers, and stood and confessed their sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers, (S) And they stood up 
in their place, and read in the book of the law of the 
Lord their God one fourth part of the day; and 
another fourth part they confessed, and worshipped 
the Lord their God. 

(4) Then stood up upon the stairs, of the Levites, 
Jeshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Shere* 
biuh, Bani, and Chenani, and cried with a loud voice 
unto the Lord their God, (5) Then the Levites, 
JeshuA, and Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, 
Hodijah, Sbebaniab, and Fethahiah, said, 

Stand up and bless the Lord your Gb>d for ever 
and ever: and blessed be thy glorious name, which is 
exalted above all blessing and praise, {6) Thou, even 
thou, art Lord alone; thou hast made heaven, the 
heaven of heavens, with all their host, the earth, and 
all things that are therein, the seas, and all that is

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therein, and thou preeorveet them all; and the host 
of heaven worehippeth thee. 

(7) Thou art the Lord the God, who didst choose 
Abram, and broughtest him forth out of Ur of the 
Chaldees, and gaveat him the name of Abraham j (8) 
And foundest his heart faithful before thee, and 
madest a covenant with him to give the land of the 
Canaanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the JehuKites, and the Girgashites, to 
give it, I say, to hie seed, and hast performed thy 
words; for thou art righteous: (9) And didst see the 
affliction of our fathers in Egypt* and heardest their 
cry by the Red sea; (10) And sbewedst signs and won¬ 
ders upon PhoTauh, and on nil his servants, and on nil 
the people of his land: for thou knew'est that they 
dealt proudly against them. So didst thou get thee 
a name, as it is this day. (11) And thou didst divide 
the sea before them, so that they went through the 
midst of the sea on the dry land; and their persecu¬ 
tors thou threw^cst into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. (12) Moreover thou leddeat them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in the night by a 
pillar of fire, to give them light in the way wherein 
they should go. (13) Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakeet with them from heaven, 
and gavest them right judgments, and true laws, 
good statutes and commandments: (14) And madest 
known unto them thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
.them precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand of 
Moses thy servant r (15) And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and broughtest forth water 
for them out of the rock for their thirst, and pro- 
misedst them that they should go in to possess thp 
land which thou hadet sworn to give them. 
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(16) But they and our fathers dealt proudly, and 
hardened their necks, and hearkened not to thy com^ 
mandments, (17) And refused to obey, neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst among them; 
but hardened their necks, and in their rebellion ap¬ 
pointed a captain to return to their bondage: but 
thou art a God ready to pardon, graciouB and merci¬ 
ful, slow to anger, and of great kindness and for- 
sookest them not, (18) Yea, when they had made 
them a molten calf, and said, This is thy God that 
brought thee up out of Egypt, and had wrought great 
provocations; (19) Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: the pillar of 
the cloud departed not from them by day, to lead 
them in the way; neither the pillar of fire by night, 
to shew them light, and the way wherein they should 
go. (20) Thou gavest also thy good spirit to instruct 
them, and withheldest not thy manna from their 
mouth, and gavest them water for their thirst, (21) 
Yea, forty years didst thou sustain them in the wild¬ 
erness, so that they lacked nothing; their ciothea 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled not. 

(22) Moreover thou gavest them kingdoms and 
nations, and didst divide them into comers: ao they 
possessed the land of Sihon, and the land of the king 
of Heshbon, and the land of Og king of Bashan. (23) 
Their children also muitipliedst thou aa the stars of 
heaven, and broughtest them into the land, concern¬ 
ing which thou hsdst promised to their fathers, that 
they should go in to possess it. (24) 8a the children 
went in and posse seed the land, and thou subduodst 
before them the inhabitants of the land, the Canaa- 
nites, and gavest them into their hands, with their 
kings, and the people of the land, that they might do 
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with them as they would. (25] And they took strong 
cities, and a fat land, and posseesed houses full of all 
goods, wells digged, i^ineyarda, and oliveyards, and 
fruit trees in abundance: so they did eat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and delighted themselTes in 
thy great goodness. 

(26) Nevertheless they were disobedient, and re¬ 
belled against thee, and cast thy law behind their 
backs, and slew thy prophets which testified against 
them to turn them to thee, and they wrought great 
provocations. (27) Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who veifed them: and 
in the time of their trouble, when they cried unto 
thee, thou heardest them from heaven; and accord¬ 
ing to tliv manifold mercies thou gnvest thein saviours 
who saved them out of the hand of their enemies, 

(28) But after they had rest, they did evil again be* 
fore thee: therefore lefteet thou them in the hand of 
their enemies, so that they had the dominion over 
them: yet when they returned, and cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; and many times 
didst thou deliver them according to thy mercies. 

(29) And testifiedst against them, that thou mightest 
bring them again unto thy law; yet they dealt proud¬ 
ly, and hearkened not unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, (which if a man do, 
he shall Jive in them;) and withdrew the shoulder, 
and hardened their neck, and would not hear. (30) 
Yet many years didst thou forbear them, and testi- 
fiedst against them by thy spirit in thy prophets: yet 
would they not give ear: therefore gavest thou them 
into the hand of the people of the lands. (31) Never- 
thelesfi for thy great mercies* sake thou didst not

utterly conBume them, nor forsake them; for thou art 
a gracJouB and merciful God, 

(32) Now therefore, our God, the great, the 
mighty, and the terrible God, who keepest coTenant 
and mercy, let not all the trouble seem little before 
thee, that hath come upon us, on our kinge, on our 
princes, and on our priests, and on our prophets, and 
on our fathers, and on all thy people, since the time 
of the kings of Assyria unto this day. 

(33) Howbeit thou art just in all that Is brought 
upon us; for thou hast done right, but we have done 
wickedly: (34) Neither have our kings, our princes, 
our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy Jaw, nor 
hearkened unto thy commandments and thy testi¬ 
monies, wherewith thou didst testify against them. 

(35) For they have not served thee in their kingdom, 
and in thy great goodness that thou gavest them, and 
in tlje largo and fat laud which thou gavest before 
them, neither turned they from their wicked works 

(36) Behold^ we are servants this day, and for the land 
that thou gavest unto our fathers to eat the fruit 
thereof and the good thereof, behold, we are servants 
in it: (37) And it yieldeth nauch increase untu the 
kings whom thou hast set over us because of our sins: 
also they have dominion over our bodies, andl over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we are in great distress. 

(38) And because of all this we make a sure cove¬ 
nant, and write it; and our princes, Levites, and 
priests, seal unto it. 

X. (26) And the rest of the people, the priests, 
the Levites, the porters, the singers, the Nethmims, 
and all they that bad separated themselves from the 
people of the lauds unto the law of God, their wives, 
their sons, and their daughters, every one having 
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knowledge, and having understanding: (29) They clave 
to their brethren^ their nobles, and entered into a 
CUT 80 , and into an oath, to walk in (lod's law, which 
was given by Moses the servant of God, and to ob¬ 
serve and do all the commandments of the Loid our 
Lord, and his judgments and his statutes; (BO) \nd 
that we would not give our daughters unto the people 
of the land, nor take their daughters for our sons : (31) 
And if the people of the land bring ware oi* any viC' 
tuals on the sabbath day to sell, that we would not 
buy it of them on the sabbath, or on the holy day. 
and that we would leave the seventh year, and the 
exaction of every debt.

BOOK OF ESTHER 


THE STOBY OF VASHTI 

Now U came to pasij in the days of 
(this is Ahaauerus which reigned, from India even 
unto Ethiopia, over an hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces:) (2) That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of hie kingdom, which 
was in Shushan the palace, (3) In the third year of 
his reign, he made a feast unto all his princes and 
his servants; the power of Persia and Media, the 
nobles and princes of the provinces, being before 
him : (4) When he shewed the riches of his glori¬ 
ous kingdom and the honour of hia excellent majesty 
many days, even an hundred and fourscore days, 

(5) And when these days were expired, the king 
made a feKst unto all the people that were present in 
Shushan the palace, both unto great and small, seven 
days, in the court of the' garden of the king^a palace; 
(6) Where were white, green, and blue, hangings, 
fastened with cords of fine linen and purple to silver 
rings and pillars of marble: the beds were of gold 
and silver, upon a pavement of red, and blue, and 
white, and black, marble, (7) And they gave them 
drink in vessels of gold, {the vessels being diverse 
one from another,) and royal wine in abundance, 
according to the state of the king. (8) And the 
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drinking wa& according to the law; none did compel: 
for BO the king had appointed to alt the officers of bis 
houBe, that they should do according to every man's 
pieaBure. 

(9) Also Vashti the queen made a feast for the 
women in the royal house which belonged to king 
Abasuerus, 

(10) On the seventh day^ when the lieari- of the 
king was merry with wine, he commanded Mehuman, 
Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and 
Carcas, the seven chamberlaina that served in the 
presence of Ahaauerua the king^ (11) To bring Vashti 
the queen before the king with the crown royal, to 
shew the people and the prineeB her beauty: for she 
was fair to look on* (12) But the queen Vashti re* 
fused to come at the king’s commandment by his 
chamberlains: therefore was the king very wroth, and 
his anger burned in him. 

(13) Then the king said to the wise men, which 
knew the times, (for so was the king's manner to¬ 
ward all that knew law and judgment: (14) And the 

next unto him was Carshena, Shethar, Admathat 
Tarshish^ Meres, Marsena, and Mcmucan, the seven 
princes of Persia and Media, which saw the king's 
face, and which sat the hrst in the kingdom;) (15) 
What shall wc do unto the queen Vashti according to 
law, because she hath not performed the command¬ 
ment of the king Ahasuenis by the ohamberlaiiiB? 

(16) And Memucan answered before the king and 
the princeB, Vashti the queen hath not done wrong to 
the king only, but also to all the princes, and to all 
the people that are in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuenis. (17) For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, bo that they shall deS'^ 
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pise their huBbands in their eyes, when it shall be 
reported, The king Ahasuerus commanded Vashti the 
queen to be brought in before him, but she came not, 
(18) Likewise shall the ladies of Persia and Media say 
this day unto all the king's prince^, which have 
heard of the deed of the queen. Thus shall there arise 
too much contempt and wrath, (19) If it please the 
king, let there go a royal commandment from him, 
and let it be written among the laws of the Peraians 
and the Modes, that it be not altered, That Vashti 
come no more before king Ahaauerus; and let the kmg 
give her royal estate unto another that is better than 
she. (20) And when the king's decree which he shall 
make shall be published throughout all his empire, 
(for it is great,) all the wives shall give to their hus* 
bands honour, both to great and small. 

(21) And the saying pleased the king and the 
princes; and the king did according to the word of 
Memucan; (22) Eor he sent letters into all the 
king's provinces, into every province according to the 
writing thereof, and to every people after their 
language, that every man should bear rule in bis own 
house, and that it should be published according to 
the language of every people. 
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THE STOBY OF ESTHER 

After the96 things^ when the wrath gf king 
Ahasuerua was appeased, he remembered Vashti, and 
what ehe had done, and what was decreed against 
her. (2) Then said the king’s servants that ministered 
unto him, Let there be fair young virgins sought for 
the king: (8) And let the king appoint officers in all 
the provinces of his kingdom, that they may gather 
together all the fair young virgins unto Shush an the 
palace, to the house of the women^ unto the custody 
of Hege the king*s chamberlain, keeper of the women; 
and let their things for purification be given them; 
(4) And let the maiden which pleaseth the king be 
queen instead of Vashti. And the thing pleased the 
king; and he did bo. 

(5) Now in Shushan the palace there was a cer* 
tain Jew, whose name was Mordecai, the son of Jair, 
the son of Shimei* the son of Kish* a Benjnmlte; (6) 
Who had been carried away from Jerusalem with the 
captivity which had been carried away with Jeconiah 
king of Judah, whom NebuchadnezKar the king of 
Babylon had carried away, (7) And he brought up 
Hadassah, that is, Esther, his uncle's daughter: for 
she had neither father nor mother, and the maid was 
fair arJ beautiful; whom Mordee&i, when her father 
and mother were dead, took for his own daughter. 

(8) So it came to pass, when the king's command¬ 
ment and his decree was heard, and when many 
maidens were gathered togeth^ unto Shushan the 
palace, to the custody of Hegai, that Esther was 
brought also unto the king's house, to the custody 
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of Hegai^ keeper of the women. (9) And the maiden 
pleased him, and she obtained kindness of him; and 
he speedily gave her her things for purification, with 
such things as belonged to her, and seven maidens, 
which were meet to be given her, out of the king's 
house: and he preferred her and her maids unto the 
best place of the house of the women. 

(10) Esther had not shewed her people nor her 
kindred: for Mordecai had charged her that she 
should not shew it. (11) And Mordecai walked every 
day before the court of the women's house, to know 
how Esther did, and wdiat should become of her. 

(12) Now when every maid's turn was come to go 
in to king Ahasuerus, after that she had been twelve 
monthsj according to the manner of the women, (for 
80 were the days of their purifications accomplished, 
to witj six months with oil of myrrh, and six months 
with sweet odours, and with other things for the 
purifying of the women;) (13) Then thus came every 
maiden unto the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the house of the 
women unto the king's house. (14) In the evening 
she went, and on the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the custody of 
Shaashgaz, the king's chamberlain, which kept the 
concubines: she came in unto the king no more, ex¬ 
cept the king delighted in her, and that she were 
called by name. 

(15) Now when the turn of Esther, the daughter 
of Abihail the uncle of Mordecai, who had taken her 
for his daughter, was come to go in unto the king she 
required nothing but what Hegai the king's chamber¬ 
lain, the keeper of the women, appointed. And Esther 
obtained favour in the sight of all them that looked 
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upon her, (16) So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in the tenth month, 
which is the month Tebeth, in the seventh year of Ms 
reign* (17) And the king loved Esther above all the 
women, and she obtained grace and favour in Mb Bight 
more than all the virgma; so that he set the royal 
crown upon her head, and made her queen instead of 
Vashti* (10) Then the king made a great feast unto 
aii his princes and his Bervants, even Esther's feasts 
and he made a release to the provinces, and gave 
gifts, according to the state of the king, 

(19) And when the virgins were gathered to¬ 
gether the second time, then Mordecai sat in the 
king's gate* (20) Esther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mordecai had charged her: 
for Esther did the commandment of Mordecai, like as ^ 
when she was brought up with him- (21) In those 
days, while Mordecai sat in the king's gate, two of 
the king's chamberlains, Bigthan and Tereah, of those 
which kept the door, were wroth, and sought to lay 
band on the king Ahasuerus. (22) And the thing was 
known to Mordecai, who told it unto Esther the 
queen; and Esther certified the king thereof in 
Mordecai's name. (23) And when inquisition was 
made of the matter, it was found out; therefore they 
were both hanged on a tree: and it was written in the 
book of the chronicles before the king, 

III. (1) After these things did king Ahasuerus pro¬ 
mote Haman the son of Hammed atha the Agagite, and 
advanced Mm, and set his seat above all the princes 
that were with him* (2) And all the king's servants, 
that were in the king's gate, bowed, and reverenced' 
Hainan: for the king had so comnaandtd con- 
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cerning him. But Mordecai bowed not, nor did 
him reverence. 

(3) Then the king's servants, which were 
in the king's gate, said unto Mordecai, Why 
transgressest thou the king's commandment? 
(4) Now it came to pass, when they spake daiiy 
unto him, and he hearkened not unto them, 
that they told Haman, to see whether Mordecai's 
matters would stand: for he had told them that he 
was a Jew. (5) And when Haman saw that Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him reverence, then was Hamau 
full of wrath. (6) And lie thought scorn to lay hands 
on Mordecai alone ; for they had shewed him the 
people of Mordecai: wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were throughout the whole 
kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the people of Mordecai. 

(7) In the first month, that is, the month Nisan, 
in the twelfth year of king Ahasuerus, they east 
Bur. that is, the lot, before Hainan from day to day, 
and fnim month to month, to the twelfth month, 
that is* the month Adar, (6) And Haman said unto 
king Ahasuerus, There is a certain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among the people in all the 
provinces of thy kingdom ; and their laws are diverse 
from all people ; neither keep they the king's laws: 
therefore it is not for the king's profit to suffer them. 
(9) If it please the king, let it be written that they 
may be destroyed: and I will pay ten thousand 
talents of silver to the hands of those that have 
the charge of the business, to bring it into the king's 
treasuries. (10) And the king took his ring from 
hiB hand, and gave it unto Hafrian the son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, the Jews' enemy. (11) 
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And the king said unto Haman, The silver is given 
to tkee, the people also^ to do with them us it 
seemotb good to thee* 

(12) Then were the king's scribes called on the 
thirteenth day of the first months and there was 
written according to ail that Haman had commanded 
unto the king's lieutenants^ and to the governors 
tliat were over every province, and to the rulers of 
every people of every province according to the 
writing thereof, and to every people after their 
language ; in the name of king Ahasuerus was it 
written* and sealed with the king's ring* (13) And 
the letters were sent by posts into all the king's 
provinces, to destroy, to kill, und to cause to perish, 
all Jews, both young and old, littlo children and 
women, in one day, even upon the thirteenth day of 
the twelfth mouth, which is tho month Adar, and 
to take the spoil of them for a prey* (14) The copy 
of the writing for a comnmndment to be given in 
every province was published unto all people, that they 
should be ready against tiiat day* (15) The posts 
went out, being hastened by the king's command¬ 
ment, and the decree was given in Sliushan the palace. 
And the king and Haniau sat down to drink ; but 
I he city Shu&han was perplexed, 

IV, (1) When Mordecai perceived all that was 
done, Mordecai rent his clothes, and put on sackcloth 
with ashes, and went out into the midst of the city, 
iind cried with a loud and a bitter cry ; (2) And came 
even before the king's gate: for none might enter 
into the king's gate clothed vi^ith sackcloth. (3) And 
in every province, whithersoever the king's command¬ 
ment and hie decree came, there was great mourning 
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Among the Jews, and fostmg, and weeping^ and 
wailing ; and many lay in sackcloth and ashes* (4) 
So Esther's maids and her chamberlains came and 
told it her* Then was the queen exceedingly grieved ; 
and she sent raiment to clothe Mortlecai, and to take 
away hie sackcloth from him; but he received it 
not* 

(5) Then called Esther for Hatnch, one of the 
king's chamberlains, whom he bad appointed to 
attend upon her^ and gave him a commandment to 
Mordecni. to know what it was, and why it was. 
(6) So Hatach went forth to Mordecai unto the street 
of the city, which was before the king's gate* (7) 
And Mordecni told him of all that had happened unto 
him, and of the sum of the money that Haman had 
promised to pay to the king’s treasuries for the 
Jews, to destroy them. (8) Also he gave him the 
copy of the writing of the decree that was given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to shew it unto Esther, 
and to declare it unto her, and to charge her that she 
should go in unto the king, to make supplication 
unto him, and to make request before him for her 
people. (9) And Hatach came and told Esther the 
words of Mordecai. 

(10) Again Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave 
him commandment unto Mordecni; (11) All the king's 
servants, and the people of the king's provinces, do 
know, that whosoever, whether man or W'oman, shall 
come unto the king into the inner court, who is not 
called, there is one law of his to put him to death, 
except such to whom the king shall hoM out the 
golden sceptre, that he may live; but I have not 
been called to come in unto the king these thirty 
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days* (12) And they told to Mordecai Esther's 
words. 

(13) Then Mordecai commanded to answer 
Esther, Think not with thyself that thou shalt es¬ 
cape in the king's house, more than all the Jews, 

(14) For if thou altogether boldest thy peace at this 
time, then shall there enlargement and deliverance 
arise to the Jews from another place; but thou and 
thy father's house shall be destroyed: and who 
knoweth whether thou art come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this? 

(15) Then Esther bade them return Mordecai 
this answer, (16) Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Bhushan, and fast ye for me, and 
neither eat nor drink three days, night or day : I 
also and my maidens will fast likewise ; and so will 
I go in unto the king, which is not according to the 
law: and if T perish, I perish. (17) So Mordecai 
went his way, and did according to all that Esther 
had commanded him* 

Y* (1) Now it came to pass on the third day^ that 
Esther put on her royal apparek and stood in the inner 
court of the king's house, over against the king's 
house; and the king sat upon his royal throne in 
the royal house, over against the gate of the house* 
(2) And it was ao, when the king saw Esther the 
queen standing in the court, that she obtained favour 
in his sight: and the king held out to Esther the 
golden sceptre that was in his hand* So Esther 
drew near, and touched the top of the sceptre* (3) 
Then .said the king unto her. What wilt thou, queen 
Esther? and what is thy request? it shall be even 
given thee to the half of the kingdom. (4) And 
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Esther answered, If it seem good unto the king, let 
the king and Hnman come this day unto the banquet 
that I have prepared for him. (5) Then the king 
said, Cause Haman to make haste, that he may do 
as Esther hath said. 

So the king and Haman came to the banquet 
that Esther had prepared. (6) And the king said 
unto Esther at the banquet of wine, What is thy 
petition? and it shall be granted thee: and what is 
thy request? even to the half of the kingdom it shall 
bo performed. (7) Then answered Esther, and said, 
My petition and my request is ; (8) Jf I have found 
favour in the sight of the king, and if it please the 
king to grant my petition, and to perform n^y 
request, let the king and Haman come to the banquet 
tlmt T 5 ihali prepitrt? for thoni, and I will do to¬ 
morrow as the king hath said. 

(0) Then went Haman forth that day joyful and 

with A glad heart: but when Haman saw Mordecai 
in the king's gate, that ho stood not up, nor moved 
for him, he was full of indignation against Mordecai. 
(10) Kevertheless Haman refrained himself: and 
svhen he come home, he sent and called for his 
friends, and Zeresh his wife. (11) And Haman 
told them of the glory of his riches, and the multi¬ 
tude of his children, and all the things wherein the 
king had promoted him, and how he had advanced 
him above the princes and servants of the king. 
(12) Human said moreover, Yea, Esther the queen 
did let oo man come in with the king unto the 
banquet that she had prepared but myself ; and 
to-morrow am I invited unto her also with the 
king. (13) Yet all this availeth me nothing, so 
20 
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long as I ses Motdeoai bhe Jew Bitting at the 
iing's gate* 

(14) Then said Zeresh his wife and all his friends 
unto him, Let a gallows be made of fifty cubits 
high, and to-morrow speak thou untotthe king that 
Mordecai may be hanged thereon: then go thou in 
merrily with the king unto the banquet. And the 
thing pleased Haman ; and he caused the gallows 
to be made, 

VI. (1) On that night could not the king sleep, 
and he commanded to bring the book of records of 
the chronicles ; and they were read before the king. 
(2) And it was found written, that Mordecai had 
told of Bigthana and Teresh, two of the king's 
chamberlains, the keepers of the door, who sought 
to lay hand on the king Ahasueriis, (3) And the 
king said, What honour and dignity hath been done 
to Mordecai for this? Then said the king^s eervants 
that ministered unto him, There is nothing done for 
him,. (4) And the king said, Who is in the court? 
Now Haman was come into the outw'ard court of 
the king's house, to speak unto the king to hang 
Mordecai on the gallows that he had prepared for 
him. (5) And the king's servants said unto him. 
Behold, Haman Btandeth in the court. And the 
king said, Lot him come in, 

.(6) So Haman came in. And the king said unto 
him,. What shall be done unto the man whom the 
king delighteth to honoui*? Now Haman thought in 
his heart, To whom would the king delight to do 
honour more than to myBelf? (7) And Haman 
answered the king, For the man whom the king 
delighteth to honour. (8) Let the royal apparel be 
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brought which the king useth to wear, and the horse 
that the king rideth upon, and the crown royal which 
is set upon his head: (9) And let this apparel and 
horse be delivered to the hand of one of the king's 
most noble princes, that they may array the man withal 
whom the king delightetb to honour, and bring him 
on horseback through the street of the city, and 
proclaim before him, Thus shall it be done to the 
man whom the king delighteth to honour* 

(IQ) Then the king said to Haman, Make haste, 
and take the apparel and the ho^e, as thou hast said, 
and do even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at 
the king's gate: let nothing fail of all that thou 
hast spoken* 

(11) Then took Haman the apparel and the horse, 
and arrayed Mordecai, and brought him on horse¬ 
back through the street of the city, and proclaimed 
before him, Thus shall it be done unto the man 
whom the king delighteth to honour* (12) And 
Mordecai came again to the king's gate* But 
Haman hasted to his house mourning, and having 
his head covered* (13) And Haman told Zeresh his 
wife and ail his friends every thing that had befallen 
him* Then said his wise men and Zeresh hia wife 
unto him, If Mordecai be of the seed of the Jews, 
before whom thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt not 
prevail against him, but shalt surely fall before him* 
(14) And while they were yet talking with him, 
came the king's chamberlains, and basted to bring 
Haman unto the banquet that Esther had prepared. 

VII, (1) So the king and Haman came to banquet 
with Esther the queen* (2) And tl\e king said again 
unto Esther on the second day at the banquet of 
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wine. What itj thy petition, queen Esther ? and it 
ah all be granted thee: and what is thy request ? 
and it shall be performed, even to the half of the 
kingdom, (3) Then Esther the queen answered and 
said, If I have found favour in thy sight. 0 king, 
and if it please the king, let my life be given me at 
my petition, fmd my people at my request i (4) For 
we are sold, I and my people, to be destroyed, to be 
slain, and to perish. But if we had been sold for 
bondmen and bondwomen, I had held my tongue, 
although the enemy could not countervail the king'fi 
damage. 

(5) Then the king Ahasuerus answered and said 
unto Esther the queen, Who is he, and where is he, 
that durst presume in his heart to do so? (fi) And 
Esther said, The adversary and enemy is this 
wicked Haman. Then Haman was afraid before the 
king and the queen. (7) And the king arising from 
the banquet of wine in his wrath went into the 
palace garden i and Haman stood up to make re¬ 
quest for his life to Esther the queen; for he saw that 
there was evil determined against him by the king. 

(6) Then the king roturned out of the palace 
garden into the place of the banquet of wine ; and 
Haman was fallen upon the bed w'hereon Esther was. 
Then said the king. Will he fdree the queen also 
before me in the house? As the word went out of 
the king's mouth, they covered Haman's face, (9) 
And Harbonah, one of the chamberlams, said before 
the king. Behold also, the gallows fifty cubits high, 
which Haman had made for Mordecai, who had 
spoken good for the king, atandeth in the house of 
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Hantiaii. Then the king gaid, Hang him thereon* 
(10) So they hanged Hainan on the gallows that he 
hud prepared for Mordecai. Then was the king's 
wrath pacified* VIII. (1} On that dny did the king 
Ahasuerus give the house of Hainan the Jews’ 
enemy unto Esther the queen. And Mordecai came 
before the king ; for Esther had told what he was 
unto her. (2) And the king took off his ring, 
which ho had taken from Hainan, und gave it unto 
Mordecai. And Esther get Mordceiii over the house 
of Hainan. (3) And Esther spake yet again before 
the king, and fell down at his feet, and besought 
him with tears to put away the mischief of Human 
the Agflgite^ and his device that he had devised 
against the Jews* 

(4) Then the king held out the golden sceptre 
toward listher. So Esther nroae, and stood before 
the king. (5) And said, If it please the king, and 
if I have found favour, in his sight, and the thing 
seem right before the king, and I be pleasing in hia 
eyes, let it be written to reverse the letters devised 
by Hainan the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
which he wrote to destroy the Jews which are in all 
the king's provinces : (6) For how can I endure to 
see the evil that shall cmne unto my people? or how 
can I endure to sec the destruction of my kindred? 

(7) Then the king Ahasuerus said unto Esther 
the queen and to Mordecai the Jew, Behold* I have 
given Esther the house of Haman, and him they have 
hanged upon the gallows, because he laid hiB band 
upon the Jews* (8) Write ye aleo’^ for the Jews, as 
it liketh you, in the king's name, and seal it with 
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the king's ring for the writing which is written in 
the king's name» and sealed with the king's ring, 
may no man reverse. 

^ (9) Then were the king's scribes called at that 

time in the third months that is, the month Sivao^ 
on the three and twentieth day thereof ; and it was 
written according to all that Mordecai commanded 
unto the Jews, and to the lieutenants^ and the 
deputies and rulers of the provinces which are from 
India unto Ethiopia, an hundred twenty and seven 
provinces, unto every province according to the writing 
thereof, and unto every people after their language, 
and t-o the Jews according to their writing, and 
according to their language. (10) And he wrote in 
the king Ahasuerus' name, and sealed it with the 
king's ring, and sent letters by posts on horseback, 
and riders on mules, camels, and young dromedaries: 
(11) Wherein the king granted the Jews which were in 
every city to gather themselves together, and to stand 
for their life, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to perish' 
all the power of the people and province that would 
assault them, both little ones and women, and to 
take the spoil of them for a prey, (12) Upon one 
day in all the provinces of king Ahasuerus, namely, 
upon the thirteenth day of fce twelfth months which 
is the month Adar, (13) The copy of the writing 
for a commandment to bo given in every province 
was published unto all people, and that the Jews 
should be ready against that day to avenge them¬ 
selves on their enemies. (14) So the posts that rode 
upon mules and camels went out, being hastened and 
pressed on by the king's commandment. And the 
decree was given at Shushan the palace. 
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(15) And Mordeeai went out from the presence 
of the king in royal apparel of blue and white, and 
with a great crown of gold, and with a garment of 
fine iinen and purple: and the city of Shushan 
rejoiced and wna glad, (16) The Jews had light, 
and gladness, and joy, and honour (17) And in 
every province, and in every city whithersoever the 
king's commandment and his decree came, the Jews 
had joy and gladness, a feast and a good day. And 
many of the people of the land became Jews ; for 
the fear of the Jews fell upon them. 

IX, (1) Now in the twelfth month, that is, the 
month Adar, on the thirteenth day of the same, when 
the king *9 commandment and his decree drew near to 
be put in execution, in the day that the enemies of 
the Jews hoped to have power over them, (though it 
was turned to the contrary, that the Jews had rule 
over them that hated them;) (2) The Jews gathered 
themselves together in their cities throughout all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus, to lay hand on such 
as sought their hurt: and no man could withstand 
them ; for the fear of them fell upon all people. (S) 
And all the rulers of the provinces, and the lieuten¬ 
ants, and the deputies, and officers of the king helped 
the Jews; because the ftar of Mordeeai fell upon 
them. (4) For Mordeeai was great in the king's 
house, and hia fame went out throughout all the 
provinces: for this man Mordeeai waxed greater 
and greater. 

(5} Thus the Jews smote all their enemies with 
the stroke of the sword, and slaughter, and destruc^ 
tion, and did what they would unfo those that hated 
them. (6) And in Shushan the palace the Jews 
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slew And destroyed five hundred men, (7) And 
PArshftudatha, and Dalphon, and Aapatha, (8} And 
Poratha. and Adalia, and Aridatha, (9) And 
Parmaahta, and Arisai^ and Aridai, and Vajezatlin, 
(10) The ten sons of Haman the son of Hainmedatha. 
the enemy of the Jews, slew they ; but on the apoil 
laid they not their hand. 

(11) On that day the number of those that were 
slain in Shushan the palace was brought before the 
king. (12) And the king said unto Esther the queen. 
The Jews have slain and destroyed five hundred men 
in Shushan the palace, and the ten sons of Hnman ; 
what have they done in the rest of the king's 
provinces ? now what is thy petition ? and it shall be 
granted thee: or what is thy request further? and 
it shall be done. 

(13) Then said Esther, If it please the king, let 
it bo granted to the Jews which are in Shushan to 
do to-morrow also according unto this day's decree, 
and let Hainan's ten sons be hanged upon the galiows. 
(14) And the king commanded it so to be done : 
and the decree was given at Shushan ; and they 
hanged Haman's ten sons. (15) For the Jews that 
were in Shushan gathered themselves together 
the fourteenth day also of month Adar. and sletv^ 
three hundred men at Shushan ; but on the prey 
they laid not their hand. (16) But the other Jews 
that were in the king's provinces gathered themselves 
together, and stood for their lives, and had rest from 
their enemies, and slew of their foes seventy nnd five 
thousand, but they laid not their hands on the prey, 
(17) On the thirteenth day of the month Adar; and 
on the fourteenth day of the same rested they, and 
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made it a day of feastiag attd gladness. (18) But 
the Jews that were at Siiushan assembled together on 
the thirteenth day thereof, and on the fourteenth 
thereof ; and on the fifteenth day of the same they 
rested, and made it a day of feasting and gladness. 

(19) Therefore the Jews of the villages, that 
■dwelt in tlie unwalled towns, made the fourteenth 
day of the month Adar a day of gladness and 
feasting, and a good day. and of sending portions one 
to another. (20) And Mordecai wrote these things, 
an<l sent lotters unto all the Jews that were in all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerua, both nigh and far, 
(21) To stablish this among them^ that they should 
keep the fourteenth day of the month Adai\ and the 
fifteenth day of the same, yearly, (22) As the days 
■wherein the Jews rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them from sorrow to 
joy, and from mourning into a good day: that they 
should make them days of feasting and joy, and of 
sending portions one to another, and gifts to the 
poor. 

(23) And the Jews undertook to do as they had 
begun, and as Mordecai had written unto them ; 
'(24) Because Homan the son of Hammedatha, the 
Agagite, the enemy of ^11 the Jews, had devised 
against the Jews to destroy them, and had east P^ir, 
that is, the lot, to consume them, and to destroy 
them ; (25) But when Esther came before the king, 
he commanded by letters that hi a wicked device, which 
he devised against the Jews, should return upon his 
■own headj and that he and his sons should be hanged 
■on the gallows, (26) Wherefore they called these 
•days Purim after the name of Pur, Therefore for 
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r11 the words of this letter, and of that which they 
had Been concerning this matter^ and vfhich had 
come unto them, (27) The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, and upon all such 
as joined themselves unto them, so as it should not 
fail, that they would keep these two days according 
to their writing, and according to their appointed 
time every year ; (28} And that these days should 
be remembered and kept throughout every generation, 
every family, every province, and every city ; and 
that these days of Purina should not fail from among 
the Jews, nor the memorial of them perish from 
their seed* 

(29) Then Esther the queen, the daughter of 
Abihail, and Mordecai the Jew, wrote with all 
authority, to confirm this second letter of Purim* 
(30) And he sent the letters unto all the Jews, 
to the hundred twenty and seven provinces of the 
kingdom of Ahasuerus, with words of peace and 
truth* (31) To confirm these days of Purim in 
their times appointed, according as Mordecai the 
Jew and Esther the queen had enjoined them* 
and as they had decreed for themselves and for 
their seed, the matters of the fastings and their 
cry* (32) And the decree of*Esther confirmed these 
matters of Purim ; and it was written in the book, 
X* (1) And the king Ahasuerus laid a tribute upon 
the land, and upon the isles of the sea* (2) And all 
the acts of his power and of his might, and the de¬ 
claration of the greatness of Mordecai, whereunto 
the king advanced him* are they not written m 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of Media 
and Persia? (3) For Mordecai the Jew was next 
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unto king Ahasuerue, and great among the Jews, 
and accepted of the multitude of bis brethren, seek* 
ing the wealth of his people^ and speaking peace to 
ail his seed.

BOOK OP DANIEL 


THE ABSTINENCE OF DANIEL 
AND HIS FRIENDS 

In tlm third yoar of the reign of Jehomkim king 
of Ji;dah came Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon imto 
Jerusalem* and bceicgcd it, (2} And the Lord gave 
Jchniakim king of Judah into his handj with part of 
the vessels of the house of God: which he carried 
into the land of Shinar to the house of his god; and 
he brought tlie vessel into the treasure house of 
his god. 

(5) And the king spake unto Ashpena?. the 
master of his eunuchs, that he should bring certain 
of the children of Israel, and of the king’s seed, and 
of the princes; (4) Children in whom was no blemish, 
hut well favoured, and skilful hi all wisdom, and 
cunning in knowledge, and understanding science, 
and such as had ability in them to stand in the king’s 
palace, and \^'hoin they might teach the learning and 
the tongue of the Chaldeans. (5) And the king 
appointed them a daily provision of the king's meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: so nourishing them 
three years, that at the end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 

(6) Now among tJiese were of the children of 
Judah, Daniel, Hananlah, Mishael, and Azarlah; 
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(7) Unto whom the prinue o( the eunuchs gave 
numea: for he gave unto Daniel the name of 
Jielteahaz^.ar; and to Hananiah, of Shadrach; and to 
Mishacl, of Meshatrh; and to Azoriah, of Abed-nego* 
(B) But Daniel purposed in his heart that he would 
not defile himself with the portion of the hing'B meatr 
nor with the wine wliieh he drank: tlierefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunuchs that he might 
not defile himself. (9) Now God had brought 
Daniel into favour and tender love with the prince of 
the eunuchs. (10) And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear my lord the king, who hath 
appointed your meat and your drink: for why should 
he see your faces worse liking timu the cliildren which 
are of your sort? then shall ye make me endanger 
my head to the king. (11) Then said Daniel to 
Molzar, whom the prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel^ Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, (12) Prove 
thy servants* I beseech thee, ten days; and let them 
give us pulse to eat, and water to drink, (13) Tlicn 
let our countenances be looked upon before thee, and 
the countenance of the children that eat of the 
portiou of the king's meat: and as thou scest, deal 
with thy servants. (14) So he consented to them in 
this matter, and proved them ten days* (15) And at 
the end of ten days their countenances appeared fairer 
and fatter in flesh than all the children which did eat 
die portion of the king e meat* (16) Thus Melzar 
took away the portion of their meat, and the wine 
that they should drink; and gave them pulse. 

(17) As for these four children, God gave them 
knowledge and skill in all learning and wisdom: and 
Daniel had understanding in all vkions and dreams, 
(18) Now at the end of the days that the king had 
Baid he should bring them in, then the prince of the 
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eunuchs brought them in before Nebuchadnezzar- 
(19) And the king communed with them; and 
among them all was found none like DanieL 
Hananiah, Miabael, and Azariah: therefore stood 
they before the king- (20) And in all matters of 
wisdom and understandings that the king inquired 
of them, he found them ten times better than all the 
magicians and astrologer a that were in all his realm. 
(21) And Daniel continued even unto the hmt year 
of king Cyrus- 
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NEBUCHADNEZZAU'S DEEAAMMAGE 

And in the second year of the reign of n, 1-49, 
Nebuchadnezzar Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreame, 
wherewith his spirit was troubled, and hia sleep 
brake from him* (2) Then tie king commanded to 
call the magiciana, and the astrologers, and the 
sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to shew the king bis 
dreams. 

So they came and stood before the king, (3) 

And the king said unto theni, I have dreamed a 
dream, and my spirit was troubled to know the 
dream* (4) Then spake the Chaldeans to the king in 
Syriack, 0 king, live for ever: tell thy servants the 
dream, and we will shew the interpretation. 

(5) The king answered and said to the Chaldeans, 

The thing is gone from me: if ye will not make 
known unto me the dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses 
ehall be made a dunghill. (6) But if ye shew the 
dream, and the interpretation thereof, ye shall receive 
of me gifts and rewards and great honour: therefor© 
shew me the dream, and the interpretation thereof. 

{?) They answered again and said, Let the king tell 
hig servants the dream, and we will shew the 
interpretation of it* (6) The tdng answered and said, 

I know of certainty that ye would gain the time, 
because ye see Uie thing is gone from me* (9) 

But if ye will not make known unto me the 
dream, there is but one decree for you: for ye 
have prepared lying and corrupt words to speak be¬ 
fore me, till tie time be changed: therefore tell mo 
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the dream, and I shall know' that ye can shew me 
the interpretation thereof. (10) The Chaldeans 
answered before the king, and said, There ie not a 
man upon the earth that can shew the king's matter; 
therefore there is no king, lord, nor ruler, that asked 
such things at any magician, or astrologer, or 
Chaldean. (11) And it is a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other that can shew it 
before the king, except the gods, whose dwelling ia 
not witli flesh. 

(12) For this cause the king ^v'aa angry and very 
furious, and commanded to destroy all the wise men 
of Babylon. (13) And the decree went fortli that 
the wise men should be slain ; and they sought 
Daniel and his fellows to be elam. (14) Then Daniel 
answered with counsel and wisdom to Arioch the 
captain of the king's guard, which was gone forth to 
slay the wise men of Babylon: (15) He answered 
and said to Arioch the king'^ captain, Why is the 
decree so hasty from the king? Then Arioch made 
the thing known to Daniel, (16) Then Daniel went 
ID, and desired of the king that he would give him 
timo, and that he would shew the king the 
interpretation (17) Then Daniel went to his house, 
and made the thing known to Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah, his companions: (10) That they 
would desire mercies of the God of heaven concern¬ 
ing this secret; that Daniel and his fellowR should 
not perish with the rest of the wise men of 
Babylon. 

(19) Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in 
a night vision. Then Daniel blessed the God of 
heaven. (20) Daniel answered and said. Blessed be 
the name of God for ever and ever; for wdsdon and 
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might are his: (21) And he changeth the times 
and the seasons: he removeth kings, and setteth up 
kings: ha giveth wisdom unto the wieo, and know¬ 
ledge to them that know understanding: (22) He 
revealeth the deep and secret things: he knoweth 
what is in the darkness, and the light dwelleth with 
him. (28) I thank thee^ and praise thee» 0 thou 
God of my fathers, who hast given mo wisdom and 
might, and hast made known unto me now what we 
desired of thee: for thou hast now made known unto 
us the king's matter, 

(24) Therefore Daniel went in unto Arigch, 
whom the king had ordained to destroy the wise men 
of Babylon: he went and said thus unto him; De¬ 
stroy not the wise men of Babylon: bring me in 
before the king, and I will shew unto the king the 
interpretation. (25) Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus unto him, I 
have found a man of the captives of Judah, that will 
make known unto the king the interpretation. 
(26) The king answered and said to Daniel, whose 
name was Beltcshazzar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have seen, and the 
interpretatjon thereof? (27) Daniel answered in 
the presence of the king, and said. 

The secret which the king hath demanded cannot 
the wise men, the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king; (28) But there is 
a God in heaven that revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in 
' the latter days* Thy dream, and the visions of thy 
head upon thy bed, are these; (29) As for thee, O 
king, thy thoughts came into thy mind upon thy bedr 
what should come to pass hereafter: and he that 

21 
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TdYealetb secrets luakcth known to thee what shall 
come to pass. (30) But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I have more than 
any living, but for their sakes that shall make known 
the interpretation to the king, and that thou mightest 
know the thoughts of thy heart* 

(31) Thou, O king, sawest, and hehold a great 
image. This great image, whose brightness was 
eacccllent, stood before thee; and the form thereof was 
terrible* (32) This image's hcod was of fine gold, hia 
breast and his arms of silver, his belly and his thigha 
of bi^ss, (33) His legs of iron, his feet part of iron 
and part of clay* (34) Thou sawest till that a stone 
was cut out without hands, which smote the image 
upon his feet that were of iron and clay, and brake 
them to pieces. (35) Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken to pieces to¬ 
gether, and became like the chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors; and the wind carried them away, that 
no place was found for them: and the stone that 
smote the image became a great mountain, and 
filled the whole earth. 

(36) This is the dream; and we will tell the 
interpretation thereof before the king. (37) Thou, 0 
king, art a king of kings; for the God of heaven hath 
given thee a kingdom, power, and strength, and glory, 
(38) And w'hnrtboaver the children of men dwell, the 
beasts of the field and the fowls of the heaven hath 
he given into thine hand, and hath made thee ruler 
over them all. 7 Ijou art this head of gold* (39) 
And after thee slia)] arise another kingdom inferior 
to thee, and another third kingdom of brass^ which 
shall bear rule over all the earth. (40) And 
the fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron; for- 
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asmuch as iron bi'caketh in pieces and sub^ 
duoth ail things: and as iron that breakath 
all these^ shall it break in pieces and bruise. (41) 
And whereas thou sawest the feet and toes, part of 
potters' clay, and part of iron, the kingdom shall 
be divided; but there shall be in it of the strength of 
the iron, forasmuch us thou sawest the iron mixed 
with miry clay. (42) And as the toes of the feet 
were part of iron, and part of clay, so the kingdom 
«hall be pmtly strong, and partly broken, (43) And 
w'hcreas thou sawest iron mixed with miry clay, they 
eliail mingle themselves with the seed of men: but 
they shall not cleave one to another, even as iron is 
not mixed with clay, (44) And in the days of these 
kings shall the God of heaven set up a kingdom, 
■which shall never be destroyed: and the kingdom 
shall not be left to other people, but it shall break in 
pieces and consume all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand for ever. (43) Eorasmuch as thou sawest that 
slono was cut out of the mountain without hands, 
and that it brake in pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, 
ithe silver, and the gold; the great God hath made 
[known to the king what shall come to pass 
hereafter; and the dream is certain^ and the inter- 
ipretation thereof sure, 

(46) Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon 
bis face, and worshipped Daniel, and commanded 
that they should offer an oblation and sweet odours 
unto him. (47) The king answered unto Daniel, and 
said. Of a truth it is, that your God is a God of gods, 
^and a Lord of kings^ and a revealer of secrets, seeing 
■thou couldest reveal this secret, (48) Then the king 
made Daniel a great man, and gkve him many great 
jgifts, and made him ruler over the whole province of

Babylon» and chief of the governors over all the wise 
men of Babylon. {49) Then Daniel requested of the- 
king, and he set Shadraeh, Meshach, and Abed<nego, 
over the affairs of the province of Babylon: but 
Daniel sat in the gate of the king. 
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THE BUBNINQ FIEBY FUENACE 

Nebuchadnezzar the king made an image of gold, HI* 1-^ 
whose height was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof six cubits: he set it up in the plain of Dura, in 
the province of Babylon. (2) Then Nebuchadnezzar 
the king sent to gather together the priacefl, the 
governors, and the captains, the judges, the treasure 
era, the counsellers, the aheri^s, and all the rulers of 
the provinces, to come to the dedication of the image 
which Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. 

(3) Then the princes, the governors, and cap¬ 
tains, the judges, the treasurers, the couusellers, the 
sheriffs, and all the rulers of the provinces, were 
gathered together unto the dedication of the image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up; and they 
Btood before the image that Nebuchadnezzar had set 
up. (4) Then an herald cried aloud, To you it is 
commanded, 0 people, nations, and languages, (5) 

That at what time ye hear the sound of the comet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds 
of musick, ye fall down and worship the golden image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up: (6) And 
whoso falicth not down and worshippeth ehall the 
same hour be cast into the midst of a bummg fiery 
furnace. (7) Therefore at that time, when all the 
people heerd the sound of the comet, fiute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and all kinds of tnusick, all the 
people, the nations, and the languages, felLdown and 
worshipped the golden image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king had set jup. 

(8) Wherefore at that time certain Chaldeans 
came near, and accused the Jews. 
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(d) They spake and said to the king Nebuchad- 
Dezzar, O king, live for ever, (10) Thou^ 0 king, 
hast made a decree, that every man that shall hear 
the sound of the comet* flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
and dulcimer, and alt kinds of musick, shall tall 
down and worship the golden image: (11) And 

whoso falleth not down and worehippeth, that he 
should be cast into the midst of a burning fiery fur¬ 
nace* (12) There are certain Jews whom thou hast 
set over the affaira of the province of Baby Ton, 
Shadrach, lifeshach, and Abed-nego ; these men, O 
king, have not regarded thee: they serve not thy 
gods* nor worship the golden image which thou hast 
set up, 

(13) Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and fury 
commanded to bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego* Then they brought these men before the king, 
(14) Nebuchadnezzar spake and said unto them, Is it 
true, 0 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abcd-nogo, do not ye 
serve my gods* nor worship the golden image which I 
have set up? (15) Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet* flute, iiarp, 
sackbut* psaltery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of 
musick, ye fall down and worship the image which I 
have made; well: but if ye worship not, ye shall be 
cast the same hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that God that shall deliver you 
out of my hands? 

(16) Shadrach* Meshach, and Abed-negOt answer¬ 
ed and eaid to the king, 0 Nebuchadnezzar, we are 
not careful to answer thee in this matter* (17) If it 
be so, our God whom we serve is,able to deliver us 
from the burning fiery furnace, and he will deliver us 
out of thine hand, 0 king* (10) But if not, be it 
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known unto thee, 0 king, that we will not servo thy 
gods, nor worship the golden image which thou hast 
set up. (19) Then was Nebuchadnejszar full of fury, 
and the form of his visage was changed against 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego: therefore he 
spake, and commanded that they should heat tho fur¬ 
nace one seven times more than it was wont to be 
heated. (20) And he commanded the most mighty 
men that were in his army to bind Shadrach, 
Mcshach, and Abed-nego, and to cast thorn into the 
burning fiery furnace, 

(21) Then these men were bound in their coats, 
their hosen, and their hats, and their other garments, 
and were cast into tiie midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. (22) Therefore because the king's com¬ 
mandment was urgent, atid the himaee exceeding hot, 
the flame of the fire slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Mcshach, and Abed-nego. (23) And these 
three men, Shadrach, Mcshach, and Abed-nego, fell 
down bound into the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. 

(24) Then Nebuchadnezzar tho king was astonied, 
and rose up in haste, and Hpake, and said unto his 
counsellors, Did not we cast three men bound into 
the midst of the fire? They answered and said unto 
the king, True, 0 king. (25) He answered and said, 
Lo, I see four men loose, walking in the midst of the 
fire, and they have no hurt; and the form of the 
fourth is like tho Son of God. (2G) Then Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar came near to the mouth of tho burning 
fiery furnace* and spake, and said* Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego* ye servants of ^he most high God* 
come forth, and come hither. 
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Then Shadraoh, Meshach^ and Abed*Degnf came 
forth of the midst of the fire, (27) And the princee, 
governors, and captains, and the Mng’s counaeUers, 
being gathered together, saw these men, upon whose 
bodies the fire had no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats changed, nor 
the smell of fire had passed on them, (28) Then 
Nebuchadnezzar spake, and said, Blessed be the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath sent 
his angel, and delivered his gervants that trusted in 
him, and have changed the king*s word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God, (29) Therefore I 
make a decree, That every people, nation, and langu¬ 
age, which speak anything amiss agiiinet the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, shall be cut in 
pieces, and their houses shall be made a dunghill; 
because there is no other God that can deliver after 
this sort. 

(30) Then the king promoted Shadrach, 
Mesliach, and Abed-nego, in the province of Babylon* 
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NEBUCHADNEZZAR'S DREAM OF THE 

TREE 


Nebuchadnezzar the king, unto aJl people, na- rv* 
irons, and languages, that dwell in all the earth; 
Peace be multiplied unto you. 

(2) I thought it good to show the signa and 
■wonders that the high God hath wrought toward 
me, (3) How great are his signs! and how mighty are 
his wonders! his kingdom is an everlasting kingdom* 
ond his dominion is from generation to generation. 

(4) I Nebuchadnezzar was at rest in mine house, 
and flourishing in my palace: (5) I saw a dreoEO 
which made me afraid, and the thoughts upon my 
bed and the visions of my head troubled mo. (6) 
Iherefore made I a decree to bring in all the wise 
ineu of Babylon before me, that they might make 
known unto me the interpretation of the dream. (7) 
Then came in the magicians, the astrologers, the 
Chaldeans, and the soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make known unto me 
the interpretation thereof. (8) But at the last Daniel 
came in before me, whoso name was Beltefibazzar, 
according to the name of my god, and in whom is 
the spirit of the holy gods: and before him I told the 
dream, saying, (9) 0 Belteshazzar, master of the 
magicians, because I know that the spirit of the holy 
gods is in thee, and no secret troubleth thee, tell me 
the visions of my dream that I have seen, and the 
interpretation thereof. 

(10) Thus were the visions of mine head in my 
bed; I saw, and behold a tree In the midst of the 
earth, and the height thereof was great. (11)^ Hie 
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tree grew, and was strong, and the height thereof 
reached unto heaven, and the sight thereof to the end 
of all the earth: (12) The leaves thereof were fair, 
and the fruit thereof much, and in it was meat for 
all: the beasts of the field had shadow under it, and 
the fowls of the heaven dwelt m the boughs thereof, 
and all flesh wob fed of it, 

(13) I saw in the visiona of my head upon my 
bed, and, behold, a watcher and an holy one came 
down from heaven; (14) Ho cried aloud* and said 
thus, Hew down the tree, and cut off hia branches, 
shake off his leaves and scatter his fruit: let 
the beasts get away from under it* and the 
fowls from his branches: (15) Nevertheless leave 
the stump of hia roots in the earth, even with 
a band of iron and brass, in the tender grass of 
the field; and let it be wet with the dew of heaven, 
and let his portion be with the beasts in the grass of 
the earth : (10) Let his heart be changed from man*s 
and let a beast’s heart be given unto him; and let 
seven times pass over him. (17) This matter is hy 
the decree of the watchers, and the demand by tho 
word of the hoJv ones: to the intent that the living 
may know that tJio most High ruleth in the kingdom 
of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will, and 
setteth up over it the basest of men. 

(18) This dream I king Nebuchadnezzar have 
seen* Now thou, 0 BeUeahazzar, declare the inter¬ 
pretation thereof, forasmuch as all the wise men of 
my kingdom are not able to make known unto me 
the interpretation: but thou art able; for the spirit of 
the holy gods is in thee* 

(19) Then Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, ' 
was astonied for one hour, and his thoughts troubled 
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him. Thft king spake, and said, Belteshazzar, let not 
the dream, or the interpretation thereof, trouble thee. 
Belteshazzar answered, and said, My lord, the dream 
be to them that hate thee, and the interpretation 
thereof to thine enemies, (20) The tree that thou 
sawest, which grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the sight thereof to al! 
tho earth; (21) Whose leaves were fair, and the fruit 
thereof much, and in it was meat for all; under which 
the beasts of the field dwelt, and upon whose 
branches the fowls of the heaven had their habita^ 
tion: (22) It is thou, O king, that art grown and be¬ 
come strong: for thy greatness is gi^own, and reacheth 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to the end of the 
earth, 

(23) And whereas tho king saw a watcher and an 
holy one comhig down from heaven, and saying, Hew 
the tree down, and destroy it; yet leave the stump of 
tho roots thereof in tho earth, even with a band of 
iron and brass, in the tender grass of the field; and 
let it be wet with the dew of heaven, and let hia por¬ 
tion be with the beasts of the field, till Boven times 
pass over him; (24) This is the interpretation, O 
king, and this is the decree of the most High, which 
is come upon my lord the king: (25} That they 
shall drive thee from men, and thy dwelling shall bo 
with the beasts of the field, and they shall make thee 
to eat grass as oxen, and they shall wet thee with tho 
dew ol heaven, and seven times shall pass over thee, 
till thou know that the most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever ho will. 
(26) And whereas they commanded to leave the 
fltump of the tree roots ; thy kingdom shall be sure 
unto thee, after that thou shalt have known that the 
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heavens do rule. (27) Wherefore^ 0 king^ let my 
■counsel be acceptable unto thee^ and break off thy 
sine by righteousness, and thine iniquities by shewing 
mercy to the poor; if it may be a lengthening of thy 
'.tranquillity. 

(28) All this came upon the king Nebuchadnezzar* 
'(29) At the end of twelve months he walked in the 
palace of the kingdom of Babylon* (30) The king 
'Spakc, and said, Is not this great Babylon* that I have 
built for the house of the kingdom by the might of 
my power, and for the honour of my majesty? 

(31) While the word was in the king's mouth, 
^here fell a voice from heaven, saying, 0 king Nebu- 
(^hadnezzar, to thee it is Bpoken; the kingdom is 
<leparted from thee. (32) And they shall drive thee from 
jnen, nml thy dwelling shall be with the beasts of 
.the field: they shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, 
:and seven times shall pass over thee* until thou know 
dhat the most High ruleth in the kingdom of men* 
.and giveth it to whomsoever he will. (33) The 
same hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebuehad* 
nezzar: and he was driven from men, and did eat 
l^ass as oxen, and his body w^as w'ct with the dew 
of heaveu, till his hairs were grown like eagles' 
feathers and liiw miiis like birds' claws. (34} And at 
(the end of the days I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine 
■eyes unto heaven, and mine understanding returned 
unto me, and I blessed the most High, and I praised 
;and honoured him that liveth for ever, whose domi¬ 
nion ia an everlasting dominion, and his kingdom is 
from generation to generation: (35) And all the in* 
habitants of the earth are reputed ae nothing: and 
he doeth according to his will in the army of heaven, 
«nd among the inhabitants of the earth: and none 
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can stay his hand, or say unto hiirij What doest thou? 
(36) At the same time my reason returned unto me;- 
and for the glory of my kingdom, mine honour andt 
brightness returned unto me; and my counseUers^ 
and my lords sought unto me; and I was established 
in my kingdom^ 'and excellent majesty was addedt 
unto me, 

(37) Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and extol and* 
honour the King of heaven, all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment: and those that walk in pridC' 
he is able to abase. 
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V, 1-ai. 


BELSHAZZAR'S FEAST 

Belshazzar the king made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords» and drank wine before the 
thousand. (2) Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, 
commanded to bring the golden and silver vessels 
which his father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the 
temple which w'as in Jerusalem; that the king, and bis 
princes, his wives, and his concubines, might drink 
therein. (3) Then they brought the golden vessels 
that were taken out of the temple of the house of 
God which was at Jerusalem; and the king, and his 
princes, his wafe^ and his concubiniis, drank in them* 
(4) They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, 
and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

(5} In the same hour came forth lingers of a 
man's hand, and wrote over against the candlestick 
upon the,plaister of the w^all of the king's palace: 
and the king saw the part of the hand that wrote* (6) 
Then the king's countenance was changed, and his 
thoughts troubled him, so that the Joints of his loins 
\vere loosed, and his knees smote one against another. 
(7) I’he king cried aloud to bring in the astrologers, 
tlie Chaldeans, and the sooths^^ye]:s* And the king 
spake, and said to the wdse men of Babylon, Who* 
soever phali read this writing, and shew me the in¬ 
terpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, and 
have a chain of gold about his neck, and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. (8) Then came in all the 
king's wiec men: but they could not read the writ¬ 
ing, nor make known to the king the interpretation 
thereof. (5) Then was king Belsbazzftt greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was changed in hi^i 
and his lords were astonied.

(10) Now the queen, by reason of the words of 
the king and his lords, came into the banquet house: 
and the queen spake and said, 0 king, live for ever; 
let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor let thy couri' 
tcnance be changed: (11) There ia a man la thy 
kingdom, in whom is the spirit of the hoiy gods; and 
in the days of thy father light and understanding and 
wisdom, like the wisdom of the gods, was found m 
him; whom the king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, the 
king, I say, thy father, made master of the 
magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, and soothsayers; 
{12) Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, and knowledge, 
find understanding, interpreting of dreams, and 
shewing of hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, 
vTcre found in the same Daniel, whom the king named 
Eelteshazzar: now let Daniel be called, and he will 
shew the interpretation* 

(13) Then Daniel brought in before the king 
And the king spake and said unto Daniel, Art thou 
that Daniel, which art of the children of the captivity 
of Judah, whom the king my father brought out of 
Jewry? (14) I have oven heard of thee, that the spirit 
of the gods is in thee, and that light and understand* 
ing aud excellent w'isdom is found in thee. (15) And 
now the wise men, the astrologers, have been brought 
in before me, that they should read this writing, 
and make known unto me the intcrpretatioo thereof: 
but they could not shew the interpretation of the 
thing : (16) And I have heard of thee* that thou eanst 
make interpretations, and dissolve doubts: now if 
thou canst read the writing, and make known to me 
the interpretation thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold about thy neck, and 
shalt be the third ruler in the kingdom. 
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(17) Then Daniel answered and said before the 
king» Let thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy re- 
wards to another; yet I will read the writing unto the 
ting, and make known to him the interpretation. (18) 
0 thou king, the moat high God gave Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour; (19) And for the majeaty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and languages, treinbled 
and feared before him: whom he would he slew; anJ 
whom he would he kept alive; and whom he would ho 
set up; and whom he would he put down. (20) But 
when his heart w-as lifted up, and his mind hardened 
in pride, he w^as deposed from hie kingly throne, and 
they took his glory from him: (21) And he wea 
driven from the sons of men; and hie heart was made- 
like the beaats, and his dwelling was with the wild 
asses they fed him with grass like oxen, and his body 
was wet wdth the dew of heaven; till he knew that 
the most high God ruled in the kingdom of men, and 
that he appointeth over it whomsoever he will. 

(22) And thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast not 
humbled thine heart, though thou knewest all this; 

(23) But hast lifted up thyseff against the Lord of 
heaven; and they have brought the vessels of hia 
house before thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy wives,, 
and thy concubines, have drunk wine in them; and 
thou hast praised the gods of silver, and gold, of 
brass, iron, wood, and stone, which see not, nor heoir 
nor know: and the God in whose hand thy breath is, 
and whose are all thy ways, hast thou not glorified: 

(24) Then was the port of the hand sent from him; 
and ibis writing w'as written. (25) And this is the 
writing that was written, Mene, Mene, Tekel, Uphar- 
sin. (26) This is the interpretation of the thing; Mene; 
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God hath numbered tby kingdom, and tinished it, 
(27) Tokel; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting. (28) Peres; Thy kingdom ie divided, 
and given to the Medes and Persians. 

(29) Then commanded Belshazzar, and they 
clothed Daniel with scarlet, and put a chain of gold 
about his neck, tind made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he sliould be the third ruler in the kingdoni. 

(30) In that night was Belshazzar the king of the 
Chaldeans slain. (31) And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, being about threescore and two years old.

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DANIEL IN THE LIONS^ DEN 

VI. l-aa. It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom 

an hundred and twenty princes^ which should be 
over the whole kingdom; (2) And over these three pre¬ 
sidents; of whom Daniel was first: that the princes 
might give accounts unto them, and the king should 
have no damage. (5) Then tiiis Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, because an excel* 
lent spirit was in him; and the king thought to set 
him over the whole realm. 

(4) Then the presidents and princes sought to 
find occasion against Daniel concorning the kingdom; 
but they could find none occasion nor fnult; fom- 
much 03 he was faithful, neither was there any error 
or fault found in him. (5) Then said these men, We 
sbnll not find any occasion against this Daniel, except 
we find it against him concerning the ism of his God. 
(6) Then these presidents unci princes assembled to¬ 
gether to the king, and said thus unto him, King 
Darius, live for over. (7) All fhc presidents of the 
kingdom, the governors, and the princea, the counsel- 
lers, and the c:ij>tains, have consulted together to 
establish a royal statute, and to make a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall nsk a petition of any God or man 
for thirty days, save of thee, 0 king, he shall be cast 
into the den of lions. (8) Now, 0 king, establish the 
decree, and sign the writing, that it be not changed, 
according to the law of the Medea and Persians, 
which altereth not. (0) Wherefore king Darius signed 
the writing and the decree. 

(10) Now when Daniel knew that the writing was 
signed, he went into his house; and his windows 
being open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
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kneeled upon bid knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as h© did 
aforetime. (11) Then these men assembled, und 
found Daniel praying and making supplication before 
his God. (12) Then they camo near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king's decree j Hast 
thou not signed a decree, that every man that shall 
ask a petition of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, 0 king, shall be cast into the den of 
Hons? The king answered and said, The thing is 
true, according to the law of the Medes and Per¬ 
sians, which altereth not. (13) Then answered they 
and said before the king, That Daniel, which is of 
the children of the captivity of Judah, regardeth not 
thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast signed, 
but mftketh his petition three times o day. 

(14) Then the king, when ho heard these words, 
svus sore displeased with himself, and set tiis heart 
on Daniel to deliver him' and )ie laljoured till the 
going down of the sun to deliver him. (15) Then 
these men assembled unto the king, and said unto 
the king, Know. O king, that the law of the Medes 
and Persians is, That no decree nor atntuie w'hich 
the king cstablisheth may be changed. (10) Then the 
king commanded, and they brought Daniel, and cast 
him into the dco of lions. Now the king spake and 
said unto Darnel, Thy God whom thou servest conti¬ 
nually, he will deliver thee. (17) And a stono was 
brought, and laid upon the mouth of the den; and 
the king sealed it with hia own signet, and with the 
signet of hia lords; that the purpose might not be 
changed concerning DanieL 

(18) Then the king went to his palace, and 
passed the night fasting; neither wore instruments of 
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musick brou^'ht before him: and liiB sleep went from 
him. (19) Then the kin^ arose very early in the morn¬ 
ing, and went in haste unto the den of lions. (20) 
And when he oame to the den» he cried with a 
lamentable voice unto Daniel: and the king spake 
and said to Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou aervest continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions? (21) Then said Daniel 
unto the king, G king, live for ever. (22) My God 
hath sent bis angel, tmd hath shut the lions* mouths^ 
that they have not hurt me: forasmuch as before him 
innoceney was found in me; and also before thee, 0 
king, have I done no hurt. (23) Then was the king 
exceeding giad for him, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel was 
taken up out of the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he believed in his God. (24) 
And the king commanded, and they brought those 
men which had accused Daniel, and thev cast them 
into tfie den of lions, them, their children, and their 
wives; and the Hons had the mastery of them, and 
brake all iheir bones in pieces or ever they caoje at 
the bottom ol the den. 

(25) Then king Darius wrote unto all people^ 
nations, and languages, that dwell in all the earth; 
Peace be nuiltiplied unto you. (26) I make a decree, 
That in every domimon of my kingdom men 
tremble and fear before the God of Daniel: for ho 
is the living God, and stedfast for ever, and hi a king¬ 
dom that which ahall not be destroyed, and hia 
dominion shall be even unto the end. (27) He deli* 
vereth and rescueth, and he worketh signs and 
wonders in heaven and in earth, who bath delivered 
Daniel from the power of the Uona. 
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(28) So this Daniel prospered in the reign of 
Darius, and in the reign of Cyrus the Persian,

THE 8TOBY OF JONAH 

L 1--1V. U. Now tho word of the Lord came unto Jonah the 
son of Aixiittiii, anying, (2) Arise, go to Nineveh, 
that great city, and cry against it; for tlieir wicked¬ 
ness is come up before me. (3) But Jonah rose up to 
flee unto Tarshish from the presence of the Lord, and 
went down to Joppa; and he found a ship going to- 
Tarshish; so he paid the fare thereof, and went down 
into it, to go with them unto Turshieh from the pre¬ 
sence of the Lord. (4) But the I^ord sent out a great 
wind into the sea, and there was a mighty tempest in 
the sea, so that the ship was like to bo broken. (5) 
Then the mariners were afraid, and cried every man 
unto hia god, and cast forth the wares that were in 
the shij) into the sea, to lighten it of them. But 
Jonah wus gone down into jhe sides of the ship; and 
be lay, and wuh fast asleep. (G) So the shipmaster 
came to him, and said unto him, What meanest 
thou, 0 sleeper? arise, caU upon thy God, if bo be 
that God will think upon us, that we perish not, (7) 
And they said every one to his fellow, Come, 
and let us cast lots, that we may know for 
whose cause this evil Is upon us. So they cost 
lots, and the lot fell upon Jonah. (S) Then said 
they unto him, Tell us, we pray thee, for whose cause 
this evil is upon us; What is thine occupation? and 
whence comest thou? what is thy country? and of

(13) Nevertheless 
the men rowed hard to bring it to the land; but they 
could not: for the sea wrought, and was tempestu¬ 
ous against them, (14) Wherefore they cried unto 
the Lord, and said, We beseech thee, 0 Lord, we be¬ 
seech thcc, let us not perish for this man*3 life, and 
lay not upon us innocent blood: for thou, 0 Lord, 
hast done as it pleased thee. (15) So they took 
up Jonah, and nast him forth into the sea: and the 
sea ceased from her raging, (16) Then the men 
feared the Lord exceedingly, tmd offered a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, and made vows.

H. (1) Then 
Jonah prayed unto the FiOrd ids God out. of the fishes

I cried by reason of mine affliction unto the Lord, 
and he heard me. 

Out of the belly of hell cried I, and thou hesrd- 
eat my voice. 
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(3) For thou had at cast me into the deep^ in th& 
midst of the seas^ and the floods compassed me about:

(4) Then I said* [ am cast out of thy sight; yet 
I will look again toward thy holy temple,
